Tk humble Memorial o/Nathaniel 
Weekes, Efq. late Judge of the 
Court of Vice-Admiralty of Bar- 
bados, 
Sheweth, 

THAT your Memorialift was 
appointed Judge of the Court 
of Vice- Admiralty of the Ifland 
aforefaid, by your commiffion ifTued 
under the Great Seal of the Ad- 
miralty-Office, bearing date * fome 
time in the year one thoufand feven 
hundred and feventy-fix, as will 
more fully and at large appear by a 
reference thereto. 

That your Memorialift, during 
the whole time of his being Judge of

your Court aforefaid, as far forth as 
his {kill and abilities admitted, hath 
faithfully executed the duty of his 
truft, and impartially adminiftered 
ftrift j uftice to all parties; and that 
from a pleafmg confeioufnefs of hav- 
ing merited the approbation of the 
whole community, from the regular 
difcharge of his public conduct, your 
Memorialift is hereby encouraged 
and induced to trouble your Lord- 
Ihips on an event, he humbly con- 
ceives, equally as invafive of the 
high powers of your Lordfhips, as 
unjuftifiable in itfelf, and injurious 
to your Memorialift. 

That in about nine or ten week* 
after the arrival of his Excellency 
Major-general James Cuninghame 
to Barbados, your Memorialift was 
called upon by the Secretary of tha 
Ifland, who informed: him, " Tha$ 
the Governor defired to fpeak witk 
your Memorialift at the Goverment- 
houfe of Pilgrim." That your Me* 
morialift did accordingly wait on hi» 
faid Excellency immediately. The 
interview was both private and fliort ; 
and the fubftance of his Excellency'* 
bufinefs with your Memorialift, apt 
peared to him to know, Whether 
the owners of private veflels of war 

B were 



* The original commiffion, together with all the books and papers be- 
longing to your Memorialift, was deftroyed by the late hurricance, fo that 
he cannot recite the exact date of the commiffion . 
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were not compellable to take oat 
ntw * commiflions of marque at the 
expiration of every cruize? Your 
Memorials was of an opinion, that 
it could not be done, conceiving 
fuch a meafure to be illegal aud op- 
preffive. Shortly after this the hur- 
ricane enfued, to wit, October the 
loth, 1780, and your Memorialiil 
had no conference again with his faid 
Excellency until the firft week in 
February, when he was then called 
upon by his faid Excellency to be 
officially informed of a certain letter 
he had received from the Secretary 
of State, refpecling his Majefty's 
immediate intentions to declare hof- 
tilities againft the Dutch. Nothing 
in this interview appeared on the 
part of his Excellency of dinatis- 
fa&oa or difcontent towards your 
Memorialiil, either in his private or 
public capacity; on the contrary, 
his Excellency feemed to congratu- 
late your Memorialiil on the profped 
of his office being likely to grow lu- 
crative, expreffiag at the fame time < 
his furprize that no falary had been 
annexed to your Memorialift's com- 
ttiflion. 

Early in th$ month of February, 
and in a few days after the above- 
mentioned interview, a new fcene 
now opened to flatter the profpecl of 
gain to his faid Excellency, and to 
employ all his powers to compafs it. 
Nearly three months before this pe- 
riod, the fianG indeed was laid to 
build the fuperftru&ure of felnfcnefs, 
as a very little attention to the real 
and latent motives of his faid Ex- 
cellency's fuperfeding the deputation 
of Thomas Jackfon, Efq. will clear- 
ly drmonilrate ; for a certain Dutch 
veffel, the brigantine Commerce, 
was now captured and brought into 
this Ifland by a private (loop of war, 
faid to be worth eight thoufand 
pounds; but it fo happened, that 



the jcapter -had no legal qualification 
to capture the enemy's goods and 
veflels ; and his faid Excellency hear- 
ing ,the captor's difqualification, or- 
dered the faid veflel and cargo to be 
claimed for the King, and they were 
accordingly claimed by the Procu- 
rator of the Crown. 

As foon as your Memorialift was 
made acquainted with the publication 
of confent for a hearing of the faid 
Dutch veGel and cargo, claimed as 
aforefaid by the King, to wit, early 
in the firft week in the month of 
April, your Memorialiil appointed 
a fhort day for the advocates to ar- 
gue the caufe in iffue ^and after the 
depofitions thereon were duly invefti- 

fated by your Memoijalift, the faid 
rigantine Commerce an4 her cargo 
were condemned by your Memori- 
aliil as a droit of Admiralty, on the 
fixth day of the fayl month of April, 
as the minutes of the proceedings of 
the faid Court on the day aforefaid 
will prove and confirm. And your 
Memorialift publimed his definitive 
fentence on the faid brigantine and 
her cargo, confirming the order and 
decree on the minutes afdrefaid, on 
the 1 2th day of the (aid month of 
April. Sometime in the beginning 
of the month of March laft, your 
Memorialift was again called by his 
faid Excellency up to Pilgrim : The 
call was immediately obeyed. Dutch 
prizes about this juncture were fre- 
quently brought into this Ifland, and 
there was a general rumour of a 
great many more ftill to be brought 
in; the commiflion, hitherto of Little 
profit, became now a commiffion of 
emolument, and of courfe the Judge- 
ship of the Court of Admiralty grew 
a Judgeihip to be envied, fiat to 
return to the call of his Excellency 
at the time above-mentioned ; the 
intention of which, as your Memo- 
rialift conceived, as well from feme

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pointed remarks, as from certain 
oblique iniinuations, was to extort 
the opinion of your memorialift, re- 
fueling two Dutch mips libelled by 
Edward Thompson, Efquire, com- 
mander of his Majefty's ftripHyseria; 
and which two mips, his faid Excel- 
lency had directed the Procurator of 
die Crown to crofs libel as droits of 
Admiralty for the ufe of the King. 
In the courfe of your memorialift's 
converfation with his faid Excellen- 
cy on the day here alluded to, from 
certain expreffions made ufe of by 
your memorialift, declaratory of 
principles not to be biaffed, and 
from' uttering certain words avow- 
able of fenuments not to be in- 
fluenced, your memorialift humbly 
conceives, as from the circumftances 
that mall here follow, that his faid 
Excellency, from the day of this in- 
terview, took up the unjuft resolu- 
tion to do what he hath lately done* 
T$ fuferfede your memorialift of tbt 
wmmijfion be bad the honour to bold 
under your Lordjbips. Facts will beft 
fpealt for themfelves, and agreeable 
to his faid Excellency's letters, in 
order of time, directed to your me- 
morialift, he humbly begs leave to 
introduce them htre f in order of 
place, the better to explain the fecret 
intentions, and the vifible motives 
for that event, which his faid Ex- 
cellency was pre-determined, fooner 
or later, right or wrong, to purfue 
and accompliih. Two days after 
the preceding converfation with his 
faid Excellency, herein hinted at, 
your Memorialift received the follow- 
ing letter ; 

On his Majefty's fervice. 
Sir, 
% As I underftand it has been a jprac- 
tice in your Court to condemn prizes 
carried into St, Lucia, upon evi- 
dence fent from thence here, with- 
out the prizes being brought into 
this bay, and as it appears to me ex- 
tremely irregular, I muft defire that 
you will immediately acquaint me 



of your rea/ens for this proceeding. 
I am, Sir, your moft humble fervant, 
Jambs Cuhihghame. 
Pilgrim, Mareb 14, 1 78 1. 
To tbt Judge of tbt Admiralty $f 
Barbados* 

Your Memorialift keeps all the 
original letters in his pofleffion which 
he has received from his faid Excel- 
lency, and to the above, he returned 
for anfwer, to his faid Excellency, 
the following lines : 

Mmrcb 15, ijtt. 
Honourable Sir, 
When your Excellency's letter 
was delivered yefterday I was then 
from home, and had I been in tht 
way when your fervant called for an 
anfwer, the prefent anfwer, agree- 
able to your order, would have 
been immediately difpatched. I* 
refpeft to the mode of proceeding! 
on the captured veflHs carried la* 
to St. . Lucia, libelled and con- 
demned in the Court of Admiralty 
in Barbados, it has been regular 
and legal, as the face of the pro- 
ceedings themfelves will fully evince; 
and if any fuch captured prices car* 
ried into St. Lucia have been libel- 
led and condemned in this Ifland, 
without the veffels being firft or laft 
brought into our ports, permit me 
to affure your Excellency, that I ne* , 
ver once knew it officially, either be* 
lore, or at the time of condemnation s 
and what I do not officially &imu $ 
I cannot judicially mtkt. 

The captors of all thefe veffels too, 
if I recollect rightly, and which are 
here alluded to, were his Majefty's 
naval Commanders j and though St. 
Lucia is in the neighbourhood of 
Barbados, where the captors have 
libelled one veflel from thence in oar 
Court, they have libelled ft dofeea 
in the Courts of Antigua and St. 
Chriftopher*s. 

If you have been made acquainted 

with any abufes praftifed by the 

captors with their priies ifrSt. Lucia, 

and faid to be under the fanftion of 

B a my 
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my Court, I do moft folemnly avow 

my innocence and ignorance of them, 

about them, and concerning them ; 

and I fhall always hold myfelf ready, 

whenever officially and legally called 

upon, to correct and, fupprefs every 

evil that may tend to blemifh my 

trult, or invade my authority.

Hif Excellency Governor Cuninghame, 
Two days after the above letter 
was delivered, his faid Excellency 
returned to your Memorialift the 
following reply : 

Pilgrim, March 17, 178 1. 
Sir, 
Your not knowing officially that 
prizes brought into St. Lucia and 
condemned here, upon papers and 
evidence fent from thence without 
the veflels ever being brought into 
Carlifle-Bay, is to me moft extra- 
ordinary. I therefore expect that 
no fuch proceedings are to prevail at 
Barbados, in the Admiralty Court, 
during my refidence as Governor of 
this Ifland, without affording me 
the earlieft and moft authentic in- 
formation upon the fubjecl. 

I am, Sir, your moft obedient 
fervant, 

James Cuninchame. 
The Honourable the Judge of the Ad- 
miralty of Barbados. 
Your Memorialift thought it moft 
difcreet to avoid replying to the 
above letter, not only from his faid 
Excellency's repeated intimations 
(a few days after your Memorialift's 
kft interview with hini on the fub- 
jecl of the Hyaena's two prizes) that 
Jie would remove your Memorialift 
from hi$ Judgefhip, but alfo from 
a knowjedge of the high charge and 
powers wherewith your Memorialift 
Was invefted by your Lordfhips, con- 
ceiving therefrom, that his faid Ex- 
cellency had no right or caufe to in- 
terfere with the conduct of your Me- 



morialift in his judicial department ; 
efpecially when there never was the 
leaft complaint made agaihft him, 
and more efpecially too, when your 
Memorialift was at no great lofs to 
guefs at the real motive from whence 
his faid Excellency's interference 
originated. Your Memorialift, how- 
ever, to prevent any reafonable ex- 
ceptions to his judicial proceedings, 
and to place it out of the legal reach 
of his faid Excellency to have the 
leaft fhadow of any juft charge to 
fupport his defigns againft your Me- 
morialift, did faithfully and ftridly 
adhere to his faid Excellency's or- 
ders, refpecling the proceedings to 
condemnation of prizes captured and ' 
carried into St. Lucia, as the Court 
and the whole Bar, if required, can 
teftify upon oath. 

During the fhort interval between 
March the 17th and April the 26th, 
his faid Excellency was pleafed to 
interfere more and more with the 
rights and powers of your Memo- 
rialift's office. Every thing to in- 
timidate was attempted, and no 
ftratagem was left untried to influ- 
ence. Orders were given to the 
Regifter, and thefe orders more pub- 
licly affixed at the office, directing 
that every paper found on board of 
every prize, and delivered up to the 
captors, fhould firft be brought to 
his Excellency ; and his faid Excel- 
lency now moft unwarrantably holds 
and detains in his poileffion the ma- 
nifeftos and invoices of certain vef- 
fels condemned to the ufe of the 
King, and refufes to deliver up the 
fame, as your Memorialift hath been 
credibly informed, though he hath 
been duly applied to for them, and 
by an officer legally qualified and 
authorized to demand the faid mani- 
feftos and invoices. 

To fhew your Lordfhips the tem- 
per and principles of his faid Excel- 
lency Major-general James Cuning- 
hame, your Memorialift begs leave 
to recite two infiances, and of fuch, 
pernicious 
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pernicious confeqaences, that both 
jqur Memorialist and the Public, 
have not been a Httle alarmed and 
terrified thereat. Some time in the 
month of November laft, a Spanifh 
launch was condemned by your Me- 
morialist as a perquifite of Admi- 
ralty to the King. The veflel and 
cargo were accordingly ordered to 
be appraifed and fold for the ufe of 
his Majefty* and the money was di- 
rected to be lodged in his faid Ex- 
cellency's hands. Hereupon both 
veflel and cargo were taken into the 
pofTefiion of his faid Excellency. He 
hath fince done with both as he 
pleafed ; he hath not had the veflel 
or cargo, in purfuance of the fen- 
tence of adjudication, fold at public 
vendue, which the law, for all cap- 
tured goods, pofitively directs ; and 
he hath applied and difpofed of the 
property aforefaid, juft as if the faid 
droit was condemned and adjudged 
totally for his faid Excellency's own 
ufe, and not for the King's. More- 
over, his faid Excellency hath re-, 
fufed, and Hill continues to refufe, 
to pay to the court the trifling fees 
towards condemning the faid launch, 
alledging for his reafons, " That his 
Majefty never pays any fees to his 
officers. V 

The fecond inftanceof his faid Ex- 
cellency's conduct, which your Me- 
morialist humbly begs leave to lay 
before your LordShips, is that of a 
certain Dutch brigantine, called the 
Commerce, faid to be worth eight 
thoufand pounds, and which was 
condemned and adjudged by your 
Memorialist as a perquifite of Ad- 
miralty, on the 6th day of April 
laft; and from what your Memo- 
rialist had experienced of his faid 
Excellency's principles refpecting the 
Spanish # launch, leaf* the fame ill 
practices* mould take place in the ma- 
nagement of this droit, as in the 
Spanifh one, and efpecially as the 
Dutch one here alluded to was of 
cpnfiderable value; and as the par-

ties interefted therein were violently 
incenfed againft his faid Excellency, 
for his conduct refpecting the faid 
Spanifh launch, your Memorialist 
thought it highly necefTary for the 
foregoing reafons, to be more parti- 
cular to his fentence of adjudication 
on the faid Dutch brigantine. And 
the following lines contain his opi- 
nion and judgment againft the faid 
Dutch brigantine and ner cargo. 
Barbados^ in Cur* Vic, Adm. 

John Lock, 

*verfus 

Briga. and her cargo. 

From every evidence before us, it 
clearly appears, tnat both the veflel 
and cargo of the prize in difpute be- 
fore us, belong to our enemies. It 
appears alfo as clearly, that Stamper 
is the captor, the primary, and I 
conceive, the fole captor. But 
Stamper being unnominated in the 
commiffion of Lock, to make captors 
of the enemy, I am of opinion, that 
Lock himfelf, taking pofteSnon of the 
prize after her arrival at this ifland, 
inverted no legal right in himfelf to 
the faid veSTel. Hereupon the Pro- 
curator for the Crown claims the 
prize as- a droit of Admiralty, and 
from the irregular proceedings of 
Stamper and Lock, demands it as a 
right belonging to the King. Now, 
how far the King will exercife or 
fufpend, how far he will infill upon 
or relinquifh his rights, I will not 
take upon myfelf to fay ; but in the 
prcfent cafe, as t)iere appears to be 
a right belonging to the King, that 
right mufl be fupported for the King. 
Upon the whole, taking the compli- 
cated circumstances of this Singular 
cafe, and the irregular proceedings 
of Lock arid Stamper in one collec- 
tive view, I do not conceive either 
of them to have a legal, or any im- 
mediate right, to the prize before 
us. I do therefore difmifs the libel. 

And I do hereby order, adjudge, 
and decree the brigantine Commerce, 
with her furniture! tackle, and ap- 
parel, 
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pare!, together with all and every 
part of her cargo, to be immediately 
delivered up to the claimant, Wil- 
Jiam Forbes, Efq. as a droit of Ad- 
miralty, for the ufe of the King : 
provided he the faid William Forbes 
fiiall give fufficient fecurity for the 
fafe forth coming of the net pro- 
ceeds of the faid veffel and cargo ; 
Init in cafe he, the faid William 
Forbes, ftiall not be able, or (hall 
icfufe to give fuch fecurity, as afore- 
faid* I do then order, adjudge, and 
decree the faid brigantine Commerce, 
with her furniture, tackle, and ap- 
parel, together with all and every 
part of her cargo, to be immediately 
delivered up to the reprefentative of 
the Crown,, namely, his Excellency 
James Cuninghame, Efq. Gorernor 
and Vice-admiral of this Ifland, and 
after the fame lhall be appraifed, 
ibid, and difpofed of at public ven- 
due, by his faid Excellency's direc- 
tions, I do then further order and 
direc\ that the net proceeds thereof 
be and remain in the hands and pof- 
feffion of his faid Excellency James 
Cuninghame, Efq. until his Ma- 
jefty's pleafure, refpe&ing the dif- 
pofai thereof, fhall be made known. 
Your Lordfhips will be pleafed to 
cibferve, that your Memorialifl or- 
ders and adjudges both the faid 
Dutch brigantine and her cargo to 
lie delivered up to the claimant and 
Procurator to the Crown ; and the 
laid Procurator, agreeable to the 
fentence of adjudication, upon his 
preparing to comply with the requi- 
res of fecurity, that he might take 
poffefiion of the faid brigantine and 
her cargo, was peremptorily forbid- 
den by his faid Excellency to inter- 
fere at his peril. And the faid Pro- 
curator did accordingly forbear to 
obey your Memorialifl's order and 
fentence aforefaid, as by a letter un- 
der his kand now upon record, to 
prove what is Here fet forth. Very 
touch offended indeed was his faid 
Excellency with your Memorials at 



this his faid fentence, ©bfervin^, 
** That the droit ought to have hen 
delivered up entirely to him, and not 
to the claimant " And in this part 
of your Memorialifl's duty, it only 
ferved to increafe the refentment, 
which his faid Excellency had un- 
juftly harboured againft him. Upon 
this unwarrantable conduct of hi» 
faid Excellency with the faid Pro- 
curator, and his faid Excellency** 
continuing from day to day in de* 
laying to comply with the fentence 
aforefaid, the parties appealing grew 
more clamorous, and your Memo* 
rialift was repeatedly called upon by 
the faid parties to do them juftice ; 
but as their applications were nevey 
officially made by petition to your 
Memorialifl, fo your Memorialifl 
conceived he had no right to notice* 
the faid complaints until they fhould 
come before him in their proper 
channel. Thus his faid Excellency, 
in open defiance of the law in the 
prefent cafe provided, and regardlefs 
of the tie* of juftice, never proceed- 
ed (till wkhin thefe few days) to do 
any thing with the faid Dutch bri- 
gantine and her cargo, though * it 
was his abfolute duty, for the good 
of the Crown, to lofe no time in fell- 
ing and difpofing of the faid VefTel 
and cargo, efpecially as the latter is 
perifhable, and wjiat is (till worfe, 
as your Memorialifl hath been credi- 
bly informed, there was a conflant 
plunder of the faid cargo from on 
board the faid brigantine, ever fince 
the fame had been under the direc- 
tions of his faid Excellency ; and to 
fhew your Lordfhips a further fpeci- 
men of his faid Excellency's prin- 
ciples, he hath even- proceeded to 
fell and difpofe of the cargo of the 
faid brigantine Commerce without 
any appraisment at all, notwith- 
standing the fentence pofitively di- 
recls an appraisement. 

From thefe extraordinary doings 
of his faid Excellency, refpe&ing the 
aforefaid two prise* condemned by 

yo*r 
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your Memorialift as droits of Ad- 
miralty, your Memorialift bad every 
thing in future to fear if he dared to 
discharge his duty to his God and 
his King, to his confeience and the 
laws', to his country and his fellow* 
ft bj eels ; bat your Memorialift, ne- 
vertheless, was facredly determined 
to adhere to the faithful execution of 
his truft, though at the peril of his 
Jife, much left at the rifle of his com- 
ttiflion* Every day was now haften- 
ing on to bring the integrity and 
fortitude of your Memorialift to the 
left, and the eyes of the public were 
turned upon him in big expectation 
of the trying event ; for the deter- 
mination of the two'Dutch * prizes 
captured by the Hyaena, (mention 
*f which having been already made) 
and which were libelled by Edward 
Thomfon, Efq. andcrofs-ubelled'by 
the King, was Hill unknown. Af- 
ter the eyidences in thefe caufes were 
all taken, and as foon as your Me- 
morialift was made acquainted with 
the publication of confent for a hear- 
ing of the merits of the faid libels* 
your Memorialift ordered the Regifter 
to bring him the feveral depofitions 
for his private examination and as 
foon as he had finiflied'that necefTary 
part of his duty, and had made him- 
Jelf matter of the fadls, "he then or- 
dered a trial on Saturday the 28th 
day of the laft month, April ; and 
on the faid day, the feveral Advo- 
cates having finifhed their pleadings 
on the contefted rights of the Captor 
and the Crown, your Memorialift 
adjourne4 the Court to give his 
judgment on Tuefday following, 
oeing the firft day of this inft. May. 
Bat on the evening previous to the 
adjournment of t|£ Court, a Mr. 
f MoRRrs, the.fufpfiftedXottnfellor 
to his faid Excellency, at a very *n- 



feafonable % hour, and in heavy ia~ 
clement weather, called upon yosr 
Memorialift. The real intention of 
this vifit was too grofs to efcape the 
difcernment of the moft inexperi- 
enced perfon ; and as the fortitude 
of your Memorialift was not to be 
circumvented by ftratagem, neither 
was his judgment to oe awed bjr 
power. Your Lordmips perhaps 
may be wiihful to know the fufpecV 
ed motive of Morris's vifit, efpedall/ 
too, when your Lordihips have been 
told, that the faid Morris is inti- 
mately connected with his faid Ex* 
cellency. In as few words as pof- 
fible, your Lordihips fhall hear it* 
Morris told your Memorialift, " that 
he had juft left the Governor ; that 
it was the Governor's opinio*, 
that both the Dutch frizes in diipuae 
were ptrquijites of Admiralty ; that 
the King's Attorney-General had 
signified to the Governor ; that 
the <vejfels and cargoes of both be- 
longed to the Crown ; and that k 
was adviseable for your Memori- 
alift to condemn them both the next 
day," When Morris dwelt upoa 
the Governor s opinion refpecltin^ 
thefe prizes, your Memorialift *a» 
wrapt up in filence, and fo great waj 
his indignation at the faring at- 
tempt to bias and influence your 
Memorialift, that humanity and 
good-breeding alone reftrained him 
from not exercifmg. that difcipline 
which the audacity of the infult lb 
juftly merited. 

That your Lordfliips may * have 
feme adequate idea of the merits of 
t^e contefted rights of the .faid two 
Dutch (hips, Jrouc Memorialift hum- 
bly begs leave jto introduce his 
judgment and fentence againft them 
in* his laft memorial, 'and in the fame 
words as he delivered them in Court

In every prize caiife that Js 
brought into this Court, and where 
the parties are between fubjedt and 
fubjeft,. the feveral ftatutes appoint* 
cd to determine thofe caufes are ex* 
tending clear and explicit in direct- 
ing a Court what it ought legally 
and juftly to do, but when the Ring 
interferes in this Court, and fets up

five limjts of the rights of Admiralty, 
and when the King, thus uncircum-. 
fcnhed in his 'powers, makes a legal 
demand of his rights ; when evi-. 
dencfes/>ej£barrafs a Court with a' 
contradictory Relation ' of "facts,, 'and 
w^ien the-.circumirances are loofeand 
uncohne&ed ^to fupport the cre.di-* 
bility of tKe 'witneffes ;. when the 
facls .themfefres are imperfect, -and 
the caafeVin i'floe is novel; whan all 
thole" things ;coiifpire and' happen to- 
gether, it requires an exertion of -more, 
than ordinary talents and experience 
to*be able' to feparate the exacYwelfare . 
of the fubjecl: from .the. dueinterefts^' 
of 1 the Crown.'. Such L conceive Jn^ 
fome inftahcesto be tjie caijs before • 
us. Tf then {-{hall be miftaken m 
my opinion, for 'that mrftake, let the 
defects of ^humanity , plead my ex- 
cufe ; if ijhall' err iri my fentehce, 
for that errors let the integrity ojf 
my intentions jullify my conduct \ 



if I (hall offend in my adjudication, 
for that offence, let the nature of 
my truft f^elter my decifion. 

Edward > Thomfon, Efq. ponct- 
maijder of his Majefty's fhip Hyaena, 
and* our Lord the King, have ex- 
hibited their refpeclive llpcls again)! 
the fhip Jonk Jan and Theodoj-e, 
praying of this Court, that rigtt and , 
juftice may. be adminiftefed.to.thenx- 
in the premifes. Kigfit and , jUftfce- 
fhall be always faithfully and ;imV 
partlally admiiuftered to every man, 
and without diftinclion of performs-, 
as far forth as my fkill and abilities 
will admit,, while- I am. ihyefted 
with the honour of prefidingip this

*.. Thomfon *tp!he\y his pretenfiorts 
to the prize. in' 'Hifpute, offers, for hjs 
witne/fes g . Hpine jPoph^m; Jan Reyl- 
gers,'Thomas*Opfterman, and Jones 
Fjiwfon, Let jis .carefujly .attend to 
what thefe^witneffes depofft .• 
Here follows, tfye. chain of evidence; 

We have now gone through the 
evidence.in point, '.and for a more 
accurate determination of the prefent 
cafe' before/us, I conceive, it will 
not be amifs to difcufs onequeftion 
firft> that is,, when may a vefTd be 
faid to be captured ? In anfwer to - 
wfyjch, among' all the trading nations 
upon earth,- each feparate people, to 
p'revent confufion and diforder, has 
its own particular colours to diftin- 
guifh them by; and thefe colours 
are worn by the feveral, refpe&ive. 
people as figns and marks to denote 
to what nation they properly belong. 
By the laws of nations too, in" time 
of war, no deception of colours,, 
wljenin* actual engagement, can. be 
juftifiably'made .iife of. It is like- 
wife an uniugUfel practice among all 
xivil maroSSS^ powers, that, fome* 
token or figfnal of capture, and ex- 
preffive of defeat, to avoid the un- 
necefTary efFitfion of blood, fhould be 
given or jellified by the parties 'eh- 
gaging. And this/ token or fignal, 
is made known by ftrikjng' or pulling 

dowa 
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down the colours of the veflel that 
owns herfelf to be conquered. 

Now in refpeft to this circum> 
fiance about the colours in evidence, 
there is aftrangediverfityof relation 
upon it ; and though there was no 
engagement in the capture of the 
ftiip Jonk Jan and Theodore, yet if 
the cafe was determinable *by that 
' fogle. point, the evidence would 
have very little weight in the /cale of 
judgment ; for Reygers. fwears, that 
the- colours were ftruck half-ways 
Cofterman, that nothing was done ; 
Popham, that the colours were re- 
verfed ; Fawfon, that the colours 
were about- to' be hauled down; 
Clarke, that the colours were flruck* 
If therefore, the capture of a vefl!e] 
depends, upon the inftatit of time,- . as 
-1 conceive it does, when- the -colours 
are ftruck, among .all this /contra* 
didtion of evidence, who'could pro- 
perly diftinguifh whiGh was the pri- 
mary or a&ual captor of the (hip be- 
-fore us? * But as *ur observations 
upon this point at prefent are imma- 
terial, I mall dwell no longer upon 
it, but haiien po the Jingle point 
alone that mu# guide me in my 
judgment. 

Whatever may have heen ingen,i- 
oufly faid by the learned advocates 
of. Thomfon, upon the fubje& of 
prizes, and of rights, between the 
•fcng and the fubjeft, i* is neceffary 
firft to mark the- line of diftin&ion 
between the parties, and to feparate 
the legal rights of the Crown from 
the granted rights of the fubjecl. 
When we have done this, every cap- 
tured veiTel feized from the enemy 
on, the high feas, where the fame 
is litigated in a Court of Admiralty* 
I conceive, into this fingle, fimple 
queftion. - *«a&Qc* . 

Whether the toiler is c-ualified or 
unqualified I Our laws have pointed 
out the neceflary requifites- whereby 
a captor lhall be legflfty-intitled to 
a prize, and if thele requisites are 
not. duly complied with, however

hard the cafe may be fometimes, t 
forfeiture mull ' unavoidably take 
place. Clarke boarded and took 
pofleffion of the (hip before Planck* 
riet, Fawfon, or Thomfon reached 
the veflel. Clarke djd no more than 
what every good fubject ought to do, 
for we are directed by our Sovereign 
to diitrefs the enemy. Thomfon 
now comes up, and by .virtue of the 
King's comiaifJioH, wrefled. the.pof- 
feilion from Clarke. Here was an 
appearance of duty in Thomfon ; 
the acl was official ; anil he mani- 
fested his powers .by it. But did tht 
act of itielf inveft Thomfon with a 
right to the prize ? It has been ar- 
gued by the learned advocates of 
Thomfon, and very logically and in- 
getnoufly, that neither the Crown, 
or Clarke, or Fawfon, haVe any pre* 
tenfions to the prize, now .conteiled 
for ; and indeed it gave *me great 
pleasure to hearliow dexteroufly the 
Gentlemen expatiated upon every 
point but one, and that point thjty 
politely omitted ^or me to^fhine in, 
or to fplit upon. ...What | fhall 
Thomfon, who was a&ing immedi- 
ately under the King's? coramiffion 
in his floating caflle, who was legally 
p.urfuing his Mailer's orders, a%d 
who was zealoufly executing the) duty 
ofhistru£; fhall Thcmjbn, then arV . 
tor all this be thought to be.unin^ 
titled to the prize he .captured f-i, 
Impoffible, fay the advqeates, fo* 
to . inftanti, infra prafidia^ * (an<l wjjy, 
not too, regis dignitas % < Jf>a i*eeu- 
ptrandiy dulcadines belli ? ) ail,' all to 
be fure, confpire to y^eld the palm 
to. Thomfon I all, all' concur to eila-< 
blifh his rights ! Tn fome rejjpe£tsf 
may .agree with tlte advocates m 
opinion, but they forgot, or chofe 
to fcrget, that lex. /»;>*,■ lex r cm- 
nijtotevs, ibtnds, forth ; with his/plea* 
and infifts upon being heard. Now 
wc all very well know xhat this famft - 
lex in re is a very obftjnate* fort of»\ 
gentleman.; every court.. but one, \% 
ohiiged to bind before .his authority ;

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tio wonder then, whea he knits his 
brow before my judicial prefence, 
that I would not liften to his will. 
To drop the metaphor. 

Though fa&s in evidertce fhall 
point out the certainty of an actual 
captor, neverthelefs, it wilt little 
avail him, if the fame evidence does 
not prove him a proper captor. The 
requifites that conftitute a proper 
taptor muft be firft eftablifhed, be- 
fore the rights of the capture can be 
determined ; and if a proper captor, 
upon the fame evidence, makes his 
feizore one hour too late, let his 
qualifications be what they will, his 
contefted rights cannot be legally 
eftablifhed in the premifes. For it 
A wrefts from B a thing that he had 
inpoffeffion, B muft firft prove his 
lawful right to that thing, before he 
can recover it from A. In fhort, it 
does not appear from any evidence, 
thatThomfon is die primary taker 
of the prize in difpute, the very 
reverfeof this faft is plainly and un- 
deniably fupported. His pretenfions 
in the cafe, whatever they may be, 
I am-ftot to confider or enquire into ; 
it is his title to the prize that is now 
cantefced before me, and that title, 
hx in re overthrows and defboys. 
Before t conclude my attempts irt 
elucidating what I have (aid, I muft 
freg leave to trefpafs a- little longer 
on your patience, by bringing to 
ypur minds a cafe in point; and in 
the fentenea IfhaU pronounce in tliis 
c*ufe, X am happy to find, that I 
fttadl ht fupported in my opinion, hi 
a cafe of public notoriety in the 
King'a-Bench, as reported in all the 
hooks. It is a cafe of tfce King Ver- 
fus Broom. There an application 
was made for a prohibition, but the 
Court unanimoufly refuted to grant 
any iuohibition, " becaufe the Court 
of Admiralty had juriftfcftion of the 
original cauieV which was the ca*- 
fe*E, upon which the Knee's 
title immediately accrued."— 
if the worthy advocates chufc to refcd 



this cafe, they will find it fully re- 
cited in Carthew's Reports, 398 Hi- 
lary Term, 8th William the Third. 
It is alfo reported in Salkilk, Le- 
vinge, and many other reporters, if 
I may credit CarcheVs authority for 
it. ^ Upon the whole then, I am 
humbly of opinion, that his Ma- 
jefty's right in the fhip Jonk Jan 
and Theodore, veiled before fhe was 
boarded from" the Hysena ; and I 
further conceive, that her being 
boarded by order of Capt* Thorn fon, 
' .after fuch inveftiture, did not, and 
cannot alter the property in the 
Crown. 

For the reafons I hatfe afligned in 
the fumming up the evidence ki this 
cafe, I do therefore pronounce the 
(hip Jonk Jan and Theodore, her 
furniture, tackle, and apparel, to- 
gether with all and every part of her 
cargo, to be a right of Admiralty * 
and fhe is hereby adjudged and de- 
creed to the ufe of his Majefty, as a 
right or perquisite of Admiralty. 
And in order to avoid the embarrass- 
ments incident to the giving fecurity 
in this Ifland, where there is no 
public bank or other repofitory for 
money, where the value of the faid 
fhip and cargo mould be fo placed, 
and the better to enable me to da 
the compleateft juftice within my 
power, and in obedience to mytruft, 
I do order and direct, and it is here- 
by ordered and direfted, that Henry 
Crichlow, Efq. the Marlhall of this 
Court, do forthwith take into hi* 
cuftody and pofleflion the faid fhip 
Jonk Jan and Theodore, with all 
and every part of her cargo, furni- 
ture, and appurtenances ; and that 
ihe faid Marfhall (as foon as may be) 
do advertife a public fale thereof, 
and proceed without lofs of timet© 
fell and dilpofe of the faid (hip, he* 
cargo, furniture, and apparel, to the 
beft advantage ; and after defraying 
all the juft 'and necefTary expence* 
and charges that have arifen, or mail 
be incurred in profecuting to con- 
iemnatiei* 
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demnation or felling Ac faid £hip 
and cargo in manner aforefaid, then 
lie the faid Mar (hall ihall pay and 
depofit the nett produce of the faid 
/hip and cargo into the hands of his 
Excellency Major James Cuning- 
hame, Efq. Captain-general, Go- 
vernor, Chancellor, Ordinary, and 
Vice-admiral of Barbados, or to his 
official fuccefTor for the time being. 
And all and every perfon or perfons 
who now have pofleffion or cuftody 
of the faid ihip, her cargo, or furni* 
ture, or any part of the fame, are 
hereby ordered immediately to ufe 
their beft endeavours in aiding and 
affifting the faid Marfhall in putting 
this fentence into execution. And 
I do hereby further order, that he 
the faid Marihall ihall make a report 
to the Regifter of this Court, at the 
account fales of the faid veflel and 
cargo, as foon as he can conveniently 
do to, after his felling and diipoiing 
of the faid ihip and cargo, that a 
true arid exact flate of the faid ac* 
count fales may be entered upon re* 
cord, for the public inflection, and 
examination of all parties that mav 
fuppofe themfelves intereiled in this 
adjudication. 

Immediately upon ending here, 
the advocates expreiTed their appro- 
bation of your Memorialift's fentence, 
and moved to return their thanks to 
him for the pains he had taken in 
fcrutinifing, fo accurately the evi- 
dence as he had done, and alfo for 
the affigning his reafons to the Court 
for the judgment your Memorialift 
had given againft the ihip and cargo 
of the Jonk Jan ancf Theodore ; and 
afterwards another motion was made 
by the advocates of Edward Thom- 
fon, Efq. to pray for an appeal from 
the preceding judgment, which your 
Memorialift granted, upon condition 
that the neceflkry requifites in cafes 
ot appeal were firft legally com- 
plied with. Judgment was next 
prayed for by the King's Attorney 



General againft the mip and cargo 
of the Anna- Maria Elizabeth, libel- 
led by Edward Thomfon, Efq. and 
crofs-libelled by the King. Your 
Memorialift then delivered it as hit 
opinion, " That there waa no evi- 
dence at all in any of the depou* tioas, 
reipecting the capture of die Ann* 
Maria fiuzabeth, to induce him to 
confider either the flup, or any part 
of her cargo, as a pertjuifite of Ad- 
miralty. That what had been ar- 
gned by Mr* Attorney, of Faw&n's 
mariners being the firft that boarded 
the veiTel, and of the intention of 
the Commanding Officer of the cot- 
ter's boat to capture the flup, was 
inefficient evidence to eftablifli a 
right to the prisoe ; that an inteo* 
tional taker was one thing, and an 
actual captor was another ; for the 
intentional taker did but half his 
bufinefs, whereas an actual czpto* 
compleated it." Your Memorialift, 
therefore, from feveral other ftrong 
circumstances and proofs collected 
from the depofitions (as a reference 
thereto will fully appear) condemn- 
ed, adjudged, and decreed the faid 
ihip Anna Maria Elizabeth, witfe 
every part of her cargo, to the ufit 
of Edward Thomfon, Efq. and the 
crew of his Majefty's Ihip Hyaena. 
' An appeal Iikewife from this judg- 
ment was then prayed for by the 
King's Attorney General,- and the 
fame was granted by your Memori- 
alift, upon a due compliance with 
the ufual requifites* 

With all due fubmiffion to your 
Lordihips, your MemorialUl hereby 
moft humbly prays, that your Lord- 
ihips will deign to beftow a little at* 
tention to the pages that now followv 
It nearly concerns every individual 
that is difpofed to ferve his Prince ; 
it affects in* fome degree your very 
Lordihips, as Commiffioners appoint- 
ed by the King to execute fo great a 
truft as your Lordihips are invefted 
with ; for if an Officer of the Cjowdc,

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and fo*Tiigh'4ttd*facrecl a one as tha-'t 
of a Judge, Is to^be puniGSed for do- 
ing his duty, what man of principle 
or fentiment will venture to b'e ' in 
commiffion ? of what government 
can be of any long exiftence "Under 
fuch policy ? But it is not indeed 
for your Memorialift to pafs an opi- 
nion where your Lordmips are to 
exercife judgment, rtor will he re- 
probate an' offender before the, of- 
fence is proved; v 

So fpeedily as the very next daj* 
after your Membrialift had pablifhed 
his judgment againft the two fhip.s 
and cargoes afqrefaid, to wit, on 
Wednefaay the- fecond of May, ^our 
Memorialift was called upon by the 
Secretary of the Tfland, informing 
him, " That-the Governor required 
your Memorialift's attendance the 
next morning at Pilgrim." The 
call was obeyed. In private arid 
alone as ufual, his faid Excellency, 
after being feated, expreffed his dif- 
fatisfa&ion of the' Fate judicial pro- 
ceedings of your Memorialift, in 
fubftanceas follows; " That your 
Memorialift's opinion was Wrong in 
Hot condemning the fhip and cargo 
of the Anna Maria Elizabeth as a 
droit of Admiralty ; that* your Me- 
lAorialift could not bpjuftified by any . 
authority or practice m ordering the 
Marfhall of this Court to take pof- 
feffion of the fhip and cargo con- 
demned for the King, and for' him 
the faid Marfhall to fell and difpofe 
of the fame,, for it was a right be- 



longing to' him {his faidf Excellency) 
to appoint an Agent for the-Crown ; 
that your. Memorialift had made it a 
'practice to grant the * petitions of 
the.captors v and owners of prizes for 
leave'to land and fell the. veiTels and 
cargoes before the time of condem- 
nation ; and that yodr Memorialift, 
for thus acting" and behaving, mufl; 
anfwer for his conduct at home." — • 
To s all this nnneceflary reproof, fo 
blameable in the' perfon . that made 
it," your Memorialift; returned a full 
and brief .anfwer,' . concluding, 
** "That he fhoald be very forry to 
be put to any trouble by his Excel- 
lency, but that the whole of his pub- 
lic conduct 1 had been fuch as to be 
able to fupport itfelf." Your Me- 
morialift hereupon immediately re T 
tired. ., Retired indeed with aftonifh- 
men t and comaafljem ! with aftonifh- 
ment, that a rj an, inverted with fo 
great a truft jfe the government, of 
Barbados, moujd' fo arbitrarily in T 
terfere with tf*e practice of Civil 
Courts, and to proceed, as far, a$ 
tiot only to find fault witfe ; the judg- 
ment of the Judge, but even to cen^ 
fure him to his face for pafiing a te- 
gal and juft fentence, merely becaufe 
fuch fentence did not fui't his own 
wifhes and intereft ! with coinpaf- 
iion, as fuch a precedent is not to be 
found in the annals of Britifh free- 
dom I If your Membrialift had even 
erred in his judgment, yoMr' Lord- 
fhips are very fenfibk ther« is a fu- 
perior Cour$ to correct that error ; 
therefore 



•It has been the conftant practice of .all the predecefTors of your M$- 
jnorialift to grant the 'very petitions here alluded to by the Governor. It i& 
likewife the practice of every other Court of Admiralty, as your Memorij 
alift hath been afTuredly informed. When the cargo was perifhable, and 
the community was in want of fuch cargo, your Memorialift, for the ge- 
neral good of all parties, acknowledges, that he hath made it a practice to 
frant the petitions here cenfured ;. the petitioners b*ing firft obligated iiya 
ond before the Regifter, for a large and ample fum to indemnify your 
Memorialift againft all damages. It is remarkable, there never was a fingle 
inllance during your Memorialift being in office, of any hurt or evil from 
this practice ; on the contrary, there has been always much good and ad-i 
vaitage accruing from it to the captors, as well as to the community. 
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therefore his v faid Excellency, For (b 
treating your Memorialift as he hath 
done, cannot be juftified, he hum- 
bly conceives, either by his .induc- 
tions or by his powers. Of; his 
powers indeed, his faid Excellency 
often makes a boa ft ; and, as if he 
could not bear with* any perfon in*a- 
fnbordinate ftati^ri to himfelf to 
poflefs any power, at all, he was 
pleated to tell your Memorialift very 
early, " that he had ' feeri the * 
coraftiflion of your Memorialift, that* 
he found he had great powers given 
him, but that he jbould difyute it nvith 
your Lord/hips." Who* .were the 
Lordftrips his faid Excellency'meanti 
your Memorialift will not undertake 
to fay ; but that hjs faid Excellency 
djd exprefc himfelf to yonr Memo- 
rialift in the preceding manner, he 
is ready' to depofe, if ever required 
fo tcr do. No reply to. this extra- 
ordinary declaration of his faid Ex-' 
cellenCy was made \ by your Me r 
morialift.; and it often dwelt upon 
his mind, fuggefting therefrom, that 
his faid Excellency Was' difpofed to 
be on no good terms with your Me- 
morialift; and to fevcral of his par- 
ticular intimates, he communicated 
the above anecdote, and about the 
very time it happened, the tefti- 
monies of whom will corroborate 
what his Excellency may deny. 

On the very next day after the 
above-recited rebuke of his Excel- * 
lency, the following very extra*- 
ordinary letter was delivered by one 
of his faid Excellency's fervants, in- 
to the hands of your Memorialitt :

From the" whole involuntary con- 
feflibn of.this letter, without any re- 
marks ef ycrur Memorialfft's upon it, 
your Lbrdftup will very plainly fee,' 
whereabouts the Jhoe fo forely pinches I 
But his faid Excellency, as well as 
his advifer, forgot that every Judge, 
virtually by his office, reprefents 
the King ; and of courfe, whatever 
agent flie Judge appoints for felling 
the King's property, .the fame is to' 
be co'nfidered as agent for the King, 
juftas much as if his Majefty him- 
felf did make the appointment. To 
awaken, however, as "much as pof- 
fible, the' recblleSion of his faid Ex- 
cellency, and his defigning whifper- 
er, that their meafures towards your 
Memorialift in his judicial, depart-" 
ment, were not only arbitrary, b«t 
very unjuftifiable, your Memorialift 
did forbear to return any tarifwer to 
the above letter immediately, though 
an immediate anfwer was fo peremp- 
torily required of him. However, 
on the Monday following, your Me- 
morialift writ to his faid Excellency, 
and in thefe words:

Whereas by his Majefry*s inftruc^ 
tions to me, under his royal fign ma- 
nual, I am ftrretly charged and requir- 
ed to take efpecial care, that nothing 
bo introducedorpradifed in any of the 
courts of this ifland which may tend 
to, or occaiion delay, partialhy, or 
any other juft ground of complaint. 
And whereas it hath long been gene- 
rally known, ©bferved, and com- 
plained' of, that you are in all re- 
{pedis a very improper perfon to Bit 
fo important an office as that of 
Judge of \ his Majeify's Court of 
Vice-Admiralty for thia ifland,—. 
And whereas the many cautions ancj 
admonitions I have, given you, re- 
fpec"ling the impropriety of your con- 
duel, as Judge x»f the laid: .Court* 
have been fo far from having any 
good effect upon you, that your pro- 
ceedings are of late become moro 
exceptionable and irregular thaa 
ev,er. And whereas for the effectual 
prevention of the inconveniences and 
damages which his Majefty's fervice 
and the rights of individuals may 
fuftain by your mifcondudt, it is in- 
difpenfibly neceflary to remove you 
from the faid office. And therefore,, 
by virtue of the power and autho- 
rity with which his Majefly has been 
pleafed to invert me, I do hereby 
remove you from the faid office of 
Judge of his Majefty's Court of 
Vice- Admiralty in this ifland. And 
you, are hereby removed from the 
faid office accordingly. Given- at 
Pilgrim, this * feventh day of May* 
one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty one.

* The fame date of your Memorialing letter to Governor Cuninghame, 
which was very juitly taken and received by him as a full and deci£vft 
anfwer, that your MemoriaM would not be under any wrong bias. 
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To this fuperfedeas, your Memo- 
tudift defired the faid Provoft Mar- 
Aalt to deliver to his faid Excellency 
the following verbal anfwer : ** That 
if his faid Excellency hid power to 
break him .of his commiflion as a 
judge, he thanked God, it was not 
in his power to break him of his 
konefty as a man."— Now your 
Lordfhips, in the firft place, will be 
pleafed to obferve, that his faid Ex- 
cellency, in his fuperfedeas, intro- 
duces the inftru&ions of his Majefty, 
refpe&iag the practice of courts, and 
the condntl of Judges ; but hath his 
Excellency been guided by the fpirit 
of thofe inftru&ions, where it is or- 
dered, that no Judge fhall be fuper- 
feded, without an enquiry be firft 
made into the conduct of fuch Judge, 
before the Governor and Council ? 
Well did his faid Excellency know, 
that had he purfued this liberal and 
candid mode of conduct againft your 
Memorialift, his views would have 
been fruftraied ; for" there never was 
any delay* partiality, or juft ground 
of complaint of any fort againft your 
Memorialift. His Excellency goes 
onto fay, " That it had been long 
generally known, obferved and com- 
plained of, that your Memorialift 
was in all refpetts a very improper 
perfon to fill fo important an office 
as that of Judge of his Majefty'j 
Court of Vice-admiralty." But by 
the fame parity of argument, may 
not the very fame reflection, and 
with notorious energy, be retorted 
upon his faid Excellency, in his de- 
legated capacity, by your Lordfhips? 
and by the fame plea of j unification, 
on the part of his faid Excellency, 
towards your Memorialift, may not 
the univerfal public of this ifland, 
be permitted to indulge the wifh, 
that the very fame mode of punifh- 
njentwiil be juftly exercifed againft 
his faid Excellency by his fuperiors,

spon your Memorialift? Your Me- 
tooriahft positively denies, that his

in the firft page of this memorial, 
his faid Excellency's rtafon for this 
his caution to your Memorialift, will 
politically fpeak for itfelf. But as 
there never had been any cempUints, 
againft your Mtmmafift, furely there 
was then no room for any eemtfon 
from his Excellency , Hard t90 as this 
innovation bore on the adventurers 
of privateers, your Memorialift, af- 
ter the hint, not coition, given about 
it, never once granted any of thefe 
kind of petitions, as his faid Ex* 
ccllency had taken Upon himfelf to 
interfere with your Memorialift in (b 
harmiefs a matter, and when the ne- 
cefEty of it fo feldom happened. Now 
your Lordfhips will behold in the 
conduct of your Memorialift in this 
in fiance too, and he flatters himfelf 
with no amenable cenfure for it, 
how ftriclly attentive he was to avoid 
every caufe of exception that may be 
taken againft him by his faid Excel- 
lency, though your Memorialift had 
nothing to rear from his faid Excel- 
lency for any part of his public con- 
duel, and ftill lefs to dread of him, 
from his general good character. In 
the concluding part of his faid Ex- 
cellency's fuperfedeas againft your 
Memorialift, he paffionately com- 
plains, " That the proceedings of 
your Memorialift, bad of late becctac 
tnore cxccfticnablt and irregular than 
ever," Here the fhoe pinches too 
fore to refift forbearance ! But when, 
and to whom, have thofe proceed- 
ings been exceptionable ? when, antt 
to whom, have they been irregular ? 
Wherein, and on what account, ex-

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eeptionable ? wherein and for what 
purpofes, irregular ? Did not his 
Excellency fuppofe, that thefe point?

;fore of your MemoriaU'ft, and out of 
a iway, that was fo obftinately jn- 
ju'riqur to the golden > r vie*ws of ' his 
faid Excellency, is not fo. much, to 
be wondered, at, -as com'ing from 
General Cmingbame ; but will, it not 
heftardedat. as a coming from the 



Chancellor of Barbados ? Your Lord- 
fhips indeed are better able to fee 
through the whole force of his Ex- 
cellency's fecret motives againft your 
Memorialing from* the contents of* 
his fuperfedeas, than from any ob- 
fervations that your Memorialift is 
capable , of making upon it ; and 
notwithflanding his faid Excellency's 
admonition (which he never gave) 
have, indeed, wrought ** no good 
effeft" upon your Memorialift to fill 
unjuftly his faid Excellency's coffers, 
yet from the flridl attention, which 
your Memorialift hath conftantly 
paid to the duty of his truft, it can 
be fairly proved,, that neither the 
fervice of his Majefty, or the rights 
of individuals, have wilfully, or 
knowingly, fuftained any -damage 
from the conduct of your Memo- 
rialift. Upon the whole, if your 
Memorialift was difpofed to exercife 
his critical attempts on the malicious 
principles of the within fuperfedeas, 
not only on the account of its total 
want of veracity in every part of it 
concerning your Memorialift, as alfo 
on the confpicuous views leading to 
the gratification of that finifter paf- 
fion that fo unfortunately controuls

in receiving the net proceeds of the " 
fdid fhip and cargo of the Jonk Jan 
and Theodore ; but as his faid Ex- 
celjenc^ had exprefsly Jtgnified to your 
MemoriaM, thpi he <was * inflrufted

" that no cuftoms, impofts, loans, 
or excife fhould be laid, nor levy 
made, on any of the inhabitants of the 
ifland 'without their conftnt in General 
Jjfembly /" Such were our ancejlorial 
ideas of colonial liberty, even in the 
days of tyranny itfelf ! 

6thly, It is more particularly 
againfl the aft of the 17th of Geo. 
HI, which renounces the claim and 
gives up the right of taxation in 
America and the Weft-Indies; for 
if neither this claim nor this right 
be left in the Parliament of England, 
a fortiori it cannot be, or rather how 
much more mad it not be, in the 
Governor of -an ifland. 

Such then being the date of tHefe 
objections, it is evident from them, 
that this meafure is direftly againft 
that law which is, which has been, 
and which, it is to be hoped, will 
ever remain to be, the birthright of 
every fubjeft of the Crown of Eng- 
land. And yet Governor Cuning- 
hame, having fet up a defence for 
that meafure, it would feem as if he 
had found out fomething which be- 
ing to fet afide this law, was of 
courfe fuperior to the latf. 

But now having feen what the 
meafure is, let it be feen what the 
defence is. And the defence is, as 
it appears to be, certain extrafts 
from, or minutes of, the Council- 
books in the ifland ; which extrafts 
. or minutes being to prove (what is 
not meant to be denied) that fees 
were taken by former Governors of 
the ifland, and that thofe fees were 
taken under the authority of Royal 
Inftruftions, Governor Cuninghame 
under this authority on the one hand 



(which by the bye is denied to hav* 
been given to him) and under thofe 
precedents on the other, fets up a 
defence for himfelf, which defence, 
though in inference only, is yet to 
fetande (hat law, which law is the 
birthright of the people : and this 
feems in brief to be the true flat* 
of the cafe. 

But in order to judge more pre- 
cifely of this defence, and in the 
feweft words, it may be bell to con- 
fider the cafe in two points of view ; 
firft in point of law, and fecondly in 
point of faft. And firft, in point of 
law, the cafe being, ** that fees were 
taken by former Governors, and that 
Royal Inftruftions were the authority 
under which fuch fees were taken," 
inflead of faying, " that fees were 
taken" (as was moll certainly the 
faft) let it be admitted for the mo- 
ment, and to the end that Governor 
Cuninghame might not want a pre- 
cedent, as he moil lamentably does, 
to fuit his own cafe better, 1 that fees 
were efiablijhed and levied upon the 
fubject by former Governors without 
the content of the Reprefentatives of 
the People (as was mod certainly 
not the faft) and what then? Be- 
caufe' former Governors have been 
guilty of illegal acts, fhall thefc ille- 
gal afts be quoted in precedent to 
fupport their own illegality? But 
theie are not illegal afts, it may be 
faid ; for they were performed under 
the authority of Royal inftruftions. 
Royal Inftruftions ! What, ihall 
Royal Inftruftions take away the 
right of the fubjeft, difpenfe with 
the law, or otherwife repeal the law 
of the land! This was not law even 
in the reigns of the Stuart Kings; 
and how can it be fo now, in the 
reign of a defendant from the Houfe 
of Hanover? Shall Royal Inftruc- 
tions direft my property to be taken 
from me, without my confent ! And 
yet Governor Cuninghame has done 
this, and without Royal Inftruftions 
top; in which to be fure he has 
done well, in that he has outdone 

kit 
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Tiis predecefTors of former Governors; 
for in what they did, it is faid, they 
acted under Inftrudtions, but in what 
he has tione, Lord George Ger- 
main allured the Agent, that it was 
under no Inftructions from him. 
But admitting his having a&ed 
under Royal " Inftructions, what 
are Royal Inflruftions ? Very good 
things to bind the conduct of thofe 
to wn6m they are given : but what 
have the people to do with Royal 
Jnflruetions ? They are not given to* 
them, they are given to Governors, 
and whilft they may ferve as direc- 
tions for the conduct of Governors, 
they are no rule for the government 
of the people. If they are according 
to law, and the people are called 
upon to obey them, they will do fo ; 
but then it is the Law and not the 
Inftruetions that the people obey. 
On the contrary, if they are not ac- 
cording to law, the people will not 
obey them ; for it is the law only 
that can force their obedience. The 
fame is it with Royal Proclamations; 
when they are founded on the law, 
they are binding on the people ; but 
when not, what are they? Mere 
' Iheets of royal wafle paper : Fox t 
ft fraierea nihil. 

So much then for instructions, and 
now for precedents : for if induc- 
tions won't do, precedents will. But 
yhat are precedents ? Why very good 
things too, when conformable to the 
law ; but when not, they act as two- 
edged fwords, they deftroy the cafes 
of thofe who cite them, and, by their 
illegality, ferve but the more effec- 
tually to confirm the law. General 
warrants were made ufe of from the 
Revolution down to the prefent 
reign. In this reign they were' fet 
afide as illegal, and whoever thought 
of urging the precedents they had 
afforded as arguments for their nfe in 
continuance? Charles I. too levied 
taxes upon the fubject, and without 
the confent-of the reprcfentatives 
•f the people : but Charles the Firft 



loft his head for fo doing. WonM 
it not be an aukward circumftance 
to quote this precedent in defence of 
this meafurc ? 

Hence then it is plain, that this cafe, 
although ftated in the manner it has 
been, can find no fiieher under the law: 
that neitherRoyal Inftru&ions, nor 
Precedents are of themfelves the law ; 
nor have they, independently there- 
of, the force of. a law : that they 
cannot make, ndr can they alter the 
law ; and therefore it is as plain, 
that he wno axis illegally under either 
or both, mull abide the penalty of 
the law as much as he who acts ille- 
gally without them ; and as of which 
it is not to be doubted, but that 
Governor Cuninghame's cafe witl 
afford a full and fufiicient proof in 
point. 

But now to con fid er, having done 

" with the law, the cafe in point of 
fact. And what is the fact ? Why 
the fact is as it has been ftated, arid 
as is not meant to be denied, that 
former Governors did take fces f arid 
that thofe fees were taken under the 

* authority of royal inftruetions : but 
the fact is not, as it has been ftated 
too, and is therefore meant flatly to 
be denied, that any former Governor 
did ever dare prefume toeftablijh or 
levy fees upon the people without the 

" confent of their reprefentatives. This 
aft of royalty was left for our Charles 
the Firft : for Governor Cuning- 
hame the firft. Former Governors 
took fees, Governor Cuninghame 
levies fees. But the fliort way to ar- 
rive at the truth of the fact is, to 
take its account from the hiftory 
that belongs to it, and as ftated in 
Governor Cuninghame's own 'de- 
fence. And here, as the firft thing 
neceffary to be obferved, it will ap- 

' pear, and it will appear from the 
incontrovertible evidence of the acts 
of the iflarid; that every individual 
public fee, before Governor Cuning- 
hame's adminiftration of the go- 
vernment of the illand, was afcer- 

tained 
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tained by the law, and in diMncV 
tables annexed to the feveral acts 
that eftablifhed them. Thus then 
the feveral fees being fet and pro- 
vided by the law, for the feveral of- 
fices which the Crown by its un- 
doubted prerogative had created in 
the ifland, it became the right of the 
Crown alfo to appoint fuch officers 
for the receipt of thofe fees as the 
King for the time being mould in 
his pleafure think fit. And hence 
with thofe offices arofe thofe of- 
ficers of Secretary of the Ifland, 
Clerk of the Courts, Provoft Mar-, 
flial, Regifter in Chancery, Clerk of 
the Crown, and pthers, a6 that 
country knows to its coll in point of 
expence ; and as this country knows 
to its coft too in the article of cor- 
ruption : for thefe offices are made 
patent places of, thefe patent places 
are given to members of Parliament, 
whole votes are to be given in return 
for thofe grants ; thefe members of 
Parliament appoint their deputies, 
thefe deputies nominate their fub- 
deputies, three, four, and five deep, 
and fo raife by plunder and extortion 
three, four, and five rents out of 
thefe offices, in equal degree and 
proportion to the injury and preju- 
dice of the people. And fuch was 
theilate^of theie regulations. But 
now a queflion took place betwixt 
the Governor and the Secretary of 
thc'Mand, about the diviflon of the 
fees which the law had afligned to 
that office. The Governor cdriceiv- 
ea* that a portion of thefe fees, fuch 
as probates of wills, letters of guar- 
dianship, licenfes for marriages, let- 
ters of adminiflration and fo forth, 
inafmuch as they proceeded from his 
own acts as Ordinary of the Ifland,, 
did rather belong to him, than to 
the Secretary of the Ifland. And fo 
poflibly moft Governors conceiving, 
until the matter was regulated, it is 
as poffible that moft Governors might 
have been in the habit of receiving 
thefe fees: but be this as. it may, 



certain it it that Mr. Grey^ (after- 
wards Lord Qrcy) did in his admi- 
niflration feparate rihofc fees from the 
others in the Secretary's office, (all 
of which however, as has been be- 
fore obferved, were already eftabliih- 
ed by the law of the ifland) and ap- 
pointing a private Secretary of hia 
own, did farm them out to that Se- 
cretary for 300 pounds a year, which 
he received to hia own ufe. And 
this continued during his govern- 
ment. The like was done in the 
next adminiflration of Sir Beville 
Granville : afterwards in the prefi- 
deacy of Mr. Sharpe. So it appears * 
too in Mr. Crowe's adminiflration ; 
and then in Mr. Lowther's time. 
But what now happened ? The Se- 
cretary of tlje Ifland, a Mr- Skeene, 
feeling himfdf aggrieved by thefe 
proceedings, complained of them to 
the Crown, and in fo doing he di£ 
puted the right of the Governor to 
any fees : tie fail, that he being 
the patent officer, they all belonged 
to his office: He went further; he 
doubted the right of the Governor 
to appoint a private Secretary, and 
. what was :hc iflue ? Letters manda- 
tory went out from Queen Anne, 
confirming the complaints cf Mr. 
Skeene, removing the Governor's 
private Secretary, upon the fug- 
geftion> that he had not a right to ap- 
point one, appointing Mr. Skeene 
himfelf, who was the public Secre 7 
tary, to be the private Secretary too 
of the Governor, and directing ifhat 
the fees which the law had affigned 
to* his office fhould be received by 
. him. And thus from that time ^to 
this (and which is ever iince the year 
1 7*7, 74. years ago) no one Gover- 
. nor has ever claimed or demanded, 
or has ever thought of claiming or 
demanding, even of thofe Aga/Yeei 
which former Governors ufed to 
take, a Angle fee in the Ifland* 

This then is the ftate of this fa&, 
(of former Governors taking fees in 
the Ifland) and fuch the hiflory that 

belongs 
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belongs to it; whence it is plain it 
conclufion, that -Gov. Cuninghame 
has as little ground to Hand upon in 
point of fact, as he has in point of 
law; both are againft him, though 
indeed for what either are worth, un^ 
der any circumftances in point of au- 
thority, both may be for him ; and 
yet fuch is the law, and fuch are the 
precedents, that he has thought fit 
to adduce in fuppoft of his conduct ; 
precedents that are taken as dated 
by himfelf, and law founded on in- 
ftructions, which even it is denied 
that he ever received : but as upon 
what he means to Hlcen' the cafes is 
liill left for himfelf to explain, Co 
here to point out their difference 
would be more than unneceflary to 
do. Suffice it to fay, that in the 
former cafe the difpute was between 
the Governor and the -Secretary of 
the Ifland, refpe&ing the divifion of 
thofe fees which had been already 
afcertained by the law, and not be* 
tween the Governor and the people. 
With tbofe the queiHon Was, who 
was to have the lion's flcin, and who 
the afs's ; or whether they were to 
be divided or not ; with tbefe there 
was no queftion at all. No Gover- 
nor had attempted to eftablifh fees of 
himfelf, an & to levy thofe fees upon 
the people. What was demanded 
was a portion of thofe fees which the 
law had eftabliflied before, and whe- 
ther the private, or the public Secre- 
tary, or both, or neither, or any 
one elfe that the Crown Ihsuld ap- * 
poin;, received them, was matter of 
no concern to the people. The cafe 
was, as has beeh faid, between the 
patent Officer and the Governor, 
and the patent officer £ucceeded. 
Had Governor Cuninghame pur- 
fued the fame meafures, whilft the 
people had been filent, his precedents 
had been more to his purpofe ; but 
he went a furer way to work: he 
thought (but wherefore it is unne- 
ceflary to enquire) that, the y»£/&i»- 
ti*l rights of upwards of twenty 



thoufand loyal fubjefts of the Crown 
would weigh lighter in the balance 
than the intereft of a fmgle patent 
Officer when oppofed to him. He 
made his election, and in fo doing- 
has invaded the rights of the people. 
The cafe therefore is now between 
him and the people. A people who 
have public virtue enough amongfl 
them to be united to a man, and to 
a man are refolved like men to de- 
fend and maintain their rights. 

Upon the whole then, if, on the 
one hand, what Governor Cuning- 
hame has done mail appear to be 
founded on the law, the people will 
bow obedience to that law : if, on 
the other, it mail appear to be contra- 
ry to law, and the Governor mould 
itill call for obedience, the people 
will refifi.z they will refift in loyalty 
to the King, in love and attachment 
to the laws and conftitution of the 
Parent-ftate, in refpeel to the reft of 
their fellow-fubje&s, in duty to their 
own native Ifland, to themfelves, to 
their wives, to their children, and 
to pofterity : for in fuch a cafe re- 
finance is the law of the land, and 
the law of the land being the birth- 
right of the beopie, the people are 
bound by the bonds of fociety not to 
furrender but with their lives, the 
rights that have been refented to 
them by that law.

That your Petitioner did, on the 
1 8th day of Auguft laft, leave witk 

the 
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the Secretary of the Board a Pe- 
tition, to which, as for the facts 
therein Hated and contained, he now 
fcegs leave to refer your Lordfhips :" 
butinafmuch as Governor Cuning- 
hame has, fince the faid 1 8th day of 
Auguft laft, tranfmitted, in obedi- 
ence to your Lordfhips order, his de- 
fence (fuch as it is) to the charges 
that had been before exhibited a- 
gainft his conduct, your Petitioner 
is aware that the prayer of that pe- 
tiuon is infomuch already anfwered 
thereby* 

That under thefe circumftances 
your Petitioner had not 'again prc- 
furaed to have troubled your Lord- 
fhips with any further felicitation, 
but refling, as he Hill does, in the 
utmoft confidence of your Lordfhips 
juflice, and in the entire afTurance 
that as your Lordfhips were pleafed 
" to Iofe no time," (and for which 
your Petitioner is inftructed in be- 
half of his conftituents, molt hum- 
bly to thank your Lordfhips) in call- 
ing upon Governor Cuninghame to 
anfwer to the very high crimes and 
mifdemeanours with which he has 
been charged, fo too that no delay 
would have been fuffexed in bring- 
ing fo important a bufinefs before 
your Lordfhips, your. Petitioner had 
waited wjth the fame eafe and pa- 
tience for the time, when your Lord- 
fhips pleafure had made it his duty 
to have obeyed the commands of the 
Board for him, if the occurrence of 
a late fact had not, from* its very 
ferious nature, rendered it as efTential 
to ftate this fact to your Lordfhips, as 
it is, in confequence thereof, to call 
for your Lordfhips direction with 
refpect to your Petitioner's conduct.. 

That the fact alluded to has come 
to your Petitioner's information, in 
the following words $ " Governor 
Cuninghame has written a letter to 
our Prefident Dotin, for his eye and 
the eye of his friends, in which he 
fays, that he has a letter froiri Lord 
George Germain ajfuring his Excel-

lency, that " his Majefy approves 
of his conduct down to the ad of 
May." 

That this intelligence has over- 
whelmed his Majefty's loyal fubjects 
in Barbados with the decpeft grief 
and concern, left- that, by falfe/ug- 
geftions and wilful mifreprefentations, 
they fhonld have fallen fo far, and fo 
undefervedly too, under the r-eavy 
weight of his Majefty's difpleafure, 
as that, pending an appeal to his 
Majefty in Council, after his Ma- 
jefty h?.d been gracioufly pleafed to 
refer, the charges fet forth in that ap- 
peal to the confideration of your 
Lordfhips, after your Lordfhips had, 
with fo much. attention, and fo rea- 
dily, ifTued the order of the Board 
for the defence of Governor Cuning- 
hame, after this order had actually 
reached Governor Cuningfcame's 
hands, before the complainants had 
been heard in fupport of their char- 
ges, and whilft the appeal itfelf was 
fub judicty ftill to be heard, and as 
yet undecided, they fhould find its 
merits fo far entered into, prejudged, 
and predetermined, as to occafioa 
Governor Cuninghame to write a 
letter to the Prefident of the Ifland, 
in which he fays, ** that he has 
received a letter from Lord George 
Germain, ajfuring him that his Ma- 
jefty had approved his conduct" (that 
very condutt, which having been the 
fubject of complaint to his Majefty, 
was then the object of reference to 
your Lordfhips) " down to the 2d 
of May." 

That this letter has not only fo 
tended to afflict and diftrefs his Ma- 
jefty's loyal fubjects of Barbados, as 
has been faid, and as might well be 
fuppofed, but it has had this further 
mifchievous and unhappy effect, that 
inftead of Governor Cuninghame 
being rather induced from the cir- 
cumftance of your Lordfhips order 
to him to defift from his meafures, 
at leaft until he had juftified his con- 
duct, this letter has given frelh en- 
£ * couragemenl 
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couragement to his opprefltons ; and 
fo far from leflening the before un- 
warrantable bounds of his avarice 
and rapacity, it has ferved but the 
more decidedly to widen and extend 
the limits of both* 

That ftanding in this predicament 
of fituation, your Petitioner, in his 
capacity of Agent as aforefaid, is 
wholly at a lofs to know what fteps 
he is to take, or in what manner he 
is further to proceed. 

That to apply for decifion after 
j udgment has been given is a 
mockery of juftice, as indecent to- 
wards your Lordfhips, ash would be 
unbecoming in him to do. 

Your Petitioner therefore moil 
humbly prays that your Lord- 
ihips would be pleafed to in- 
form him, whether this ufe of 
his Majefty's name, by Governor 
Cuninghame, under the au- 
thority of Lord George Ger- 
main, one of his Majefty's Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, is to 
be confidered as final and con- 
clufi<ve in judgment as to the 
charges' that have been exhibit- 
ed againft the conduct of Go- 
vernor Cuninghame ; and if 
not, that your Lordfhips will 
be pleafed to appoint as fhort a 
day as may fuit with your Lord- 
fhips convenience to hear and 
determine upon the faid char- 
ges. And your .Petitioner will 
every pray, &c.

him, their Lordfhips, in confider- 
atibn thereof, and to avoid incon-

By order of the new Houfe of AG- 
fembly, which' was elected on the 
9th, and returned and fat the day- 
after, the 10th, I have the honour 
to tranfmityou the inclofed Petition 
from the Inhabitants of the Parifh of 
St. James to that Houfe; an order, 
which I have the pleafure to inform 
you, was given me without one dif- 
fering voice in all that newly chofert 
AfTembly ; confining, as it does, of 
all the fame Membe/s that compofed 
the laft, except twtf, and one of thofe 
came in, upon the abfenpe of one of 
the former Member^ -fbr the Town, 
off the Ifland, yet both concurring 
with the twenty other Members, to 
form an union of the fame free and, 
honeft fentiment and refolution, up- 
on the fubject of this Petition ;— 
Nor is it without a fuitable fatis- 
faction I am led on this occafion to 
obferve with truth and juftice, that 
the circumftances of this new Ge- 
neral Election, upon the Governor's 
Proclamation to difiblve the former 
AfTembly, ferve upon the cleareft 

review 
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review of them, todifcover the grofs 
injury done to the honour of the 
former Houfe, by the reafons aflign- 
ed in that proclamation for diflblving 
it; and which muft convince his 
Majefty and the nation, when all 
thefe circumftances come to appear, 
that the fenfe of the collective body 
of the people, Jo far from differing 
from that of the Reprefentative, is 
the very fpring that moves it, the 
foul that animates this body, and 
determines their proceedings, in op- 
pofition to all. the arbitrary, oppref- 
five, or unconftitutional acts of our 
prefent Governor ; difpelling every 
fhadow of a pretence, that fuch op- 
pofition is founded in the views of 
faction, by fo general as well as 
brilliant an appearance of the fpiri^ 
of true Britifh Freedom only, over 
the whole community ; a, commu- 
nity, however, which, until roufed 
by the natural refentmeht 6f unufual 
attempts to govern'them by a defpo- 
tic fway, have flood diftingulihed for 
the warmeft principles oflbyalry to 
the Crown, above every jealous at- 
tachment to their own peculiar 
rights, and whofe bofoms, ftill glow- 
ing with the fame ardent affection 
for the perfon and government of 
our gracious Sovereign, hnguifh 
only for a ray of reprefentation of 
his Royal Virtues, in a faithful fub* 
ftitute at our head.

The bumble Petition of the inhabitants 
of the Parifh of St. James, 
Sheweth, 

That your Petitioners have beheld, 
with peculiar fatisfa&ion, the virtu- 
ous fpirit of this worlhipful Houfe, 



ftruggling againft the arbitrary and 
oppreflive meafures of his Excellency 
Major-general James Cuninghame, 
and his Majefty's Council of this 
ifland ; and that they feel their 
pleafure heightened by the reception 
which the addrefs of the reprefcnta- 
tives of the people met with from 
his moil gracious Majefty, and at 
theprofpect ofadecifion, favourable 
to the liberties of this country. 

But this petition further lheweth 
that, notwithstanding the noble ef- 
forts of this Houfe, to withftand 
thefe oppreflive meafures, the Go- 
vernor has by no means defined 
from them, but with the fan&ion of 
the Council's authority has conti- 
nued, arid ftill continues, to levy and 
exact from the people large fums bf 
money unoVr the title o'ffees, con- 
trary to all law, afage, and prece- 
dent, encumbering thereby all pub* 
lie bufinefs, impeding the free courfe 
ofjuftice, and fub verting the prih- 
clplesof that conftitutjon, the birth- 
right of the natives of Barbados in 
common with the inhabitants of 
England, by taxing the people 
without the concurrence of their re- 
prefentatives. Your petitioners, 
therefore, pray that thefe their juft 
complaints may be tranfmitted by 
this worlhipful Houfe to their agent 
at home, to be laid by him at the 
foot of the Throne, humbly fiippli- 
cating his moll gracious Majefty to 
redrels the grievances of his loyal 
people of Barbados, attached in af- 
fection arid principles to his royal 
perfjn and government, and praying 
his Majefty to fignify his royal dii- 
approbation of the conduct of thofe 
members of the Council, who voted 
for the eftablifhment of the fees, fo 
as in time to come, to deter the 
members of that board from profti- 
tuting the honour of their high 
ftation, by obfequious compliances 
with the arbitrary and avaricious 
inclinations of any future Gover- 
nor. ^

Agent for the Ijland of Barbados y 
to Admiral Sir Geo ;hge Brydges 
Rodney, Bart. 

Lower Berkley- ft? vet, 
Portman -Square, Dec. 3, 1781. 

S I R, 

It being the bufinefs of my office, 
as Agent for the Ifland of Barbados, 

' to watch over and attend to the in- 
terefl and welfare of. tf*at country in 
this, it became my duty, upon the 
publication of your difpatches to 
Government here, in the Gazette of 
the 23d of April lafl, to write to my 

" conflituents tnere, in the following 
words : 

After fpeaking of the furrender of 

' Demerara and Iffiquibo to his Ma- 
jefty's arms, I proceed to fay, " but 
there is fomewhat elfe in the Gazette, 

f which I muft mention for another 
reafon." It is there faid, '* the 
only danger" (that is of fupplying 
the French Iflands with provisions 
and ftores) " is from the Britijh 
Iflands, whofe Merchants, regard- 
lefs of the intereft they owe to their 
country, have already cmtraSed with 

- the enemy to fupply them with pro- 
vifionsand naval ftores. My utmoft 
attention mail be to prevent their 
treafon taking place," And then I 
add, ** I flatter myfelf, even under 
this very general defcription, that 
the Hand of Barbados is ftill an ex- 
ception to this charge j and that the 
Merchants there will enable me to 
contradict and remove this high 
offence from them." 

It is now therefore, Sir, and in 
confequence of what I have recited, 
that I take the liberty of troubling 
you with this letter,, 



The Merchants of the Wand of 
Barbados feeling themfelves, by the 
generality of this charge, compre- 
hended under its infamy and re- 
proach, attentive to their characters 
as men, jealous of their credit as 
merchants, proud of that loyalty to 
the King, and of that attachment to 
this country, which as they profefs 
they are no lefs anxious to make ma- 
nifefl, have unitedly, and in their 
whole collective body in that Ifland, 
tranfmitted to my hands their repre- 
fentations upon this fubjeft, in ex- 
oneration of themfelves from the 
weight and preflure of this accu- 
fation. 

Put inafmuch as it is from your 
# hands that they are, in the firft ih- 
ftance, to look for that juftice to 
which they think themfelves entitled, 
it is to you that I am moved to ap- 
ply. And as in addreffing myfelf 
to one of your exalted rank and 
, ftation, I am fen fib le, that in pro- 
portion to the value and efteem, 
which you muft neceflarily fet 
* upon your own honour and cha- 
racter, you will refpeft the honour 
and character of others, fo I have not 
the fmalleft doubt but that you will 
moft readily inform me, whether the 
Merchants of the. Ifland of Barbados 
are to be confidered. or not, as fal- 
ling under the guilt of that charge, 
which, without exception, at prefent 
remains 1 as a charge upon the Mer- 
chants of all the Britiflr Iflands ; and 
if they are, that you will fo far ex- 
' tend your juftice to the innocent as to 
point out the guilty perfons to them; 
to the end that how many foever 
thefe guilty perfons may be, and 
whoever they are, they may be 
brought to that exemplary and con- 
dign puniihment which a crime fo 
heinous in its nature fo defervedljr 
calls for and demands. 

The reafonablenefs and neceffity 
of this application, I truft, will re- 
quire no apology from me ; and fur- 
. ther I have only to add, that a packet 
being on the point of failing for tht 

Weft. 
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Weft Indies, I amfto requeft that 
you will do me the favour to furnifh 
me with your anfwer as foon, with- 
in this time, ~s may be convenient 
to yourfelf. I am, with much re-

To this letter no anfwer having 
been fent, Mr'. Eftwick wrote the 
following note to Sir George : 

Mr. Eftwick prefems his compli- 
ments to Sir George Rodney, and 
not having had the honour of an an- 
fwer to the letter which he wrote 
and fent to Sir George early on 
Monday morning laft, he is afraid 
that there has been fome omiilion in 
the delivery of it. If, however, it 
has been received by Sir George, 
Mr. Eftwick would be much obliged 
by an anfwer, as his difpatches for 
the ifland of Barbados, which ought 
to have been forwarded by Tail 
night's mail for the packet, are now 
kept open for this purpofe.

To this note the anfwer received 
on the following day, by Mr. Eft- 
wick's fervant, from Sir George's 
porter was, that Sir George had fet 
out for Portfmouth early that morn- 
ing (which, by the bye, was not a 
faft, for it afterwards appeared, that 
Sir George did not leave town till 
between three and four o'clock in 
the afternoon, which was upwards 
of five hours after the note was deli- 
vered) and that Sir George was not 
to come back to London any more. 

Now, whether the conduft of Mr. 
Eftwick, in the above inftance, to- 
wards Sir George Rodney, merited 
in point of civility', the return it met 
with from Sir George Rodney, in 
giving no anfwer whatever, either 
to Mr. Eftwick's letter or note, be- 
ing matter of a private nature, is not 
meant (although the public will 



judge "thereupon) for public difcnf- 
fion. But inafmuch as Sir George 
Rodney has declined 'to render that 
juftice to the merchants of Barbados, 
which, through the medium of Mr. 
Eftwick, he was politely requefted 
to do, and to which, as an injured 
people, they were defervedly en- 
titled, the following is a copy of the 
merchants addrefs to the agent, 
figned by their whole body, and 
tranfmitted to the agent's hands, in 
justification and defence of them- 
(elves : 

Barbados, Aug. 18, 1781. 
Six, 
As the latitude you have afforded 
to the exprefljon of our complaints, 
and the defence of ourfelves from 
the heavy charge which excited them, 
feems to preclude the neceflity of an 
apology for this addrefs, we ihall not 
trouble you with any, for either giv- 
ing utterance to the one, or for em- 
ploying your fervices to eftablifti the 
other. The zealous and generous 
attention to the intereft and honour 
of your, much injured countrymen, 
which you have difplayed on this im- 
portant occafion, claims fo ftrongly 
the warmeft returns of our gratitude, 
that we cannot forbear giving the 
clearcft proof of pur fenfe of the obli- 
gation, -by controuling the irapulfe 
of our refentment, at the very en- 
trance upon the representation of our 
wrongs, till we have difcharged the 
pleafing and indifpenfible duty of 
making you our acknowledgments. 
In the name therefore of that while 
body of men, in this ifland, who are 
involved, by the defcription of Sir 
George Rodney, in the criminal 
charge of obllrucling the effecls of 
his Majefty's arms in thefe feas, by 
a clandeftine and traiterous inter- 
courfe with his enemies, we beg 
leave to offer you our fincereft and 
heartfelt thanks for beholding us 
with fo favourable and fond an 
eye, while degraded in the public 
efteem by Ae ha/eft accufations; 
and for holding out to our inno- 
cence 
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cence the generous afliftance of the 
pjromife of yourendeavours to reftore 
us to our original and enviable rank 
in the affections of our beloved So- 
rereign, and to regain us the good- 
will and regard of our fellow fub- 
jects in Great-Britain, which have 
been obvioufly impaired by the Mack 
and infamous mifrcprcfentations, and 
to which the kindeft and moll cordial 
fentiments on our part for their wel- 
fare and fuccefs, give us the beft- 
founded claim. 

With a degree of furpife, which 
could have been only equalled by 
©ur concern, have we beheld a 
Britifh Admiral of fnch high and 
diftingnifhed rank as Sir George 
Brydges Rodney defending, in a 
, fublic official diffatcb> to a* bafty, 
fernkiousy and with refpect to our- 
selves in this dutiful colony, we will 
venture to aflert, a falfe impeach- 
ment of the loyalty of his Majefty's 
fubjects in his Weft-India iflands. 
"Within the limits of this exception, 
and confining our denial of the 
chargefolelf to the inhabitants of this 
iffand (as we cannot be fuppofed to 
be fnfficiently poffeflcd of fads, nor 
indeed even authorized if we had 
the knowledge, to enter into an ex- 
culpation of our fitter colonies) we 
will put the Admiral at defiance, to 
fupport what he has fo foUmnly deli- 
vered. Yet injured as we are by 
being confidered, through the vague 
and unapplied terms of the Gazette, 
as of the number of the abandoned 
and infamous offenders, we cannot 
but tremble for the confequences 
which will naturally recoil upon the 
Admiral himfelf, mould he decline 
the public invitation, which we wifh 
through your means he may receive. 
We feel how deeply and clofely our 
national honour is connected with 
the reputation of our officers, and 
hence arife our apprehenfions ; for 
we cannot fore fee how much Sir 
George Rodney will be called in 
queftion by his withdrawing himfelf 
from the fupport of his charge, when 



called upon by an appeal to the 
public, on the defect of his intelli- 
gence, his difcretion, his activity, 
and of every other principle which 
conld have preferved the verdure of 
his laurels. Sir George Rodney, 
without the leaft qualifying or foften- 
ing exceptions, has affirmed that, 
" the only danger of fupptying the 
French iflands with provifions an4 
ftores is, from the Britifh Iflands, 
whofe merchants, regardlefs of the 
intereft they owe their country, have 
already c$ntra3ed with the enemy to 
fupply them with provifions and 
naval ftores," and adds, that " his 
intended diligence, can be the only 
fecurity againfl the execution of their 
treafcn.." Now, Sir, we the mer-< 
cantile inhabitants of his Majefty*s 
ancient colony of Barbados, mofi 
falemnly, ivbolly and publicly deny the 
charge y and declare, that at no one 
period of our lives have we yielded 
to the bafe fuggeftions of intereft in 
contempt of the facred claims of our 
country, and thereby rendered our- 
felves liable to the imputation of 
fucli horrid and extreme wickednefs. 
Nor do we flop at this- point, hut 
continue to aflert that, though on 
the one hand candour prompts us 
to believe the magnitude and high 
criminality of the crrence itfelf, and 
the extent of injury which could not 
but furround any defcription of men 
againft whom it fliould he barely 
insinuated, muft have induced the 
Admiral to weigh well the circum- 
ftances, and to examine very minute- 
ly into the facts, wjth all their de- 
pendencies and connections, on which 
he meant to ground his impeach- 
ment; yet, on the other, our own 
perfeft, confeious innocence forces 
us upon the reproach, that the Ad- 
miral has propagated an opinion, 
which was at nrft taken up without 
caution, and which has been fince 
handed to Administration, from mo- 
tives which, whenever develloped, 
may contribute bnt tittle to bis honour* 
Thefe laft, Sir, are myfterious terms ; 

they 
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they maft remain fo for us ; we are 
above recrimination. Some ma- 
noeuvres at St. Euftatia may, per- 
haps, hereafter be fubjecls of public 
enquiry. Before we difrnifs this 
matter, we muft employ the oppor- 
tunity of declaring, we mall be ex- 
tremely thankful to Sir George Rod- 
ney to felect, if he is capable, any 
members of our community, whole 
eondiS has been marked by a prac- 
tice fo flagitious as the fupply of the 
enemies of our country with provi- 
lions and ftcres, either by direfi or 
indirc2 means, in order that they 
may receive not only public chaftife- 
ment for their treafons, but the de- 
tection of their fellow citizens. It 
is not within the reach of any fyftem 
of policy to guard completely a- 
gainft the depravity of ev«ry indivi- 
dual fubject to its controul : but, 
fttrely, there cannot be a greater de- 
gree of injuftice, nay, even wicked- 
btk, than to expofe any focicty to 
cenfareor panifhment for the crimes 
of a few of its members. It is 
equally certain too, that the-Admi- 
ral's vigilance and zeal can merit 
tut little compliment upon a full 
difcttflkm of this bufmefs ; when it 
is confidered that he contented him- 
felf with only palling a heavy cenfure 
apon treaibns of the greatcfl magni- 
tude, and flopped Ihort of bringing 
the perpetrators of it to that infamy 
and deftruction which the laws of 
iis country pointed out and award- 
ed, upon an eftabliihment of fuch 
proofs as he muil have poflefTed to 
juftify the little ceremony with 
which he has impeached. Such a 
public profecntion of the traitors, 
is a meafure which the fuccefs of the 
Admiral's own naval operations, and 
his fidelity to his Sovereign, feem to 
aave exacted : at leaft it would here 
heen a meafure of fubftantial juftice, 
the guilty would have then furTered 
ais fenteoce, and. the reputation of 
the innocent would have remained 
anpolluted by the breath of calumny. 



Thus fupported by the perfect etfe 
of our own feelings, which acquit «c 
totally of any participation of the 
offence, and placing a jull confidence 
in the flrong motive with which the 
hiftory of our little country will fur- 
nim our Gracious Sovereign for dif* 
crediting, and ultimately rejecting 
that part of the heavy charge whick 
affects us, we mould reft here, an! 
rifque our caufe upon the ground 
where we have already placed it # 
namely, the Admiral's producing 
proofs of our guilt.— But we mull 
iiurudc one moment longer on your 
leifure, and claim your attention, 
while we endeavour to wipe off one 
of the raoft deadly ilaius, which in- 
gratitude, perhaps, can admit. And 
here give us leave to hefitate and 
enquire, what epithets ought to 
characterize thofe opinions and mea- 
fures which, pernicious as they are, 
were adopted at firft without proo£ 
and have fince been published and 
purfued with apparent anxiety; and 
which, while the eye of parental 
tendernefs was dreaming for our 
mifery, produced by a great natural 
evil, and wjiile the hand of benevo- 
lence was nobly extended to the re- 
lief of it, were calculated to deadea 
the impulfe of the one, and to cir- 
cumfcribe the generous exertions of 
the other ? Is there a ftngle fact, in 
the annals of this country, which,, 
can juitify the belief of our having' 
attained that favage want of feeling, 
which would allow us to flab our be- 
nefactor at the very moment of the 
enjoyment of his bounty? or can we 
be fuppofed fo politically ignorant 
and blind, as not to know that every 
fuccefs of the enemy againlt the mo* 
ther country opens one avenue to 
our own reduction, and that cvzxy 
injury me fuftains, is only an inftru* 
ment to our*ruin ? We perfuade our- 
felves therefore, that our fellow fub- 
jecls of Great-Britain, judging of u» 
in our prefent humiliating condition 
by our former conduct, and allowing 

only 
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<mly the proper weight to analogy, 
which is always the fulleft and beft 
defence, where folid proofs of guilt 
are wanting on the part of the ac- 
cufer, will difregard the infamous 
infinuation, and will treat it With 
the abhorrence it fq loudly calls for. 

It is indeed true, Sir, that the am- 
bition, the habits and temper of 
feme men, who have lately been 
among us, and whofe meafures have 
met with more opposition than they 
ljjid been perhaps accuflqmed to ex- 
perience, may tempt them, upon 
their return home, to reprefent us as 
an obftinate and factious people : 
but let our'bfethren of Great-Britain 
reflect, before they fuffer themfelves 
to be influenced by fuch mifrepre- 
fentations, how much they owe to a 
timely oppofition, to the unwarrant- 
able claims of power : nothing Iefs, 
Sir, than the glorious Conftitution we 
all in common enjoy. And let them 
know moreover from us. that even 
acrofs the vaft Atlantic Ocean, there 



are inhabitants of a fmall {peck of 
earth/ who feel fo keenly the excel- 
lence of that conftitution which was 
acquired by the arduous efforts of 
their anceftors, and which has been 
the fubjeel of admiration to all na- 
tions and all ages, that they are 
ambitious of having their political 
principles built upon its pure and 
beautifut model : and that, though 
they never lift their eyes to the 
throne without feeling at their hearts 
the impreflion of the pureft attach- 
ment, and of the moll profound and 
dutiful refpect, and that though they 
can yield the molt ready and cheer- 
ful obedience to the fource of power, 
from their unbounded confidence in 
the benignity by which it is exer- 
cifed, yet they can never become 
infenfible to the claims of liberty, 
nor decline the trials to which me 
calls forth their virtue, in regain- 
ing and oppofing the abufe of it in 
thofe who' only enjoy a delegated

convoy, from Cork, con filling of 42 
fail, for New-York ; three only had 
parted company. [ 

The Carysfort, which I had fent 
to Halifax, returned the 8 th, and in 
her way back had the good fortune 
to meet with a mail fhip, bound to 
Cape Francois, on the French King's 
account, with a conftderable quan- 
tity of malls for large fhips. 

The Torbay and Prin.ce William 
arrived here the nth, having parted 
from the Jamaica convoy the z lit of 
September. 

The Nymphe returned from cruiz- 
ing off Cape Henry, and brought in 
five prizes, taken by her and the 
Amphion. 

London, off Sandy -Hook, October 19, 
1781. 

My laft letter could not fix the 
time of my failing, the (hips were, 
Jiowever, moving down as they could 
be got ready, and on the 17th, fo 
foon as the tide ferved, I got under 
fail with the remainder of the fqua- 
dron, except the Shrewfbury, Mon- 
tagu, and Europe, and got down 
with the help of the afternoon tide to 
Sandy Hook. 

The next morning we embarked 
all the troops on board the men of 
war from the tranfports, to the 
amount of feven thoufand one hun- 
dred and forty-nine (officers includ- 
ed) and this morning the whole fleet 
failed, and got fafe over the Bar, 
confining of twenty-five fail of the 
line, two fifties and eight frigates, 
and the whole are now under fail Her 
the Chefape,ak. 

A numerous convoy appears off, 
which we judge to be the Englim . 
convoy, as they are making for this 
place, and the moil advanced ihew 
, Englifh colours. 

The fleet abovementioned proves 
to be the Centurion and her con- 
voy, which are all arrived (except 
eight private traders) and are now 
. Handing in for the Hook.

Whitehall, Nov. 27, 1781. 
Extract of a Utter from Sir Hen^y 
Clinton to the Right Honourable 
Lord George Germain, one of 
hi sMaje fly's Principal Secretaries of 
State y dated on hoard the London, 
offChefatcak, the 29th of October, 
1781, brought by Captain Mkl- , 
COMDE, of his Majefty's jhip the 
Rattlefnake t who arrived in teat* 
late on Sunday night. 
Agreeable to the information 
which I had the honour to give 
your Lordfhip in my laft difpatch, 
the fleet under the command of 
Rear-admiral Graves, failed from 
Sandy Hook on the 19th inft. and 
arrived offCape Charles on the 24th, 
when we Tiad the mortification to 
hear, that Lord Comwallis had pro- 
pofed terms of capitulation to the 
enemy on the 17th. This intelli- 
gence was brought us by the pilot of 
the Charon, and fome other perfons 
who came off from the ihore, and 
faid they had made their efcape from 
York on the 18th, and had not heard \ 
any firing there fince the day before. 
The Nymph frigate alfo arriving the 
next day from New- York, brought 
me a letter from his Lordfhip, dated 
the 15 th, the defponding tenor of 
which gives me the moit alarming 
apprehenfions of its truth. Since 
then we have been playing off the- 
Capes, with variable and hard gales 
of wind, to the prefent hour, with- 
out being able to procure any further 
information, except from two men 
taken in a canoe, whofe report ex- 
actly correfponds with the former. 

Comparing, therefore, the intel- 
ligence given by thefe people, and 
feveral others fince come in, with the 
purport of Lord Comwallis's letter, 
a copy of which I have the honour 
to inclofe for your Lordfhip's infor- 
mation, we cannot entertain the 
leaft doubt of his Lordftiip's having 
capitulated, and that we are unfor- 
tunately too late to relieve him; 
F which 
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which being the only object of the 
expedition, the Admiral has deter- 
mined upon returning with hi* fleet 
to Sandy-Hook. 

I beg* leave to mention to your 
Lordfhip, that the army is under the 
greateft obligations to the Admirals, 
the Captains, and the officers of the 
King's fhips, for the chearfulnefs 
with which they fubmitted to many 
And great incOnveniencies for our 
accommodation on this fervice 
Cvpy of a letter from the Earl Cor n- 
wallis to Sir Henry Clin- 
ton, dated Tork-to'wh, Virginia^ 
Qa^ber 15. 1781. 

Sir, 
Laft evening the enemy carried 
my two advanced redoubts on the 
left by ftorm, and during the night 
have included them in their fecond 
parallel, which they are, at prefent 
birfy in perfecting. 

My Situation now becomes very 
critical. We dare not fhew a gun 
to their old batteries, and I expect 
the new ones will be opened to-mor- 
row morning. Experience has mewn 
that our frefh earthen works do not 

* refill their powerful artillery, fo that 
we fhall foon be expofed to an aflault 

v iii ruined works, in a bad pofition, 
and with weakened numbers. 

The ; fafety of the place is there- 
fore fo precarious, that I cannot re- 
commend that the fleet and army 
fliQuld run great rifque in endeavour- 
ing'to fave us. I have the honour 
to "be with great refpett, Sir, &c.

London, at Sea, Oct. 29, 1781. 
In my laft letter, by the Lively, 
Captain Manley, I defired you to 

* acquaint the Lords Commiffioners of 



the Admiralty of my having paiTed 
the Bar of New York with the Bri- 
tifh fleet, with 7000 of the army 
embarked, to go to the relief of Earl 
Cornwallis at York, in the Chefa- 
peak. 

The fleet accordingly failed the 
moment the troops were put on 
board, and proceeded the fame day, 
(the 19th) for the Chefapeak. 

The 24th, we received intelli- 
gence from a black man, who was 
pilot of his Majefty's fhip Charon, a 
white man, who belonged to the 
Quarter Mafter General's depart- 
ment, and another black man, who 
had made their efcape together from 
York, that Lord Cornwullis had ca- 
pitulated on the 1 8 th inftant, the 
day before the fleet failed from Sandy- 
Hook. 

The 26th, one of our boats brought 
off fome people from the fhore near 
Cape Charles, who gave the fame 
report of the Capitulation. 

The 25th, his Majefty's fhip La 
Nymphe joined us from New York, 
and Drought difpatches from Lord 
Cornwallis, dated the 15th, a copy ' 
of which is inclofed, and leaves little 
room to queftion the truth of the 
other intelligence. The three peo- 
ple being ftill on board, and ques- 
tioned again, and known for what 
they reported themfelves to be by 
feveral perfons, helped ftill to corro- 
borate : I therefore determined to 
detach the Rattiefnake for Europe 
to give the earlieft information to 
their Lordfhips, that Government 
may be prepared to receive the par- 
ticulars. 

1 fhould have been happy to have 
tried every poffible means to effect a 
relief, could we have arrived in 
time ; that profpe& being at an end, 
I determined to leave this ftation, 
and return to New York. 

N. B. The copy of Lord Corn- 
wallis's letter above referred to, 
is the fame as that printed in 
the foregoing difpatches from 
Sir Henry Clinton.

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Verfailles* Nov. i£. The Duke 
de Lauzun, and Captain Dupleffi 
Pafcau, arrived this day, charged 
to deliver to the King, the news of 
the naval engagement of the 5th of 
September ; and to acquaint his 
Majefty, that *he army under Lord 
Cornwallis, confiding of about 6000 
men, that had retired and entrench* 
themfelves in York Town, on York 
River, in Virginia, had capitulated 
the 19th of October laft, and furren- 
dered prifoners of war. 
Journal of the Operations of the French 
Corps under the Command of Ccttxt 
de Rochambeau, Lieutenant -ge- 
neral of the Kings Armies fince the 
zybofAuguftlaft. 
On the 14th of September, Ge- 
neral Wafhington, myfelf, and the 
Chevalier de C ha telle ux arrived at 
Williamfburgh, where we found the 
Marquis de la Fayette in t conj unc- 
tion with the Count de Saint; Simon, 
who had taken an excellent pofition, 
waiting for us. Lord Cornwallis 
was employed in entrenching him- 
felf at York and Gloucefter, barring 
the river of York with fome of his 
fhips, and others funk in the Chan- 
nel. It is computed that his corps 
of troops, regulars, and failorsfrom> 
the difarmed mips, amounted to 
about five or fix thoufand men. 

After all the moil inquietingnews 
we had received in the route, of the 
appearance of the enemy's fleet, the 
departure of that of Count de GrafTe, , 
of an engagement on the 5th of Sep- 
tember, the appearance of two Eng- 
lifh frigates in the Bay, we at length 
received in the night of the 14th, by 
a letter from Count de GrafTe, a cir- 
cumftantial account of the following 
fafts : Admiral Hood had joined on 
the twenty-eighth of Auguit Admiral 
Graves's fquadron before New York ; 
they both failed the thirty-firft to 
Chefapeak fcay, at the inftant our 
movement by land towards Phila- 
delphia had been difcovered. The 
Englifh fquadron, confuting of to 



mips, arrived the 5th at Capo 
Charles, intending to get the Hart 
of Count de Graile ; the latter hav- 
ing then 1500 men in his chaloups, 
which had debarked the troops of 
Count de St. Simon, and were not 
returned, without hefitation cut hu 
cables, and went to engage the ene- 
my with 24 ihips, leaving the reft 
to blockade Lord Cornwallis in the 
rivers York and James ; Admiral 
Graves bore to the windward, and 
tie van-guard of Count de GrafTe* 
under the orders of the Sieor de Bou- 
gainville, came up with, the rear of 
the Englifh, which was roughly 
handled. The Count de Grate 
having purfued fome time, returned 
on the nth into the Bay, where he 
found the fquadron of Count de Bar- 
ras, which Tailed the 25th of Auguft 
from Newport, with ten transports, 
having on board our fiege artillery, 
and entered the Bay on the 10th of 
September in good condition* The 
two Englifh frigates being between 
the two fquadrens, were taken. — 
Immediately the ten tranfports of 
the Count de B arras, the frigates, 
and the prizes of Count de Grade, 
were detached to carry our troops to 
Annapolis, under the orders of the 
Sieur de Viilebrune, Commander of 
the Romulus, who, with the Baron 
Vionemil, ufed fuch expedition, that 
they arrived on the 25th in Wil- 
liamfburgh Creek, where they dif- 
embarked the army on the 26th and 
27th. 

On the 20th, the allied army 
marched from Williamfburgh at 
break of day for York Town, and 
the French corps of 7000 men began 
the inveftment from the Head of 
York River to tke morafs near CoL 
Nelfon's houfe, taking advantage of 
the woods, creeks, &c. in fuch a 
manner as to block up the enemy 
within piflol-fhot of their works; the 
three French brigades marked out 
the grqund, and encamped fecurely 
from the enemy's cannon. TJie Ba- 

F 2 ron 
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f»n de Viomenil, commanded the 
grenadiers and chaffeurs of the army 
as the van-guard. 

On the 29th, the American army 
parted the morafs, and the inveil- 
ment of York Town became com- 
plete, and was quite blocked up. 
The infantry of Lauzun being de- 
barked on the 23d, marched under 
the Duke de Lauzun, to rejoin their 
cavalry, which had marched by land 
into Gloucefter county, under Bri- 
gadier-general de Wieden, who com- 
manded there a body of 1 200 Ameri- 
can militia. The whole legion was 
joined thereon the 28th, the day of 
the inveftment of York Town. On 
the night between the 29th and 30th, 
the enemy fearing to be infulted in 
the confined pofition which they had 
fortified, abandoned all their pails. 

We employed the 30th in lodging 
ourfelves in the abandoned works, 
which enabled us to block up the 
enemy in a circle of very little ex- 
tent, and gave us great advantage. 

The fame day the tranfports, with - 
the artillery for the fiege, came 
down to Trubello Landing, feven 
miles from hence, when wefet about 
• difembarking it. 

On the 3d of October the Sieur de 
Choify marched to block up Glou- 
cefter, and take a pofition at three 
miles diftance from that place. 

The corps of the Sieur de Choify 
was compofed of the legion of Lau- 
zun, "of his infantry drafted from 
the mips, and of 1 200 American 
militia under Brigadier-general Wie- 
den. Tarleton was with 600 men 
in this poll, 160 of which were horfe, 
and two hundred infantry. The 
Duke de Lauzun attacked him fo vi r 
goroufly, that he threw them into dif- 
' p order, wounded Tarleton, and forced 
the detachment to return to Glou- 
cefter, with the lofs of fifty men, 
The Sieur Billy, Dillon, and Datie, 
2d Captain, were wounded, three 
Huffars were kilted, and eleven 
wounded. 



The entrenchments were opened 
in two attacks, above and below 
York River, in the night between 
the 6th and 7th of Oetober, and dif- 
ferent engagements took place till 
the 17th, the enemy began to come 
to a parley. The capitulation was 
figned on the 19th, in the morning, 
by which Lord Cornwallis and his 
whole army were made prifoners of 
war. The Atnerican and French 
troops took poiTeffion of the redoubts 
at noon. 

The garrifon at York-town filed- 
off, at two o'clock, by beat of drum, 
with their arms, which were then 
piled up, with twenty pair of co- 
lours. The fame took place at 
-Gloucefter. The companies of gre- 
nadiers at Bourbonnois, and the Ame- 
ricans are in the redoubts, and the 
enemy's troops will evacuate it to- 
morrow, and be cond acted to the 
interior part of the country. The 
Vifcount de Noailles, and Colonel 
Laurens, have drawn up the articles 
-of capitulation in conjunction with 
two fuperior officers of Lord Corn- 
wallis's army. 

It is fuppofed there are about fix 
or feven thoufand prifoners, and one 
hundred and feventy pieces of can- 
non taken.

New-York, Nov. \$tb, 1 78 J, 
My Lord, 
In my laft difpatch I had the ho- 
nour to acquaint your Lordfhip with 
my fears reflecting the fate of the 
army in Virginia. 

It now gives me the deepeft con- 
cern to inform you, that they were 

but 
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but too well founded, as your Lord- 
/hip will perceive by Lord Corn- 
wall's letter to mo of the 20th ult. 
a copy of which, and the papers ac- 
companying it, being inclofed for 
your information. 

Had it been pofliWe for the fleet 
to nave failed from hence at the time 
it was firft imagined they would have 
been able to do, I have not the leaft 
doubt that Lord Cornwallis would 
have been relieved by the joint exer- 
tions of the navy and army, and I 
therefore cannot fufiiciently lament 
that they could not have been made 
fooner. 

Your Lordfhip will be informed by 
Lord Cornwall's letter to me, (a 
copy of which accompanies this dif- 
patch) of the force that was oppofed 
to his Lordfhip in Virginia ; betides 
which, by rebel accounts, which I 
have the honour to inclofe for your 
Lordihip's information, Gen. Green 
feems itill to have an army acling in 
that quarter ; and there are, at this 
inllant, above three thoufand Conti- 
nental troops at Weft Point and in 
its vicinity. 

My difpatches will be delivered to 



and Gloucefter, and to furrendet the 
troops under my command, by capi- 
tulation, on the ipthinftant, a&pri- 
fbners of war, to the combined forces 
of America and France. 

I never faw this poft' in a very fa~ 
vourable light ; but when I found I 
was to be attacked in it, in fo un? 
prepared a ftate, by fo powerful an 
army and artillery, nothing but the 
hopes of relief would have induced 
me to attempt its defence ; for I 
would either have endeavoured to 
efcape to New- York, by rapid 
marches, from the Gloucefter fide, 
immediately on the arrival of Gene- 
ral Wafhington's troops at Williamf- 
burgh, or I would, notwithHanding 
the difparity of numbers, have at- 
tacked them in the open field, where 
it might have been juft poffible that 
fortune would have favoured the 
gallantry of the handful of troop* 
under my command : but being sS~ 
fured by your Excellency's letters, 
that every poflible means would be 
tried by the navy and army to relieve 
us, I could not think myfelf at li- 
berty to venture on either of thofe 
defperate attempts: therefore, after

Copy of a letter from Lieutenant -gene* 
ral Earl Cornwallis, to Sir 
Henry Clinton, dated York* 
Town, in Virginia, October 20, 
1781. 

Sir, 
I have the mortification to inform 
your Excellency, that I have been 
forced to giy« up the 




that the enemy were" taking mea- 
fures which could not fail of turning 
my left flank in a fhort time ; and 
receiving, on the fecond evening, 
your letter of the 34th of September, 
informing me, that the relief would 
fail about the 5 th of October, I 
withdrew within the works on the 
night of the 29th of September, hop- 
ing, by the labour and firmnefs of 
the foldiers, to protrad the defencO 
until you could arrive. 

Every thing was to be expe&ed 
from the fpirit «f the troops, but 
every difadvantage attended their 
labour, as the works were to be con- 
tinued under the enemy's fire, and 
our ftock of intrenching tools, which 
" " not much exceed four hundred, 

when 
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when we began to work in the latter 
end of Auguft, was now much di- 
jninimed. 

The enemy broke ground on the 
night of the 30th, and conftruAed, 
on that night and the two following 
days and nights, two redoubts, 
which, with fome works that had 
belonged to our ' outward pofition, 
occupied a gorge between two creeks 
or ravines, which come from the 
river on each fide of the town. On 
the night of the 6th of October they 
made their firft parallel, extending 
from its right on the river to a deep 
ravine on the left, nearly oppofite to 
the center of this place, and em- 
bracing our whole left, at the dif- 
tance of fix hundred yards. Having 
perfe&ed this parallel, their' batteries 
opened on the evening of; the 9th 
againft our left ; and other batteries 
-fired at the fame time againft a re- 
doubt advanced over the creek upon 
our right, and defended by about 
one hundred and twenty men of the 
23d regiment and marines, who 
maintained that poll with uncommon 
gallantry. The fire continued in- 
ceflantly from heavy cannon, and 
From mortars and howitzers, throw- 
ing fhells from eight to fixteen 
inches, until all our guns on the loft 
were ulenced, our works much da- 
maged, and the lofs of men confider- 
able. On the night of the 1 ith they 
began their fecond parallel, about 
three hundred yards nearer to us. 

The troops being much weakened 
by fickncfs, as well as by the fire of 
the befiegers* and obferving that the 
enemy had not only fecured their 
flanks, but proceeded in every re- 
fpe& with the utmoft regularity and 
caution, I could not venture fo 
large forties as to hope from them 
any confiderable effect; but other- 
wife I did every thing in my power 
to interrupt this work, oy opening 
-new embrazures for guns, and keep- 
ing up a conftant fire with all the 
howitzers and fmall mortars that we 



coalman. On the evening of the* 
14th, they afTaulted and carried two 
redoubts that had been advanced 
about three hundred yards, for the 
purpofe of delaying their approaches, 
and covering our left flank, and 
during the night, included them in 
their fecond parallel, on which they 
continued to work with the utmoft 
exertion. Being perfectly fenfible' 
that our works could not ftand many 
hours after the opening of the bat- 
teries of that parallel, we not only 
continued a conftant fire with all our 
mortars, and every^ gun that could 
be brought to bear upon it, but a 
little before day-break, on the morn- 
ing of the i6th, I ordered a fortic of 
about three hundred and fifty men, 
under the direction of Lieutenant- 
colonel Abercrbmby, to attack two 
batteries, which- appeared to be in 
thegreateft forwardnefs, and to fpike 
the guns. A detachment of Guards 
with the 80 th company of grena- 
diers, under the command of Lieu- 
tenant-colonel Lake, attacked the 
one; and one of Light Infantry, un- 
der the command of Major Arm- 
ftrong, attacked the other ; and both 
fucceeded, by forcing the redoubts 
that covered them, fpiking eleven 
guns, and killing or wounding about 
one hundred of the French troops, 
who had the guard of that part of 
the trenches, and with little lofs or* 
our fide. This action, though ex- 
tremely honourable to the officers 
and foldiers who executed it, proved 
of little public advantage; for the 
cannon having been fpiked in a 
hurry, were foon rendered fit for fer- 
vice again, and before dark the 
whole parallel and batteries appear- 
ed to be nearly complete. At this 
time we knew that there was no part 
of the whole front attacked, in whidi 
we could fhew a fmgle gun, and our 
fhells were nearly expended. I had 
therefore only to chufe between pre- 
paring to furrender next day, or en- 
deavouring to get off with the greatefi 

part 
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pat of the troops ; atfd I determin- 
ed to attempt the latter, reflecting, 
that though it fhould prove unfuc- 
ce/iful m its immediate object, it 
might at leaft delay the enemy in 
the proiecution of further enter- 
prizes. Sixteen large boats were 
prepared, and upon other pretexts 
were ordered to be in readinefs to 
receive troops precifely at ten o'clock; 
with thefe I hoped to pafs the Infant- 
try during the night, abandoning 
our baggage, and leaving a detach, 
meat to capitulate for the town's 
people, and for the fick and wound- 
ed; on which fubjecl a letter was 
ready to be delivered to General 
Washington. After making my ar- 
rangements with the utmoft fecrecy, 
the Light Infantry, greateft part of 
the Guards, and part- of the 23d 
regiment, embarked at the hour ap- 
pointed, and moil of them landed at 
Gloucefter ; but at this critical mo- 
moment the weather, from being 
moderate and calm, changed to a 
moft violent ftorm of wind and rain, 
and drove all the boats, fome of 
which had troops on board, down 
the river. It was foon evident that 
the intended paiTage was impracti- 
cable, and the abfence of the boats 
rendered it equally impoflible to 
bring back the troops that had 
faffed, which I had ordered about 
two o'clock in the morning. In this 
fituation, with my little force divid- 
ed, the enemy's batteries opened at 
day-break. The paffage between 
this place and Gloucefler was much 
expofed ; but the boats having now 
returned, they were ordered to bring 
back the troops that had pafTed dur- 
ing the night, and they joined us in 
the forenoon without much lofs. 
Our works in the mean time were 
going to ruin ; and not having been 
able to flrengthen them by abbatis, 
nor in any other manner than by a 
flight fraizing, which the enemy's 
artillery were demolishing wherever 



they fired, my opinion entirely coin- 
cided with that of the engineer and 
principal officers of the army, that 
they were in many parts very aflaiU 
able- in the forenoon, and that by the 
continuance of the fame fire for a 
few hours longer, they would be in 
foch a ftate as to render it defperate 
with our numbers to attempt to 
maintain- them. We at that time 
could not fire a fmgle gup, only one 
eight-inch, and little more than one 
hundred cohorn fhells remained; a 
diverfion by the French (hips of war, 
that lay at the mouth of York-river, 
was to be expected ; our numbers 
had been diminifhed by the enemy's 
fire ; but particularly by fick ne is ; 
and the Strength and fpirits of thofe 
in the works were much exhaufted 
by the fatigue of conflant watching 
and unremitting duty. Under all 
thefe circumflances, I thought it 
would have been wanton and inhu- 
man to the lafl degree to facrifice the 
lives of this fmall body of gallant 
foldiers, who had ever behaved with 
fo much fidelity and courage, by ex- 
pofing them to an affault, which, 
from the numbers and precautions of 
the enemy, could not fail to fucceed, 
I therefore propofed to capitulate ; 
and I have the honour to inclofe to 
your Excellency the copy of the cor- 
refpondence between General Watfi-, 
lngton and me on that fubjeel, and 
the terms of capitulation agreed up. 
on. I fincerely lament that better 
.could not be obtained; but I have 
neglecled nothing to alleviate the 
misfortunes and diflrefTes of both 
officers and foldiers. The men are 
well cloathed and provided with ne- 
cefTaries, and I truft will be regular^ 
ly fupplied, by the means of the 
officers that are permitted to remain 
with them. The treatment in gene- 
ral, that we have received from the> 
enemy, fxnee our furrender, has been 
perfectly good and proper ; but the 
kindnefs and attention that has been 
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{hewn to us by the French officers in 
particular, their delicate fenfibility 
of our fituation, their generous and 
prefling offers of money, both pub- 
lic and private, to any amount, has 
really gone beyond what I can poffi- 
bly defcribe, and will, I hope, make 
an impreffion on the breaft of every 
Britifli officer, whenever the fortune 
of war ihould put any of them into 
our power. 

Although the event has been fo 
unfortunate, the patience of the fol r 
diers in bearing the greateft fatigues, 
and their firmnefs and intrepidity 
under a perfevering fire of ihot and 
fhells, that I believe has not often 
been exceeded, deferved the higheft 
commendation and praife. 

A fuccefsful defence, however, in 
our fituation was perhaps impoffible, 
for the place could only be reckoned 
an intrenched camp, fubjeft in moft 
places to enfilade, and the ground in 
general fo difadvantageous, that no* 
thing but the neceffity of fortifying 
it as a poft to protect the navy could 
have induced any perfon* to erect 
works upon it j our force diminiihed 
daily by ficknefs, and other lofles, 
and was reduced when we offered to 
capitulate, on this fide, to little more 
than three thoufand two hundred 
rank and file fit for duty, including 
officers, fervants and artificers ; and 
at Gloucester about fix hundred, in- 
cluding cavalry. The enemy's army 
confifted of upwards of eight thoufand 
French, nearly as many Continentals, 
and five thoufand Militia. They 
brought an immenfe train of heavy 
artillery, moil amply furnifhed with 
ammunition, and perfectly well 
manned. The eonftant and univer- 
fal cheerfulnefs and (pirit of the 
officers, in all hardfhips and danger, 
deierve my warmeft acknowledg- 
ments; and I have been particu- 
larly indebted to Brigadier-general 
O'Haia, and to Lieutenant-colonel 
Abercromby, the former command- 
ing on the right, and the latter on 



the left, for their attention and ex* 
ertion on every occafion. The de- 
tachment of the 23d regiment and 
marines in the redoubt on the right, 
commanded by Captain Apthorpe, 
and the fubfequent detachments 
commanded by Lieutenant- colonel 
Johnfon, deferves particular com- 
mendation. Captain Rochfort who 
commanded the artillery, and indeed 
every officer and foldier of that diftin- 
guimed corps, and Lieutenant Su- 
therland the commanding Engineer, 
have merited in every refpeel my 
higheft approbation ; and I can net 
fufficiently acknowledge my obliga- 
tions to Captain Symonds, who com* 
manded his Majefty's fhips, and to 
the other officers and feamen of the 
navy, for their zealous and active 
co-operation* 

I tranfmit returns of our killed 
and wounded; the lofs of feamen 
and town's people was likewife con- 
fiderable. 

I truft that your Excellency will 
pleafe to haften the return of the 
Bonetta after landing her paiTengers, 
in compliance with the article of 
capitulation. 

Lieutenant - colonel Abercromby 
will have the honour to deliver this 
difpatch, and is well qualified to ex- 
plain to your Excellency every par- 
ticular relating to our paft and pre- 
fent fituation.

To avoid unneceflary difcuffions 
and delays, I fhall at once, in anfwer 
to your Lordfhip's letter of yefter- 
day, declare the general bafis upon 
which a definitive treaty of capitu- 
lation may take place. 

The garrifons of York and GIou- 
cefter, including the feamen as you 
propofe, fhall be received prifoners 
of war. The condition annexed of 
fending the Britifh and German 
troops to the parts of Europe to 
which they refpe&ively belong, is 
inadmimble; inftead of this^ they 
will be marched to fuch parts of the 
country as can moft conveniently 
provide for their fubfiftence ; and 
the benevolent treatment of prifoners, 
which is invariably obferved by the 
Americans, will be extended to 
them. The fame honours will be 
granted to the furrendering army, as 
were granted to the garrifon of 
Charleftown, 

The fhipping and boats in the 
two harbours, with all their guns, 
ftores, tackling, furniture and ap- 
parel, fhall b* delivered in their pre- 
fent flate to an Officer of the navy 
appointed to take poflefGon of them. 

The artillery, arms, accoutre- 
ments, military cheft, and public 
ftores of every denomination, fhall 
he delivered unimpaired, to the 
heads of departments to which they 
refpe&ively belong. 

The Officers fhall be indulged in

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retaining their fide-arms ; and the 
Officers and foldiers may preferve 
their baggage and effects ; with this 
referve, that property taken in the 
country will be reclaimed. 

With regard to the individuals in 
civil capacities, whofe interefts your 
.Lordihip wifhes may be attended to, 
until they are more particularly de- 
fcribed, nothing definitive can be 
fettled. 

■ I have to add, that I expett the 
fick and wounded will be fupplied 
with their own hofpital ilores, and 
be attended by Britifh furgcons, par- 
ticularly charged with the carp of 
them. 

Your Lordfhip will be pleafed to 
fignify your determination either to 
accept or reject the propofals now 
offered, in the courfe of two hours 
from the delivery of this letter, that 
CommiiTiOners may be appointed to 
digeil the articles of capitulation, or 
a renewal of hoftilities may take 
place.

I agree to open a Treaty of Ca- 
pitulation upon the bafis of the gar- 
rifems of York and Gloucefler, in- 
cluding feamen, being prifoners of 
war, without annexing the condition 
of their being fen t to Europe; but I 
.expect to receive acompenfation in 
arranging the articles of the capitu- 
lation for the furrender of Gloucefler 
in its prefent ftate of defence. I 
ihall ,in particular defire, that the 
Bonetta floop of war may be left en- 
tirely at my difpofal from the hour 
that the capitulation is figned to re- 
ceive ~an Aid de Camp to carry my 
difpatches to Sir Henry Clinton, 
fuch foldiers as I may think proper 
to fend pafiengers in her, to be man- 
ned with 50 men of her own crew, 



and to be permitted to fail without 
examination, when my difpatches 
are ready, engaging on my part, 
that the fhip ihall be brought»back 
and delivered to you, if fhe, efcapes 
the dangers of the fea ; that the crew 
and foldiers (hall be accounted for iix\ 
future exchanges ; that ihe ihall 
carry off no officer without your con- 
fent, nor public property of any 
kind ; and I ihall likewife defire, 
that the traders and inhabitants may 
preferve their property, and that no 
perfon may be punifhed or molefled 
for having joined the Britifh troops. 
If you chufeto proceed to negoci- 
ation on thefe grounds, I mall ap- 
point two Field Officers of my army 
to meet two officers from you, at 
any time and place that you think 
proper, to digeft the articles of capi- 
tulation.

The following extracts of letters 
from Rear-admiral Graves, and 
Rear-admiral Digby to Mr. Ste- 
phens, were brought to this office 
on Sunday lafl by Lord Dalrymple, 
who left Sandy Hook in the Swal- 
low packet the 17th of lafl month: 
Extrafl of a letter f rem Rear-admiral

My latt letter by his Majefty'a 
floop the Rattlefnake, Captain MeU 
combe, acquainted the Lords Com* 
miffioners of the Admiralty wich the 
fate of the poft at York Town, in 
York River, Chcfapeak* 

The enemy's fleet which poiTeficd 
the entrance of York River from the 
Horfe-fhoe Sand to Y$rk Spit, mew.. 
ing no intention to come out and 
riique the execution of their fucure 
fchemes upon the event of a naval 
action, I proceeded without lofs of 

time 
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time back to the bar of New York, 
where hisMajefy's fleet anchored the 
2d inftant, in the evening, and the 
troops were removed the next morn- 
ing into the tranfports, to proceed 
sp the harbour according to Sir 
Henry Clintons wifhes. 

Captain £>undas being arrived In 
the Bonetta floop, according to the 
8th article of the capitulation, with 
fevefal officers and molt of the Ame- 
rican refugees, alfo the Captains Hud- 
ion and Davvfon, with moil of their 
Officers, and fome men. 

I am glad to have it in my power 
to enclofc to their Lcrdfhips Captain 
Stirling's letter, upon his being 
taken in the Savage flojDp of war off 
Charles-town, which came to my 
hands fince the return of the fleet to 
this place. The battle was fo well 
fuilained, and the action fo spirited 
and gallant, that it has gained him 
univerfaT credit; and it »dds to my 
pleafure to pay this tribute to his 
merit, and to have it in^my power 
to recommend him, as very defend- 
ing their Lordfhips particular favour. 
I hope to fail this day for the Weft 
Indies, having refigned the command 
to Rear-admiral Digby. 

Jeurxal ofjhe operations {of the feet 
under Comte de Grasse, abridged 
from the Gazette de France of the, 
2£th of November, 
Comte de GrafTe, after a very 
ffiott paffage from Breft, arrived the 
29th of April off Marttnico, whence 
lie drove off- 18 Englifh fhjps o,f the 
line, which had blockaded that place 
for the fpace of 50 days. As they 
lad the advantage both of wind and 
fwifcnefs, the Comte was obliged to 
drop the chace, and enter Fort Royal. 
A feint attack was made upon Saint 
Lucia, when the real intention was 
to take Tobago, which Colony was 
reduced, in the very fight even of 
R< dney himfelf, who, with 22 fhips 
againft 24, was pleafed to Hand an 
unconcerned fpeitator, keeping at an 



awful diftance, and conftantfy refu£ 
ing coming ■ to action, which the 
French offered him, with a good 
grace. The cth Qf Auguft, the fleet 
weighed anchor fijpm St. Domingo, 
and on the 30th arrived in the Bay 
of Chefapeak. The difpatehes of 
Generals Wafhington and Rocham- 
beau, received by Comte deGraffe, 
informed him of the fituation of their 
army, and the fuccefs which the 
Eritifh arms had obtained in Virginia 
and Maryland. The frigate Con- 
corde, by which this intelligence 
had been conveyed, was fent back to 
acquaint the above Generals, that 
the French fleet was arrived off Cape 
Henry. Here the Comte took up 
3,300 men, under the command of 
Marquis St. Simon, and distributed' 
them on board the 28 mips of war 
which compofed his fleet. — Comte 
Barras informed of the difpofuion, 
and thinking that his union with the 
Comte de Grafle would be of the" 
greatefl fervice, chearfully renounced 
the fuperior command which he had 
in the Northern parts, and failed for 
the Chefapeak. The Glorieux, the 
Aigrette, and the Diligente, failed 
before the fleet, and took the ad* 
vice-boat Loyalift. The Glorieux 
dropped anchor at the mouth of the 
river York, and next day being re- 
inforced by the Vaillant and the 
Triton, the river James was alfo 
fhut up, and every means taken to 
prevent the retreat of Lord Corn- 
waJIis to Carolina. Marquis Saint 
Simon, with his 3,300 men, arrived 
at the head of the river James, on 
the 2d of September, the Marquis 
de la Fayette, on the 3d, with a 
body of troops under his command ; 
and on the 4th they proceeded to 
Williamfburgh, five leagues from 
York. The fleet, moored at Lynn- 
haven, was waiting for intelligence 
concerning the march of General 
Wafhington ; as alfo the return of 
their boats and floops, when on the 
5th, the enemy's fleet was defcried 

bearing 
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bearing down to the Chefapeak with 
crouded fails, Comte de Grafle in- 
fhntly difpatched orders to recal the 
rowing boats, which were taking in 
water, and directed the fleet to be in 
readinefs for weighing, which was 
effefted by noon, when they formed 
thetnfelves in a line. 

Notwithilanding the abfence of 
1800 men, and go officers employed 
in landing the troops, in lefs than 
three quarters of an hour, the whole 
line was formed in the following or- 
der : Pluto, Bourgogne, Marfeillois, 
Diademe, Reflechi, Augufte, Saint 
Efprit, Caton, Csefar, Deftin, Ville- 
de Paris, Vittoire, Sceptre, Nor- 
thumberland, Palmier, Solitaire, Ci- 
toyen, Scipion, Magnanime, Hercule, 
Languedoc, Zeie, Hector, and So- 
veram.— — The enemy had kept the 
wind, forming themfelves in a line 
upon the ftarboard tack. At two 
o'clock, they tacked all together on 
the fame tacks with us, without be* 
ing, neverthelefs, drawn out in pa- 
rallel Jines ; the rear of Admiral 
Graves being infinitely to the wind- 
ward of his van ; trie headmoft fliips 
of the French fleet, were by the cur- 
rent/ too far to windward to keep in 
* regular line. At four o'clock, the 
aftion began at the van, commanded 
bySieurde Bougainville, with a v^ry 
krifkfire, and fucceflively, all the fliips 
of the main body came in for their 
fhare. At five, the wind having con- 
tinued in its variation, the French van 
ftill remained too far to windward ; 
that of Admiral Graves was very ill 
treated, and this officer improved the 
advantage of the wind, to keep at a 
diftance, and avoid being attacked 
by the French rear. The fetting of 
the fun terminated this combat. — 
The feventh at noon# the wind fhift- 
ed favourably for the French fleet. 
Comte de Grafle drew near to the 
enemy, and manoeuvred during the 
evening, in order to keep the wind 
ia the night. The eighth, at the 
dawn, Admiral Grave? improved a 



favourable gale, in an endeavour to 
gain the wind of the French. In the 
evening of the ninth, Comte de 
Grafle, by a flcilful manoeuvre had 
the great advantage of being able to 
crowd more fail, his mips having 
fuftercd much lefs than thofe of the 
Engiim fquadron ; but in the night 
the enemy difappeared. Comte de 
GrafTe feeing the difficulty there was 
of forcing Admiral Graves to an ac- 
tion, and fearing, left by means of 
fome favourable wind, the enemy 
fliould get before him to the Chefa- 
peak, returned thither to continue 
his operations. — The eleventh t the 
two frigates, Richmond and Iris, 
which failed the evening before 
from the bay, where they had been 
to cut off the buoys of the fleet of 
Comte de Grafle, fell into his hands*. 

The French fleet in the affair of 
tht 5th, confifled of 24 mips of war 
and two frigates. Admiral Graves, 
reinforced by Hood, had zo fail of 
the line, two of them three deckers, 
and nine frigates and advice boats ; 
according to their own account, five 
of their principal mips were con- 
siderably damaged, and efpecially 
the Terrible, of 74 guns, the fixtn 
fhip of their line, which they fet on 
fire on the 9th at night, as it was 
impofTible to keep her above water. 
The 15 fhips hxfl above-mentioned, 
in the French line, were all that 
were engaged and oppofed to the 
fame number of the enemy's (hips j 
five of the Englifti rear having re- 
fufed to come within reach. The 
French fleet on this occifion loll 
Capt. ^Boades, of the Refl6:hi { 
Lieut. Dupe D'Orvauk Major,*of 
the blue fquadron, Rhaal, a Swede, 
and Midfliipman oa board the Caton 
de la ViJleon, auxiliary officer on 
board the Diademe; 180 wounded; 
in all, killed and wounded, 200. 

Meanwhile the combined armies 
of America and France had reached 
the mouth of Elk river, the van 
guard under the command of Comte 
* de 
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At Cuftine, who had embarked on 
board country veflcls, arrived at 
Williamlborgh the 19th, the reit of 
the army, commanded by Baron de 
Vifmenil, having marched as far as 
Baltimore, took fhipping there, on 
board frigates and tranfports feat by 
Comte de Grafle. On the 24th, 
they all met at Williamfburg, where 
Generals Wafhington and Rocham- 
beau had arrived on the 13 th by 
land, having only two Aids de 
Camp in their train. Oh the 1 8th 
the Generals went on board the 
Ville-de-Paris, in order to confult 
with Comte de Grafle on the beft 
methods to bepurfued. The French 
Admiral left Lyn-haven, where the 
fhips could not be fefe, and went to 
that which is above Milbank ground 
and Horfelhoe, where they dropped 
anchor in a line in order to prevent 
Admiral Graves, now reinforced by 
the arrival of AdmiTal Digby, from 
giving any afliitance to Lord Corn- 
wallis* Three (hips were alfo ap- 

5ointed to fhut up the entrance of 
ames river. On the 30th 800 men ' 
from the marines were fent as a re- 
inforcement to the Sieur de Choify, 
who then blockaded Gloucester, with 
tfhe Duke of Lauzun's legion, and 
2000 Americans. York Town was 
inverted on the 29th, and the trench 
on the 7th of Ocl. P, M. On the 
17th, Lord Cornwallis defired a 
fufpenfion of hoftilitics for 24 hours. 
{General Burgoyne had figned four 
years ago on the fame day, the con- 
vention of Saratoga.] Two hours 
were granted him, and then he made 
overtures for capitulation. A whole 
day was taken up in debating about 
the articles, which at length were 
concluded, and figned the 19th. 

In the polls of York and Glou- 
ceHer were found 6000 regulars, 
Englifh and Hefiunsi 11 pair of 
colours; ^oofeamen; 106 gun* of 
different bores, 75 of which were 
brafs ordnance ; eight mortars ; 



about 40 mips, cn$ of them of 50 
guns, which was burnt ; be/Ides 20 
fail of tranfports, which were funk, 
and amongfl them the frigate Gua- 
daloupe.

Sir, 
It is with the moil poignant grieF 
I acquaint your Excellency of the 
capture of his Majefty's floop Savage, 
late under my command, the par- 
ticulars of which I have the honour 
to tranfmir. Early in the morning 
of the 6th inftant, 10 leagues Eaft of 
Charles-town, we efpied a (hip bear- 
ing down on us, who, wh£n about 
four miles diftant, hauled her wind 
to the Eaftward, (hewing, by her 
appearance me was an American 
cruizer ; her force could not be fo 
eafily diftinguifhed : I therefore gave 
way to the pleating idea that (he wa» 
a privateer, carrying 20 nine-poon- 
ders, whom I had intelligence was 
cruizing off here, and inftantly re- 
folved either to bring her to aclion, 
or oblige her to quit the coaft$ for 
which purpofe we gave chace, but 
were prevented continuing it long, 
by her edging down, feeraingly de- 
termined to engage us. Confcious 
of her fuperiority in failing and force, 
this manoeuvre coinciding with my 
wimes, I caufed the Savage fo lay 
by, till we perceived, on her nearer 
approach, flie was far fuperior to 
what we imagined, and that it was 
neceflary to attempt making our ef- 
cape, without fome fortunate (hot, 
in the courfe of a running iight we 
faw inevitable, admitted our taking 
advantages, and bring on a more 
equal conflict. At half pall ten me 
began firing bow chacers, and at 
eleven, being clofe on our quarter, 
the action commenced with mufque- 
tr : , which after a good deal of ex- 
ecution, was followed by a heavy 
cannonade 
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cannonade on both fides. In an 
hour's time I had the mortification 
ro fee our braces and bowlines (hot 
away, and not a rope left to trim the 
fail with, notwithitanding tvzry pre- 
caution had been taken ; however 
our fire was fo conftant and well-di- 
refted, that the enemy did not fee 
our fituation, but kept a long fide of 
os, till accident obliged him to drop 
after n. The Savage was now aim oft 
a wreck ; her fails, figging, and 
yard, fo much cat, that it was with 
the utmoft difficulty we could alter 
oar pofition time enough to avoid 
being raked, the enemy lying direclly 
athwart our flern for fome minutes. 
This was the only intermiffion of 
great guns, but mufquetry and piftols 
ftill did execution, and continued till 
they opened again, which wai noc 
till both {hips were almoft on board 
each other, when the battle became 
more furious than before. Our 
quarter-deck and forecaftle were foon 
now nearly cleared, fcarce a man be. 
longing to either not being killed or 
wounded, with three guns on our 
main-deck rendered ufelefs. In this 
fituatipn we fought near an hour, 
with only five fix-pounders, the fire 
from each flrip's guns fcorching the 
men who oppofcd them, (hot and 
other implements of war thrown by 
hand doing execution ; when our 
mizen-maft being foot away by the 
board ; our main-matt tottering, 
with only three fhrouds (landing; 
the (hip on fire dangeroufly ; only 
40 men on duty to oppofe the foe, 
who was attempting to board us in 
three plates ; no fuccour in fighr, or 
poffibility of making further 1 •fift- 
ance, I was neceflitated, at a quarter 
before three, P.M. to farrender to 
the Congrcfs, a private (hip of war, 
belonging to Philadelphia, who car* 
ried 215 men, and mounted 20 
twelve pounders on her main-deck, 
and 4 fixes above, fourteen of which 
were fought on one fide. She loft 
Vol. XIII, 



daring the action eleven men, and 
had near thirty wounded, Feveral of 
them mortally ; her mails, her fails, 
and rigging, werefo much damaged, 
that the was obliged to return to port, 
which partly snfwered my wifhes 
prior to the action, as a great part of 
the Carolina trade was dailv expected 
on the coaft, and this privateer we 
faw failed remarkably faft- Three 
days were employed putting her in a 
condition to make fail, and five for 
rhe Savage, who was exceedingly 
mattered. Indeed it is aftonifhing 
more damage was not done, as the 
weather was fine, the water remark- 
ably fmooth, and the /hips never 30 
yards afunder. 

The courage, intrepidity, and 
good behaviour of the officers and 
fhip's company I had the honour to 
command, deferve the higheft com- 
mendations, and my warmed thanks. 

Lieutenant Shiels diftinguifhed 
himfelf by his gallantry, activity, 
and attention j as did Mr. Gyam, 
the gunner. Mr. Wightman, the 
mafler, fell early in the aclion, by 
which I loft the affiflance of a good 
officer. The inferior officers behaved 
well in their refpecli ve ftations ; and 
the men fought with a cool, deter- 
mined valour, that will ever redound 
to their credit. I cannot conclude 
without obferving that Capt. Geddia 
and the officers of the Congrefs, af- 
ter fighting us bravely, treated ua 
when prifoners with great humanity. 

Incfofed is a return of the killed 
and wounded.

tory* At nine o'clock we could per- 
ceive they were fleering large to the 
weftward ; at half pafl ten observed 
feveral (hips of the line a confider- 
able way a-head and upon our lee* 
bow, forming in ofder of battle, 
upon which I made the fignal for the 
line ; but having a profpect of paf- 
fing between the enemy's fhips of 
war and a great pare of their convoy, 
I continued a prefled fail with a view 
of cutting them off, and fucceeded 
in part ; feveral flruck to us ; the 
exact number I cannot acquaint you 
with, (and am apprehenf:ve that 
fojac which flruck were not uken 



poffeffion of, the evening coming on, 
and it blowing freih with thick 
weither.) By crouding fail to ef* 
feet this, feveral of our fhips were 
far altera, fo that to form a line 
proper for attion would have been , 
impoflible to effect it before dark ; I 
therefore tacked to jojn the ftem- 
moft fhips, at the fame time making 
the fignal for the order of failing, to 
get the fquadrdn connected, after 
which I put upon the lame tack 
with the enemy. At day-light the 
■ext day we faw them to leeward, 
ttpon which 1 formed a line ; but 
perceiving their force fo much fu- 
perior to my fquadron, I did not 
think it advifeabie to hazard aa 
action. 

Inclofed you have a lift of their 
force, which all the officer* (pri- 
foners) that I have fpoke with agree 
in, and which correfponds, as to 
number and force of the (hips, with 
the Victory's and reconnoitring fhips. 
obfervations. 

As foon as I can collect the prizes 
together, I (hall fend them in under 
the protection of fomc fhip of the 
fquadron. 

When we got amongfl the con- 
voy, the Triomphant, of 84 guns, 
who had kept with them, in bear- 
ing down to jojn their fqaadron, 
pafled clofe aexofs tjie Edgar's fore 
foot, (the leading fhip of our Hoc) 
and gave hex a imart raking Are, 
which fortunately did not do much 
execution. The Edgar's, conduct 
upon this occafion was matted y ; 
She avoided being directly raked, 
by judiciouily bearing up as the ene- 
my pafled her, and immediately af- 
ter luffed to the wind, and brought 
ber broadfide at right angles with 
the enemy's flern, throwing in a 
well-directed fire, which we could 
perceive was very effectual ; the next 
morning we obferved the Triom- 
phant in the French line with his 
main-top-mair, and main-yard gone*

The 3d inftant I had the pleafure 

H 2 to 
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to acquaint you of tke fucce& of our 
Httle army, in a general action the i ft 
inft. with Hyder Ally, between Porto 
Novo and Mooteapollam. It lafted 
8 hours, and was a hard fought day 
on both fides. The enemy's force 
confided of 25 battalions of infantry , 
400 Europeans, from 40 to 50,000 
horfe, and above 100,000 matchlock 
men, Peons and Polygars, with 47 
pieces of cannon well ferved. Our 
lecond line having occupied fome 
heights by which our rear was fe- 
cured, I advanced with the firft to- 
wards the enemy's guns, many of 
which, had we had a body of cavalry, 
muft have fallen into our hands. — 
They made repeated attempts to force 
us with their horfe, and kept up a 
briflc cannonade, which for a long 
time our heavy fire could not filence. 
Yielding at length to the fteadinefs, 
fpirit, and bravery of our compara- 
tively fmall number of troops, they 
retreated precipitately, and left us 
matters of the field. Meer Saib (Hy- 
der Ally's favourite general) received 
a mortal wound; and among 4000 
killed are many of the principal offi- 
cers. On our fide we loft very few 
officers, and from 3 10400 killed and 
wounded. You will be pleafed to 
communicate this fortunate event to 
all the iouthern garrifons.

Germain, one of his Majerty's Prin- 
cipal Secretaries of State, of which 
the following are extracts :

main, dated Ne*w Tork y Sept. 7, 

1781. 

In mydifpatch of the 20th of Au- 
guft, I had the honour to inform 
your Lordfhip, that General Wafh- 
ington had fuddenly quieted his 
camp at White Plains: I have now 
that of communicating to you his 
fubfequent movements. 

He pafled theCrotton on the 19th 
ultimo, taking a ftition within a 
few miles of it. On the 23d and 
24th he croiTed the- North River, 
and, by thepofition he took, feemed 
to threaten Staten Ifland until the 
29th, when he fuddenly moved to* 
wards the Delaware. At firft I judged 
this to be a feint ; but finding (hat 
he paiTed that river with fome of his 
avant guard, and publicly talked 
of the Count de GrafTe's being every 
moment expecled in the Chefa- 
peak to co-operate with him, I im- 
mediately endeavoured both by land 
and water to communicate my fufpi- 
cions to Lord Cornwallis ; at the 
fame time affuriag his Lordfhip, that 
I would either reinforce him by 
every poflible means in my power, 
or make the beft diverfion I could ia 
his favour. 

As Rear-admiral Graves failejtj 
from hence with his own and Sia 
Samuel Hood's fquadron the 31ft 
ultimo, in confequence of the in- 
telligence received refpecting $he 
Rhode Iiland fleet, as mentioned to 
your Lordfhip in my laft difpatch i 
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and as Lord CornwalKs, in hb let- 
ters of the 31ft ultimo and 2d inftant, 
which I received on the 4th and 
yeiterday, informs me, that the 
Count de Grafle was in the Chefa- 
peak with a confiderable armament, 
lam in hourly expectation of hear- 
ing that Rear-admiral Graves has 
either intercepted B arras, or attack- 
ed the fleet in the Bay, or perhaps 
both. In the mean time I have em- 
barked 4000 troops, with which I 
inftantly proceed myfelf to relieve 
Lord Cornwallis as fcon as I know 
the paflage to him is open. 
$xtra8 of a letter from Sir Henry 
Clin ton , to Lord Geo vlgu Ger- 
main, dated New Tork, Sept, 12, 

I have the honour to inform your 
Lordihip, that the expedition I had 
fent again ft New London is returned, 
after having deftroyed all the (hip- 
ping there (except about fixteen, 
which made their efcape up the Ri- 
ver) and an immenfe quantity of 
naval ftores, European manufa&iires, 
and Eaft and Weft India commo- 
dities. It gives me concern, how^ 
ever, that in doing this important 
fervice the town was unavoidably 
burnt, occaiioned by the explofion* 
of great quantities of gunpowder, 
which happened to be in the ftore- 
houfes that were fet fire to. Bri- 
gadier-general Arnold's report, with 
a return of the killed and wounded, 
areinclofed for your LordJhip's in- 
formation. And I have the ^lea- 
fare to acquaint your Lordihip, that 
the Brigadier fpeaks to me with the 
higheft praifeof the good conduct, 
discipline and gallantry of all the 
Officers and men who accompanied 
him on this fervice. But as no 
words, in my opinion, can do them 
fulljuilice, fhall only obierve, that 
the aflault of Fort Grifwold (which 
is reprefented to be a work of very 
great ftrength) and the carrying it 
by coup di main, notwithftanding the 
very obftinatc refiftance of the garri* 



fon, will undoubtedly imprefs the 
enemy with every apprehenllon from 
the ardour of Britifh troops, and 
will be hereafter remembered with 
the greateft honour to the 40th and 
and 54th regiments, and their lead* 
ers, to whofe fhare that attack fell t 
though we at prefent cannot too 
much lament the heavy lofs they 
fuftained in the many brave Officers 
and men who fell in the attempt : 
And I cannot doubt your Lordihip 
will be happy to lay the merit of 
their exertions before the King, for 
his mod gracious approbation. 
Copy of a letter from Brigadier-general 

Arnold, to his Excellency the. 

Commander in Chief \ dated Plumb 

IJland, %tb September 1 178 1. 
Sound, off Plumb IJland, September 8, 
17.81. 
Sir, 

I have the honour to inform your 
Excellency, that the tranfports with 
the detachment of troops under my 
orders, anchored on the Long Ifland 
fhore on the 5th inftant, at two 
o'clock, P, M. about ten leagues 
from New London j and having 
made fome neceflary arrangements, 
weighed anchor at feven o'clock, P. 
M. and flood for New London, with 
a fair wind. At one o'clock the 
next morning, we arrive*? off the 
harbour, when the wind fuddenly 
ihifted to the northward, and it was 
9 o'clock before the tranfports could 
beat in. At ten o'clock the troops 
in two divifions, and in four de- 
barkations were landed ; one on 
each fide the harbour, about three 
miles from New London ; that on 
the Groten fide, confifting of the 
40th and 54th regiments, and the 
3d battalion of New Jerfey Volun- 
teers, with a detachment of Yagers 
and artillery, were under the com- 
mand of Lieutenant-colonel Eyre. 
The divifion on the New London 
fide conlifted of the 38th regiment, 
the Loyal Americans, the American 
Legion, Refugees, and a detachment 

of 
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of 6*0 Yaws, who were immediately 
on their landing put in motion, and 
at eleven o'clock, being within half 
a mile of Fort Trumbut?, which 
commands New London harbour, I 
detached Capt. MH!et, with Tour 
companies of the 38th regiment to 
attack the fort, who was joined on 
fcis march by Capt, Frir.k, with one 
company of the American Legion. 
At the fame time I advanced with 
the remainder of the divifion, weft 
of Fort Trumbull, on the road to 
the town, to attack a redoubt, which 
had kept up a brifk fire upon us for 
feme time, but which the enemy 
evacuated on our approach. In this 
work we found fix pieces of cannon 
mounted, and two difmounted; foon 
after I had the pieafure to fee Capt. 
Millet march into Fort Trumbull, 
under a fliower of grape mot from a 
number of cannon, which the enemy 
Itad turned upon him ; and I have 
the pieafure to inform your Excel- 
lency, that by the fudden attack, 
and determined bravery of tke 
troops, the Fort was carried with' 
thelofs of only four or five men kil- 
led and wounded. Capt. Millet 
had orders to leave one company in 
Fort Trumbull, to detach one to the 
redoubt we had taken, and to join 
me with the other two companies. 
No time on my part was loft in gain- 
ing the town of New London. We 
were oppofed by a fmall body of the 
enemy with one field piece, who 
were fo hard prefTed that they were 
obliged, to leave the piece, which 
being iron, was fpiked and left. 

As foon as the enemy were alarm- 
ed in the- morning, we could per- 
ceive they were bufily employed in 
bending fails, and endeavouring to 
get their privateers and other mips 
up Norwich river, out of our reach; 
but the wind being fmall, and the 
tide againft them, they were obliged 
to anchor again. From information 
I received before and after my land- 
ing, I had reafon to believe that 



that Fort Grifwold, on Groten fide, 
was very incomplete ; and I was af- 
fured (by friends to Government) 
after my landing, that there were 
only twenty or thirty men in the fort, 
the inhabitants in general being on 
board their fhips, and bufy in faring- 
their property. On taking pofief- 
fton of Fort Trumbull, I found the 
enemy's fhips would efcape, unlefs 
we could poffefs ourfelves of Fort 
Grifwold ; I therefore difpacched an 
officer to Lieutenant-colonel Eyre, 
with the intelligence I had received, 
and requefted him to make an attack 
upon the fort 1* foon as poffiWe ; at 
which time I expected the howitzer 
was up, and would have been made 
ufe of. On my gaining a height ©f 
ground in the rear of New London, 
from which I had a good profpect of 
Fort Grifwold, 1 found it much 
more formidable than I expected, or 
than I had formed an idea of, from 
the information I had before receiv- 
ed ; I obferved at the fame time, 
that the men who had efcaped from 
Fort Trumbull, had croffed in boats, 
and thrown themfelves into Fort 
Grifwold ; and a favourable wind 
fpringing up about this time, the 
enemy's mips were efcaping up the 
river, notwithstanding the fire from 
Fort Trumbull, and a fix-pounder 
which I had with me. I immediately 
difpatched an officer to Lieutenant- 
colonel Eyre, to countermand my* 
firft order to attack the fort, but th© 
officer arrived a few- minutes too 
late. Lieutenant-colonel Eyre had 
fent Captain Beck with a flag to de- 
mand a furrender of the fort, which* 
was peremptorily refu/fed, and the 
attack had commenced. After a 
moft obftinate defence of near forty 
minutes, the fort was carried by the 
fuperior bravery and perfeverance of* 
the aflailants. The attack was ju- 
dicious and fpirited, and reflects the 
higheft honour on the officers and 
troops engaged, who feemed to vie 
with each other in being firft in 

danger. 
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danger. The troops approached on 
three iides of the work, which was a 
Square, with flanks, made a lodg- 
mentin the ditch', and under a heavy 
fire, which they kept up on the 
works, effected a fecond lodgment 
npon the fraxing, which was attend* 
ed with great difficulty, as only a 
few pickets could be forced out or 
broke in ' a place, and was fo high 
that the foldiers could not afcend 
without aflifting each other. Here 
tie coolnefs and bravery of the 
troops were very confpicuous, as the 
firfl: who afcended the fraize were 
obliged to filence a nine-pounder, 
which infiladed the place on which 
they flood, until a fufficient body 
had collected to enter the works, 
which was done with fixed bayonets, 
through the embrasures, where they 
wereoppofed with great obitinacy by 
the garrifon with long fpears. 

On this occafion I have to regret 
tte lofs of Major Montgomery, who 
Wa killed by a fpear in entering the 
enemy's works ; alfo of Eniign 
Whillock, of the 40th regiment^ 
who was killed in the attack. Three 
other officers of the fame regiment 
were wounded : Lieutenant-colonel 
Eyre, and three other officers of the 
54th regiment were alfo wounded, 
but I have the fatisfaction to inform 
your Excellency that they are in a 
fair way to recover. 

Lieutenant-colonel Eyre, who be* 
haved with great gallantry, having 
received his wound near the works, 
and Major Montgomery being kil- 
led immediately after, the command 
devolved on Major JBromfield, whofe 
behaviour on this occafion does him 
great honour. 

Lieutenant-colonel Bufkirk, with 
the New Jer{ey Volunteers, and ar- 
tillery, being the fecond debark- 
ation, came up foon after the work 
was carried, having been retarded 
by the roughnefs of the country ; I 
am much obliged to this gentleman 



for his exertions, although the artil- 
lery did not arrive in time. 

I have enclofed a Return of the 
killed and wounded, by which your 
Excellency will obferve, that ow 
lofs, though very confiderable, i* 
very ftiort of the enemy's, who lo& 
moll of their officers, among whom 
was their commander, Colonel Lad- 
yard. Eighty-five men were found 
dead in Fort Grifwold, and ftxty 
wounded, mod of them mortally - 
tfceir lofs on the oppofue fide tnuit 
have been confiderable, but cannot 
be afcertained. I believe we have 
about 70 prifoners, befides the 
wounded, who were left paroled. 

Ten or twelve of the enemy's flrip» 
were burned, among them three or 
four armed veflels, and one loaded 
with naval ftores, an immenfe quan- 
tity of European and Weil India 
goods were found in the ftores.-— 
Among the former the cargo of the 
Hannah, Captain Watfon, front 
London, lately captured by the ene- 
my ; the whote of which was btxrnt 
with the itores, which proved to 
contain a large quantity of powder, 
unknown to us; the explofion of 
the powder, and change of wind, 
foon after the itores were fired, com- 
municated the flames to part of the 
town, which, was, notwithilanding 
every effort to prevent it, unfortu* 
nacely deilroyed. 

Upwards of fifty pieces of iron 
cannon work deftroyed in the dif- 
ferent works, (exclufive of the guns 
of the ihips) a particular return of 
which I cannot do myfclf the honour 
to tranfmit to your Excellency at 
this time. 

A very confiderable magazine of 
powder, and barracks to contain 
three hundred men, were found in 
Fort'GriAvold, which Captain • Le- 
moine, of the Royal Artillery, had 
my pofuive directions to deitroy : 
an attempt was made by him, but 
unfortunately failed; he had my 

orders 
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orders to make a fecond attempt, 
the reafons why it was done, Captain 
Lemoine wilHi'ave the honour to ex- 
plain to your Excellency, 

-I fhould be wanting in juftice to 
the gentlemen of the navy, did I 
omit to acknowledge, that upon this 
expedition I have received every pof- 
fible aid from them. Capt. Beafley 
has made every exertion to affift our 
operations, and not only gave up 
his cabin to the fick and wounded 
officers, but furnifhed them with 
every affiftance and refreshment that 
his ftiip afforded. 

Lord Dalrymple will have the ho- 
nour to deliver my difpatches : I 
beg leave to refer your Excellency 
to his Lordfhip for the particulars of 
our operations on the New London 
fide. I feel myfelf under great 
obligation* to him for his exertions 
upon the occafion. 
. -Captain Beckwith, who was ex- 
tremely fervioeable to me, returns 
with his Lordlhip. His fpirited con- 
dud in the attack of Fort Grifwojd 
does him great honour ; being one 
of the firft officers who entered the 
works. I beg leave to refer your 
Excellency to him for the particulars 
of our operations on that fide, and 
to fay I have the higheft opinion of 
his abilities as an officer. 
• I am greatly indebted to Captain 
Stapleton (who afted as Major of 
Brigade) for his fpirited conduct and 
affiftance; in particular on the at- 
tack upon Fort Trumbull, and his 
endeavours to prevent plundering 
(when the public fiores were burnt) 
and the deftruition of private build- 
ings. 

The officers and troops in general 
behaved with the greateft intrepidity 
and firmnefs.

The day after I had inclofed my 
difpatchei of the 12th of September, 
I received a letter from the Admiral, 
dated the 9th inftant, to inform me # 
that the enemy being abfolate maf* 
ters of the navigation of the Chefa- 
peak, there was little probability of 
any thing getting into York River 
but bv night, and an infinite riflt to 
any Applies fait by water, at the 
fame time acquainting me, that he 
had on the 5 th a partial aelion with 
the French fleet ox 24 fail of the line, 
and that the two fleets had been in 
fight of each other ever fiace; which 
making it inexpedient to fend off the 
reinforcement immediately, under 
fuch dangerous circumftances, t 
thought it right to call a Coancil of 
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the General Officers on the fubjeft, 
*ho unanimoufly concuned with me 
in opinion, that it was moft advife- 
able to wait .until mere favourable 
accounts from Rear-admiral Graves, 
or the arrival of Admiral Digby, 
rendered the failing of the reinforce- 
ment lefs hazardous ; but our 1 fleet 
having arrived at the Hook on the 
29th, a Council of War, compofed 
of the Flag and General Officers, 
was afTembled as foon as poffible, ,the 
minutes of which will inform your 
Lordftiip, that the exertions of both 
fleet and army mall be made to form 
a junction with the fquadron and 
army in Virginia. Rear-admiral 
Digby arrived oiF the Hook the 24th' 
iaftant. 

1 LieutenanV-colonel Conway, of his 
Majefty's Foot-Guards, after having 
lerved the campaign in Virginia, 
came here lately, upon all aclive 
operations ceafing in that quarter ; 
but, on hearing that the French 
were in the Chefapeak, was defirous 
(though I had granted him leave to 
go to Europe on his private affairs) 
to return thither again, and wifhed 
to attend me -on this expedition : 
however, judging that he would be 
more ufeful by going home, from 
his knowledge of the fituation in 
' which he had left Lord Cornwallis, I 
have prevailed upon him to be the 
bearer of my difpatches to your Lord- 
fhip ; and I beg leave to refer you 
to him.

The inclofed from Capt. Bazeley. 
of the Amphian, will (hew the ef- 
fect of the defceat upon New Lon- 
don.' 

The Iaft letters from Capt, Biggs, 
of the Amphitrite, in Boiton Hay, 
dated the 10th of September, men- 
tion, his having tauten, in company 
with the General Monk, four prizes ; 
and of his having, on the 4th, fallen 
in with two French fhips off Cape 
Ann, one a fhip of the line, tne 
other a large frigate, and was chafed 
by them. Captain Biggs likewife 
acquaints me that the Magicienae 
French frigate had been taken by 
the Chatham, Captain Douglas, on 
the 2d inftant, off Cape Ann, and 
carried away for Halifax. In the 
aftion the French loft 60 men killed 
and 40 wounded ; in the Chatham, 
one killed and one wounded. 

Upon my return to Sandy Hook 
with the fleet on the 20th, I was 
agreeably furprized to find that three 
o? the Pegafus's convoy of victuallers 
had arrived at New York.

The whole fleet arc as bufy its thejr 
can be : every exertion of mine, and 
of every other officer in the fleet,.

Extract of Captain Baze ley's letter,

I have the fatisfa&iou, to inform 
you, that 1 arrived off this port at 
two A. M. on the'6th inft. at which 
time an unfortunate change of wmd 
took place directly out of the har- 
bour. 
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hour, which prevented my anchoring 
till half pad fix. I then difpofed of 
the armed vefTels and tranfports 
agreeable to Brigadier-general Ar- 
nold's wifhes, in order to effect a 
covering and landing of the troops, 
which was completed by nine o'clock. 
The armed veflels and boats I im- 
mediately afterwards ordered to be 
put in preparation, under the di- 
rection of Captain Shepherd of the 
Recovery, to proceed up the river, 
and act in conjunction with the army, 
at any moment their afliftance was 
required, to aid in effecting the de- 
ft-action of the port of New London, 
&c. agreeable to your orders, which 
would have finally taken place but 
for the alarm guns* which were fired 
from the forts at day-break ; by this 
means I was deprived of getting hold 
•f their fhipping at anchor in the 
dream, which, with moft of thofe at 
the wharfs, proceeded fome miles up 
the river, fo far as to prevent, by 
any poffibk means, my taking or 
deftroying of them : Thofe remain- 
ing at the wharfs were burned by 
the army.

I have the honour to render you 
an account of the corps under my 
coipmand, in your artack of laft 
night upon the redoubt of the ene- 
myYIines. 

Agreeable to your orders, we ad- 
vanced in two columns with unload- 
ed arms, the right compofed of 
Lieutenant -colonel Gimat's batta- 
lion and my own, commanded by 
Major Fifh. The left of a detach- 
ment commanded by Lieutenant- 
colonel Laurens, deftined to take the 
enemy of reverfe, and intercept their 
retreat. The column on the right 
hand was preceded by a van guard 
of twenty men, led by Lieutenant 
Mansfield; and a detachment of 
Tappers and miners, commanded by 
Captain Galliland, for the purpofe 
of removing obftruftions. 

The redoubt was commanded by 
Major Campbell, with a detachment 
of Britifh and German troops, and 
Was completely in 3 ftate of defence. 

The rapidity and immediate fuc- 
cefs of the affault, are the belt com- 
ment on the behaviour of the troops, 
lieutenant-colonel Laurens diflm- 
guifhed himfelf by an exact and vi- 
gorous execution of his part of the 



plan, by entering the enemy's work 
with his corps among the foremoft, 
and making prifoner of the com* 
manding officer of the redoubt.—' 
Lieutenant* colonel Gimat's batta- 
lion, which formed the van of the 
right attack, and which fell under 
ihy immediate obfervatioji, encoura- 
ged by the decifive and animated 
example of their leader, advanced 
with an order and refolution fuperior 
to every obfhclc. They were well 
feconded by Major Fifh, with the 
battalion under his command, who, 
when the front of the column reach- 
ed the abbatis, unlocking, his corps 
to the left, as he had been direftet^ 
advanced with fuch celerity, as to 
arrive in time to participle in the

Lieutenant Mansfield deie-ves par- 
ticular commendation, for the cool- 
nefs, firmnefs, and punctuality, with 
which he conducted the van guard. 
Captain .Olney, wh9 commanded the, 
firft platoon of Gimat^bat;alion, is 
entitled to peculiar applause. He 
led his platoon into tfce wor,k with 
exemplary intrepidity, and received 
two bayonet wounds, Captain 6il» 
liland* with the detachment of Tap- 
pers and miners, acqpfrged the^- 
felves in a manner that did them 
great honour. 

I do but juftke to the feveral corps 
when I have the plea&re to affure 
vou, there was not an officer nor foj- 
dier whofe behaviour, if it could be 
particularized, would not have 3 
claim to the warmeft approbation. 
As it would have been attended with 
delay and lofs to wait for the r«* 
xnoval of the abbatis and palliiadce,

There was a happy coincidence of 
movements.

The teilimony which his 
Moft Chriftian Majefty has given of 
his' attachment tp the caufe of Ame- 
rica, ought entirely to convince the 
minds pFour enemies (who entertain 
very erroneous opinions on the fub- 
jeft) of the falucary confequences of 
the alliance, and infpire in all the 
citizens of thefe States, fentimen.es 
of unalterable gratitude. His fleet, 
the moft numerous and powerful that 
ever appeared in thefe teas, com- 
manded by an Admiral wbofe fucceft 
and abilities gave us every reafon to 
prefage great events ; His army, con- 
filling of the moftchofen men, whe- 
ther officers or common foldiers, ate 
pledges of" his friendfhip to the 
Unite^ States; and jt is owing to 
their afliftance that we have obtained 
fo fignal a victory as tfye prefent. 

•* The General feizes this oppor- 
tunity to requeft the Qount Rocham- 
beau,. to accept his teftimonies of 
the moft lively gratitude for his 
council and aftiftance during tne 
whole time. He offers his warmeft 
acknowledgments to the Generals, 
the Baron de Viomefnil, the Che- 
valier de Choteleux, the Marquis d>

Knox and CoH d'Abbeville, for their 
great care and attention in conduct- 
ing the artillery and warlike tfores, 
and for the brave and judicious man- 
ner in which they diipofed them in 
the parallels. He intreats thofe gen- 
tlemen whom he has mentioned to 
communicate his thanks to the of- 
ficers and foldiers under their com- 
mands. The 1 General would be 
guilty of the higheft ingratitude, a 
crime of which he hopes he fhall ne- 
ver be accufed, if he forgot to return 
his fincere acknowledgments to his 
Excellency povernor Nelfon, for 
the fuccours which he received from 
him, and the militia under his com- 
mand, to whofe activity, emulation 
and bravery, the higheil praifes are 
due; the magnitude of the acqui- 
ution will be an ample compenfation 
for the difficulties and dangers which 
they met with fo much nxmnefs and 



patriotifm. To fpread the general 
joy in all hearts, the General com- 
mands that thofe of the army, who 
are now held under arreft, be par- 
doned, fet at liberty, and that they 
join their refpeclive corps. 

" Divine fervice (hall be perform- 
ed to-morrow in the different bri- 
gades and divisions. The Com- 
mander in Chief recommends that 
all the troops that are not upon 
duty, to affift at it with a ferious de- 
portment, and that fenfibility of 
heart which the recollection of the 
furprifing and particular interpo- 
fition of Providence in our favour 
claims.

By letters from the Hop. Lieu- 
tenant-general Murray, dated St. 
Philip's Caftle, the 12th and 13th of 
November, information is received, 
that the Duke de Crillon took poft 
at Cape Mo la in fuch a manner as to 
put it in the power of the garrifon to 
chafe him from thence; and although 
his whole army advanced to diflodge 
the troops, they were able to main- 
tain their ground; and when the 
enemy faw their difpofition, they 
were content not to attack them, fo 
that they retired quietly into the fort, 
with 100 prifoners, including a 
Lieutenant-colonel, three Captains, 
and five Subaltern Officers, having 
fufFered no other lofs than one man 
killed upon the fpot, and two are 
fince dead of their wounds. That 
the enemy opened their mortar bat- 
teries on the nth of November, and 
on the 13th had not damaged a angle 
article, one carriage of a iix-pounder 
excepted; that* the enemy's powder 
magazine, behind Turk's Mount, 
had been t blown up by one of the 
fhells from the Cattle, by which the 
mortar battery of the enemy was de- 
ftroyed, and it was prefumed that 
their lofs of men mud be confider- 
t able* 
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ible, as a great many were blown 
up, and a great number of (hells^ 
burft at the lame time : and that the 
artillery of the Caflle, which is ex- 
cellent, had fome time before funk, 
at the quay of George Town, a vef- 
fel loaded with ammunition and 
ftores for the enemy's batteries, which 
molt be a great lofs and retardment 
to them.

The information I had of two 
ftout privateers having failed on a 
cruize, feemed Well founded. \ con- 
cluded that our Eaft Country'trade 
would be their objeft, in confer 
quence I made fail, directing our 
courfe to the northward, itriking the 
Dogger Bank in the parallel of Flam- 
borough Head, about twenty leagues 
diftant, deeming that quarter the 
moil likely to fall in with them. At 
ten o'clock yefterday morning faw 
them ; they flood for us with much 
confidence. About two o'clock I 
brought them both to aftion ; paid 
only attention to the one on our 
quarter, till we had effectually wing- 
ed her, then pufhed forward and 
clofed the other, which was engaged 
on our bow. In about thirty minutes 
ihe ftruck, fent a boat on board to 
take pofieflion, and wore round after 
the other, who was making off, who 
alfo (truck on our coming up. They 
proved to be the Hercules and Mars, 
two* privateers belonging to Amfter- 
dam, mounting 24 nine-pounders 
and 10 cohorns each, are perfectly 
new and alike, fail as faft as the 
Artois, and the compleatefl priva- 
teers I ever faw, coft upwards of 
20,oool. commanded by two Ho- 

fenbobmes, father and fon, inha- 
itants of Flushing, and did much 
xnifchief to our trade; he was fent 



for on purpofe to command thefe 
privateers. They had failed fron> 
the Texel the 30th of Noi'errber, 
and had only taken one of cur fiia- 
ing fmacks- 

The Hercules had 164 men on 
board; 13 were killed, and twenty 
wonnded: the Mars, 146 men, nine 
were killed, and fifteen wounded. — 
We had one man killed, and fix 
wounded., * 

I beg you to reprefent to their 
Lordfhips, that I am much indebted 
to the attention of my officers and 
people in fecuring both thefe gentry. 
Our rigging and fails are cut, and 
foretop-maft unferviceable.

Extrail of. a Letter from bis Ex- 
cel Yency General Elliot, Gcver* 
nor of Gibraltar y to tbe Earl of 
Hillsborough, One of his Ma- 
Jeffs Principal Secretaries ef State, 
dated Gibraltar, N&v. 28, 1781 ; 
received Dec. 27. 

I have the honour to communicate 
to your Lordftiip, that the uniform 
appearance of the enemy's operations 
fufficiently fhewing, that an attempt 
to deflroy the whole of their advanced 
works, now arrived at the higheft 
ftate of perfection, after immenie la- 
bour and expence, would probably 
be attended with the defired fuccefs, 
it was therefore judged expedient to 
carry the fame into immediate ex- 
ecution. 

The necefTary arrangements being 
made, a confiderable detachment, 
formed in three columns, marched 
from the garrifon upon the letting of 
the moon, at three o'clock on the 
morning of the 27th inftant* The 
columns were feverally compofed of 
an advanced corps, a body of pi- 
oneers, artillery-men carrying com- 
buftibles, a fuftainfrig corps, with a 
referve in the rear. The pioneers of 
the left column were feameu of his 
Majeily's mips. 

The force of the enemy, in their 
lines and advanced works, conMed 
of fifty or fixty cavalry, and fix hun- 
dred infantry, compofed of the Spa- 
nish and Walloon Guards, Artil- 
leries, Cafladores, and other Light 
Troops, befides the ufual body of 
workmen carrying their arms. 

The vigorous efforts of his Ma- 
jefty's troops, on every part of the 
exterior front, were irrettftible ; and 
the enemy, after a fcattering fat of 
fhort duration, gave way on all fides, 
and abandoned their ftupendous 
works with great precipitation. 

The pioneers and artillerifo made 
wonderful exertions, and fpread their 
K fire- 
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fire with fufch amazing 'rapidity, that 
in half an hour two mortar batteries 
of ten 13-inch mortars, and three 
batteries of fix guns each, with all the 
Hnes of approach, communication tra- 
verfes, &c. were in flames, and are 
reduced to afhes. The mortars and 
cannon, were fpiked, and their beds, 
carriages and platforms destroyed. — 
Their magazines blew up> one after 
another, as the fire approached 
them. 

The enemy, feeing all opposition 
.to be ineffc&ual,, offered 110 other 
annoyance than an- ill-dire&ed fire 
of r0und and grape fhot from the 
forts St* Barbara and St. Fhilipe, and 
.the batteries on the lines, and re- 
mained in their camp . fpectators of 
the conflagration* 

The whole detachment was in the 
garrifotr again by five o'clock, juft 
i before the break of day. Brigadier- 
general Rofshad the chief command, 
-and conducted the attack with fo much 
judgment, through the variety of 
critical incidents attending an enter- 
prize af.thisx nature, as highly con- 
tributed to: the general fuccefs. The 
Center column wasled by Lieutenant- 
colonel t)achen.haufeft, of Reden's 
regiment,; the right by Liautenant- 

• colonel -Hugo, of Hardenbergh's ; 
the left by Lieutenant-colonel Trig, 

*^bf*the 12th ; andthe referve by Ma- 
tjor Maxwell,, of the 73d. The fea- 
•meii^iiri two divifions," were com- 
-manded 4>y Lieutenant Campbell, of 

the<B reliant, and Lieut. Muckle, of

- Captain Curtis> of the Brilliant, 
(commanding the fquadron in the 
Bay) ^accompanied them as a volun- 

* teer, and greatly diftinguilhed him- 
felf,- b.y his difcernment, afliftance,

tention and valour of thefe chief of- 

- Jicers, ^ml the fbeadinefs of the troops, 
was .owing the good order obferv- 
ed throughput the whole.

Many of the enemy were killed 
upon the fpot ; but owing to the 
darknefs and other circumftances, I 
am not enabled to inform your LorcT- 
fhipj either of the exact number, or 
their particular quality.

The alliance which has fubfifted 

fo many years between Great Britain 

and the States General has always 

.been confidered by his Majefty as a 

tie, formed by the moft natural 

t caufes, and not only agreeable to 

- the intereft of both nations, but ab- 

folutely efTential to their t mutual 

welfare* • 

The King has done every thing in 
'his power to preferve this tie un- 
broken, and even to ftrengthen it ; 
and if the conduct of their High 
.Mightineffes had at all replied to 
that of his Majefty, they would ftill 
have remained in their utmoft force* 
But fince the commencement of the 
. prefent troubles, the only return 
.made by the republic to the conftant 
friendlhip, has been the total relin- 
quishment of the principles of an al- 
liance, the prime object of which 
was the mutual defence of the two 
nations j # an obftinate refufal to fulfil 
the moft facred obligations ; a daily 
viojjtion of the moft folemn treaties; 
on affiftancegiventothe very enemy, 
againft whom Jie had a right to. de- 
mand fuccour } an afylum granted to 



the American pirates in the Dutd\ 
ports, in open violation of the clear- 
eft ftipulations ; and to complete the. 
whole, a denial of juftice and fatis- 
faction for the affront given to the 
dignity of the King, by a fecret 
league with his rebellious fubjects. 

All thefe accumulated injuries ren- 
dered it impoflible for the King tq 
take any other part than that which 
he has done, , 

When the motives which rendered 
this rupture inevitable were explain- 
ed to the public, the King afcribed 
the conduct of the Republic to the 
true caufe; — that is to fay, to the 
unhappy influence of a faction, which 
facrificed the intereft of the nation to 
their own private views. But the 
King, at the fame time, manifested 
the moft fincere defire to bring back 
the Republic to that fyftem of Uriel: 
union, efficacious alliance, and re- 
ciprocal protection, which has fo 
much contributed to the welfare and 
glory of the two ftatcs. 

When the Emprefs offered her 
good offices to effect a reconciliation 
by a particular peace, the King ter- 
rified his gratitude to her for that 
frefh proof of a friendjhip which kt 
values fo highljy and avoided ex- 
pofing the mediation of her Majefty 
to the danger of a fnritlefs negoci- 
ation. He explained his reafons, 
which perfuaded him, that in the 
prefent difpofuion of the Republic, 
governed by a faction, all recon- 
ciliation, during the war with France, 
would be merely fuperficial, and 
would afford an opportunity to the 
party which fways the Republic, to 
act as fecret auxiliaries of all the 
King's enemies, under the rnafk of 
a pretended alliance with Great Bri- 
tain. 

But if there are any indications of a 
change in this difpofiticn 9 if the power- 
ful intervention of her Imperial Ma- 
jefty mould be able to effect any al- 
teration, and induce the Republic.to 
return to thofe principles which the 

wft 
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mft difcerning part of, the nation ba<ye 
never forfaken, his Majefty will be 
ready to treat with their Higfc Migh- 
tiness on the f abject of a feparate 
peace ; and it is his wifh, that the 
Emprefs of All the Rujjias may be 
the fole mediatrefs ot this peace. 
She has been the fy-ft to offer her 
good offices, and fo powerful an in- 
tervention as hers, cannot gain any 
thing either in weight or influence 
by the acceffion of the moft refpect- 
able allies. 

The friendfhip of the Emprefs to 
both nations, the intereft which her 
Empire has in their reciprocal wel- 
fare, her known impartiality, and 
elevated views, are fumcient pledges 
of the manner in which (he will con- 
duct this falutary work, and in a ne- 
gociation, the whole object of which 
is to terminate a war, caufed by a 
violation of the treaties, and by an 
affront offered to his Crown ; his Ma- 
jefty relies, with the utmoft confi- 
dence and fatisfaction, upon the me- 
diation of a Sovereign, who holds 
facred the faith of treaties, who 
knows fo well how to eftimate the 
dignity of Sovereigns, and who has 
maintained her own, during her glo- 
rious reign, with fo much greatnefs 
and refolution.

The following is the State Paper pre- 
Jtnted by Baron Nolken, the 
Savedijh Minifter, refident in Lon- 
don, concerning the intermediation of 
that Court between this country and 
the Dutch. 

The King does, not imagine it 
neceflary, at this time, for him to 
enter into an explanation of the 
principles which have governed his 
conduct ever fince Tie afcended the 
throne of his anceftors. He has 
been guided by the love of peace, 
and he could have wilhed to have 
feen all the'other European powers 
•njoy that blefling, as uninterrupted 
? j himfelf. Thefe defires, diftated 



y his natural fentiraents of hu- 
manity, have not been fulfilled.—^- 
The flame of war, kindled in an- 
other hemifphere, has communicated 
to Europe; but the King ftill flat- 
tered himfelf, that this conflagration 
would not extend beyond its firft 
bounds, and particularly a nation, 
entirely commercial, which had made 
neutrality the invariable -foundation 
of its conduct, would not have been 
enveloped in it ; andyet, nrvcrthelefs f 
this has happened, almoft in the 'very 
moment when that ponuer had entered 
into the mojl inoffenjinje engagements 
with the King and his two northern 
allies. If the moft exact impartiality 
that was ever obferved, could not 
exempt the King from immediately 
feeling the inconveniencies of war, 
by the considerable lofles fuftained 
by his commercial fubjects, he had 
much greater reafon to apprehend 
the confequences, when thofe trou- 
bles were going to be extended ; 
when an open war between ®reat 
Britain and the republic cf Holland 
multiplied them ; and, to conclude, 
when neutral commerce was about to 
endure new fhackles by the hoftilities 
committed between thofc two powers. 
The King could not fail to perceive 
thefe evils, and to wifh fincerely, 
that the meafures taken by the Em- 
prefs of Rulfia for extinguifhing thii 
new war, in its beginning, might 
be crowned with the moft 'perfect 
fuccefs ; but as this falut y ary work 
has not been brought to perfection, 
the King has refolved to join with 
his allies, the Emprefs of Rutfia, 
and the King of Denmark, in en- 
deavouring to difpofe his Britannic 
Majefty to liften to the pacific fenti- 
ments which their High MightinefTes 
the States General have already 
made known, by their confenting 
to open a negociation for peace. 

If fuch are the inclinations of that 
Monarch, which ought not to be 
doubted, it appears that a fufpenfion 
of hoftilities would be the moil ef- 

fential 
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fential prelude to their aecompliih- 
ments, as military operations, ac- 
companying a negociation of that 
nature, can only ierve to embarrafs 
and retard the matter, whilil the al- 
lied Courts wifh for nothing more 
than to be able to accelerate it by 
jcvery method that may tend to the 
advantage and fatisfaction of the two 
belligerent powers. 

In the fincerity and rectitude 
which animates his Majefty and his 
two allies, he cannot conceal the ap- 
prehenfion which he feels from the 
report of the contin uation of the war, 
which may be productive of the moil 
fatal confequence, and may revive a 
variety of controverfies and difputes* 
This motive, and more particularly 
a deftre to prevent a further efFufiQn. 
of blood, are confiderations which 
ought to operate on the mind of the 
King of Great Britain ; and in the 
entire confidence which his Majefty 
places in thofe circumflances, he 
would receive the trueft fatisfaction, 
if, by his interpofition and medi- 
ation, joined to that of his allies, he 
ihould fucceed in terminating the 
differences which have taken place 
between Great Britain and the 
United Provinces.

The Baron de Nolkei*. 

The following is a Copy of the Anfivcr 
given by Lord Stormont, on the 
\%th of September ', to the Baron de 
Nolken, the S<wedijb Envoy, to 
notify the King's acceptation of the 
Emprefs of Ruffia's ?;;cdiaticn, and 
to refufe that of the Court of 
Sweden : 

The prefervation of public tran- 
quility, has been the firJl object of his 
Majefty 's care, during the whole 
courfe of his reign ; the commence- 
ment of that reign was fignalized by 
the .reiteration of peace. 

The King made very great faeri- 
fices to humanity, to procure that 
bleffcng, and he had reafon to flatter 



himfelf that, by fuch moderation, 
in the midil of victory, he fhoulq 
fecure the public quiet, upon the 
moil folid and durable foundations ; 
but thefe hopes have all proved 
fallacious, and thofe foundation* 
have been fhaken by the ambitious 
politics of the Court of Verfailles. 
This Court, after having fecretly 
fupportcd the rebellion kindled in; 
America, openly joined his Ma- 
jefty's rebellious fubjects ; and, oa 
account of this violation of public 
faith, and this direct act of hoilility, 
he commenced the prefent war. 

The conduct of the Republic of 
Holland, through the whole courie 
of the prefent war, has excited a 
general indignation.- — This nation 
prefents itfelf under a very different 
afpect from that of a nation merely 
commercial ; it is a refpectable pow- 
er, for a long time bound to Great 
Britain by clofeft alliance. The prin- 
cipal object of that alliance was, 
their common fafety, and exprefsly 
the mutual protection of each other 
againfl the ambitious defigns of a 
dangerous neighbour, which their 
united efforts have fo often defeated, 
to their reciprocal advantage, an4 
to that of all Europe. 

The defertion of all thefe prin- 
ciples of alliance, which the King, 
on his part conftantly adhered t^ ; 
an obftinate refqfal to fulfil the moft 
facred engagement ; a daily infrac- 
tion of the moft folemn treaties ; 
affiftance given to thofe very enemies, 
againfl whom he had a right to' de- 
mand fuccour ; an afylum and pro- 
tection granted in the Dutch ports to 
the American pirates, in direct vi- 
olation of the molt clear and precife 
ftipulations ; and, to compleat the 
whole, a denial of juftice and fatis- 
faction for the affront offered to his 
Majefty's Crown, by a clandeltine 
league entered into with his rebelli- 
ous fubjects ; thefe accumulated 
caufes of complaint, made it impof- 
fible for the King to take any other 
meafures 
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tneafures than thofe which he has 
clone, though with the moll fincere 
regren In explaining to the public 
the reafons which rendered this rup- 
ture inevitable, he afcribed fhe con- 
duel of the republic to the true 
caufe, namely, to the fatal influence 
of a fa&ion, who facrificed the na- 
tional interefl to their own private 
views ; but the King expreffed, at the 
fame time, the molt earnefl defire to 
bring back the republic to that fyftem 
of clofe union, efficacious alliance, 
and mutual protection, which has fo 
much contributed to the profperity 
and glory of the two dates. 

When the Emprefs of RufTia ten- 
dered her good offices, to efFcdt a re- 
conciliation by a feparate peace, the 
King, in expreffing the gratitude 
which that frefh proof of a friend- 
Ihip which ever appeared to him fo 
valuable^ juftly merited, declined ex- 
pciing her Imperial Majefly to a 
fruitlefs negociation ; but now that 
there are fome marks of a change in tht 
iifpofition of the Republic, fome indi- 
cations of a defign to return to thofe 
principles , <which the nvij eft part of the 
Batavian nation have never deftrted, 
a negociation for a feparate peace 
between the King and their High 
Mightineffes may be opened with 
fome hopes of fuccefs, under the me- 
diation of the Emprefs of all the 
RuJJtas, who has been the firil to pro- 
pole her good offices in this falutary 
work, If his Majefly did not im- 
mediately avail himfelf of that'offer, 
it was becaufe he had every reafon 
to believe that the Republic only 
fought at that- time to amufe him 
by an infidious negociation ; but the 
King would think that he made an 
ill return to the fentiments which 
prompted thofe firft offers, and would 
be wanting of the regard fo juftly 
due to her Imperial Majefly, and to 
the confidence which fhe infpires, if 
he aflfociated to her mediation any 
other, even that of an ally the moft 
tefpeftable, and for whom the King 



entertains the moll fincere friend- 
fhip.

The following letters are faid to have 
been intercepted in an American 
mail in Europe. They are copied 
, from Rivington's New York Ga- 
zette. 

Paris, May 14, 1781. 
Dear Sir, 
I have not had the pleafure of any 
letters from you iince my leaving 
America, fo that though I have 
written feveral, am uncertain of any 
of them coming to your hand : you 
doubtlefs muft be defirous to know 
the true flate of affairs on this fide 
the water, as I am to know how 

things really are on yours the few 

letters I have received have been too 
fhort, and written with too much 
caution to give me the information I 
wifh for, and the Americans who 
arrive, run into fuch extremes that I 
know not what* to depend on. But 
a few weeks before the news of the 
defeat of Gen. Gates in Carolina, 
we were told by Mr. Searle, who ar- 
rived directly from Philadelphia, that 
the Britifh were fhut up, and in a 
manner befieged in Charles-town, 
that General Washington's armycon- 
fiiled of more than 20,000 men, &c. 
others gave an account very different : 
In ihort, nothing can be more con- 
tradictory than the accounts given 
by the different perfoni who arrive 
in France, of the flate of affairs in 
America. I wifh you could find time 
and a fafe opportunity to fend me 
the truth, and the whole truth ; I 
aflure you it would be of fervice, 
and tend to prevent the mifchiefs 
which flow from falfe and exaggeri 
ated accounts tranfmitted from Ame- 
rica, and which a«e repaid with in- 
terell in the account fent back to - 
you of the flate of affairs in Europe. 
The writers and relaters of falfe ac- 
counts on both fides the water, have 
done us infinite mifchief. The war 

itfelf 
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itfelf was occafioned at firft more by 
them than by any other, or perhaps 
every other caufe taken together, 
and the continuance of it has been 
equally owing to them ; and in the 
beginning of the conteft, the friends 
of. the Britifti Miniflry in America 
allured them that America would 
not perSevere; in its oppofition^ 
and our agents and correspondents 
in London encouraged us, by afluring 
us that the majority of the nation 
was in our favour ; that Government 
would not go to extremities ; that 
Parliament vyould, and muft recede, 
for that the nation was unable to 
make war, and to fupport it for any 
time ; thus falfe reprefentations on 
both fides laid the foundation for the 
fcenes which Succeeded, and in 
which we are ftill involved ; and a 
continuation of the fame kind of 
wrong and groundlefs information 
has kept up the action of this great 
tragedy of errors. You have found 
fo many of the accounts transmitted 
to you from Europe to have been 
groandlefs ; and fo many of the flat- 
tering encouragements and promiSes 
made you difappear and variim into 
air, their original composition* that 
I prefume you would now bear to 
.hear the truth at large, if I dared to 
fend it you ; and though it is hardly 
fafe for me to do it, I dare, not fend 
you any thing elfe. Great Britain 
is neither exhaufted nor dispirited, 
as you have been taught to believe ; 
the Parliament appear more unani- 
mous andreSolved in theprofecution 
of the war, than at any former pe- 
riod ; and the warmeft ■ oppefers of 
the Minifter unite with him in re- 
-fuSing to accede to the independence 
of America. The Britiih fleet is 
evidently Superior at Sea to that of 
our ally, and the former are prepare 
ing to augment it by more than 
thirty new Ihips of the Hue, and near 
forty frigates, actually on the flocks. 
The late Subscription to the new loan 
ihews, that money i» not wanted, tho* 



the national debt has becdme iitM- 

menSe : this is their Situation. The 
ftate of our friends has been as great- 
ly miSrepreSented in America as that 
of our enemies. I will not enter in- 
to particulars, but I think you can- 
not rely on either men or fhips from 
hence, until very late in this fea'fon, 
if at all. Monf. de Grafle has Sailed 
with about twenty Sail of the line for 
the Weft-Indies, from whence, it is 
Said, he is ordered to America ; but 
as Admiral Rodney has a fleet nearly 
equal in force in the inlands, I fee 
no proSpect of any thing decifive, 
fhould fuch a manoeuvre be made ; 
and fhould it take place, the French 
fleet cannot be with you before Au- 
guil, or later, and in thefe feas the 
maritime force of contending powers* 
appear too nearly balanced to expect 
any thing of importance from them 
this Summer. X am fully of opinion, 
however, that England enters on 
this campaign with greater advan- 
tage than it has began any one 
lince France joined in the* war ; and 
if they Succeed in bringing the Em- 
peror of Germany to interpofe ir* 
their favour, I think the balance will 
be decidedly on their Side. This will 
be known in a very fhort time, pof- 
Sibly before J«Send this letter. Our 
firft object of the war was the repeal 
of thofe acts of parliament which 
were injurious to our rights and pri- 
vileges ; before this repeal' was ob- 
tained, we were forced to declare 
independency, and folicit an alli- 
ance with France, the hereditary 
enemy of England — by a fortunate 
turn of our affairs, France was 
brought into an alliance with us, 
and to guaranty our independence; 
juft at this time the Parliament of 
England repealed the obnoxious acts ; 
this changed entirely the object of 
the war on our part, as well as oh 
that of England ; it was no .longer, 
for the redrefs of grievances, but for 
Sovereignty that we fought. At the 
time in which France came into a 
/ treaty 
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tfcaiy of ailiaiice* with us; their ob- 
ject was to fcparate America for ever 
from England, and thereby to weak- 
cri effectually a power which, for 
centuries paft, Had given them more 
uneafinefs, arid Hood more in their 
way than any other power in Eu- 
rope, £rvm appearances they judg. 
ed that by a fudden declaration", 
and vigorous exertions; the point 
would be gained in a veryfhort pme, 
arid at little expence, either in men 
or money ; that England would be 
brought to confent to the indepen- 
dence of America, after which every 
thing elfe would foll&W of Coarfe, 
and in its proper time, but the firft 
ftroke failed, the favourable moment 
was loft, and all the preparation* 
which had been made for improving 
it, ferved only to ftew England, the' 
danger it had been in, and to roufe 
the fpirit of the nation to make the 
moft vigorous exertions.- Frdtn this 
period the object of the war became 
aimoftas much changed with France, 
as it had before been changed in 
America; at fir ft, it was by a fud- 
den ftroke to force England to ac- 
knowledge our independence and 
feparation from" their empire, which 
being done, peace muft have follow- 
ed, and timt would have foon effect- 
ed the \eft ; but this failing, the 
original object was changed, or ra- 
ther it was thought heft to obtain it 
by taking a difrerent line of conduct. 
England was loaded with debt, and 
was violently agitated by parties, 
the oppofitiori to Minifters in Par- 
liament and out, was formidable, 
andapjpeared more fo than it really 
was, from the Englifh freedom^ of 
Speech in Parliament, and of publi- 
cations out of it ; America was not 
perfectly unanimous in any of its 
meafures, except in the fupport ge- 
nerally of their independency, ki 
this they appeared fumciently unani- 
mous, to prevent any fear of them 
kUing off or accommodating.— 
Therefore what could not be gained

in one way, was to be attempted in 
another ; the weakening of England 
was the primary and conftant objeft, 
but the means for doing this were 
changed ; it was, as I have already 
faid at firft, to be done by our being 
immediately eftablifhed in indepen- 
dency, arid the confequences which 
time would naturally produce,' would 
effeflt every thing defired ; but this 
failing through the fame oftenfible 
objeel, that of our independence has 
bteen held up to view, yet meafuxes 
fo very different have been purfued, 
that theif firft objeft, fo far as it 
refpefb us, has become entirely- 
changed, and the piatt is now, as far 
is we can judge by appearance, to/ 
weaken England by fpinning out the 
War, and of employing us againil 
them ; and after England is reduced 
by thefe means,, our independent* 
rhay p<$blf be eftablijhed. I need 
not point out to a man of your fu- 
perior penetration, the fataf mif- 
chiefs with which fuch a fyftem is 
pre'grfant. Whtfft England is art 
war with France and Spain united, 
we are left with more than one half 
of its land forces, and a confiderable 
part of its marine on 6s ; we may 
ftruggle hard, and behave manfully^ 
butmuftbe continuallylofiriggroond 
and ftrerigth, whilft France, our ally 
with Spain, may poflibly hold a bal- 
larice to the reft, without any ma- 
terial injury to themfelves, though 
the fad is,; they have not done even 
this hitherto. But fuppofing that 
England, in confeqQence? of fuch a 
fyftem, mould, in two or three year£ 
be reduced to receive the law from 
France and Spain, in what fituation 
muft America by t^at time be t 
And to what power can we look for 
relief, if France or Spain, or both, 
fhould offer to dictate the laws to uH^ 
Though this may not be the cafe, 
yet nothing i-s more evident than 
that the prefent object of France 
ahd Spain is to employ and wafte 
the forces of Britain, at theexpence 
L •£ 
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^America* Evident as this mull 
be to every one who impartially re- 
views the pafi, and compares it with 
the prefent, we are unwilling to fee 
or believe it, and are prevented! from 
the examination by fair proraifes, 
generous profeflions, and ;u(t fo 
much and no more afiiilance as will 
ferve us to keep from finking at 
once, or flying off to the other tide* 
In the mean tune you mull obferve r 
that Spain has, from the firft, re- 
fufed to know any thing of us, there- 
by holding h in its power to declare 
for or again ft us, or to infill on any 
conditions whatever an inttreft may 
dictate, whilft America is bound by 
a fecret article of the treaty of Paris, 
of Feb. 6, 1778, to make a fimilar 
one with Spain whenever required ; 
yet, though this article was obtained 
from the American CommiffionerJ at 
the flgning of the treaty at Paris, 
and though Spain has been now for 
two years engaged in the war, yet 
that Court ftill refufes to acknow- 
ledge us, or to receive our Ambaf- 
fador, through the President of Con- 
grefs. 1 will not enter further on 
the important, and to me, painful 
fubjec"t. I have already faid enough 
to a man of your penetration and 
judgment, and have no need to go 
into a particular and, minute! dif- 
cuffion j I will therefore finifh my 
letter on more private matters ; you 
muft recollecl the many and long; 
couverfations we had, on the fubjeft 
of a fettlement on the Mifliflippi, 
near the Illinois, or on fome other 
part of that fertile weitern country : 
When I left America, I intended to 
have made fome attempt at leaft, to 
interefl fome gentlemen in Europe 
in the fcheme, but the unfavourable 
appearance of American affairs, and 
t£e Uncertainty how the war may 
terminate, have prevented me from 

faying any thing on the fubjecl. 1 

have not, however, loft fight of it, 
and if you continue in the fame fen- 
timents as formerly, it will be well 



to turn your thoughts that way*-—! 
can fee no profpeft of our being fo 
happy, or of doing fomething t£ re-* 
pair the injuries we have done ouf- 
felves and families in point of fortune 

as by fuch an eftabiifhment. If we 

return to our dependence on Great 
Britain, it will not probably be with, 
unanimity ; and parties, animofitie* 
and bickerings between the two go- 
vernments, and even between indi- 
viduals, will probably exifl longer 
than we fha.Il, and render the re- 
mainder of our lives difagreeable — 
On the other hand, if our indepen- 
dence is eftablimed, the jarring in* 
teiefts of the different flates will be 
fuch r and fo many grounds for dis- 
putes are already laid, that we {hall 
be happy even to efcape for any time 
the going into a civil war among 
ourfeivo j by retiring wellward , 
which wff may do, let the event of 
the war turn either way,, we may 
efcape thofe difagreeable fcenes, 
which await our country, and enjoy 
more fatisfaclion, as well as find our 
account much better, in fettling a 
new colony, than in mixing in the 
feuds and factions- of old ones ; if 
indeed the report is true, that Con- 
grefs have offered to cede Louifiania,. 
and the navigation of the Miffiffippi 
exclufivcly to jSpain, I confefs I 
know not how this can be done, if 
they accept of it, and America be- 
comes independent on fuch cruel 
terms, but I can hardly conceive it 
poffible that fuch an idea could have 
entered the head of the weak ell and 
maddeft of our politicians. I cannot 
expect that you can have leifure to 
fend me any digefted plan on thi* 
fubjeel, but I pray you not to be. 
fparing of general hints, of the 
grounds and principles on which you 
would wiih to have one formed y and 
when you write fend duplicates, that 
fome one may reach me ; addrefs 
your letter under cover, to Dr. 
Franklin, who will know where x» 
forward them. I have nearly finifh-

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cd a third (licet, and have not the 
courage to begin a fourth, though 
in writing to you, I enjoy in fome 
degree the pleafure of converling 
with yoa, of which you know I am 
not eafdy tired $ but I will write 
again in a few days, and in the 
mean time, wiftiint* you all which 
one friend can wifh or defire for 
another,

The dangerous crifis fo which our 
aJFairs are rapidly advancing affects 
tne greatly— I can fpeak of nothing 
el fe with attention when in com- 
pany, it excludes every thing elfe 
lrom my thoughts w)>en alone, we 
have been deceived, and that prin- 
cipally by ourfelres ; we have de- 
ceived others unintentionally, I cha- 
ritably believe, f he Britifn nation 
has fallen into errors equally great ; 
would to God this great tr agedy of 
errors could have a happy cataf. 
trophe ! ^t is in yain toblame our 
public managers, but it is wife in 
lis to examine our prefent (ituation, 
and tq weigh the probability of fu- 
ture consequences. Experience has 
{hewn us that France is either un- 
able or unwilling to aflift us effcclu- 
ally, fo as to drive the Britiih force 
out of our country; judging from 
appearances here I might conclude, 
that Fran.ce is unwilling, as appear- 
ances warrant fuch a conclusion, but 
when the conduct of men, or of a 
nation, is capable of two conduc- 
tions, I would willingly adopt the 
moft favourable— I know the ina- 
bility of the nation to affift us ef- 
fectually, and they fay, they are 
not unwilling. I ought to believe 



them, though I know it is certam'y 
incon fiftent with their irterpft, 
and with the fafety of their foreign 
pofteflionSj to remove the war from 
/our continent, But to which ever 
of thefe caufes wp impute the 
continuance of the war in our 
country, the confequences will be 
found equally pernicious to us.— — 
Great Britain is determined in no 
eircumftances to admit the inde- 
pendency of America, and lb long 
as both parties remain inflexible, we 
fhall continue to weaken, exhauft, 
and ruin each other, and who will 
eventually be the gainers.

Great Britain ? This I know is ge- 
nerally believed, it is even relied on 
as a principal fource from which we 
(hall reimburfe our prefent expences 
— /The fubjeel however merits an ex- 
amination. If the reftraints for- 
merly laid on our trade were over- 
balanced by the protection and en- 
couragement given to it, If in a 
Hate of independence, that pro- 
tection and encouragement muft ne*- 
ceflarily be withdrawn, and our com- 
merce with Great Britain and its 
poflHEom become fubjeft to all the 
duties and prohibitions laid on the 
commerce of her aliens and ftrangers. 
If our commerce with France and 
mother foreign nations, muft be fub- 
jecl to the conditions and reftraints 
which they (hall fee fit to impofe, as 
muft be the cafe, itdeferves enquiry 
whether we in our commerce lhall 
become gainers or not. I have ex- 
amined the queftion as thoroughly as 
I am capable, and am convinced we 
muft be lofers. We complained of 
England for including America in 
L 2 .the 
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the Navigation A&, and other a&s of 
trade ; but if the naval force of that 
nation rofe in epnfequence of thoji 
a£ls, irvto-a-power fufficient to pro- 
tect ,tKe trade of the whole empire^ 
ifthe trade of America was proteft- 
ed thereby, could it ( be unreafonable 
that the trade of. America ftiouja 
iiibmit to thofe a£b and regulations 
.which were the fource of its pro- 
tection and fecurity ? We corn- 
plained that a£ls of parliament prq- 
hibited us from carrying certain ar- 
ticles of our produce to foreign mar- 
kets, and thereby give England a 
.monopoly, advantageous to her and 
injurious to us : bitf it rnuft at 
.f he fame time be acknowledged, 
tjiat Britifh febje&s were t reflrain- 
ed from purcl^afiag and import- 
ing the fame articles from other 
. countries ; lb that if England made 
a monopoly of certain articles of our 
produce, fhe gave us in return a mo- 
nopoly of her, market, and the li- 
berty of re-exporting our goods if a 
better market afforded elfewhere ; in 
this the ad vanl f a g e lay evidently with 
H*j a great part of >tt*e articles thus 
monopolized by England were fuch 
as, could have been rand were for- 
merly fupplied hy foreigners at .as 
low or lower rates than, we coul^ 
afford them, - But the fyftera. ( of 
Great Britain being as you know 
to promote the commerce of her own 
empire in every part, qf it,, not only 
reftraints and duties -were laid pnijfc- 
reigrt importations*,. -but (bounties 
given to encourage the growth an4 
importation of manynof onr.pror 
dudlions, which otberwife would nprtt 
have found, their way to Europe; 
another complaint was, that we were 
prohibited the talcing from foreign^ 
cr$, articles which^we wanted, though 
pot the growth or fabric of England; 
but it is well known t$ut thofe ar r 
tides, concerning which To much 
has been faid, formed but a very in> 
confiderahle part of our commerce. 
, Every one who has> M4 an ppjpori. 



tunity of comparing the mannfac? 
tures of one nation in Europe with 
another, and pf ohferving the dif- 
ferent modes and principles of tranf- 
a&ing bufincfg, will at once give 
England and her merchants the pre- 
ference. All the, m,ore folid, fubr 
!Untial and ufeful articles are made 
jettef, and afforded cheaper than 
any where el{c t certain linens from 
Ruflia and Silefia excepted-?— an4 
even thofe, as well as the lefs 
important foreign articles, came to 
us, confidering the drawbacks in 
England on exportation, nearly, if 
not quite as cheap, as we could 
have imported them dire&ly. But 
it has been alfo objected that fo- 
reigners were not admitted to bring 
their produce and merchandize into 
*pux ports, and trade with us ; of all 
the complaints made by us on thet 
fubjeel of commerce, this appears to 
me the moft abfurd andgroundjefs. 
The exclusion of foreigners from be- 
ing the carriers for England, is the 
cprner (tone in whjch its commerce 
and maritime f ower ajofe, an<l the 
.principal caufc of the increafe of our 
commerce and navigatipn ; and if 
ever we ihould be t independent a$4 
at peace, t and mould neglect to pais 
a&sto exclude foreigners from being 
.pur carriers, we mall never be either 
a. maritime or commercial nation. 
(i The parliamentary regulations 
and reftri&ions on. pur commerce, 
were a principal ganfe of the m*- 
h,appy conteft between the two coun- 
tries, an4 we were impatient under 
them, becaufe we were apprehensive 
t-hey were part of a fyftern to enflave 
us entirely, and t^tus thinking, it was 
'natural that we mould exaggerate 
their hardfhips, and in all our de~ 
liheraftons on the fubje£t, tt^rn our 
attention to t%e reftraint laid on. 
trade, withemt confidering tha en- 
couragement and protection given to, 
it ; I do : not mean to call in queftioa 
the views or f 4 e ^g^ P^ anyone at 
j^t period. I bejieyc that others, 
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as weH as myfelf, .had at that time 
but partially examined the fubjeS, 
and in truth we know that too many 
pf our leading patriots had little or 
no knowledge of commerce, its in- 
terefb, and dependencies. I con- 
fck, that, on a more extenfrve view 
and impartial examination of the 
fubjeft, 1 think it evident that the 
ffiltri&ions which were laid on our 
commerce previous to the prefent 
difpute were ^over-balanced by the 
protection, and various encourage- 
ments afforded to u by Great BrU 
fain. B ut fuppofing that at the 
clofe of the war, America remain 
independent, what mufl be the fu- 
ture fituation of our commerces- 
Will independency, at the reftoration 
pf peace, give to commerce fuch a 
fpnng, procure for it fuch new 
fources and encouragements as are 
necefory, not only to revive it from 
the ruined flate in which it now is, 
but to raife it ilill higher than it has 
been at any former period ? Or will 
independency prove prejudicial to 
jhe commerce of America ? This is 
a ferious queftion, and the import- 
ance of it muft apologize for the 
length of my letter. J know that I 
am writing to the rlrft commercial 
character in America ; but I alfo 
know your candour and love of 
truth, artd therefore I venture to 
communicate to you my thoughts on 
this fubje&, which, if juft, you will 
approve, if erroneous, you will cor- 
rect. America left at liberty will, I 
am perfuaded, take, at the leaft, 
three-fourths of all the European 
articles &e want*, from Great Bri- 
tain. The fuperiorjty of the Britifli 
manufactures, their conformity to 
our taile and habits, the generofity 
and itricl punctuality of her mer. 
chants, and, above all,, the credit 
which they can give, and which no 
otter nation can or will give, mud 
fecure to that nation as great a fliare 
of our trade as' J have mentioned.— 
But how art w« to pa^: t for thofe 



purchafes f WhilH we were part oF 
the empire, Great Britain gave a 
preference to our iron, naval ftores f 
pot-am, flax feed, &c. Sec. and en- 
couraged the importation of them by 
bounties, and by laying heavy duv 
ties on the fame article from foreign 
nations. This will no longer be the 
cafe ; we have no rcafon to expect 
to be everarnongfl the molt favoured 
foreign nations in the Britiih ports. 
We have imagined that Great Bri- 
tain could not fupport its commerce 
and manufactures without our pro- 
ductions, and without our markets, 
for a confumption of theirs. Thu 
has been afferted in harangues and 
publications, many thoufand time* 
within ttiefe feven years pad ; I con- 
fefs that I once belie\ed it; but ob» 
fervation and experience hare con- 
,vineed me that we have been greatly 
miftaken. Of .all the articles fur- 
nifhed by us to Great Britain, I 
know but two, tobacco arid rice, 
which cannot be obtained as good 
and as cheap from other countries. 
Tlje confumption of rice in Great 
Britain is very inconfidrrable ; and 
that of tobacco does not exceed 
?o,ooo hogiheads annually, on an 
average. Other countries indeed 
can produce both thc,fe articles at as 
low a price as America can ; but 
the preference given to them from 
America by Great Britain, has for^ 
raerly prevented their being culti- 
vated to any extent. It is well 
known that the ifland of Cuba, the 
coafl of Brazil, and many other 
countries, produce tobacco of a iu- 
perior quality to ours. That the 
Ukraine is capable of fqpplying all 
Europe with that article ; its culti- 
vation, it is true, is not yet carried 
to perfection -there j but as it is, 
Ruffia t at thia time exports large 
quantities of tqbacco to France, and 
to other natipns. The fame may be 
iaidof many othar countries refpe&- 
ing rice. Indigo is produced in the 
fourtheru parU of America, and i« 
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the iflands every way fuperior to 
ours. The productions of Ruffia, 
Denmark, Sweden, &c. are the 
fame with ours, and in exchange 
for them, thofe kingdoms take the 
fame kind of merchandize from Eng- 
land as we formerly took ; at beft 
therefore we mail met with rivals in 
the Britifh markets on our arrival 
with our produce, and rivals irt the 
purchafes we wilh to make there. 
But we are fuppofed to |>e indepen- 
dent, and can therefore go where 
we pleafe ; but we cannot find pur- 
chafers where we pleafe, and the 
nations among whom we find them 
may lay what imppfitions they pleafe 
on our fajes. The northern powers 
in Europe cannot become purchafers j 
for they have the fame' articles tp 
fell. France wants but a very fmall 
part of our productions ; it wants 
neither oar iron, pot-am, fjax-feed,. 
6fh ? oil, or, in fhort, fcarcely any 
thing, except about 24,000 hog- 
Iheads of our tobacco arinually, our 
timber and naval ftores ; and for the 
two latter article*,, we mall find the 
fame rivals in the ports of France as 
in England, and, in regard to' them, 
the moft important articles of aff^ 
the cultivation of it advances fo ra- 
pidly in Flanders, and in the Uk- 
raine, that thofe countries will foon 
\ rival us in the quality of their to- 
bacco, and, from the cheapnefs of 
labour, be able at all times to un- 
derfell us in France, and in all the 
northern ports in Europe. We have 
no promife of a preference in the 
market of France, nor the leaft 
ground to expect it. Spain and 
Portugal, it is true, may want our 
flour and our fifh, if, contrary to all 
appearance, we fhould have any ; but 
they will want little or nothing elfe, 
and our trade, be it whatever it may, 
to the fouthern parts of Europe, and 
into the Mediterranean, muft at all 
times be expofed to the Corfairs of 
Barbary. Thofe piratical ftates, who 
pay little or no reQ>ect to the flags of 



the Aril maritime nations in Buropa, 
further than they are paid for it, 
will hardly pay any to the flag of a 
nation they have fcarcely fo much as 
heard of, and of which, if they come 
to know any thing, they will know 
that they can in no cafe have anjr ' 
thing to hope or fear from. 

We have protefted againft the 
African trade, but if we relax or 
refcind our refolutioirs on that fub- 
ject, without a marine to protect our 
commerce there, and without either 
forts or factories on the coaft, we can 
have no fhareof it.— We cannot flat- 
ter ourfelves that we mail be able to 
reduce either Nova Scotia or New- 
foundland, Canada, or theFloridas; 
and if Gren$-5ritain be obliged, at 
the clofe of the war, to fubmit to 
the lofs of thirteen colonies, it is na- 
tural to fuppofe fhe will exert herfelf 
to make the moft of thofe which are 
left her,— We neither have rior wifh 
for pofTeflions in the Weft -Indies. 
We formerly had a great and en T 
preafing trade there, but how much 
of it (hall we retain as an indepen- 
dent nation ? If any part of the 
globe be dependent on us for our 
produce, it muft be the Weft-Indies. 
Five years ago we rated our import- 
ance fo high as to believe, that from, 
a (ufpenfion of trade with us, all the 
manufacturing towns in England 
would rife, or at leaft clamour Ioud 7 
ly in our favour, through the want 
of employment; that Ireland would 
fee ruined, only for the want of on* 
flax-feed, and that the Briufo Weft. 
Indies muft perjfh by famine from. 
the want of our productions. — bu{ 
the experience of fix years ought cer- 
tainly to correct fuch erroneous ideas 
of our own importance, or we muft 
have been incorrigible even by ex- 
perience itfelf. Not one manufac- 
turing town in Great-Britain has 
complained for want of employ ; 
Ireland has been fupplied with flax- 
feed at as cheap, of cheaper rat$ 
than formerly, and has found fuffi- 
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dent markets for her Knen. The 
tVeft-lndies may have fuffered but 
little diminution. Thefe facts ought 
to convince us, that the world is not 
fo dependent on us as we have ima- 
gined, and by purfuing our inquiries 
we fhall find that we are as much r 
or more dependent on our neigh- 
bours, than they are on us. I am 
not writing to one who declaims 
againfl luxury, without any con- 
ception of its effects, nor to one of 
thofe who talk a great deal about 
commerce, and of its benefits, or of 
its difTervices to a country, without 
having the leaft idea of its nature, 
or of the extent of its influence and 
power : I therefore may, without 
reafoning on the fubject, venture to 
fay, that the productions of the Weft- 
Indies are eflentially neceflary to us, 
and that we can do no better with- 
out their fugar, coffee, cocoa, cot- 
ton, &c. Sec. than they without our 
flour, beef, lumber, &c« &c. For- 
merly as Britifh fubjects, we hnd the 
right of fupplying the Britifh iflands 
with whatever they wanted, and tak- 
ing in exchange whatever they had 
to difpofe of. We paid no more 
duties than our other fellow-fubjects 
paid, either upon importation or ex- 
portation. We had a right of carry- 
ing to the French, Dutch, and other 
foreign pofTeflions in the Weft-Indies, 
all our productions, tobacco except- 
ed, and of Jfeceiving in exchange 
from them whatever they could af- 
ford, rum and a few other articles 
excepted. The articles we received 
from them were, indeed, fubject to 
a certain duty on importation into 
America* But how was it then, and 
how is it now with the French, 
Dutch, and other foreigners, as to 
our commere with the:r Weil-India 
pofleflions ? It is true we were ad- 
mitted into their ports, but our flour 
was a prohibited article, and only 
admitted openly in times of fear- 
city. Many principal articles of our 
produce were in the fame predica- 



ment, France, by prohibiting out 
flour into her iflands, -fhews that fhe 
was in no fear of ftarving without 
fupplics from us. But what articles 
of their produce were we permitted 
to purchafe and export openly in 
exchange i MolafTes, or the wretched 
liquor which they diflilled from it 
only ; all others, fuch as coffee, cot- 
ton, fugar, indigo, &c. we brought 
away as by flea lth, and by the pur- 
chafed connivance of their officers. 
Has France bound herfelf by treaty 
to give us more freedom of trade 
with her iflands than formerly ? By 
no means. We are to be treated as 
the moft favoured nation is treated ; 
and the fubjects of the moft favoured 
nation were never better treated than 
the manner I have defcribed. The 
favourite article of my countrymen, 
molaftes, the only one of any im- 
portance, which we were at liberty 
to import from the French iflands, 
was taken care of by Congrefs, in 
their tfrft propofals to France for a 
treaty. I faw the importance of it J 
at that time, and flattered myfelf we 
had fecured it, without any real fa- 
crifice on our part, but Congrefs 
afterwards thought differently, and 
gave it up. We have not, there- 
fore, afr this day, any fecurity even 
for this fingle article. Everything 
refts on the general and vague terms 
of reciprocally , and of being treated in 
the fame way, and in the fame manner 
as any y even the moft favourite nation 
jhall be treated. But it may be faid, 
that the ntccfiity in which the iflands 
may be for our produce, will at all 
times bring them to our terms, or at 
leaft to juft and reafonable ones. 
Let us examine the fubject atten- 
tively. The French iflands can be 
under no neceffity of taking from u» 
flour, or falted provifious of any 
kind ; on the contrary, it is the po- 
licy of France to prohibit them from 
doing it, if fo diipofed ; for by fup- 
plying her iflands with floar of her 
own growth and manufacture, and

*ith all kinds of faltei provifions 
purchnfed in Europe with her bran- 
dies, wines, Sec* {he encourages the 
Agriculture and ' commerce of -her" 
fubje&s in Europe, which is a prim* 
object with every wife nation ; &s to 
frefh provifions> her windward iflands 
only can ever be in want of them, 
and, at mod, the demand is incons- 
iderable collectively, and the bufi- 
nefs of fupplying never was, in the 
beft of times, a profitable branch of 
commerce ; Great-Britan in poflef* 
fion of Canada, Nova-Scotia, arid 
the Floridas, can from thofe cold" 
nies fupply her iflands with every 
thing they want/ at as low or lower 
rate that we can ; wheat, flour, pork, 
beef, horfes, &c. have fof many .^ears 
fince, and before ' the war, 'been 
cheaper in Canada than with us, and 
Well-India goods of every kind ?have 
been deararj Great-Britain there- 
fore naturally ifauft and will fhut her 
ports againil' us as a foreign inde- 
pendent nation** her iflatlds will 
want nothing from us which they 
cannot be {applied with from her 
ewn colonies on the continent, and 
thofe "iflands produce nothing whichr 
it not wanted either in Great-Britain 
or in thofe colonies; good policy 
isinOt therefore lead her totally to ex- 
clude us from all trade with them. 
Our commerce in this moft impor- 
tant branch of it, mnft therefore be 
confined to the applying the French, 
Dutch, and other foreign iflands and 
fetdements, with fuch articles as 
they will, confent to take from us, 
and receive in return molafles (open- 
ly fo long as they fhall think proper 
to afford it to us free of dnty) and 
fuch other productions as they may 
be pleafed to comuve at our Smug- 
gling. Thus, in Europe, we ihall 
be either excluded from cur ancient 
and certain markets, or at leaft ri. 
vailed in them, and we mall have 
BO certainty of new ones, nor any 
Security againft heavy duties and im- 
pofrionfi in (itch a? we may be able 



to otttain. New channels have beerf 
opened for fupplying Great-Britain 
with the commodities we formerly 
furniftied to that nation, and fot 
confaming the manufactures we for- 
merly took from her. It was the 
ituereft and poFicy of Great-Britain 
to promote our commerce and fi'fh*' 
eries,< whiM we were part of the 
empire ; accordingly Are encouraged. 
our fhip-buHdihg by the purchsfe of 
our ihips, or by -giving them freights; 
but being independent, the reverfe 
will become, both *her rnterefr. and 
policy towards us ; h'er ports will be* 
entirely fhut againft us in the Weft- 
Indies for the reafons already giveny 
and our commerce in that important 
branch confined, as' I have fhewn, 
to the furnifning the French, Datch, 
and other foreign fettlements, with 
fuch articles as they may chufe to 
receive, and under fuch condition* 
as they fhall fee fit to impofe, and in, 
return they will give ns molafles, if 
they pleafe, free of duty. But their 
fugar, coffee,' cotton, &c< will eve/ 
remain prohibited articles fa long as 
thofe nations are interefted to make 
a monopoly of thefe articles in Eu- 
rope, both on account of commerce 
and revenue; and it is impoffibltf 
they can be interefted to do other- 
Wife, When France was in pofTef- 
fion of Canada, Louifbourg, &c, the 
government did not permit thofe co- 
lonies to receive fttgar, coffee, of 
any of the productions of thofe iflands 
directly from them, but obliged thofe 
colonies to take them from France, 
charged with double freights, duties, 
&Cr and can we expect that France" 
will do for us what fhe ever refufed 
to do for her own fubjects ? That fhe 
will grant us privileges which fhe 
never granted to any other nation r* 
Can we expect that Great- Britain,* 
refentful on account of her loffo, 
and defirous of encouraging the co- 
lonies which may remain to her in 
America, and which will be able to 
fupply her iflauds with every thing ; 
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tat we expeft that ftie will permit us 
to trade with thofe iflands on any 
terms? It is repugnant to common 
fenfe to fuppofe it. Congrefs, you 
may remember, fpent fome months 
in debate about the fifheries, they 
a&ed the parts of the hunters, who 
quarrelled about* the bear-flcin— -for 
England in the mean time drove 
ourallies, as well as us, entirely odt 
df them ; nor can France regain any 
intered in the fiftieries, but by the 
facriSce of fome advantage which 
ihe has, or may hereafter gain. — 
But how are we to come in for any 
flare in them ? It will be to no pur- 
pofe to plead that our local fituation 
gives us a natural right to partici- 
pate, and that we enjoyed that right 
from our firft fettlement, &c. — *We 
enjoyed it is true, that right with 
many others, as fubje&s and part of 
the Britifh empire, but we have fe- 
parated from it and appealed to the 
fword ; the fword has decided againft 
us on that fubjett, and mail we at 
the peace have any thing to give or 
reJlore to Great Britain, equal to the 
purchafe of what that nation is almoft 
as jealous of as Spain is of her mines ? 
Will France after having regained a 
fliare in the fifheries for herfelf, go 
ftill farther to obtain an intereft in 
them for us ? Look into the treaty 
between us, and you will find that 
France and we acted a little like the 
hunters I have referred to, in the 
divifion of Newfoundland and the 
fijheries; but it was made on con- 
dition of a conqueft of them by either 
or both of us ; that failing, -France 
is under no obligation to guarantee 
any part of them to us ; and what 
puts the matter out of all queftion is, 
that it is not for their intereft that 
America have any lhare in the fifh- 
eries.— Deprived of tbefe, and of 
almoft all the Weft-India trade, 
wholly excluded from that of Africa, 
as well as from the benefit of felling 
oar iron, pot-am, flax-feed, timber, 
avnal ftores, indigo, &c advan-

tageoufly in Great Britain and Ire-" 
land* and few or no markets opened 
for thofe commodities, what re- 
fources will be left for our com- 
merce ? No nation in Europe will 
give a fuitable price for oniflfjndigo, 
Ireland is fupplied with flax-feed 
and lumber from the North, at, a. 
lower rate than we can afford to fell 
them at ; Sweden and Ruffia can at 
all times underfell us, in the articles 
of iron, timber, fhips, naval ftores 
of every kind, pot-afh, &c» The 
bounties on tar, turpentine, &c. be- 
ing taken off, we cannot fend thofe. 
articles to Europe, without an in- 
fupportable lofs, and we cannot ex- 
pert that any nation (like England) 
will , give us bounties on thofe ar- 
ticles. In taking a view of the 
Weft-Iadia commerce, I have faid 
nothing in particular of the Spanifh, 
Fortuguefe, or DanUh ftfttlements in 
America, I think you will agree 
with me, that as the two former 
have ever been, and moft probably 
will remain fhut againft all ftrangers, 
nothing can be expected from thenct; 
and that as to the latter, they are 
too inconfiderable to merit particu- 
lar attention, even were they not 
nearly in the fame predicament with 
thofe of France -and Holland, which 
you know them in truth to be. 

Thefe external difficulties appear 
to me to be of themfelves infur- 
mountable, but they are not all we 
fhall have to encounter, if we mould, 
contrary to all probability, continue 
independent. Without a marine 
force, our commerce will be every 
where expofed to impofition and in- 
fult, and we fhall not probably be 
able to fupport a marine — In truth, 
neither our friends, nor our fjbea, 
can wifh to fee us a .maritime power. 
But there will arife at the peace, and 
in a ftate of independeacy, other 
embarraflments and burdens on oar 
commerce. Our national debt, con- 
fidering our ability, will be im- 
menfe, and we fhall not eafily agree

in apportioning of it, to the feveral 
ftates. This, and a multitude of 
other caufes for difpute, are fo cer- 
tain, and fo likely to be productive, 
that it will be miraculous, if we 
can avoid a civil war with 1 each 
other, as foon as we fhall be freed 
from foreign enemies. Heavy taxes 
muft at leaft be paid to even the m- 
iereft of our public debts in the ex- 
haufted ftate in which the peace will 
find ns. We cannot think of leffen- 
ing the principal until the Conti- 
nent fhall have had fome time to re- 
cover itfelf. But the intereil of oar 
public debt, and the expences of 
Government in each ftate, will 
(though they muft prove heavy) no* 
be the whole of our burthens. The 
civil lift of Congrefs, including the 
expences of their foreign Mimlters, 
Confuls, &c. will exceed all our for- 
mer expences, public and private, 
under our ancient Government.-— 
Commerce therefore will necefTanly 
become the fubjeft of heavy taxes, 
Ijecaufe the landholders, who are 
naturally jealous of commerce^ and 
not the merchants, will predominate 
in marking our laws, and impofing 
our taxes ; a large fhare of the taxes 
muft, however, fall on the land- 
holder, which will oblige him to 
raife the price of his produaions, 
and this with the taxes on trade, will 
encreafe it to fuch a height, that we 
fliall find no market in which we 
fhall not be underfold by foreigners. 
You, who are perfe&ly acquainted 
with the difpofition of thofe who 
form the Congrefs and the Aflcm- 
blies of the different States, know 
that is very far from being favour- 
able to commerce; their views are 
focontrafted, that they never have 
feen that agriculture and commerce 
mutually depend on, and fupport 
each other. The refolutions of Con- 
grefs, in almoft every inftance, de- 
monftrate their ignorance of the 
principles and effefts of commerce ; 
the non-exportation agreement (for 



which I muft blame myfelf as we'll 
as others) was a fatal meafure ; it 
laid the ax to the root of our com- 
merce, and our agriculture fell with 
it; that refolution fhews what ex- 
travagant ideas we then had of our 
importance, we flattered ourfelves, 
that by fhutting our ports, we 
fhould diftrefs Great Britain and 
Ireland, and ftarve the Weft Indies, 
fo far as to effect our purpofes. ; but 
the operation of that refolve well 
nigh ftarved our army, and the 
poorer people, and brought diftrefs 
to the doors of every order. Un- 
happily but too many of our leaders 
are ftill buoyed up with the fame 
wild and groundlefs ideas, and when 
I heard men, reputed as the wifeft 
and moft enlightened of American 
patriots, advance, that commerce is 
rather injurious than beneficial, and 
that it would be better to have fo- 
reigners who want our produce, to 
come and purchafe it, than for us to 
carry it to them. That the whole 
attention of America, as an inde- 
pendent nation, fhould be turned to 
agriculture, and the manufacturing 
of articles of the firft neceffity.— 
When I heard fuch doctrines advanc- 
ed, and by men whom America has 
been taught to look up to revere, 
and reviewing at the fame time the 
other circumftances which I have 
touched on, I became doubtful, 
whether our commerce would not 
fuffer as greatly from internal checks 
and embarraflments as from external 
ones— But, my dear friend, we are 
very far from the peaceable eftablifh- 
ment of independency, fo far, that 
I candidly tell you, that I thirds 
there is not any probability of its 
ever taking place, at leaft in our 
day. The nations of Europe, France 
excepted, are all of themagainft it, 
and none more fo than Spain ; France 
becomes every day more indifferent 
to it, but fo long as we can be 
made their initruments for humbling 
Great Britain, Spain will temporize, 
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$nd France will appear to be in 
earneft on the fubjecl ; wc are cer- 
tainly the cheapeft inftruments they 
can find to employ full one half of 
the forces of Great Britain ; forces, 
which if left at liberty to fall on 
their foreign poffefficns, would foon 
reduce them to the ftate they were 
Jn in 1762, But how dearly do we 
pay for the fervices we are perform- 
ing. 

The powers of Europe, hitherto 
neuter, appear at this time far from 
being indifferent to the fate of Great 
Britain ; mould any of them take 
part with her, the war will aflume a 
different appearance, and our fate 
will become from that moment de- 
termined. I think there is a pro- 
bability of fuch an event taking 
place foon, but my wifh and prayer 
is for peace, and the re-eftabiifh- 
ment of America in her original 
rights. The prefent moment is un- 
queftionably the moil important A- 
meriea has ever feen, we are now of 
more weight in the general fcale 
than we can poffibly expett to be 
hereafter ; mould the Powers of Eu- 
rope once agree on the Urms of 
peace, our aflent will hardly be afk- 
ed, and we mould find it neceffary 
to acquiefce in the terms impofed on * 
us. — The prefent opportunity ought 
therefore to be improved ; England, 
it is true, has a formidable league 
at this time againft her, but we find 
in ancient as well as modern times, 
that nations lefs able to refill, have 
been fuccefsful, againft leagues ftill 
more formidable ; I do not indeed 
recollect any one league that ever 
came off victorious over the iingle 
power leagued againft. The caufe 
is in the nature 01 men and nations; 
it maft therefore ftill exiit in a cer- 
tain degree, and I know not why it 
Ihould not even in its full force. — 
You will call this a political letter, 
againft which we have often proteft- 
ed, I intended it only as a com,- 
mcrcial onej but J could not ex- 



amine the future probable ftate of 
our commerce under independency, 
without entering on politics. I 
have tired you fo effectually by this 
time, that I will take my leave 
without ceremony ; it is now to beg 
that you will make my moft refpectful 
compliments to Mrs. M rr ; ^ and to 
aflure you that I am e: / with the 
moft fincere efteem an * attachment,

Dear Sir, 
The appointment of an Ambafla- 
dor to the Emprefs of Ruflla, has 
led me to make fome ferious reflec- 
tions on the idea which Congrefs en- 
tertain of their own importance in the 
commercial and political world ; they 
appear to be perfuaded that every 
nation in Europe, England except- 
ed, are intereftei to have us inde- 
pendent, and though they have been 
told the contrary by every power 
they have applied to, except France, 
yet the flattering delation continues 
and a minifter extraordinary has been 
fent to Ruffia. The fact is, that 
there is not one power in Europe, 
except France, intcrefled in having 
us independent, and by much tne 
greater part are interefted againft us ; 
the Emperor of Germany, and King 
of Pruffia, not being commercial 
powers, can be very little affected 
either way ; Holland and all the 
Northern powers, are naturally in- 
terefted againft us ; their productions 
and ours are the fame in every ar- 
ticle, indigo and rice only excepted ; 
Ruffia raifes tobacco for its own con- 
fumption, and begins to export large 
quantities to its neighbours; the two 
great fources of the Dutch wealth, 
are their filheries and their freights 
for other nations, in both thefe Ame- 
rica muft foon interfere with them ; 
Ma the 
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the New Englanders began to rival 
them in thoTe branches of bufmefs 
before the war ; if we look South- 
ward, Portugal owes its exiflence as 
an independent kingdom to Eng- 
land ; were England once fo reduced 
as to receive the Jaw from France 
and Spain, Portugal would inftant- 
ly become annexed to the latter ; 
the wealth of Spain lies in its iflands 
in the Weft-Indies, and in its pro- 
vinces on the Continent ; can Spain 
wifh to fee a mighty independent 
empire of confederate republics, efta- 
blimed in the neighbourhod of all 
its treafures ? It is to the Iait degree 
abfurd to fuppofe that Court can be 
fo blind to the confequences which 
muft foon refult frdm'fuch an event; 
whilft we continue dependent on 
Great-Britain, and under its con- 
troul, Spain will have nothing to 
dread fo long as it continues to be 
on good terms with the Court of 
London, and the European connec- 
tions and alliances of Spain, will 
ferve to prevent that court from 
wantonly breaking with Spain ; but 
North America, freed from all Eu- 
ropean controul, will be at liberty 
to break with Spain at any time, 
without difturbing the peace of Eu- 
rope, or interefting any of its powers 
in the quarrel ; the family connec- 
tion between the Courts of France 
and Spain, and the defire of revenge 
for her former lofles, have led Spain 
into a war, but it is evident that the 
Court of Spain will not, on any 
confideration, make the war a com- 
mon caufe with us. — America out of 
the queftion, Great-Britain is great- 
ly fuperior to France and Spain unit- 
ed ; this France and Spain are fen- 
iible of, and therefore give us good 
words and. encourage us on, that 
England may be weakened by our 
expence : France has afted openly, 
it is true, but the affiftance afforded 
us from time to time has been cal- 
culated, not to drive the Britifh 
forces from the Continent, but to 



keep us from accommodating, and 
to employ their enemy within us. 
Spain has given us a trifling aid in 
money, but in tfye m6ft fecret man- 
ner, more like a bribe than a fubfi- 
dy. The other Southern powers are 
not in any refpeft interefted in our 
dependence or independence, but 
are perfectly indifferent as to either, 
nor if they mould intereft themfelves, 
would it be of the leaft coniequence * 
But you may fay, France having va- 
luable poflefllons in the Weft-Indies, 
ought on the general principle which 
I have advanced, to fear the confe- 
quences of our independence. — Not 
at all. — The pofFeilions of France 
from their being iflands, can have 
nothing to apprehend from the inde-* 
pendent fovcrcignty of the United 
States. — France will, at all times, 
have a fleet fuflicient to protect them, 
and it can never be our intereft to 
have any other concern with them, 
than in the way of commerce ; but 
our pofition with refpect to Spain is 
different. — Nothing but a river will 
feparate us, and the contrariety of 
our difpofitions, manners, and ha- 
bits, are fuch, that it is impoflible, 
if left to ourfelves, that we mould 
live for any time in peace with each 
other. Congrefs, to induce Spain to 
declare and aft openly, have offered 
to cede the two Floridas. It is 
really no great act of generofity to 
offer what is not our's, but fuppofe 
Spain accepts and gets pofletfion of 
them, we mail thereby become Hill 
nearer our neighbours, and quarrel 
fo much the fooner. — Spain is nor, 
however, or appears hot to be con- 
tented with this offer, infinuates that 
Louifiania ought to be thrown into 
the fcale, on condition of her guar- 
antying our independence. It is 
but too probable that Congrefs will 
not even refufe this, if they are per- 
fuaded that their independent fove- 
reignty cannot be eftablifhed on 
eafier terms. But no man of fenfe 
and knowledge in thefe affairs can 

imagine 
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imagine that Spain is ferious in this 
demand, or that that Court means 
any thing elfe, by it, than to gain 

time. Spain cannot' be ignorant 

that from the day in which we be- 
came peaceably eftablifhed in Inde- 
pendent Sovereignty, me mull look 
forward to the lofs of all her fouthern 
provinces as an event certain, and 
not very diftant ; and me muft know, 
that though fhe obtain Louifiania, 
yet the Attegani, or Weflern Moun- 
tain, will be as infufRcient a barrier 
between us, as the MiffitTippi.— r-rl 
muft tell you, that our independence 
is fpoke of in a vtiy different flile 
here, from what it was three years 
fmce ; it is not viewed here in the 
light in which Congrefs fpeak of it, 
when they fay it is as fixed as fate 
(or, if they mean any thing) as cer- 
tain as thofe eternal laws of nature, 
which omnipotence itfelf cannot 
alter; on the confequences of Ame- 
rican independence, are alfo efli- 
mated very different from what they 
were formerly in France. Expe- 
rience has fhewn that our attachment 
to the Englifh manners, cuftoms, 
and to their manufactures, is fuch, 
that if independent, and at liberty 
to trade where we pleafe, England 
will have the preference. Almoft 
every American who arrives in France 
k impatient to get over to England ; 
and the fevere laws you are pafling 
on that fubject may prevent their 
ever returning to America, during 
the war at leait ; but it will not pre- 
vent their going over. The laws 
ordering confifcation, &c. demon- 
ftrate more fully than any direct lan- 
guage is capable of, the predilection 
of Americans for England. France, 
though at war with England, per- 
mits her fubjects to go to London 
openly, and when they pleafe, they 
taking out palTports ; and not a week 
paffes but fome of the citizens of 
Paris go over to London ; and there 
are now more than four times the 
Eaglifh goods confumcd in this city 



than there were before the war. The 
, better fort of people here, both at 
court and in the city, are now be- 
come mad, as I may fay, after every 
thing that is Englifh ; and even the 
ribbons worn by the ladies at court 
are in a great part from Englifh 
looms. 

I have been told that Monfieur 
Luzern remonftrated to Congrefs 
again ft our trading with England, or 
purchafing and importing its manu- 
factures, and that thofe laws have 
pafTed in compliance with his remon- 
strances and requeues ; I am unwilling 
to believe it ; for, if true, we arc 
become, and that voluntarily, greater 
flaves to France than its own iubjects 
are. On whatever ground the laws 
have been pafed, I venture to pre- 
dict, that not any one good effect 
will be produced by them, but the 
contrary. — A little time will /hew 
what fuccefs Mr. Dana meets with 
at RufUa ; but if he meets with any 
at all, I am greatly miftaken. — I 
know of no power in Europe, Por- 
tugal only excepted, that is naturally 
and neceflarily more in the Englifn 
interefr. than Ruffia.— I heard that 
your fpirits were greatly raifed on 
hearing of England againfl Holland; 
I expected it would be the cafe, 
though every thing canfidered, there 
is not the leafl ground for encourage- 
ment from that event, bnt the con- 
trary.— It is now more than four 
months fmce England commenced 
hoftilities, yet the Dutch have made 
no reprifals, nor are they prepared 
to make any at this time. Nearly 
one half of the Republic are violent- 
ly againft a war with England on 
any confideration whatever,— The 
views of England in declaring, were 
to exclude Holland from the armed 
neutrality, to diflblve at once a con- 
federacy, which at belt could not 
have lafted any time, and to deprive 
France and Spain of their naval fup- 
plies, furnifhed by the Dutch, and 
the French iflands of provifions by 

the 
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the fame channels.— The purpofe 
has been efFe&ed ; Ruffia offers to 
meditate, but refufes to take part 
with Holland; Denmark has in 
cffeft long fince deferted the con- 
federation, and the armed neutrality, 
on which I never built any hopes, 
is come to nothing. 

Before the arrival of Mr. Laurens, 
junior, France gave Dr. Franklin fix 
millions of livres, for the current 
year, it has fince added four mere, 
and, as it is faid, has engaged to be 
our fecurity for ten millions of livres 
in Holland, if to be borrowed at 
four per cent. You will be told, 
therefore, of twenty millions, and 
may poflibly receive that fum ; but 
will that do more than prolong the 
war another year ?— Without a fleet 
fuperior to that of England, nothing 
can be done to any purpofe, as to 
finifhing the war. I wi(h I could 
give you a more favourable account 
of affairs here, and fuch as you wifli 
to receive and credit ; but I cannot 
do it confident with truth ; and 
though you are mifinformed as to 
the face of affairs in Europe by men 
who are ignorant of them, and who 
are refolved, at all hazards, to write 
what they know you with to believe, 
yet this will not juftify my doing the 
fame. In a word, my friend, no- 
thing fhort of peace can Cave our 
country from ruin and flavery ; and 
whatever you may think in America, 
I am convinced that the terms offer- 
ed by Great-Britain afforded a good 
room to open a treaty on, and ought 
net to be rejeaed. This wiH -o. per- 
haps be a popular do&rine - prcient, 
but it muft be fooncr or later: for 
me, I have freely opened my mind 
to you ; and though you may difirr 
in fentiment, you will not, I tru#, 
condem the motive for my having 
<ione itj I have long fince had my 
accounts ready for fettlement, and 
have been waiting here for fix 
months part, on heavy expence, un- 
able to get them audited ; Mr, 
Johnfon nominated by Cpngrefs as 



auditor, refufed from the firft to a&, 
and Congrefs have not names any 
other : thus I am kept out of my 
money in a cruel and unprecedented 
manner ; but I will not add on the 
fubjecl at this time. 

My compliments to all friends, 
and be afTured, that I am with the

Paris, \$thjune, I781. 
Dear Sir, 
There has been lately publifhed 
in the Ehgiifh and Dutch Gazettes, 
a refolutiun of Congrefs, of March 
lait, tending to forbid all intercqurfe 
between the inhabitants of America 
and Great Britain, or on any ac- 
count or in any circumftance what- 
ever ; and it is credibly reported 
that ail Britifh goods, however the 
pr -perty of them may have been ac- 
quired, (c p;ure excepted) are dei 
clared to be contraband and liable to 
be confifcaied, aad that an Ameri- 
can in Europe, or the Weft Indies, 
who purchafes goods of Britifh growth 
or manutadture, will on his im^ 
portation of them into America, be 
expofed to have his property feized, 
and to be fined, or at leak* cenfured^ 
Several gentlemen, late from Ameri- 
ca, have informed me, that fuch re- 
solutions and laws were propofed be- 
fore they left the Continent ; and 
the menace thrown out by Meflrs. 
Adams, Dona, and Searle, againft 
any who Ihould purchafc Britiih 
goods tor the American market, 
leaves me in no kind of doubt, that 
fuch violent and inconfidcrate mea- 
sures have been actually adopted by 
Congrefs, and by fomc, if not by 
all -the AffcuibUcs* — I know not 
what good cffe£U are expeded in 
America 
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.America from fuch refolations ; in the army ; thi Mini fieri probably 
Earope, they are efteemed impolitic, ^onfidered it more for the intereft of 
and ufelefs at beft for any good pur- France, and better for the army, to 



pofe ; but what is to me the moil 
alarming is, that thofe refolutions 
were taken in confequence of repre- 
fentations made by the French Mi- 
n tiler at Philadelphia ; and are we, 
in all the pride of independent fo- 
vereignty, become greater flaves, 
even than the fubjects of France ? Is 
the Congrefs, and are our Aflem* 
blies become fo dependent on this 
Court, as to be dictated to even by 
its Miniiler? The merchants of 
France go freely to London, pur- 
chafe goods, and though they are 
obliged at all times, whether in peice 
or war, to introduce them privately 
into the kingdom, or pay a h-avy 
tax, yet when once introduced th^y 
fell them openly as Englifh goods ; 
they now advertife them as fuch ; 
and you can fcarce go through a 
ftreet in Paris, without feeing many 
floret, oyer the doors of which, 
lingliih goods juft imported, are ad- 
venifed for fale ; Congrefs have 
within three years pall acted fo often 
id direct contradiction to their own 
refolves and declarations, that it is 
no way furprifing that they have loft 
the confidence of the public, on this 
fide the water at leaft they have en- 
tirely Ioit it ; the King give a large 
fum'of money about the time of Mr. 
Laurens's arrival, for the ufe of the 
army, but the Court had fo little 
confidence in Congrefs, that the mo- 
ney was made payable to General 
Wafhington's orders only ; nor coufd 
they be induced, by the earneit fo- 
licualions of Doctor Franklim, to 
give Congrefs any controul over it; 
this (hews either that they have no 
confidence in Congrefs, or that they 
fflean to take General Wafhington 
and his army into their pay, and 
make them fubfervient to their pur- 
poses; Mr. Laurens obtained liberty 
to lay out a part of the money in 
ctoathing and neceflfary articles for 



have fuch part of the money as rauft 
go in purchafe of cloathing, &c. 
laid out in France, than fent in fpe- 
cie to America; but what followed? 
Mr. Laurens fent his agent to Hol- 
land, and laid out one million and a 
half oflivres, nearly, in Britifh ma- 
nufactures. — Thus whilil Mr. Adams 
was declaiming in Holland again it 
England, and protefting againft all 
ufe of its manufactures, and threat- 
ening every American that fhould 
purchafe them, with being advertifed 
as the enemy of his country, the 
Agents of Congrefs were publicly 
(and therefore 1 prefume with his 
knowledge) purchifing thofe pro- 
fcribed manufactures for public ufe. 
Can the annals of the world exhibit 
more flriklng inftances of inconfift- 
ency ? This public preference given 
to the manufactures of England, by 
laying out the money granted by 
France in the purchafe of them, has 
irritated the Minifter, and given go- 
vernment difguft ; our affairs here 
will foon feel the confequences, nor 
do I believe that we fhail have any 
credit at all, nor that our bills will 
be paid in two months from this 

time. Mr, Laurens was not to 

blame in this affair, fo far as 1 know 
any thing of it, he acted prudently, 
and for the intereft of his conititu- 
ents; he did what you and every ho- 
neft merchant would have done in 
his place, he had money to lay out 
for the public, and he fought the 
b;ft market for the goods, mo/l fuit- 
able, and fuch as were to be had on 
the belt terms ; befides, there was a 
ftrong fhip in Holland bound for 
America, in which they could be 
tranfported at little xifque. But 
what can be faid of Congrefs for paf- 
fing refolves, which they know will 
not be obeyed, and which as foon as 
publifbed, they themfelvcs deitroy, 
by acting in direct contradiction 

to 
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tP them ? What I have hinted 
about our bills keep to yourfelf, or 
ufe it only to check any of our 
friends who may be difpofed to ven- 
ture too deep in them. You may be 
a flu red that no loan has been ob<* 
tained either in Spain or Holland ; 
that there is not the lead probability 
of any ; that the resignation of Mr. 
Necker has been a fenftble ftiock to 
public credit in France; and that great 
embarraflmerfts are apprehended in a 
few months on account of money ; 
that too many begin toconfider every, 
livre granted to America as fo much 
lotf, and that Dr. Franklin is now 
under acceptance for nearly three 
millions of livres more than he has 
funds to anfwer for. — Thefe facts tire 
fufficient for your direction— The 
Doctor may poflibly obtain frefh 

grants ■ I doubt it 1 know he 

has been refufed, and I am told in 
rather barfh terms.— Congrefs drew 
tills on Mr. Prefident Laurens; as 
being in Holland many months be- 
fore he failed from America; they 
drew on Mr. Jay long before his ar- 
rival in Spain ; thefe bills have been 
honoured, and you in America have 
been taught to believe that it was 
from money received in Spain and 
Holland — No fuch thing — thofe bills 
have been uniformly fent to Doctor 
Franklin for payment, even the fa- 
laries of Mr. Jay and Mr Adams, 
and their fuites, have been drawn 
for on Dr. Franklin, who has paid 
them out of the monies received 
here. The Agents of private States 
fent over here on one mad Quixotical 
fcheme or other, have been furniihed 
with money for their expences, out 
of the fums granted for the fupport 
of our army; our Ambafladors and 
Agents have' for fome time pad coft 
us at leaft twenty thoufand pounds 
Her ling per annum ; the relief of 
prifoners, and other contingencies, 
more than as much more ; all this 
has been taken from the money af- 
forded us by France for our army ; 



Congreft; though repeatedly advifed 
by Dr. Franklin not to draw on him, 
have continued to draw without 
bounds, and generally without ad- 
vice: — by their conduct one would 
fufpect that they imagined that the 
Treafury of France was at their dif- 
pofal, and that they hacia right (6 
draw what money they pieafed from 
it- The Minifters here fee no end 
to this proceeding if permitted to 
run on, and if the "Agents and Mi- 
ni fters of Congrefs are permitted to 
contract debts, and draw on them 
for the payment, and if Congref* 
are at liberty to draw unlimited on 
Dr. Franklin, and they obliged to 
anfwer ultimately their drafts, ic is 
reafonable therefore to expect, that 
France, under this actual circum- 
stance, will hold its hand, and that 
you will foon find the bills of Con- 
grefs protefted for non-acceptance, or 
non-payment; nothing presents ic 
at this moment but the fear of a vi- 
olent revolution with us. Is it to be 
fupp'ofed that France will be con- 
tent for any time to defray the ex- 
pence of the various Quixotical em- 
balfies Congrefs are fending to dif- 
ferent Courts ? — That (he will con- 
tinue to advance money to be laid 
out under her eyes, in the manu- 
factures of her enemies, to the con- 
tempt of thofe of her own ; and to 
her real impoverifhment? You who 
believe this have faith indeed, but k 
is a queftion with me if it is fuch as 
will remove mountains I know 
and confefs the difficult fituation of 
Congrefs — And I know alfo (what 
I am furc that they will not con- 
fefs) that they have brought them- 
felves into it by their cabals, their 
ignorance, and their mifmanage- 
meot ; but their prefent embarrafs- 
ments afford them no excufe for their 
involving themfelves in ftill greater* 
If you aflc me what they can do ? I 
anfwer at once, let them do what 
for a long time pall they have left 
undone, let them act an honed and 
confident 
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ionfirtent part* let them acknow- 
ledge their inability, let tHem in a 
word lay their cafe fairly as it is be- 
fore their ally, let them weigh' fairly 
the probable chances for their foc- 
ceeding to eftablifli independent fo- 
vereginty, and if they find the pro- 
Lability againftit, let them honeftly 
cenfefs it, and put an end to the ca- 
lamities of our country, by a peace 
on honourable terms ; perhaps to 
talk of peace on other conditions than 
Great Britain aflcing for it on bend- 
ed knees, is Toryffin with you, if fo, 
I cannot help it. I have for fome 
time rlnce had the fate, though I 
ihall never have the fame of CafFan- 
clra ; 1 have predicted misfortunes 
and difappointmerlts ; nobody has 
believed my predictions, yet they 
have hitherto been uniformly verified 
by events ; ** I could ftlli prophecy, 
" but the pold hand of defpair is on 
"me," and I will" only add my 
wifhes for your profperity, and t^e 
allured of my fincere refpeel and at- 
tachment.

that would probably enfue there- 
from. 

When the Colonies of North 
America formed an alliance with the 
antient enemies of this kingdom, 
thofe apprehenfions of your Majefty's 
Petitioners were greatly encreafed; 
and they fhould have conftdered 
themfelves as deficient in every duty 
to your Majefty, as well as, regard 
to the great intefefts of this king r 
dom, had they not feprefented to 
your Majefty's Minifters, the ad r 
ditional danger, to which all the 
Britifh Weil- India Iflands were ex- 
pofed, from fo powerful a com* 
bination. 

Every effort was, therefore,, early 
made, and invariably continued, by 
your Petitioners, to urge your Ma- 
jefty's Minifters, to provide effec- 
tual reinforcements for their pro- 
teclion,' and particularly to induce 
them, to keep a permanent fuperi- 
ority of naval force in the Weft-In- 
dies,' as being the natural, and only 
certain fecurity of thofe fjoffeflions* 
The lo'fs of feveral of thofe Iflands 
has afforded a melancholy proof pf 
thofe timely and unremitted appli- 
cations. 

Confident, however, that the re- 
maining Iflands muft be doftfidered 
as objects deferving the moft ferious 
attention, 1 your Petitionees d$d not 
yield to defpair, but trufted, that 
the unhappy experience of paft lofles 
would excite your Majefty's Mi- 

Jf nifters, 
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nifters, to adopt fuch meafures, as" 
might effeftually fecure thofe Iflands, 
which full remained. 

But it is with the utmoft concern, 
that your Petitioners are compelled 
to declare, that the remaining Iflands 
are ftill fo unhappily defhtute of 
protection, that at no moment of the 
war have they been expofed to more 
imminent danger, than in the pre- 
fent awful conjuncture. 

Your Petitioners, therefore alarm- 
ed by the inefficacy of their former 
applications to your Majefty's Mi- 



nifters, humbly implore your Ma- 
jeity to enforce ajtd extend the" pro- 
fent alTurances they have given us, 
and to direct, that without delay, 
reinforcements, naval and military, 
adequate to the permanent defence 
of your Majefty's Weft-India Iflands, 
may be fent out, fo that, by the 
Welling of Providence, thofe moft 
Valuable pofleflions may ftill be pre- 
ferved to the Britifli Empire. 

And your Petitioners fliall ever 
pray, &c* &c<

His Excellency having received 
certain intelligence brought by his 
Majefty's brig the Ranger, difpatch- 
ed from Admiral Graves's fquadron 
the 30th day of October lafl, that 
accounts of the troops under Lord 
Cornwallis, in Virginia, had been 
obliged to capitulate to the French 
and American army, on the 18th of 
the. fame month ; and haying alfo 



received yefterday morning, further 
accounts from th? Captain of his 
Majffty's frigate the Champion, of 
his having been chaced on Saturday 
lait, the 24th inft, by two (hips, part 
of a H^t of about thirty-two failj/ 
which he thinks for the mpfl part. 
line of battle mips, going into Mar- 
tinique ; from all which, intelligence, 
and from former accounts of the 
difpofition of the French at Marti- 
nique to make an attack on this, or, 
other of the EngHfh iflands, his Ex- 
cellency therefore thinks it highly 
expedient to communicate the fame 
to the Aflembly. 

The Governor further acquaint* 
the AfTembly, that by the lafl packet, 
he received a letter from the Secretary- 
of State, intimating that a part of* 
the donation money being applied to', 
the defence of the ifland, would be 
an appropriation .<very agreeable to hir 
Majefty.

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.General Lord Cornwallis to the fu- 
perior army of the French and Ame- 
ricans, and are but too naturally 
alarmed witji the Governor's other 
intelligence refpectlng the French 
fleet which were (p lately feen going 
into Martinique, with the fuppofed 
cfifpofition of the French at Marti- 
nique to make an attack on this 
ifland ; yet the Aflembly cannot 
fufFer their apprehenfions to betray 
thfcm into any means of providing 
fo/ the' defence of this ifland, that 
afe not warranted ^y the principles 
of juftice or humanity ; and after re- 
ceiving from his Excellency's hands 
the vote of the Houfe of Commons, 
iunder the cover and fanction of a 
letter from the Secretary of State, as 
a guide and direction for the legisla- 
ture in the distribution of the bounty 
granted by Parliament for the relief 
of the moit diftrefled fufrerers by the 
hurricane, and after the AfTembly's 
having actually paflTed a bill with the 
Strictest attention to the line of duty 
marked out to them by thofe official 
documents, 'in directing the diftri r 
bution of that bounty ; with wfyat 
degree of propriety, good faith, or 
virtue, can this ATTembly now con- 
tent to alienate any part of that mo-

laid their houfes and valuable builds 
ings in ruins \ when they are on the 
point of contending with the old in- 
veterate enemy of the British nation, 
fluihed with conquefts too, for the 
very preservation of their country ; 
they mould be called to this conteft 
under a Chief, who having without 
fcruple defpoiled them of their proper- 
ty, and thereby violated one of the 
cleareft privileges annexed to it, robs 
them of all that dejirable confidence 
with which they would have been 
happy to have followed * faithful Re- 
presentative of the father of his people.

" The Marquis db Chilou, 
the prefent Governor of Dominico, 
touched with the diftrefles of the 
people under his government, has 
lately releafed them from the pay- 
ment of his fees, which brought him 
in a very large revenue, the quan- 
tum having been fixed and fettled by 
his predeceflbrs, Englijh Governors, 
whofe extravagant and immoderate 
exactions of this fort in many of the 
colonies, is a fcandal and reproach 
to the British nation. This worthy 
man went ftili farther; he befought 
his Sovereign to give him leave to 
releafe the inhabitants under his go- 
vernment from the payment of his 
falary of two thoufand pounds per 
annum, which falary was heretofore 
fettled by the Aflembly of that ifland 
on their then Governor, Sir William 
Young, and his fucceflbrs for ever. 
His moft Chriftian Majefty applauded 
the difinterefted conduct of his faith- 
ful reprefentative, and granted the 
prayer of the good man's petition ; 
and the inhabitants are accordingly 
eafed of the faid burthen." 

Such is the conduct of a French 
Governor, and fuch the conduct of 
the King of France. What has been 
the conduct of an Englijh Governor, 
in the Ifland of Barbados, is well 
known: what the conduct of the 
King of England will be, remains to 
be known. In the mean while, O 
Reader, read and compare the cafe 
of Barbados with that of Domi- 
niqae !

They left the Mauritius the 9th 
of October laft, arrived at Achoen 
the 21ft of December, flayed there 
15 days, and made this coaft the 22d 
inft. in lat. 14', on which day they 
took the Speedwell, Capt. Jeffreys, 
bound to Bengal, and ranfomed her 
for 7000 rupees for 80 days. On 
the 23d they anchored off Pulicat, 
and were very induftrious to conceal 
from the people on fhore the know- 
ledge of what they were, though 
they permitted Capt. Jeffreys to go 
into Madras with his vefTel to raife 
his ranfotn money j by which means 
this Government knew every par- 
ticular they wifhed for refpetting 
this fquadron. On the 24th inft. 
the Tanna fchooner was taken off 
Pulicat by the Flammond. 

As the French fhips received no 
intelligence at Pulicat, and were 
given to underftand at Acheon that 
there were no Engliih fhips of any 
force on the coaft, they at firff took 
the five Indiamen that were in this 
road for Sir Edward Hughes's fqua- 
dron, and were not undeceived till the 
Speedwell, with the ranfom, joined 



them, to the Southward of the port? 
though the preemption is, that they 
were near enough to diftinguifh that 
they were Company's fhips. 

While they continued in this error, 
they prepared for action, but in fo 
confufed and irregular a manner, as 
plainly expreffed their dread of 
meeting with ..our fquadron, though' 
they before boafted this to be the 
fole intention of the*ir coming to the 
eoaft. 

The French Teamen, &c. on board 
the Orient faid, that the Commo- 
dore meant to quit the coaft the mid- 
dle of February, and return to Mau- 
ritius. He had drained the iflarjd' 
of every good fearrfan to man his 
fhips, and the vefiels left there were 
worked by Lafcars, Goffries, &c. 
and employed between the iftands; 
the Cape, Madagafcar, &c. In bring- 
ing provisions. 

There are about '400c trbdpsstt 
the Mauritius,- and when thefe fhips 
left it, the French had no idea of 
fending any part of them from the 
ifland, left it fhould fubjeft it to an 
attack.

Befides a great number of mer- 
chant Ihips.. The Solomon, of 28 
guns, and the St. Ann brig, of 16 
£uns, are the (hips which took the 
Engliih veiTels ofFGanjam, &e. and 
are now gone to the Mauritius with 
their booty* 

A veflel of 18 guns, belonging to 
the King, not included in the fore- 
going Hit, was ready to fail from the 
Mauritius upon the fleet's departure, 
but her deftinatiori not known. 

Monfieur Salvert, who commands 
the Subtile, was at Madras for fomc 
time in 1777. That frigate touched 
at the ifland Nan Cowrie, (one of 
the Car Nicobufs, where there is an 
Imperial Refident) early in Decem- 
ber, but finding no provifions, (laid 
but 36 hours, and followed the fqua- 
dron to Acheon. There they got no 
other provifions than buffaloes and 
fowls. They were well found in 
ammunition, but not in (lores, and 
badly victualled. The Severe had 
but 36 days provifions, and the reft 
but 42 to 50 days. Few good fea- 
men on board ; their officers in ge* 
heral young and inexperienced ; 
great part of the crews natives of 
the iflands, and Bourbon volunteers; 
no regular troops. The Orient had 
l8o marines when (he left France, 
and, has now but 120 ; and the reft 
diminifhed in proportion* Their 
whole complement of feamen and 
marines in the large (hips are reduc- 
ed about 200. 

They talked of landing 1000 men 
at.Pondicherry, but it is thought

they could not ipxrefomany. When 
the Ofterley arrived at Mauritius, 
they had plenty of proviiioDs, but 
their fubfiftence is fince much re- 
duced, and there was fome difficulty 
in furnifhing this fquadron. The 
flaves at the Mauritius are numerous, 
and having 4 fcanty allowance and 
fevete work, are much diflatisfied, 
and would be glad at any time to 
change their matters ; of which, the 
latter are alfo fenfible, and are* in 
continual apprehenfion of a vifit from 
the' Englifh ; and that fuch an event 
would produce a revolt, even if they 
were invaded but by a ftnall force* 
The Iflanders themfelves are but lit- 
tle fatisfied with their fitoation- 

A (hip taken off Mangalon, was 
the only prize that had arrived from 
India, before they left the Mau- 
ritius. Mr. Bolts had put in there, 
faid to be through diftrefs, and had 
purchafed two (hips ; one of which 
he carried with him to Europe, with 
part of the Ofterley's cargo, and 
fent the other India. APortuguefe 
fllip, bound from Goa for LUbon, 
(the Santa Maria Majore) had put 
into Mauritius in diftrefs, a fliort 
time before they failed, and was 
ready to proceed on her voyage, but 
not allowed to depart till a conve- 
nient time fhould elapfe after the 
failing of the fquadron. They took 
two vefFels off the Weft coaft of Su- 
matra ; in one of which they found 
60 chefts of opium, and 30,000 ru- 
pees, and fentnthem to the Mau- 
ritius. Three days before they made 
O the 
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the land, they met with the Solo- 
mon, (the veflel of 32 guns, that has 
lately been cruizing in Balafore 
Road) with three prizes, bound to 
the Mauritius. Wnen they were off 
Pulicat, they fent the Speedwell in- 
to Madras to get the ranfom money, 
and returned it to them J and in that 
veflel Monfteur D'Orvab fent a mate 
belonging to one of the veffels that 
he took on the Weft coaft, and two 
of the feamen belonging to the Of- 
terley, with a letter to the Governor, 
expreffing his defire that a naval of- 
ficer, who is a prifoner here, (and is 
known to be an expert pilot) fhould 
be fent to him in exchange. 

When Captain Jeffreys left Ma- 
dras on the 10th infl. he faw five 
large mips ftanding in the road, but 
could not diftinguifh what they were; 
and this he told the French Com- 
modore; adding, that they looked 
like ihips of war. 

Whether this, or what other cir- 
cumftance difcouraged the French 
from making any attempt to burn 
and deftroy the veiTels in the road, 
when they paffed fo near them in 
their way to Pondicherry, cannot as 
yet be known ; but, if they had tri- 
ed it with a fingle frigate and boate, 
they would have done a great deal 
of havock to the veffels that lay off 
the Black Town, loaded with ric£ 
and provifions, and burnt or destroy- 
ed' fome of thofe that lay before the 
fort, with very little injury to them- 
felves. The Supercargo of the 
Speedwell, who was left as a hoftage 
on board the Commodore, till the 
veflel returned with the ranfom mo- 
ney, (which was not before the fqua- 
dron had paired. St. Thome, in their 
way to Pondicherry) affirms, that 
they had nothing from the Jhore, 
either from Pulicat, or any where 
elfe, from the time that they made 
the land till he left them.

The States of Holland and Weil- 
friefland to all whom the prefent 
may reach, fend greeting — Whereas, 
we have been informed, that in open 
contempt of the placard and ordi- 
nances from time to time iflsed out 
againft the printing and vending of 
ralfe and feditious libels, there has 
lately been handed about in fevcral 
places within the diftri& of the faid 
ftates, a moft inflammatory libel, in- 
tituled, Ann het Folk <van tfederland, 
wherein the fupreme government of 
theft ftates, his Serene Highnefs the 
Stadtholder, and his anceftors, to 
whom, after God, we are indebted 
for the foundation, fupport, and 
freedom of our republic, are belied 
in the grofleft and moil injurious 
manner, whilft the good commons 
are invited to fedition and rebellion. 

In order therefore to provide 
againft it, without derogation to our 
former placards againft pafquinades 
and other fcandalous and defamatory 
publications, and in particular to 
our renovation of the faid placards of 
the 18th of January, 1691 ; and that 
of the 7th of March, 1754, we have 
thought it advifeable, for the better 
difcovery of the author or authors of 
,the libel aforejaid, intituled, jian 
Het, &c. alfo of his or their ac- 
complices, to promife a reward of 
1000 ryders of gold, (14,000 florins) 
to whoever ihall lead to fuch a dis- 
covery, fo as to bring the offenders 
to juftice ; and in caie the informer 
Ihould be an accomplice, we engage 
to grant him a free pardon for what- 
ever he may have been guilty of 
againft the Sovereign in this par- 
ticular, and fuch informer ihall 
moreover be entitled to the aforefaid 
reward, nor lhall his name be men- 
tioned, but on the contrary kept 
fecret. 

Meaa 
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Mean wkHe,we hereby forbid all 
ceribns of whatever rank they may 
oc, to reprint in any manner tjfce 
Above fa id falfe and fcandalous libel, 
or to publifh, vend, and ^tribute 
the fame, under forfeiture of fuch 
printed copies, befides 6900 florins 
penalty, and moreover perpetual ba- 
nifhment from the provinces of Hol- 
land and Weftfricfland : one third 
of the aforefaid penalty fball belong 
to the judge who may challenge the 
culprit, one third to the informer, 
and the remainder to the poor of the 
place where fuch challenge Qiall take 
place. 

And whereas fome perfons, in cor- 
ner the better to conceal their ma-, 
nceuvres, pight be tempted to plead, 
as a juftifiable pretence, that the a- 
forefaid libel was fent to them under 
cover, without their knowing whence 
pr from whom : — Jt is hereby ena&ed 
and ordered, that all printers, book- 
fellers, and all other perfons wha$- 
foever, to whom the above licentious 
libel, intituled, Aan hit Vplk t &c. 
might be fent or directed, either to 
fell, jive, publiih, lend, or read 
the fame, ihajl be, and are com- 
manded to fend or deliver the faid 
Jibel to fhe officer, pr magiftrate of 
the diflrift wherein they are fettled, 
or of the place where the fame might 
have been brought, under pain of 
being looked upon as propagators of 
the faid libel, and ptlaiihed in the 
manner aforefaid. 

We further flriftly enjoin our At- 
torney General and all our other of- 
ficers, to put the prefent placard in 
Uriel and full force, without the leail 
deviation or connivance, as they ten- 
der tl^eir places. 

And that no one may pretend 
caufe ef ignorance, but on the con- 
trary, that every individual may 
know how to adl in the prefent cafe, 
we will that this placard be .publifh- 
ed and ported wherever it is ufual fo 
to do,

The underneath advertifement of 
his Serene Jiighnefs the Field Max- 
imal Louis Duke of prunfwick, is 
.exactly copied from an authentic 
tranflation. The original paper in 
jhe putch language was delivered to 
the Prince Stadtholder, and is de- 
pofited among fhe writings belong- 
ing to the Stadtholder. 

" The underfigned Louis Duke 
pf Brunfwick Lunenbpurg, having 
been for fome months pa ft the inno- 
cent object of the molt cruel calunv- 
ny, addrefled himfelf on this fubjecl 
to their High Mightinefles the States 
Qeneral of the United Provinces, 
from whom he received his com* 
minjon of Field Marfhal to the 
jStates ; he had the fatisfaclipn of re- 
ceiving by their refolution of the zd 
pf July, 1781, a provifional decla- 
ration, faying, 

" That tljeir Hjgh Mightinefles 
did not perceive any reafons for 
founding thofe accu(ations, impu- 
tations of treachery, and corruption, 
whjch were laid to his charge in 
feveral anonymous writings, defa- 
matory libels, and injurious reports 
circulated among the petple - That 
their High Mightinefles, confider- 
ing them as falfe and injurious, and 
prejudicial to the honour and repu- * 
tapion of the Duke, they, by the 
prefent, acknowledging -him to be 
entirely undeferving of the reproach* 
es call upon him in thefe pafqui- 
nades and fcandalous reports. 

" The underfigned has fince had 
the happinefs of feeing feveral of the 
Provinces take refclutions, expreffing 
their fatisfaclion in his conduct, while 
the remaining Provinces have his 
cafe now under confideration. 
O 2 " But 
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" But as he nevertjhelcfs perceives, 
that notwithstanding this, feveral 
perfon6 are' fti!}' daring enough (fdr 
the purpofe of accompliihing their 
wicked views) to continue to write 
and fpread their defamatory fibels 
and falfehoods, 'and even to caufe 
.them to. "beinreYted in" the pub- 
lie papers, with an intention of 
deftroying his reputation, and for 
the purpofe of periuading the public, 
by their infamous infinuations, that 
he, the faid Duke of Brunfwick, 
had .given pernicious counfel to the 
Stadtholder, and fuch as was ex- 
tremely detrimental to the Republic;

STen to fuch a degree as to reprefent 
lat he feared a public invefligation

• *' IJe calls upon all and every 
one, of whatever rank and condition^ 
they may be, to ttate any particular, 
inftance of his interference in marine 
affairs, or of his having given per- 
nicious counfels detrimental to the 
Rejfublic, or concerning any one of 
the other accufations, by means of 
which they have endeavoured in the 
molt unheard-of manner to fully his 
honour, and deftroy his reputation 
with the nation, to relate them at 
large, and to fupport them by fuch 
proofs as they are able to produce ; 
he being ready, as he had previoufly 
declared in his addrefs to their High 
Mightineffes, to fubmit himfelf m 
all refpe&s to the mod rigorous ex- 
amination. 

'* He is perfuaded, that as no one 
has hitherto been able to produce 
any proof of thefe calumnies, that 
by this proceeding all fufpicion will 
be entirely removed, and that the 
pafquinades and injurious reports 
will no longer meet with anyeredir, 
hut will be treated with the contempt 
they deferve. 

" For the reft he finds himfelf 
obliged publicly to declare, that un- 
til there fhall appear fpecific accu- 
fations fupported by proofs, he fhall 
confider all the libels anonymous 
defamatory writings, fcandalous re- 
ports, infinuations direct or indirect, 
and all that may be fpread to his 
difadvantage, as infamous calumnies, 
and (hall regard the authors as ca- 
lumniators and detractors, 

" He therefore leaves to the jut 
tice and acknowledged zeal of thoft 
who are in the Adminiftration, the 
care of watching over, and prevent- 
ing fimilar calumnies in future, by 
every poffible method.

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IxtraH of a Letter dated Hague y No- 
vember 3. 

The following is the fpeech of the 
Oa/lomanidf, Baron Vander Cnpel- 
bn, Lord of Marten. It was de- 
livered in the affembly of the States 
of Guelderland, on a propofal from 
Ji'.s moil Chriftian Majefty ftr the 
Joan of 5,000,000 of florins. 

- ** Noble and mighty Lords / 

" As the intent of aflembling the 
States of this province thus early is 
to content with fpeed, after the ex- 
ample of the other confederates, on 
the part of your N. M. to the re- 
quell from France for a loan of 
5,000,009 of florins, I ardently and 
fincerely wifh, with all thofe who 
maturely confider the critical iitu- 
tion of our country, that we may at 
laft be fenfible and convinced, that 
it is high time for this Republic to 
meet, with gratituojc, the repeated 
offers tendered and experienced of 
the affection of the Court of France : 
an affection fupported by real good 
will of forming with this Republic 
an alliance fo ncceflary to encounter 
with becoming vigour, and bringing 
to a fenfe of his injuftice, an enemy 
who, by the meafures by us hitherto 
purfued, is become fo formidable. 

" It is well known to your N. M. 
by what arts and cabals the Englifh, 
ever envious of our profperity, have 
fucceeded, fo far as to bring this 
State on the brink of an almoil irre- 
parable ruin, by their treacherous in- 
fluence within this Republic, and 
their perfidious attacks abroad, with- 
out our thinking, though full aware 
of their machinations, of making a 
timely application to the King of 
France, that this natural and ne- 
ceffary ally might join with us 
againft the common foe, which re- 
quire a fpeedy redrefs, can never be 
juftified : a redrefs, N. and M. L. 
which the nation expects with impa- 
tience, that it may then clearly ap- 
pear, that no means are left untried 
to defeat the perverfe intentions of 



an ever threatening enemy. Tho 
people, who daily experience more 
feelingly the galling contequences of 
an unfortuate war, and the indolent 
manner in which the affairs are con- 
dueled, are full of difcontent, as 
they ever were ready to lay down 
their liyes and fortunes for the fafety 
of the country. Whilft the waters 
of the torrent already reach our lips, 
who will dare to gainfay, that this 
nation has a right to infill with its 
reprefentatives, with your N. M. 
that without delay, and ere it is too 
late, proper fteps may be taken, 
both abroad by due afliftance, and at 
home by means of a firm and unani* 
mous conduct, to flay the progrefs of 
fo formidable an enemy, and thus 
prevent in time, liberty, welfare, 
and profperity ieaving us for ever. 

** Since it is cuftomary for your 
N. M. to direct the confederates, I 
fhall leave it to your confideration, 
whether it be not proper, on the 
part of this province, ftrenuoufly to 
infill, that, in the moft convenient 
and expeditious manner, an alli- 
ance, may be entered into with 
France, and that well-meaning mea- 
fures may be concerted with his moft 
Chriftian Majefty, againft the next 
campaign. Not one amongft you, 
N. and M. L. can deny the neceflity 
of fuch meafures, without which we 
run the rifque of Jofing our naviga- 
tion and trade, already 'brought to 
the loweft ebb ; as alfo of feeing our 
Eaft and Weft India pofTeflions be* 
come a prey to the depredations of 
our enemies; and yet on thefe, as 
on its pillars, refts our political ex- 
iftence : they are the fources of our 
wealth; if the pillars give way, if 
thefe fources are drained, our Re- 
public is for ever undone, 

" Therefore, as it is evident, that 
our intereft is to co- operate with the 
foes of our foes, 1 further fubnut to 
your ferious confidcration, whether 
it would not prove very beneficial to 
this State, to accept of the well- 
meaning; 
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meaning, neceffary, and advantage- 
ous propofals made by the Thirteen 
United States of America? A mean 
condefcenfion. a fawning compliance 
Jo England, can no longer prevent 
ps from acknowledging the inde- 
pendence of a Republic, which, after 
pur own glorious example, has ac r 
quired its freedom \>y arms, and is 
jdaity ftriving Jo (hake off entirely the 
galling yoke of our common eneny. 

" YO&te t^epris the obflacle that 
can Qffpofe our entering into a treaty 
of the ftricleff amity with thefe 
powerful and virtuous men, whocer T 
tainly fefpefl ys above all other na- 
tions, and have given us proofs of 
jheir friendfhip } How widely do we 
differ in this particular frpm our an- 
cefiors, who, convinced of the ne- 
peffity they were in of acting in con- 
junction with the foes of their foes, 
firft joined ifTue with the Portuguefe, 
When, they fjioolt off the Spanifh 
yoke ? Who does not fee at once that 
$he entering into an union fo evi- 
dently neceffary, with the foes of 
pur fo^s, would foon reftrain the fury 
pf our enemies, and would accelerate 
With certainty, the conclusion of a 
general peace, upon the molt honor- 
able terms ? It is my duty to fpealc 
roundly to your N.'M. perfuaded as 
I am, that the people's difcontent, 
if they fhould be difappointed in 
this jufl expectation, will daily en r 
crcafe to an alarming height. 

" And truly, N. and M. L. can 
it be taken amifs, that this nation, 
fo very pntient, fhould ;;fcer having 
fpilt fo much blood, fqu£nuered fnch 
treafurcs, hitherto : > ;.y good pi?: * 
pofe, fhould rnuulr.: an account irom 
adminiuration, :md infift on an en- 
quiry concerning the efficient cauies 
of our ruin ? Difcontent and mirtruft 
prevail univerfally : who can remain 
without apprehenfion of the confe- 
quences likely to refult from a gene- 
ral difTatisfaction ? Do we not hear 
it faid, from the higheft to the loweft, 
how "remarkable it is, that after hav- 



ing paid for feveral fucceflive years, 
exorbitant Aims for the building of 
fhips, our marine could not be put 
upon a proper footing to protect ouf 
trade and navigation; and that 
commonly our naval forces were 
either too far afunder, or too wealc 
to make head againfl the* enemy ; 
whence have fprung the mofi fatal 
conferences? Has not the bulk of 
the nation a right to complain, that 
the protection hath been refufed, 
which alone could fecure an exten- 
sive trade, licenfed by treaties ? The 
effect offuch refufal has been, thap 
the Northern powers are nc> ways in T 
clined to bow to the Britifh power, 
continue in the full enjoyment of 
their free trade and navigation, with- 
out the leart hindrance or molefta 
tion, building their fecurity on our 
undoing. Is it, not worth confidera r 
tion, that we did not accept initantly 
of the gracious offer made to us by 
fhe armed neutrality, and only ac- 
ceded to it feyen month afterwards, 
when it was too late and unprofitable; 
to us ? 

" The above grievances, added to 
many more, give great caufe of 
complaint to the nation.* We have 
been promifed, it is true, that en- 
quiry would be made concerning the 
cauies of the exceflive fupinenefs of 
pur government in protecting the 
country againft an enemy equally 
vigilant and formidable. But has 
this promlfe been duly fulfilled ? 

" Are we now making the nece£ 
fary preparations to attack in* a more 
nVdfive manner, and with becoming 
fj irir, our odious enemy? Do. we 
oppofe with proper caution his in- 
trigues both abroad, and in the very 
heart of our country ? And altho* 
it doth clearly appear that it is not 
want of inclination in the States of 
Holland, much lefs in the Regency 
of Amflerdam, that has prevented 
our navy being put upon a resect- 
able footing, yet it ftill remains a 
/queftion whether fome of the Ad- 
miralty 
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ttiraity Boards have riot been re- 
raifs in putting their marine, each in 
proportion to its quota, in a fjtuation 
calculated to aft with efficacy againft 
our foes ? 

" In fine, N, andM. Lords, are 
not all the United Provinces unani- 
mous in attributing the principal 
caufeof onr difafters and misfortunes 
to that con&ant influence which the 
Duke of Brunfwick, Veld Marfhal 
of this State, ever preferved over the 
mind of the Prince Stadtholder ? — 
Does not the whole nation infill daily 
more and more on his being remov- 
ed ? Are not the averfion and ha- 
tred which the people at large bear 
to him, wouad up to fuck a pitch, 
as to make it equally prudent and 
political for government to hearken 
to the voice of the people, the more 
fo, as the faid puke has not cleared 
himfeif to this njation of the charges 
exhibited againft him, by fevcral 
eminent Members of the Union ? 
Can the nation at large reft fatisfied 
with that kind of abfolution granted 
him by their High Mightineflbs in 
fo vague and illegal a manner? Can 
the partial and juftificatory refolves, 
taken about him, entirely clear the 
Duke before the tribunal of the na- 
tion from the guilt imputed to him ? 
Who it there who will venture to 
maintain that in every refpeft the 
proceedings on this affair have been 
fquared by the rules of the order ai d 
conftitution of our Government ? 
h not the conduct of the Deputies of 
this province to the States Genera! 
extremely reprehenfible ? It is— 
and fo far indeed, that I reft afTuud 
your N. M. will prevent in future 
Aich a violation of a delegated 
power. 

'" The complaints and petition of 
the Duke ought never to have been 
confidered by the States of this pro- 
vince, as a matter fubject to their 
deliberations ; yet, (and pofterity will 
hardly credit it) it has been thought 
prober, without any confideration of 



right or wrong, to come on the it Ik 
ofjuly laft, to a refolution in ever/ 
rcfpecl flattering to the Duke, and 
j unificatory of his conduct ! Such a 
refolution, N. and M. Lords, pre- 
fenc in a very unfavourable light, 
the moft laudable efforts that could 
be exerted by a few diftinguifhed 
members of the confederate States, 
for the good and prefervation of the 
country : eftbrts, neverthelefs, which 
will meet in time with well merited 
approbation, and will be more ftre- 
nuoufly enforced, if we can rightly 
judge from the mo ft promifing ap- 
pearances. This flattering profpect 
gives us yet fome faint hope of fav- 
ing the Republic. And if concord 
and unanimity, the reftoratkm of 
which your N. M. wilh, I truft as 
ardently as I do myfelf, can once 
more prevail in theie States, that 
(tumbling block, the only obftaclc 
to fo ddirable an event, and againft 
which all hearts and minds are unit- 
ed, ought to be removed. And 
indeed, iince the Duke himfeif, who 
is thought a profouad politician, 
may eafily conceive that his prefence 
is far from being u fef ul to the State* 
it is a matter of furprife that this 
Prince, afar the example of othef 
Statefmen, has not long before thi* 
fulfilled, in this refpeft, the _ unani- 
mous wifli of the people. 

"Actuated, N. andM. Lords, by

" That there be fet on foot, and 
concluded with the King of France, 
and the Thirteen United States of 
America, a treaty of amity and of 
mutual protection, in the beft, moft 
convenient and fpeedy manner pof- 
£ble, as this is the only means, com- 
bined with our ferious endeavours, 
likely to compel our enemies to an 
early peace, and in its terms honour- 
able for this Republic, as alfo to 
force them to obferve it, and make 
atonement for the violation of the 
right of nations. I make no doubt 
but your N. M. will look on my 
propofals as .worthy of your moft fe- 
fious deliberations, to which I fub- 
mit the whole with the utmoft re- 
fpeft.

this neceiTary notice thereof, leaving 
all other members at liberty to enter 
their additional obfervatrons on this 
fubjecl, as to them may feemgood. 

All the provinces, except that of 
Zealand, have, it is faid, conferlted 
to the loan of the five millions aboye-* 
mentioned being raifed at four per 
cent. 



Articles of the Regulations 
fettled between the States Ge- 
neral and France, rtfpeding 
the Prizes taken at fea. 
Art. I. The prizes taken from 
the enemy by French fhips furnilhed 
wkh letters of* marque, may be 
brought into the ports of this coun- 
try, in order that thefe privateers 
may continue their cruize ; and, in 
cafes of necefilty, they may even fell 
the fdid prizes there. 

Art. II. In cafe of their putting 
in only, the prize-mafters ihall be 
obliged to prefent to the Commifla- 
ry of Reviews of the place they have 
put into, a fummary declaration of 
the circumftances of the capture, and 
the motives of their putting in ; they 
ihall requeft at the fame time the 
faid Commiflary to go on board of 
the captured mips, to feal up the 
effefts, or take an inventory of what 
cannot be fealed ; to the end that 
the whole may be verified in France, 
by the Officers of the Admiralty, 
from the copy which the prize-mafter 
ihall be obliged to tranfmit and fur- 
nifh to the Secretary's office there. 

Art. IK. Merchandize liable to 
fpoil, and even other commodities, 
if neceflary for the fubfiftence of the 
fhip during their flay in thefe coun- 
tries, may be fold, with permiffion 
of the College of Admiralty; in 
whofe jurifdidtion the .faid fhip ha* 
been brought, granted for that pur- 
pose to the Prize Mailers ; on con- 
dition that this fale be made bj the 

Public 
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PuBlic Officer of tlieTe countries, 
and that the copies both of the de- 
mand made in that refpecl, and of 
the appointment granted, and of the 
lifts of the fale, be tfanfmitted by 
the Prise Matter, 

Art. IV. In cafe that the Prize- 
matters fhall have been authorized 
by the privatArs, or by the Captain 
of the fhip, furnifhed with a letter 
of marque, to fell in the ports of the 
Republic> the prizes taken, they 
fhall be obliged to requeft that the 
College Of Admiralty of the jurudic- 
tion, will be pleafcd to fulfil the 
forms prefcrlbed by the forty-fecond 
article of the publication of his nioft 
Chriftian Majefty > of the 24th of 
June, 1778 j after which they fhall 
be obliged to deliver afterwards, in 
France, the copies of the pieces re- 
lative thereto* 

Art. V. The above-mentioned 
copies and tranflations of the origi- 
nal pieces muft be directed to the 
Secretary-general of the Marine, at 
Paris, that the council of prizes may 
decide and pronounce on the prizes 
in queftion ; after which the Prize- 
maftcrs, or their factors, may re- 
quire theprovifional fale of the effects 
and merchandize fufceptible of de- 
terioration, even the ultimate fale of 
thefe prizes, and their whole cargoes, 
conformably to what is prefcribed by 
the 45 th article of the publication 
above-mentioned, of the 24th of June, 
1778, refpecling the prizes carried 
into the ports of France. 

Art. VI. As to the unloading, 
inventory, fale, tranfit or delivery 
of the prizes and merchandize in 
queftion, the formalities ufual in 
thofe countries fhall be obferved* 
The Prize-xnafters fhall be obliged to 
fend difcounts or fummary liquida- 
tions of the produce of the prizes 
alledged, that thefe fame difcounts, 
or fummary liquidations, may be de- 
livered, by the privateers, to the 
Secretary's office of the Court of 
Admiralty, where the fhip, furnjfh-

ed with a letter of marque has been 
fitted out ; the whole conformable to 
the 47th article of the publication of 
the 24th of June, 1778, and to the 
arrtft of Council, iffued the 4th of 
March lafl. The condemnations or 
declarations of good and lawful prize, 
fhall be difpatched to the Courts of 
Admiralty, resident in the places 
where the equipment has been made, 
that they may be regiftered therein. 
The effects produced by prizes taken 
by French letters of marque, and 
brought into the ports of thefe coun- 
tries, fhall be fubjeel to the fame 
duties and formalities, as the goods 
found On board prizes made by Bel- 
gic letters of marque are, or may be 
fubjeel to hereafter. 

Art. VJI. All the prifoners de- 
tained on board of French armed 
fhips, that put into the ports of this 
State, as alfo thofe that are on board 
of the prizes brought therein, fhall 
be immediately delivered up to the 
Admiralties of the Jurifdicuon, in 
order to be kept and maintained in 
the name, and at the expence of his 
mofl' Chriftian Majefty : the fame 
thing fhall alfo beobferved in France 
refpe&ing the prifoners carried in 
there by Belgic letters of marque. 
But the Captains who fhall carry in- 
to the ports of France prizes to be 
fold, fhall, notwithftanding this, be 
obliged to carry thither with them, 
two of three of the principal pri- 
foners, that they may be examined 
by the officers of the Admiralty, 
and fctvc to prepare matters for a 
hearing. 

Art'. VIII. The Belgic letters 
of marque may bring, or caufe. to be 
brought, their prizes into all the 
ports fituated Under the dominion of 
Iris Majefty the King of France, 
whether to flop there until they have 
made the necefTary repairs, to enable 
them to put to fea again, or to fell 
definitively. 

. Art. IX. In cafe of their putting 

in only, the Prize-mafter ihall be 

P obliged 
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obliged, before the expiration of 
twenty-four hours, to make their 
declarations before, the officers of the 
Admiralty, who mail go on board of 
the prizes brought in, to put their 
feal on the effects, and draw up a 
fummary account and defcription of 
every thing that cannot be fealed 
up ; nor fhall it be permitted 10 .un- 
load any thing whatever from thefe 
prizes, under the penalty enacted hy 
the arrets and regulations of his faid 
Majefty. 

Art. X. Neverthelefs, the Dutch 
mips bearing commiffions, fhall be 
allowed to fell, in the ports of 
Prance, the goods fubjeft to fpoil, 
and even other effects, to fupply the 
neceflities of the fhip during the time 
of her flay in thofe ports ; provided 
they aft. leave to do it, by means of 
a petition to the officers of the Ad- 
miralty, in order that the faid fale 
may take place in their prefence. 

Art. XL Whenever the fubjects 
of the Republic fhall intend to put 
their prizes to fale in the ports of 
France, the Captain who fhall have 
made the capture, or the officer who 
ljiall have been placed on board as 
Prize-matter, fhall be obliged to re- 
queft the officers of the Admiralty, 
to comply with the formalities pre- 
scribed by the 43d article of the pub- 
lication of his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefjty of the 24th of Jone, 1778; and 
they fhall proceed to the fale, under 
the direction of - the Conful, or 
the Charge d'Affaires of their High 
Mightinefles, if there refides one in 
that port ; if not, in prefjsnee of the 
Charge de Procuration, by the Cap- 
tain of the privateer that fhall have ta- 
ken the prize. The copies of the faid 
proceeding?, and the original pieces, 
mufl: be directed to the Secretary of 
the College of Admiralty of thefe 
countries, in whofe jurifdiction the 
fhip of war, or the fhip carrying a 
letter of marque, fhall have made 
the capture, that the legality of it 
may be tried. 



Art. XII. Prize-maflers or th* 
factors (hall be allowed to requ^lt the 
officers of the Admiralty t6 proceed, 
or accede to the provifional file of 
the effects and merchandize liable to 
fpoil, .even to the ultimate file of 
the prizes, and of all the goods load- 
ed on board of. the fame, as foon as 
it fhall clearly appear, by the infpec- 
tion of the papers of the fhip. and 
the examination of the prifoners, that 
thefe prizes belong to the enemy; 
the whole after the example of what, 
refpecHng the prizes made by the 
French fhips bearing commiffions, is 
regulated by the 45 th article of the 
publication of the 24th of June, 1778. 

Am. Xlir. The unloading, in- 
ventory, tranfit or delivery of thefe 
prizes and effects, mufl be made in 
prefence of the Admiralties, whofe 
times in the unloading, the taking 
of the inventory, the tranfit or the 
delivery of the merchandize, are re- 
duced to half, on the footing of 
what is fixed by the 43d article of 
the publication of the 24th of June, 
1778; and the officers in queition 
mufl: not proceed to the forming of 
particular liquidations of the produce 
of the prizes, until after they fhall 
have been required to do it by thofe 
interefted therein. Be it underflocd, 
that in all cafes, where more than 
one copy is neceflary, the Secretary 
fhall not exact for the fecond and 
third copies, more than the cxpence 
of the ftamp, and the price of the 
writing ; the whole conformable to 
the Tariff of the year 1770. 

Art. XIV. The merchandize 
proceeding from the prizes made by 
the letters of marque of thefe coun- 
tries, and carried into the ports of 
France, mufl be fubject to all the 
duties and formalities whatever, that 
are obferved with refpect to the effects 
of the prizes taken by the French pri- 
vateers ; and as it is enacted by the - 
arret of Council, dated Auguffc 27, 
1778 ; to which the Belgic letters of *. 
marque are bound to fabmit. 

Art. 
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A*t< XV, The fhlps of the Re* 
public, hearing commitfion, may, 
iri the ports of France, deliver up to 
the CommiflTaries of thefe ports and 
magazines of the Admiralty, the 
prifoners they may judge to be bur- 
thenfome to them; for which pur- 
pofe his mofl Chriflian Majefty con- 
defeends to give the necefTary orders, 
for the tranfporting, guarding and 
maintaining of thefe prifoners in his 
ftrong places and caftles, at the ex- 
pence of this State, to which thefe 
prifoners will alfo be delivered up 
at the fir ft requifition, either to be 
exchanged, or tranfportcd elfewhere.

Bruffehy Dec. 24. Qur govern- 
ment has made public the following 
edict: " Jofeph, by the grace of 
God, Emperor of the Romans, ever 
auguft of Germany, Jerufalem, Hun- 
gary, Bohemia, Dajmatia, &c. &c. 
&c. King ;" whereas the friendfhip 
and intelligence kept up between re-. 
ligious houfes within our dominions 
in the Netherlands, and thofe which 
are eiiabliftied abroad, give rife, to 
feveral abufes, which may in tiane 
prove prejudicial to the welfare of 
the State ; we having refblved to 
break afunder all thofe ties, by free- 
ing all monafteries and convents 
without exception, from all depen- 
dence on the general, or other foreign 
ecclefiaftical fuperiors ; have, by the 
advice of our faithful Counfellors, 
and the deliberation of our moft dear 
and beloved filler, Maria Chriftiana, 
Princefs Royal of Hungaria and £o-> 
hernia, Archduchefs of Auftria, and 
our truly dear and beloved brother- 
in-law, the Duke of Saxe-Tefchen, 
our Lieutenants, Governors, and 
Captains General in the Netherlands, 
ordered and Axed for ever the fol- 
lowing articles. 

. J. All religious houfes, monas- 
teries, and convents, without ex- 
ception of any feftpr order whatever, 
fituate within our provinces in the 
Netherlands, mail henceforth be 
completely and absolutely indepen- 
dent from all pretended authority or 
fuperiority heretofore in force' under 
whatever title and denomination, it 
may be, by monafteries, congre- 
gations, convents, generals, and fu- 
periors, fettled in countries foreign 
to our aforefaid dominions. 



II. We therefore will and com? 
rnand, that all union, aflbciation, 
connection, andjurifdi&ion, whether 
i; be of regulation, difcipline, or 
any otjier matter relative to religious 
pplicy between monafteries, &c. fitu- 
ate in foreign parti, without excep- 
tion, and under whatever denomi- 
nation it may be, fhall henceforth be 
a; an end in eyery refpect. 

III. In confequence thereof, all 
Cpmmiffions and appeals to and from 
chapters, afTemblies, or fuperiors 
whatever, witliout our dominions, and 
all acceptation of mandates, orders, 
&c. from the faid foreign congre- 
gations, Sec, is hereby interdicted 
and forbidden. 

IV. All religious men or women 
who ihall henceforth be convicted of* 
having faifed herein, <itur. by con- 
tradiction, oppofition, or any other 
means, fhalf, for the offence, be 
deemed totally and for ever incapable 
of holding any dignity, employment, 
office, or power in his or her mo- 
nastery or convent, and alfo fhall 
Jbfe fuch office, dignity, &c. to 
which they may then be preferred, 
and in cafe of a fecond offence, (hall 
be fentenced to leave our dominions 
never to return therein, under pain,, 
of perpetual imprifonment. 

V. We will and command, that 
all religious houfes, which are not 
under the immediate jurifdiction of 
the Bifhops, be formed into fo ma- 
ny congregations as there are orders 
in the Netherlands, .' mendicant -or 
spot mendicants ; and that each con- 
gregation be extended to all monaf- 
teries of the fame order : all division 
of the fame order into different pro- 
vinces being at an end, the faid con- 
gregations to be ordered as follows : 

VL The authority and fuperior 
power will be lodged in each con- 
gregation. 

-VII. Each congregation fhall con- 
ftft of the Abbot, or other fuperior 
of the refpective monafteries or con- 
vents, who fhall have for his afliftant» * 

one 
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cme Friar chofen by votes : and the 
faid Friar lhall have a vote equal to 
the faid Abbots, and firft fuperiori 
in the aforefaid congregation. 

VIII Th- firft general aifembly 
of each congregation, as aforefaid, 
fball be holden within the fix months 
nett enfuing, in our good cjty of 
Bruffels. To this effect the abbots 
of each order, the heads of every 
monaftery ihall agree arnongft them- 
felves about the day u oft convenient. 
of which notice mall be given to our 
Govemor-generai within two months 
from :he publication of this oiur pre- 
fent edift. 

IX. In the above firft general af- 
fembly, which will be preluded by 
the eldeft abbot, a vicar-general not 
being yet appointed, and by the 
eldeft fupcripr for want of a provin- 
cial or firft fuperior of the fame or- 
der, all thofe that compofe the faid' 
aflfembly (hall determine on the place 
and monasteries where thejr are to be 
holden in future ; and of this their 
determination they fhall alfo give 
due notice to our faid governor- 
general. 

X. Each afTembly as above-men- 
tioned (hall take place every fourth 

-year from the ending of the preceding 
aiTembly. 

XI. The expences attending fuch 
general affemblies, as well as thofe 
which may be holden in confequence 
thereof, or pertain thereto, fhall be 
levied immediately after each aiTem- 
bly, upon all the monafteries com- 
peting the congregation ; as alfo up- 
on the convents and nunneries 
within their diftrifts ; and the faid 
expences fhall be defrayed accord- 
ingly. 

XII. In each aiTembly a vicar- 
general of the order or congregation, 
ihall be chofen by vote, from arnongft 

" the abbots and beads of convents. 
During the four years he remains in 
office, he ihall be deemed the repre- 
fentative of the whole congregation, 
antj ihall be invefted with power to 



aft as fuperior general. Anothef 
abbot, or head of a monaftery, mail, 
in like manner, be appointed vice- 
vifitor, to reprefent the former, in 
cafe of his death, or hk being, 
through infirmities, or otherwife, un- 
able to attend ; and in cafe both the 
vicar-general and his deputy fhould 
die within the four years, or- become 
incapable of exercifing their func- 
tions, the next to them in rank, and 
fucceflively the third, fourth, &c. 
fhall replace them till the next ge- 
neral afTembly. 

XIII. A perfon ihall alfo be cho- 
fen, out of one of the monafteries 
compofing the congregation, to aft 
as fecretary. He, during the whole 
term of the four years aforefaid, fhall 
conftantly refide with the vifitor, and 
accompany and aflift him in the dis- 
charge of his employment. 

XIV. There fhall alfo be chofen 
arnongft the Abbots or heads of mo- 
nafteries four Confultors including the 
Vice-vifitor. Their functions will 
be to aflift the Vicar-general with 
their advice in all matters which 
may feem expedient for the good of 
the order, monafteries, or their in- 
habitants, 

XV. During the firft year after 
the holding the general congregation 
the vifitor and four confultors ihall 
aflemble, . debate, and fix upon all 
matters concerning difcipline, and 
the interior government of the mo- 
nafteries belonging to the refpeftive 
orders ; and all fuch proceedings 
fhall be duly and fully regiftered. 

XVI. This being done, the vifitor 
general ihall employ the two other 
years in vifiting the monafteries arid 
convents of the congregation, and 
redreft and reform whatever may ap- 
pear to him reprehenfible ; He fhall 
above all, minutely enquire through- 
out all fuch monafteries about the 
punifhments inflifted therein either 
by the chapters or fuperior thereof, 
redrefling initantly all that may ap- 
pear to him grievous and unjuft, and 

make 
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make his report in the next general 
aflembly. 

' XVII. The vICtor fhall keep a 
journal of his vifits, and fate before 
the next general aflembly all that he 
may have 4 one during his vifUor- 
ftip. 

XVIII. In cafe the general afr 
fembly Jhould thinly fit by a majority 
of its members, to approve of the 
actions arjd conduft of the vifitor du- 
ring hjs triennial adminiftration, 
then all fuch regulations by him ef» 
tablifhed ihall be regarded and kept 
as ftatutes and rules ; if, on the con- 
trary, the majority of fuch General 
Aflembly fhau.ld be of opinion, that 
fuch alterations made by the pre- 
ceding viiitor were altogether or 
partly inefficient, they ihall. reform 
pr modify the fame, and their refolves 
}n confequence thereof ihall become 
a law. 

1 XIX. In all ads whicji ihall ha 
regiftered or determined in the Ge- 
neral Afiembly, every part concern- 
ing the fpiritual management and 
difcipUrjc of mqnafteries. mall be 
carefully fet down under diftindl 
Leads, and feparate from thofe mat- 
ters which mall concern the t temporal 
only, fo that both may be entered 
diftinclly in the regiiters. 

XX. The general affembly IhaJl 
have it iu their power to continue for 
four years longer, the vifitor, con- 
fultors, and Secretary, butno longer, 
and the fame Ihall not be eligible 
again till four years have intervened 
between their fecond and third no- 
mination. 

XXI. In cafe, that during the in- 
terval between one affembly and 
another, one of the four confultors 
fhould die, the remaining three ihall 
iill up, by vote, the vacancy, for 
the refidue of the term; The con- 
fultors mail alfo appoint a fecretary, 
in the fame cafe and circumftances. 

XXII. We will and command, 
that all the religious order* within 



our dominions -in- the Netherlands, 
be under the government and di- 
rection, according to the order a- 
bove-ftated, of their fuperiors and 
congregations', fubjecl to the fuper- 
intendence of biihops and govern- 
ment. 

XXIII. The fuperintendence of 
the biihops over all the monafteries, 
convents, &c, which reforted imme-» 
diatcly from them hitherto,' (hall 
extend over all their ordinary jurif- 
dicYions. 

XXIV. As for thofe monafteries 
of fuch orders as have been erected 
Jnto congregations and which were 
not Under the epifcopal jurifdiclion, 
they ihall in future be as all others, 
fubjecl to the fuperintendence of the 
faid bifhops., 

XXV. The mode of dependence 
and fubordination of friars towards 
their abbots and fuperiors, and of 
the latter towards the congregations 
and viiitors inverted with the power 
as expreiled in the prefent edict, 
fhall be regulated according to the 
conftitqtion of their refpe&ive or- 
ders: But the. fuperintendence qf the 
biihops (hail extend to thofe very 
congregations in every matter re r 
lative to ecfclefiaftical discipline in 
general. 

XXVI. In confequence whereof 
the religious orders in general, and 
the houfes, thereto belonging, fhall 
be fuperintended by their ordinary; 
and this epifcOpal fuperintendence 
ihall confift in taking care that the 
iaid religious orders acl agreeable to 
their confutations ; in examining 
whether the congregations and vi- 
iitors difchargrj their truft with zeal,, 
vigilance, and difcernment ; whe- 
ther religious. difcipiine is kept up 
with that- energy and regularity it 
requires; whether,, conformable to 
the rules and corirtltutions of the 
various orders, the churches are kept 
withrequiiite neatnefs and decency » 
and finally whether divine fer vice is 

performed 
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performed with becoming dignity, 
and the facraments are adminiitcred 
according to the eftablifhed order. 

XXVII. To this end the bifhops 
are authorifed to require of the con- 
gregation a full and circumitantiul 
account of all that may ha\e been 
determined therein in matters cf fpi- 
rituality and difcipline. They may 
alfo when they think it fit, vifit on 
the account above-mentioned, the 
religious houfesri giving, however, 
notice thereof to the vifuors, who 
(hall obey the epifcopal fummens, 
and be prefent at their viuts : And 
in cafe it fhould appear to the bi- 
fiiops that there are abufes to redrefs, 
or evils to remedy, they (hall order 
the vifitors to effect them within a 
certain time ; and the faid biihops 
(hall give notice to the next aflem- 
bly, of the orders given to the vi- 
fitors, that the faid aflembly may 
conform thereto. 

XXVIII. The heads of each 
houfe, vifitors, and congregations, 
lhall ftrictly adhere to the, ad vice and 
orders given by the biihops upon the 
objects above-mentioned. And our 
officers, efpecially the fuperior courts 
of juftice, (hall give to the bifhops 
all' the afiiftance they may (land in 
need of for their vifits and the orders 
given by them : and fuch orders", in 
cafe of recourfe being had to the 
faid courts, (hall be prcvifionaliy 
carried into immediate execution. 

XXIX. The full and entire abo- 
lition of all foreign authority over 
thofe of our fubjects who lead a mo- 
nadic life, and of which mention is 
made in article lft, fhall extend to, 
and be in full force in regard to con- 
vents or nunneries ; declaring, that 
thefe (hall henceforth be fubjected 
to the congregations and vifitors of 
the refpective orders, to which, by 
their conftitutions fuch nunneries be- 
long, and that they mail be regu- 
lated by the faid vifitors and con- 
gregations, except fuch as have hi- 
therto bMn fubjeci to epifcopal ju- 



rlfdiciiori only, under which tliey 
are to remain. 

XXX. We therefore flriftly for- 
bid all and every nunneries, all af- 
fociation or correfpondence on mat- 
ters concerning the direction of con- 
fcience, the difcipline, or tempo- 
ralities, witli religious men or houfes' 
whatever, foreign to our dominions. 
We further enjoin under the pains 
provided by article 3, not to keep 
or admit in future, in quality of di- 
rector or of temporal agents, fuch 
Prieils or Friars as are not our na- . 
tural fubjects, and born and dwel- 
ling in the Netherlands. And this 
article mail be conitrued to extend 
to all female mcnaileries, which 
though under the jurifdiclion of the 
Ordinary, have neverthelefs fome ' 
kind of affinity to, or intercourfe 
with religious houfes without our 
dominion;;. 

XXXI. Of thofe nunneries that 
belong to none of the religious orders 
of the other fex, which are to be 
formed into congregation, our will 
is that they be governed and directed 
by the Bifhcp within* whofe diocefc 
fuch nunnciics are fituate. 

XXXII. In confequence of the 
foregoing ordinances and declara- 
tions, we forbid all religious houfci, 
whether ccnJificriaL or of any other . 
denomination whatfecver, to fend 
any fum or fums of money to foreign 
parts, under the name of contribu- 
tion, indemnity, maintenance, &c. 

or any whatsoever, relative to their 
fituation, or that of their fuperiors, 
or to acknowledge themfelves under 
any obligation on the above pre- 
tences, under a forfeiture of doub'e 
the fum, and the difmiifion of the 
fuperior. 

XXIH. And we alfo ftrictly for- 
bid, under a penalty of 2000 florins, 
to be levied upon the monafteries, 
and the depofition of the offending 
fuperior, to import, or caufe to be 
imported, from any foreign place 
whatever, praver and all other books, 

of 
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* of or belonging to the Htnrgy, or con- 
cerning the ftatiKes, regulations, Sec. 
of their refpe&ive orders ; and we 

- command, that at the Brli general 
afTembly of each congregated order, 

- as above-mentioned, fuch meafures 
be taken as to have all the aforefaid 
books printed and publifhed in fome 
place or places within our faid do- 
minions, for the ufe of all religious 
houfes. 

XXXIV. We give it in charge to 
all our councilors, and to all thofe 
whom it may concern, to x watch, 
with the ftrictefl attention, the full 
execution of all the heads and arti- 
cles oF the prefent edict, which we 
will have to be put in force without 
partiality or favour. 

We therefore give it in command 
to all our well-beloved and trufty the 
ichief presidents and members of our 
great and privy councils, Sec. 8cc. 
to keep, obferve, and adhere to the 
regulations herein ijated, for fo it 
pkafeth us. In witnefs whereof we 
have caufed to be fixed to thefe pre- 
fents the feals of her late Majeily, 
the Emprefs Queen Apoftolic, our 
znoft dear and honoured mother of 
* glorious memory, which are to be in 
«fe till our own is engraved.

verfafly admitted, that a (tending 
army in time of peace, though on 
* account of the fituation of" other 
ftates tolerated from feJlion to feffion, 
is contrary to the fpirit, and daa- 
gerous to the exlilence of the confti- 
tution of thefe realms ; and that a 
Mutiny Aft, though expedient from

pur health and ftrength, muft necef 1 
farily grow and encreafe iu pro: 
portion to the profperjty and com- 
merce of the country, it appears to 
us by no means impoflible, that at 
fome future day tf.e fovereigri may 
be in ppifrffion of finances fo fatally 
extenfive, as to enable him to raife, 
or at' leafl to fubfift, .'a confiderable 
army f without having recourfe ^b 
parliament for any additional du- 
ties ; not to mention that in an ex- 
treme, t^ongh improbable cafe, 
points. may arife with refpeft to 
which the revenues of another coun- 
try may be made fubfervieht to the 
fupport of an army in this kingdom, 
for purpofes the mofl fatal to the 
. conftitution thereof. 

Our affection alfo for our fifler 
kingdom, and our unalterable regard 
. and watchful attachment to its rights 
and liberty, with which our own 
are fo Urictly interwoven, has con- 
curred t6 induce us, with all our

weight, to endeavour the limitation 
of a law, which, in its prefent per- 
petual form, by enabling fome fu- 
ture prince to make this country a 
place of arms, arid to raife and main- 
tain therein an uncontrouled and uo- 
conftitutional army, may endanger 
the liberty not only of Ireland, but 
of Great-Britain alfo. 

ZtUj, Becaufe the argument, the 
only one that has been relied upon 
in fupport of the utility of the per- 
petuating claufe, which is drawn 
from the pretended danger of fub- 
jecting the Britifh and Irifh armies 
to different Jaws and different difci- 
pline, appears to us weak and ill-, 
founded, inafmuch as it pre-fuppofes 
an incompetency in the Parliament 
of Ireland to regulate our own na- 
tional army, and an infatuation of 
which no body of men whatfoever 
can be fuppofed capable. .

Is it then 
reafonable or expedient, that a rnea- 
fure deemed unimportant by thofe 
who fupport it, and which its warm- 
eft abettors have only endeavoured 
to prove inorTenfive, mould be fa 
©blfinately maintained againft: the 
£xed opinion of thofe who have loud- 
ly declared their apprehenfions, and 
igainft the fenfe of a brave and loyal 
people, agitated and alarmed by a 
Jrm perfuafion, that from the con- 
ferences of this law in its prefent 
form, all that is dear to them is at 
flake ? And ought not father an un- 
important point to be yielded and 
{jivea up, in order to calm thofe 
ears wKich to us appear but too well 
founded, and to quiet the minds of 
the people ? 

'But it may be faid, that it would 
fee incbniiftent in this houfe, which 
in the laft fellion unanimously pafled 
the law, at this time to confent to 
'the defired alteration and limitation. 
"In anfwer to which we muft obferve, 
that to be wifer to-day than we were 
.yefterday, can never be urged to the 
j difadvantage of any man, or body 
of men; that nothing is more ufual 
than,, that laws in one feflion pafled

influenced in their vote, by the n t 
unreafonable dread of the evil ,con- 
fequences which jnight enfue ;r>m 
leaving the army without any law to 
regulate it : but we are now in pof- 
fcffion of a Mutiny Law, of which 
do attempt at limitation can poffibly 
deprive us, and this danger is there- 
fore perfectly done away. Others 
were inclined not to refufe a law, 
however clogged by tircumftances 
difagreeable, and even dangerous, 
which they looked upon as a pledge 
of conftitutional independency, and 
as a, tacit dereliction of thofe urrjuft ? 
arbitrary, and vifionary claims, by 
which our cOnftitution had, in thefe 
latter times, been infulted. But 
this point is now decided,— No Iriflt- 
man will acknowledge, and no man 
will prefume to infinuate, that any 
power upon earth can make laws for 
Ireland but her own national legifla- 
ture; Co that the fole queftion now 
is, whether we will have a Mutiny 
Act perpetual, or one limitted in 
point of duration. A queition con- 
cerning which, we cannot conceive, 
that there fhould have been a mo- 
ment's debate ; bdeed, if any thing 
could again bring into difcuflion that 
exploded claim at which we have 
hinted, it might be the dangerous 
form of the prefent act. — But here 
'we ftop— many more reafons could 
we urge, and thofe too of the moft 
dfecifive, and the moft alarming na- 
ture, againft this dangerous, this 
fatal meafure, — But we flop here !— 
With trembling hands we probe the 
wounds of the conftitotion. — So per- 
fe£l however is our conviction of the 
rectitude of our conduct upon this 
occafion, 
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.occafion, that we pledge ourselves 
to this Houfe, ip our country, and 
to the empire at large, to omit no 
opportunity of exerting every conlti- 
tutional endeavour towards the at- 
tainment of that purpofe in which 
we have now been defeated ; or if 
our effort* mould toll prove ineffec- 
tual, towards the defence of the con* 
ftitution againft thofe dangers, which 
are in our opinion fo juftly to be ap- 
prehendedi And we enter upon the 
Journals this our folemn proteft, not 
only as a perpetual record of the 
efforts we have made againft this law 
in its prefent form, and of our in- 
% iv>cency refpetting thofe confequen- 
ces which we dread, but alfo as an 
eternal memorial, for ever remain- 
ing on the Records of Parliament, 
to remind this Houfe, the Commons 
of Ireland, and the peopje at large, 
Xn all fucceeding times, of the abfo- 
Jute neceflity of a conilant, ardent, 
and unremitting perfeverance In 
cyery legal and constitutional exer- 
tion, till fuch time as our united 
efforts lhall have caufed this law in 
all its obnoxious parts to be refunded 
and done away. We call alfo upon 
our filler country with a warnlnjg 
X'oice, and conjure her by all fhe 
holds dear, by that glorious ardour 
in the defence of freedom, which has 
rendered her confpicuous among the 
nations, to co-operate with us in de- 
feating this meafure, and in avert- 
ing the confequences of an innova- 
tion, which threatens not only our 
liberties, but her's alfo. And finally, 
iu the moft folemn manner, we call 
upon our pofterity, who, when we 
fhall be no more, mall inherit our 
honours and vote in this Houfe as 
peers of the realm, if this national 
difgrace and danger ihould Hill re- 
main, to follow the example we have 
now fet them, and to exert all their 
powers towards the completion' of 
that neceffary purpofe in which we 
fhall have failed ; and we devoutly 
pray,- that if it mould ftill be denied

Concerning the Diftibution of prizes. 
GEORGE R. 
"Whereas, by an order of our royal 
grandfather, his late .Majefty King 
George II. in Conned, bearjng da:e 
, < the 2 2d day of March, 1747, it was 
ordered, that wherever any flag of- 
ficer mould be 'appointed to com- 
mand a fleet or fqoadron of twenty 
flups of the line of battle, whether 
*-%\\ his Msjeftj's own (hips, or united 
-on the fame fervice with thofe of his 
allies, fuch flag officers fhould be 
fallowed a firft Captain, with the pay 
juidrank'of Rear Admiral, and all 



other privileges and projits balorig* 
ing to the^ faid poft, in tne farrii 
mannfer as was allowed to the flrft 
Captain of the Admiral of his Ms* 
jefty*s fleet ; but that the faid ap* 
pOinrment' fhould continue onl/ 
during the time* of the flag officers 
command : and whereas' we have 
been given to understand, that doubts 
have arifen upon the right of the firft 
Captain to the Admiral and Com- 
mander in Chief of oar fleet, and the 
firft Captain to any flag' officer ap- 
pointed to command a fleet or fcjua- 
dron^f twenty fhips of the line of 
battle, to fhare as a flag officer in tho 
diftribution of prizes, under, or by 
"virtue of our proclamation appointing 
the diftribution of prizes taken dur- 
ing the continuance of the rebellion 
fubfifting in divers parts of the con- 
tinent of North America, bearing 
date the 22dday of December, 1775; 
and of our proclamation for granting 
the diftribution of prizes during the 
prefent hoftilities with the trench 
King, tearing date the 16th day of 
September, 1778 ; and of our pro- 
clamation for granting the diftribif- 
tion of prizes during the prefent ho- 
ftilities with the King of Spain, 
bearing date the 25th day of June, 
1779; and of our proclamation for 
granting the diftribution of prh&e* 
during the prefent hostilities with the 
Stares General of the United Pro- 
vinces, bearing date the 27th day of 
December, 1780;" or any of th«nr: 
and we being delirous to prevent ia 
future any doubt or difp-Jte upon the 
right of fuch firft Captains refpec- 
tively as aforefaid, to (hare as flag 
officers in the diftribution of prizes, 
Tiave thought fit to declare, ord'f, 
and direct, and we do by this our 
proclamation, by and with the ad- 
vice of our Privy Couucil, declare, 
order and diiect, that the firft Cap- 
tain to the Admiral and Comman- 
der in Chief of our fleet ; and alio 
the firft Captain to our flag officer 
appointed, or hereafter to be ap- 
pointed, 
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J jointed, to Command , a fleet or 
quadron of twenty {hips of the tine 
of battle, whether all our own (hips, 
or united in the fame fervice with 
thofeofoar allies, (hall, in the dif- 
tributionof prizes under, or by vir- 
tue of our above-mentioned procla- 
mations, and each of thera, which 
ihaJl be taken by the fleet or fqua- 
dron^ under the command of fuch 
Admiral and Commander in Chief 
of fuch flag officer refpe&ively, be 
deemed and taken to be a flag offi- 
cer, and fhall be entitled unto a part 
or (bare of fuch prizes, as the junior 
flag officer of fuch fleet Or fquadron ; 
but our will and pieafure is, that 
this our proclamation be without 
prejudice to any queftion touching 
the distribution of prizes taken before 
the day of the date hereof. And 
whereas we judging it reafonable 
that the phyficians appointed to fleets 
or fquadrons of our (hips of war, 
fhoold be entitled to mare in the dis- 
tribution of puzes agreeable to their 
fuuation ; we have thought fit to de- 
clare, order, and dirccl j and we do by 
this our proclamation, by the device 
and confent of our Privy Council, 
declare, order, and direel, that every 
phyfician appointed, or hereafter to 
be appointed, to a fleet or fquadron 
of our (hips of war fhall, in the dif- 
tribution of prizes, under or by vir- 
tue of our above mentioned procla- 
mations, and each of them, which 
fhall hereafter be taken by the /hip 
in which he fliall ferve, o in which 
fuch (hip's company fhall be entitled 
to fliare, be clashed whh the fea 
Lieutenants with refpect to the 
eighth part of fuch prizes, which by ■ 
ourfatd proclamations, is allowed to 
the Captains of marines and land 
forces, fea Lieutenants, and mailers 
on board, and be allowed to fhare 
equally with them ; provided fuch 
phyfician* be actually on board at 
the time of the taking of fuch prizes.

at Jenkinn's bay, at the back, of the 
ifland, under the command of the 
Marquis de Bouille, without the 
fmalleil oppofition from the garri- 
fons ; the former confitting of 723, 
and the latter of 63 effective men, 
including oflicers.

I have the honour to inform you, 
that his Majefty's forces have taken 
by furprizc this day, the 26th, the 
ifland of it. Euftatius; that the gar- 
rHpn, confining of the 2 3th and 15th 
wgiments, of which the chafTeurs 
and grenadiers only were detached 
to Antigua and St. Kitt's, and of 
which the prefent and effective men 
amount to 677, have been made 
prisoners of war. The Comte de 
Bouilie, Colonel of infantry, will 
have the honour to prefent you the 
four colours of the two regiments, 
and the L'Aigle cutter will bring you 
the news. 

This event accompanied with fuch 
extraordinary circumltances, is fo 
very fmgular, that I think I ought 
to give "you* detail of it. 



Having learned that the fttrrifb* 
was very ill-guarded, that the Go* 
vernor was in very great fecurity, 
and having learned elfewhere a place 
for debarkment, which was not at 
all guarJed, I ftippofed I mould, by 
arriving at night with 1 200 men, be 
able to take that important ifle ; in 
porfuit of which I quitted St. Pierre, 
at Martinique, on the 15th, with 
three frigates, one cutter, and four 
armed boats, which carried the 
troops, con fitting of one battalion of 
D'Axerrois, of 300 men, one of 
Royal Comtois, and one of Dillon 
and Walfti of the fame number, and 
of 300 grenadiers and chafteurs of 
different corps* I caufed a report to 
be fpread that I mould go down to 
the van of our fleet, and I fhould 
get up to the windward of Marti* 
nique, where, by means of a thou- 
sand contrary winds and currents, I 
could not arrive until the 22d, and 
on the 25th I arrived in fight of St. 
Euftatius. The difembarkation was 
made the fame night ; the light 
fhips came to anchor, and the Fri- 
gates reded under fail to bring their 
troops to land; but our pilots had 
miftaken, and only the boat in which 
was the Comte Dillon, with 50 
chafTeurs of his regiment, was able 
to effect the difembarkment. An 
unexpected rife of the fea, which 
flows from this coaft, caufed the lofs 
of the boats, which were broken 
upon the rocks which lie concealed, 
and many foldiers were drowned. I 
arrived with the fecond boat, and 
difembarked, and my boat was over- 
turned in the fea ; but we were able 
to fave the troops. We at length 
difcovcred a lefs dangerous place for 
landing, where, during thecourfeof 
the night, we continued to land « 
large part of the troops which were 
in the boats, and in the Eagle cut- 
ter. The frigates having driven, a£ 
about an hour before day, there were

broken on the coa(L. Deprived of 
every means of retreat, there was 
nothing remained to draw u* our of 
this pofiticn but to conquer the ene- 
my, whofe forces were *lmoft double 
cur number* The foldiers were full 
of ardoor and coorage ; I thence de- 
cided on the attack* At half palt 
four in the morning we were more 
than two league? from the fort and 
garrifon, when I fet my troops in a 
Tery forced march for them. I or- 
dered Comte Di'lon, with the lri;h,* 
to march to the right of the garrifon, 
and to difpatch a detachment to take 
the Governor in his houfe ; and the 
Chevalier de*Fra(ha f Major of the 
Boyal Cbmtois, to march with 100 
of the Auxerrois cha-feurs and his re- 
giment to the forr, and if he could 
not enter by the gate, to form an 
ei'catade; and the Viicount de Da- 
xnas, with the reft cf the troops to 
fupport hi? attack. 

The Comte de Dillon arrived at 
the garrifon at fix o'clock, and found 
a part of the troops performing their 
cxercife on the KJplanade ; miJhking 
the Irifh by their dreiV, they did not 
letreat uhtfl they received a ciofe 
difcharge, which wounded many of 
ihetn. ' Governor Cockbum, who 
v/as at the' pt.ee of exercife, was u- 
fcsn at'the ipme ir:ftant by the Che- 
valier O 'Conner, Captain of Walfh's 
chaifeurs. 'J he Chevalier de' Frefre 
ninrched ro the right of th? fort, 
where the enemy had crouded thorn- 
fejves together, and arrived at the 
craw-bridge at the moment when 
r'>ey endeavoured to raife it. The 
> : ?;irde In More, Captain of the 
thiifeurs d\Auxe»rois, who had ar- 
rived at the entrance of the bridge, 
c-tuft*d a cUfcharge to be made upon 
the Englifh, who quitted the chains 
w the draw-bridge, and caft them- 
ftlves into the fort, whither they 



were purfued by the chaffeurs of the 
•Royal Comtois*. The Chevalier de' 
Frefne caufed thebridge to be lifted 
after them, and the Englifh wh* 
were then in great numbers laid dowit- 
their arms. ' At this moment the ifle 
was taken, and we waited in the 
fort, and the Englifh officers arid 
foldiers came in there from every 
part, and furrendered themfelves,-^ 
We had no more than ten fo'dien 
killed or wounded, but the number 
cf thofe <f the enemy has been con- 
siderable. < 
I cannot exprefs to you the ardonr: 
the courage, and the patience, which 
the troops have {hewn upon this oc- 
cafion, and which was joined by the 
molt exact difciplire. Comte Dillon 
has given new proofs of his zeal and 
extreme activity. The Vifcount de" 
Damaa, notwithlhnding a Very bad 
dyfentry,* conducted his troops with 
the greateft fpirir. The Chevalier 
de Krefnc, by his prefence of mind 
and his courage, had added the 
greareft fuccefs fo this enterprise; 
and the vigorous conduct of the Sieur 
de la Motieis worthy of the greateft 
praife, and merits the particular 
praifes of his Majefty. 

I cannot, without neglecting my 
duty, conceal my obligation to Che- 
vaHer de Gtrrrdin, the comman- 
der of our little fTeet ? w^o directed 
their operations ; and alfo to the 
Chevaiil-rs du Village,- de Roccord, 
and Preneuf, commanders of the 
frigates and the cutter, who perfectly 
fecended us. 

I rwd with me the Sieur de Geoff- 
rey, chief engineer: you know all 
the fervices which that officer has 
done the King in his Colonies. The 
Sieur do TurmiJI did the function of 
Major General, 

By a private letter I (hall have the 
honour of demanding from you fa- 
vours for the different officers.

The Engltfli had made 
federal handfome batteries fince they 
have got into poffeffion, and very 
Jitxle more is neceflary to be added 
for the defence of the garrifon. 

I have fent the Vifcomte de Da- 
mas to attack, with 500 men, the 
Ifle of St. Martin ; J have ordered 
them to take the fort *, to caft the 
cannon into the fea, and to bring 
away the garrifon. 

I found with the Governor the 
fum of one million, which, by the 
decision of the Court of London, 
was fequeftered ; it belonged to the 
Dutch, to whom, after authentic 
proofs of their property, I ihall 
caufe it to be remitted. 

There were found here likewife 
about fix teen hundred thoufand li* 
vm, money of the Colonies, be- 
longing to Admiral kodney, to Ge* 
neral Vaughan, and the other Of- 
ficers, produced by the fale of their 
prizes ; with what t mall draw from 
the taking of five or fix mips of the 
enemy in the road, the whole will 
make a total of from about eighteen 
hundred thoufand to two millions of 
livres, which mail be divided ac- 
cording to the ordinance of prizes 
between the army and navy. 

The Englifh naval force in thefe

On Thurfday morning I had the' 
honour of receiving a letter from 
Major. Frafcr, by which he informed 
xne, u That a council of general of- 
iicers would be aflembled the next 
day for my trial," and, on the even* 
ing of the fame day, T received 
another letter from the fame officer, 
acquainting me, ** That inftead of 
that, a'Court of Enquiry would fit, 
for the purpofe of deciding under 
what point of view I ought to be • 
confidered/'— It was alio told, 
" That any perfon whom I fhould 
appoint would be permitted to ac* 
company me as my counfel. " Hav- 
ing never entertained any other idea; 
of a Court of Enquiry, nor heard of

I. In the notice given you, that 
the intention was to examine yon 
before a Court of Enquiry, there is 
not, even accordinjg to the rules of 
martial law, a Sufficient certainty, 
nor any exprefs accofation which 
might be the object of the Court's 
enquiry, or of your defence. 

H. No enemy ?can be fentenced 
to death in confequence of any mfc 
Htary article, or any other martial 
procefs that I know of, without 4 
previous trial, except fpies, who, by 
'the articles of war, are exprefsly de; 
barred from that right. 

III. No fubjeel whatever can 6r 
ought to be deprived ,of his life, li* 
berty, or fortune, unlefs it tie by 
the unanimous award of his peers, 
and according to the laws of the 
country. And, to my knowledge, 
there is not a law which can autho- 
rife'a judgment and fentence like 
that which they have taken upon 
themfelves to pronounce in this af- 
fair. It is an invariable rule, -*ftai 
bliihed by law, that every man h to 
be deemed innocent till his guilt h 
proved; that being found or taken 
in arms does notargue criminality fo 
far as to hinder the culprit- from 
making hh defence, either by prov- 
ing a commiffion, or upon any other 
• « - ■ ■ • ground; 
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ground ; and that many of thofe who 
Had taken up arms have been ac- 
quitted upon fach proofs. 

IV. In consideration of the prin- 
ciples above adduced, I am pofitive- 
ly of opinion, " that taking you in 
the light of an enemy, (not of a 
Tpy) the procefs carried on again it 
you is not lawful ; but if you are to 
be considered as a fubject, fuch pro- 
ceedings militate againft, and are 
diametrically contrary to all laws."

PROCLAMATION. 

^ Nathaniel Green, Efquirt\ 
Major -gwraly commanding the 
American amy in the Southern de- 
partment* 

Whereas Colonel Ifaac Haynes, 
commanding a regiment of militia, 
in the fervice of the United 
States, was taken prifoner by a 
party of Britifh troops, and after a 
rigorous detention in the Provofl's 
prifon at Charleftown, was con- 
demned and executed on the 4th of 
this month, in the mod cruel and 
unjuftifiable manner, in open vio* 
iation of the cartel agreed upon be- 
tween the two armies, for the re- 
lease and exchange of all prifoners 
of war; and it being no lefs the du- 
ty than the inclination of the army 
to refent every violence offered to 
tht good citizens of America, to 
difcountenance all Thofe diftinclions 
which they have endeavoured to ef- 
tablHh, in making a difference itt 
various orders of men, found under 
arms for the fupport of the Inde- 
pendence of the Ukjted States; 
and further cenfidering that theft 
violences are committed with a view 
cf t terrifying the good people, and

tions ; and that this method of try* 
ing and punifhing, in confluence 
of thofe diftindtions, is no lefs op* 
polite to the fpirit of the Britiih, 
than it is inclufiveof an unwarrant- 
able infringement ofall the laws of 
humanity, and the rights of the 
frte citizens of the United Statu; 
from thefe confiderations I have 
thought proper to iffue the prefedt 
proclamation, exprefsly to declare, 
" That it is my intention to make 
reprifals for all fuch inhuman in- 
fults, as often as they (hall take 
place.'* And whereas the enemy 
ieems willing to expofe the fmall 
number of the deceived and feduced 
inhabitants, who are attached to 
their interefts, it they can but find 
an opportunity of facrificing the 
great number that have ftood forth 
in defence of our caufe ; I farther 
declare, 4t that it is my intention 
to take the officers of the regular 
forces, and not the feduced inha- 
bitants who have Joined their army, 
for the objects of my reprifals."— 
But while that I am determined to 
refent every infult that may be offer- 
ed totheUNiTED States for hav- 
ing maintained our Independence, 
I cannot but lament the neceflity I 
am under of having recourfe to mea- 
fures fo extremely wounding to the 
fentiments of humanity, and To 
contrary to the liberal principles 
upon which I wifti to conduct the

The Crovernor-general and your- 
ftlf have" already urged every thing 
that can be faid on the fubjeet of the 
Maratta war in your fevrral minutes, 
aftd thefe will doubtlefs be laid be- 
fore the Houfe of Commons. You 
infinuate that Mr. Haftings now 
wifhes to throw his portion of guilt 
in the Marratta war upon his neigh- 
bours. You well know, Sir, that 
Mr. Haftings is as much a ftranger 
to political as to perfonal fear. It 
would be improper in me, only two 
days before the meeting of Parlia- 
ment, to enter upon a fubjeet which 
the Secret Committee is fo much 
more able to inveftigate thoroughly, 
nor will time, or the bounds of fuch 
a publication as this, permit it. - For 
the prefent, therefor, I fhall barely 
Hate a few facts. 

On the 23d January, 1778, Mr. 
Haftings brought before the Board a 
plan, by which, if carried into exe- 
cution, he hoped to put an effectual 
flop to the difputes between the gen- 
tlemen of Bombay and the Marrat- 
tas. On the 28th of January, whilft 
this minute lay for confideration, the 
.Bombay letter, of the I4th Decem- 
ber, 1777, arrived in Calcutta. — 
The Bombay plan was adopted by 
the majority of the Supreme Coun- 
cil The Directors were fully in- 
formed of every ftep taken in Bengal. 
Your objections, and Mr. Whclcr's 
were at the fame time before them. 
—Thefe advices were received in 
London, on the z6th July, 1778, 
and on the ill September following, 
Colonel Capper was difpatched over 
land with letters to Bombay and 
Bengal, ftrongly approving the rnea- 
fures of both Prefidencies. The firft 
general letter, of 1779, contained a 
repetition of their approbation in 



ftrong terms, for the very reafons 
afflgned by Mr. Haftings, the ne- 
cemty of counteracting the French. 
intrigues at Poona. Upon this *vtrj 
prinaple, Mr, Haftings propofed to 
erner into a treaty with the Raja of 
Berar, when he fuppofed, and with 
great reafon, that the Gentlemen of 
Bombay had relinquished their plan 
in favour of Ragoba, and when we 
had received intelligence, that war 
with France was actually declared, 
this negotiation failed* The caufe 
is fully explained in the minutes 
whLh will be laid before the Houfe 
of Commons. The fubfequcnt events 
are well known : but, Sir, there is 
one declaration of yours which, I 
confefs, aftonifhes me. That on the 
24th May, 1779, it was Mr. Haft- 
ings's object to precipitate a thir<i 
rupture with the Marrattas. I am 
at a lofs to conceive what foundation 
vou can have for this aiTertion. Mr« 
ilaftings, I believe, upon my honour, * 
did anxioufly wifli to accommodate 
our differences with the Marrattas, 
upon the terms of Colonel Upton '^ 
treaty, and he rooked to that event, 
as the termination of all bis political 
njUws on the Malabar coafl* The 
exprefTion was his own, but he fpoke 
the fentiments of every member of 
the Board. What happened } the 
Marrattas peremptorily required us 
to give op the perfon of Ragcba, 
and to cede Salfettee to them. Did 
ycu or Mr. Wheler propofe to make 
fuch concefilons to avoid the war ? 

Why Mr.' Haftings, in June, 1780, 
wilhed to purfue a different conduct 
towards Madjte Sindca,' from that 
which he profefled in May, 1779, 
will appear by reading thofe minutes 
which brought, on the unfortunate 
difputes between you and Mr. Haft*, 
ings. tThefe minutes will foon ap- 
pear in public. 

Mr. Haftings has explained his 
reafons to the Directors tor advanc- 
three lacks of roupees to the army of 
Moodagee Boofla. If his reafons are 

net 
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aot farisfaftory, the Directors know* 
aid will, of courfe, take proper 
meafures in confequence ? the whole 
of this tranfaaion will mew Mr. 
Haftings's parity as well as flrill. I 
will add, that the man whom ycm 
call the Governor-general's autho- 
red Agent, has nothing; to conceal 
from the Secret Committee, but, will 
at all times be ready to anfwer any 
queftions they may be pleafed to put 
to him. , 

Nizam Ally Cawn*s refentment to 
vs, was not in Bengal attributed to 
any other caufe than that affigned by 
the Governor-general, the demand 
by the government of Fort St. 
George, that he mould give up the 
arrears and future payment of the 
rent ftipulated by the treaty of 1768 
and their taking poffeffion of the 
Guntoon Circar, and I always un- 
derftood you were then of the fame 
opinion. This, however, is a point 
which muft foon be cleared beyond 
a doubt. 

You fay, Sir, that Mr. Francis, 
and Mr. Wheekr had do perfonal 
enmity to Sir Thomas Rumbold— 
do you mean to imply, that Mr*. 
Haftings, in his public conduct to 
him, was influenced by any perfonal 
motives I I dp aflert that Mr. Haf- 
tings could have no perfonal motives 
to gratify. On the contrary, he 
always cxprefled himfelf much ob- 
liged to Sir Thomas Rumbold, for 
Aipporting him very honourably at 
a rood critical period, when that 
gentleman bad a feat in the direc* 
tion. . ' 

Yon fay, Mr. Haftmgs is fupport- 
ed by a powerful party in England, 
*C. This circumftance is lurely 
highly to his honour. He was an 
unconnected individual when he was 
ftruck at in 1776, he was then fop. 
ported by rndepeo dent proprietors, 
convinced of his ability and inte- 
grity ; he is now fupported by fomc 
of the mod refpeclable characters in 
Ue kingdom, convinced of lha* 



ability and integrky* Can. ftcongef t 
proofs of fuperior merit exift? Do 1 
you deny Mr. Haftings the credit of 
providing the funds for discharging 
the bond debt in the firll year of die 
adminillratioa of the Suprenje Coun- 
cil ? Would it not have b*en dif- 
charged if the oldadminiilrariouhad 
continued ? 

Many illiberal and inflammatory 
paragraphs have been pubiifbed in 
newspapers refpe&iog Mr. Hallings; 
it would be an endlcls talk to icply to 
them all, but there is one very fe- 
rtous ace u fa tion contained in the ex* 
trad of a letter from Calcutta, dated 
the 15th January, 3781, and pur- 
limed in the Morning Intelligencer 
of the 1 (thinft.

Yott 
then were pleafed to make a funilar 
declaration'to me, You affirmed vo 
me, that our forces fhtioned in Oude, 
could no longer be paid from its 
revenues. Yet, Sir, they were paid 
to the December following, five 
lacks of rupees were fent in {pecie 
from Luckmore to Calcutta, and 
Mr. Middleton, when he tool: 
charge of his office, fupplied Colonel 
Lamle's detachment with cafh. 

The Governor-general and your- 
felf have' already urged every thing 
that can be faid on the fubject of the 
Mahratta war in your fever al mi- 
nutes, and thefe will* doubtlefc be 
laid before the Houfe of* Commons. 
You infinuate that Mr, Haftings now 
wifhes to throw his portion of guilt 
in the Mahratta war upon his neigh- 
bours. You Well kndw, Sir, that 
Mr Haftings is as much a ftranger 
to political as to perfonal fear. It 
would be improper in me f only two 
days "before the meeting of Parlia- 
ment, to enter upon a fubjeel which 
the Secret Committee is fo much- 
more able to inveftigate thoroughly, 
nor will time, or the bounds of fuch 
a publication as this, permit it. For 
the prefent, therefore, I fhall barely 
ftate a few fads. 

On the 23d January, 1778, Mr. 
Hnftings brought before the Board a* 
plan, by which, if carried into ex- 
ecution, he hoped to" put an effec- 
tual flop to the difputes between the 
Gentlemen of ' 'Bombay »and the 
Mahrattas. On the 28th of Ja- 
nuary, whilft this minute lay foF* 
confideration, the Bombay letter, of 
the 1 2th December, 17^7, arrived 
in Calcutta. The Bombay plan was* 
adopted by the majority of the Su- 
preme Councils The Director* 
were fully informed of every ftep 
taken in Bengal. Vour objections 
and Mr. Wheler's were at the fame 
time before them. -Thefe advices 
wer,e received in London, on the 
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26th July, 1778, and on the ift of 
September following, Colonel Cap- 
per wa$ difpatched over land with 
letters to Bombay and Bengal, (Irong- 
ly approving the meafures of botfy. 
Presidencies. The firft general let- 
ter, of 1779, contained a repetition 
of their approbation in ftrong terms, 
for the very reafons afligned by ^fr. 
HaAings, the necefljty of counter- 
acting the French intrigues at Poona. 
Upon this wcrj principk % Mr, Ha- 
yings propofed to enter into a treaty 
with the Raja of Berar 4 when he 
fuppofed, and with, great reafon, 
that the Gentleman of Bombay had 
reliuquifhed their plan in favour of 
Ragooa, and when we had received 
intelligence, that war with France 
was actually declared. This nego- 
ciation failed. The caufe is fully 
explained in (he minutes which will 
be laid before the Houfe of Com* 
jnons. The fubfequcnt events are 
well known, : But, Sir, there is one 
declaration of your's, which* I con- 
fefs, aftonifhes me. That on the 
94th May, j 779, it was Mr. Ha- 
ftings's object to precipitate a third 
rupture with the Mahrattas. { am 
at a Jofs to conceive what foundation 
you can have for this afTertion. Mr. 
Haftings, I believe, upon my ho- 
nour, did anxioufly wifti to accom- 
modate our differences with the 
Mahrattas, upon the terms of Co- 
lonel Upton's treaty, and he looked 
to that event, at tbg termination of 
all bit political *vtinu? in ikf Malabar 
toaft. The expreffion was his own, 
but he fpoke the fentiments of every 
Member of the Board. What hap- 
pened ? the Mahrattas peremptorily 
required us to give up the perfon of 
JUgobd, and to cede Salfettee to 
them. Did you or Mr. Wheler 
propofe to make fuch conceffons to 
avoid the war? 

Why Mr. Haftings, in June, 
1780, wiflied to puWue a different 
conduct towards Madjie Sindea, 
fro* that which he profeued in May, 



1779, will appear by reading thofh 
minutes which brought on the un- 
fortunate difputes between you and 
Mr. Hallings. Thefe minutes will 
foon appear in public. 

Mr. Hallings has explained his 
reasons \o \he pireclors for advmc* 
ing three lacks of rupees to the army 
of Moodagre Boo (la. If his reafons 
are not fatisfaclory, the jpirettors 
know, and wi|(, of cqurfe, take pro- 
per meafures ; in confequence, the 
whole of this tranfa&ion will mew 
Mr. Hailjngs*s purity as well as ikill. 
I will add, that the roan whom you 
call the Qovernor-general's autho- 
rifed Agent, has nothing to conceal 
from the Secret Committee, but will 
at all times be ready to anfwer any 
que (lions they may be pleafed to put 
to him. 

Nizam AllyCawn's refentment tq 
us, was not in Bengal attributed tc* 
any other caufe than that affigned by 
the Governorrgeneral, the demand 
by the government of For? Saint 
George, that he fhpuld give up the, 
arrears and future payment of the 
rent, flipulated by the treaty of 
I7$8, and their taking poffeflion of 
the Guntour (pircar, and I always, 
underflood you were then of the fame 
opinion. This, however, is a point 
which mu$ foon be cleared beyond ^ 
doubt. f 

You fay, Sir, that Mr. Francis 
and. Mr. Wheler had no perfonal en- 
mity to Sir Thomas Rumbold — do 
you mean to imply, that Mr- Ba- 
itings, in his public conduct to him, 
was influenced by any perfonal mo- 
tives ? I do a/Ten that Mr. Haftings 
could have no perfonal motives to 
gratify. Qn the contrary, he al- 
ways exprefled himfelf much obliged 
to {Sir Thomas Rumbold. for fup- 
porting him very honourably at a 
mofl critical period, when that gen-r 
tjeman had a feat in the direction. 

You fay Mr. Hallings is fupported 
by a powerful party in England, £c. 
This circumttance is. furely highly 

to 
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p his honour. He was an uncon- 
nected individual when he was ftruck 
at in 1776, he was then fupported 
fey independent Proprietors, con- 
vinced of his ability and integrity ; 
he is now fupported by fome of the 
mod refpectable characters in the 
kingdom, convinced of that ability 
and integrity. Can (Ironger proofs 
of fuperior merit exift ? Do you deny 
Mr. Haftings the credit of providing 
the funds for difcharging the Bond 
Debt in the firft year of the Ad* 
miniftration of the Supreme Coun- 
cil? Would it not have been dif- 
charged if the old Adminiftration 
had continued ? 

Many illiberal and inflammatory 
paragraphs have, been publifhed in 
news-papers refpecting Mr. Haftings ; 
it would be in endlefs tafk to reply 
to them all, but there is one very 
ferious accufation contained in the 
extract of a letter from Calcutta, 
dated the 15th of January, 1 781, 
and publifhed in the Morning In- 
felligencer of the 1 ith ult. 

" That Mr. Haftings had re- 
mitted confiderable fums to Europe 
through the Dutch Company. " Of 
all ground of accufation, this is the 
Jaft 1 could have fuppofed, could 
Jiave been taken, either as to the 
quantity or manner of remittance. 
Jf you know of fuch, I requeft you 
will lay the whole tran faction before 
the public.

" On the 4th of May I had the 
honour «f a conference with thefre- 



fident of the AfTembly of thelj 
High Mightinksssbs, in which 
I informed him, that I had received 
a commifllon from the United States 
of America, with full powers and 
inftrucVions to propofe and conclude 
a friendly and commercial treaty be- 
tween the- Unjted States of 
America, and the United Pro- 
vinces of the Netherlands. 
In the fame conference I had the 
honour of demanding an audience of 
their High Mightinesses, for 
the purpofe of prefenting my cre- 
dential letters, and my full powers. 
The Prefident affured me, that " he 
would import all that I had faid to 
their High Mightinesses, that 
the affair might be tranfmitted to 
the different Members of the fo- 
^vereignty of this country, to under- 

f> their deliberations and decifions.'* 
have not yet been honoured with 
an anfwer; and, on that account I 
have now the honour of addrefung 
myfelf to you, Sir, to demand of 
you, as I now do demand, a Ca- 
tecorical Answer, whichl may 
tranfmit to Congress.

Copy of a Note delivered by Prince 
Gallitzin, Envoy from her Ma- 
jefty the Emprefs of all the R uflias, 
to Mr. Secretary Fagel, and pre- 
fented Iaft Tuefday to the At- 
fembly of their High Mtghli- 
nefTes. 

" Her Imperial Majerty of all 
the Ruflias, having reflected on the 
lofs of time Occafioned by the cor- 
refpondence relative to the com- 
plaints brought by the fubjech of the 
neutral powers, her allies, refpetl- 
ing the vexations and violences they 
fometimes fuffer in their trade, is 
fenfible that it would be a very ef- 
fential thing to furniih the Ministers 
of the Allied Powers with fufficient 
inftrucHons for all cafes, of that na- 
ture : 
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fare: To that eireft, her Imperial 
Majeity has judged proper to pro- 
pofe alfo to tljeir High Mightineffes 
the neceflity and utility of the ge- 
neral orders and inftcu&ions on that 
object, with which they ought to 
provide their Minifters, refidiug at 
the Courts of the Belligerent Powers, 
Her Imperial Majefiy is even of 
opinion, that it would be indifpen- 
iibly aeccflary to particularize the 
iuftru&ions in queftion in To ample 
a manner, that the Minifters may 
never be reduced to wait for further 
orders, but,' "on the contrary, that 
in all cafes of that nature they be 
authorized to fupport one another 
effectually in their complaints and 
proceedings, by making a'commpn 
caufe, £»J, without hefitating, in- 
tereft, themfelves in the firft com- 
plaints of the refpective fubjecls of 
their Sovereigns, who claim their 

aftiftance. Her Imperial Majeity 

has already fent to her Minjfters re- 
ading at the Belligerent Courts, the 
inductions requiftte for' that pur- 
pofe. Certainly none of them will 
fail to contribute to the welfare of 
the common caufe, conformably to 
the mutual engagement, and to 
what her Imperial Majefty has 
caufed to be propofed to her other 
allien" 



The Speech of his Excellency Pa- 
trick Tonya, Efq. Governor 
of Eaft Florida, to both Houfes 
of AfTembly, on Thurfday the 
29th day of March, 1781, being 
the fijft Scflion of the firft Ge- 
neral Aflembly of the faid Pro- 
vince. 

Honourable Gentlemen, 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 
Aflembly, 
I am happy that during my ad- 
miniftration of the government of 
this Province, it hath arrived at fuch 
a ftate of affluence and importance, 
as to enable me with propriety to 
fulfil his Majefty's moft gracious en- 



gagements in his Royal Proclamation 
of the 7th of October, , 1763, by ef- 
tabliihrag a Provincial Legislature ; 
for the purpofe of making- conftitu r 
tions, ordaining laws, ftatutes, and 
ordinances, as near as may be agree- 
able to the laws of England, under 
fuch regulations and reftrictions as 
are uicd in other Qolonies for the 
public welfare, and good govern- 
ment of this province and its in- 
habitants. 

To this period His Majefty's ho- 
nourable Council have acted as a 
Privy Council with refpect to mat- 
ters of Government and I am great- 
ly indebted to that honourable Board 
for their ready afliftance, and the 
candour they have ever difcovered, 
in giving their opinions on fuch 
points as were laid before them. 

From this date they aflume the 
authority and privileges of an Upper 
Houfe of Aflembly, in a legiflativc 
capacity. And you will, honour- 
able gentlemen, I am convinced, 
maintain the fame regard to the con- 
stitution, the fame loyalty to his Ma- 
jefty, and attention to the true in- 
tereft of this Province, which hath 
been your ruling principles in the, 
capacity of Privy Counfellors. 

It hath been frequently * repre- 
fented to me by the Grand Juries of 
this Province, that local laws were 
much wanted, and that a Provincial 
Legiflature would be beneficial tq 
the community. I laid thefe pre- 
ferments before his Majefty's Coun- 
cil, who concurred with the Grand 
jurors, that Provincial laws wer$ 
wanted; hut, fenfible that number- 
lefs expences and Jiardfhips unavoid- 
ably attend forming new fettlements^ 
and imagining that it would be ex- 
pected the inftant a Provincial .Le- 
giflature exifted, taxation for de- 
fraying the expence of Government 
fhould be impofed, I thought it 
more eligible to fuffer a few incon- 
veniencies, than either to burthen 
you in an infant ftate, or difappoint 

the 
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tie reafonabte expectations of* our 
moft gracious Sovereign, and an in- 
dulgent mother country, by whofe 
patronage, care and fupport, we 
have been foftered and protected at a 
time of general revblt, when the : un- 
toward behaviour of the other Co- 
lonies might have juftly induced the 
moft benign Prince in the world to 
aiienate his affections from fuch con- 
tumacious and refractory children, 
and the Parliament to withdraw its 
aid from breeding up others, that 
like them might prove unworthy 
and ungrateful. 

Of late, Gentlemen, the increafe 
of property, from your fuccefs in 
commerce ahdplanting, have been 
considerable ; and the induftry and 
judgment of a few might evince to 
Great Britain, ^hat ample returns in 
produce may be made for money 
laid out in raifihg a produce, equally 
beneficial to the planter and the 
mother country, in one of the molt 
healthy and fertile climates upon 
earth* 

Thefe, and other motives^ im- 
pelled me to fummon the Freeholders 
of this Province, to elect Repre- 
sentatives^ act in the Houfe of AC- 
iembly, for the purpofe of affifting 
in framing laws, ftatutes, and ordi- 
nances, for the good government 
of the Province, whofe Reprefenta- 
tives, gentlemen, you are ; and I do 
aflure you, that I mail moft dif- 
paffionately and Cordially concur with 
you, in- framing fuch laws and or- 
dinances, as beft correfpond with 
the conftitution and laws of Eng- 
land, and beft fuit with our local 
Situation and cireumftances; and that 
I am equally zealous of preferving 
inviolate the liberties of the Crown. 

My addrefs CO you, Gentlemen, 
upon the prefent aufpicious occafion, 
[hall be fhort, confident of your 
loyalty to the King, and attachment 
to the conftitution, and that you 
have a perfect knowledge of the 
true intereft of thi» colony. 



Framing laws ' for the regulation 
of the conduct <3f the members oFa 
community, have ever been deem- 
-ed a molt momentous and important 
object, they require the moft pene- 
trating discernment, and foundeft 
deliberations ; and particular cir- 
cumfpection is necefiary at this 
alarming crifis of public affairs, and 
general revolt of the Colonies. 

A revolt which I cannot mention 
without the greateft indignation, 
and in which they have fo wickedly 
and obftinately pcrfevered, that by 
their new and Unnatural political al- 
liances, they have facrificed to their 
caprices and prejudices their molt 
facred rights, religious and civil, 
renounced their allegiance to the 
mildeit and belt of Kings, arid their 
attachment to the moft beneficent of 
mother countries, and have attempt- 
ed to deftroy a conftitution under 
which they pofleiTed a 'freedom re- 
ftrained only by the moft wholefome 
and beneficial laws, and all the 
f.veets of good government, without 
feeling the weight of its fupport and 
maintenance. 

The refult of your deliberations, 
Gentlemen, will not only be of con- 
fequence to this Province, but to his 
Maje;iy\s *< government in general, 
and it will at leaf^give a tincture to 
future Aflemblies ; and as one of 
the chief reafons ailigned for this un- 
natural rebellion is, the Colonies 
rcfufing to acknowledge the fuprcme 
right and authority of the Britim 
Parliament, to prevent as far as pof- 
fible any futare conteft upon.fo juft 
and equitable a point, I hope your 
good ienfc, and attachment to the 
conftitution, will lead you in the moft 
public and avowed manner, by -an 
' aft of the Provincial Legiflature, to 
recognize your allegiance to the 
blefled Prince upon the throne, and 
the fupremacy of Parliament, there- 
by to eftablifn upon the moft folid 
foundation our conftitution, liberties, 
and dependencies. 

As 
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As the King and Parliament have, 
with an aftoniftring and unprece- 
dented condefcenfion, relinquifhed 
their juft right of taxation, provided 
the Provincial Legiflature will make 
due provifion for defraying a reafoh- 
able part of the expellees of the go- 
vernment of the empire at large, arid 
for the internal government of the 
Colony ; I trtift that youj Gentle- 
men, in the firft moment of our ex- 
Jftence, will make a provifion appro- 
priated to thefe important purpofes^ 
more as a mark of your regard to 
juftice, and affeftion and gratitude 
for the government under which we 
have been protected, and generoufly 
foftered and maintained, than for 
any immediate real fervice our fup- 
ply can afford it. 

The quota you in your prefent 
clrcum fiances xan make, I am fen- 
fible will not be adequate to the ex- 
pences of the provincial government; 
out I am confident that fuch pro- 
vifion, appropriated as I mention, 
will be an additional motive with 
our moft gracious Sovereign to con- 
tinue his immediate protection, and 
to an unprejudiced and liberal Par- 
liament its bounty in our progreflion 
towards maturity. 

In my correfpondence with his 
Majefty's principal Secretaries of 
State, I have ever reprefented the 
inhabitants of this province loyal, 
and well attached to his Majefty's 
perfon and government, and ready, 
upon every occafion, to aflift by 
their perfonal fervices ; and I take 
this opportunity of returning my 
thanks to thofe gentlemen who, 
with a manly fpirit, ferved in the 
militia upon the repeated invafions 
of this province. 

I prefume, Gentlemen, I have 
no occafion to mention, that the 
prefent fituation of public affairs, 
furrounded as we are on all fides by 
foreign and domeftic enemies, de- 
mands our attention to the impor- 
tant objeft of defence; and that we 



may lend dur aid in a uniform ami 
proportioned manner, a militia a£l 
will be beneficial to the province, 

I have only tp entreat, Gentle- 
men, that you will proferve harmony 
and good temper in your delibera- 
tions ; and be atfurcd I have nothing 
fo much at heart, as to concur with 
you in promoting his Majefty's fer- 
vice, and the profperity and true in- r 
tereft of this province.

to that zeal for his Majefty's fervice, 
and prosperity of this Colony, which 
we hope ever to preferve. 

It is our eamefl wifh and highefl 
ambition to exert our mm oft abilities 
in difcharging the honourable truft 
repofed in us, as an Upper Houfe of 
'AfTembly ; and we (hall, in all our 
deliberations, flridlly adhere to the 
fpirit of that excellent conftitution 
of Government under which we live, 
and ftudy to model our laws as near 
as may be to that juftly admired 
fyftem, which hath been framed by 
the wifdom of the Britifh Parlia- 
ment. 

Whilft we admire his Majefty*s 
royal clemency, in holding forth 
terms of accommodation, and offers 
of pardon and remiflion of paft of- 
fences, it is with the dcepeil con- 
cern and affliction that we perceive 
our deluded fellow-fubjedls in the 
revolted Colonies, contrary to their 
true interefts, and the principles of 
genercfity and juflice, contumaci- 
oufiy perfevering in open rebellion 
againfl their lawful Sovereign ; and, 
as if no terms of accommodation 
were ever intended by them, have 
entered into unnatural alliances with 
foreign States, whom the experience 
of pail ages evinces to be enemies to 
religious and civil liberty, thereby 
aadacioufly attempting to dirainim 
that glorious empire which gave 
them exiftence, and under whofe 
protection they arrived at a degree 
of affluence and importance, which 
they have licentioufly perverted to 
the worft of purpofes. 

With the warmeft fentiments of 
loyalty and gratitude to our Moll 
Gracious Sovereign, (whofe uniform 
conduct evinces, that he is truly the 
beft of Kings) we acknowledge to

have received his Majefty's fupporf 
and protection, when we apprehend 
the untowardly behaviour of the 
other Colonies might have led his 
Majefty, and the Parliament, to have 
withdrawn their aid. 

We efteem our civil and religious 
liberties dear to us as our lives, ant) 
wifh to tranfmit them inviolate to 
our poflerity, as thfcir beft inherit- 
ance; and humbly conceiving that 
they never can be better feenred 
than under the protection and pa- 
tronage of the Royal Houfe of 
Brunlwick, and firmly confiding in 
the wifdom of the Britifh Parlia- 
ment, and convinced of the necefTity 
that an abfolute, furr-'me, And un- 
controulable power in a ltate muft 
exift fomewhere, we will mofl chear- 
fully concur with the other branches 
of the legislature, in recognizing our 
allegiance to the King and fupremacy 
of Parliament. 

We fhould be void of every fenti- 
ment of gratitude, not to acknow- 
ledge the great obligations we are 
under to our Mofl Gracious Sove- 
reign, for the fuccour and protec- 
tion he hath afforded this province, 
efpecially for that body of brave . 
troops who have, upon fundry oc- 
cafions, fignalized themfelves in re- 
pelling the united force of the 
French and rebels, in refloring the 
neighbouring provinces to his Ma- 
jefty's allegiance, and fecuring this 
from plunder and devaftation ; and 
we are greatly indebted to your Ex- 
cellency, for that fpirit and vigilance 
which you have ever exerted for the 
defence of this government, and the 
happinefs and profperity of the peo- 
ple over whom you prefide.

moft gracious intentions, by the 1 ef- 
tablifhment of a legiflative body in 
this Province. 

Senfible from experience of the 
numberlefs hardships and heavy ex- 
pences which unavoidably attend the 
forming the new fettlejnents, we. 



have hitherto 1 citearfully fubmifterf 
to fuch inconveniences, as our fix- 
ation and circumftance fubjetted us 
to : but from the increafmg popu- 
lation of the Province, the tteceflrty 
of fome local laws in this infant 
Colonyi become daily more evident; 
in the making and framing of 
which, and of fuch other ordinances 
and regulations as the public welfare 
and good government may require, 
it fhall be our ftudy to conform, as 
far as may be, to the ,conftitution 
and laws of Great Britain, under 
fuch reftrictions as have been ufed in 
our Sifter Colonies. 

Thoroughly convinced of the pa- 
tronage, fupport, and care with 
which this province hath been, and 
continues to be foftered, cherifhed, 
and protected hy our moft gracious 
Sovereign, and indulgent Mother- 
country, we cannot altogether dif- 
appoiat their reafonable expectations, 
an3 will, therefore, chearfully con- 
tribute towards the general expences 
of government, what on mature de- ' 
liberation we fhall judge fuitable to 
the circumftances of our conftituents, 
which being well known to'yOur Ex- 
cellency, we hope, the prefent fmall- 
nefsofour quota may not be con- 
fidered as the meafure of our loyalty 
and afFeftion to the moft beneficent 
Prince in the world, or of our at- 
tachment to our bountiful Mother- 
country: but we find great fatis- 
faction in the profpect, that through 
the continuance of the benevolent 
afliftance and attention of the Britifti 
Parliament, the gradual increafe of 
property ampngft us, from the re- 
turns of a produce valuable to the 
planter, and beneficial to Great 
Britain, will enable us, in progrefs 
of time, to make our proportion of 
the general fupplies an object of more 
importance' than can at prefent be 
expected. 

We are imprefled with fentiments 

©f gratitude for your Excellency's 

affurance, that. we. will moft dif- 

paffigaat«ly, : 
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paflionately, and cordially, concur 
with us in framing fuch laws and 
ordinances correfpondent to the oori- 
ftitution of Great Britain, as mall 
he found beft to fug with our local 
fituation ; and we promiie your £x* 
ceilency, that zealous as we are to 
preferve inviolate the liberties of the 
fubjedt, we will ever hold lacred 
tae rights and prerogatives of (he 
Crown. 

The making laws for a commu- 
nity, at all times deemed a moft mo- 
mentous and important object, mull 
now call forth oar particular circinft* 
fpettion, and moft ierious delibera- 
Hon at this alarming crifis of public 
afFairs, and revolt of the Colonies, 
A revolt which we want words to 
exprefs our indignation and abhor* 
rence of, aggravated, if poflible, as 
it is, by the moft wicked and flagi- 
„ fious perfeverance therein, and oy 
the moft unnatural and deteftable 
political alliances, by which oar re- 
bellious fellow-fubje&s feem quite 
loft to every fenfe of gratitude, and 
attachment to their merciful and 
nioft gracious Sovereign, and bene- 
ficent Mother-country ; having fa- 
crificed to their ambitious views, 
and miignjded prejudices, their moft 
(acred rights, religious and civil, 
renounced their allegiance to the 
mihleft and beft of Kings, and done 
what, in them lay to demolim and 
overturn a conftitution and empire, 
the envy, admiration, and dread of 
Surrounding nations, under which 
they had enjoyed the Jweets of good 
Government, without feeling the 
weight of its fupport and main- 
tenance. 

As one of the firft fteps leading to 
this unnatural revolt, was a retufal 
of the rebel Colonies to acknowledge 
fapreme right and authority of the 
Brittfh Parliament; to prevent, as 
fo as poffible, any future conteft on 
fo juft and equitable a point, it will 
behove us, in the moft public and 
avowed manner, to recognize our 



allegiance to the Uefied Prim* on 
the throne, and the fupremacv of 
Parliament, thereby eftabli&ing, on 
th* ©oft K>Jid fcuadation, ourcon- 
jRttttaoa, liberties, and dependen- 
cies. 

We are full of acknowledgment to 
your Excellency for the favourable 
reprefentations yon have made to the 
the King in vour oorrefpondence 
with his Majefty's principal Secre- 
tastes of State, of the loyalty and 
attachment of the people of this pro- 
vince to his Majefty's perfon and 
government. We truft, and are 
perfuuded, your Excellency's favour- 
able reports of us, and our con- 
ftituents, will continue to be jufti- 
£ed by our readinefs, on all occa- 
fions, to affift your Excellency, by 
our perfonal iervioes, and other wife, 
in defence of this his Majefty's Pro- 
vince; and that during the prefer* 
arduous fituation of public affairs, 
furrounded as we are by enemies, 
both foreign and domeftic, we may 
lend our aid in an uniform and pro- 
portioned manner; therein a militia 
law will demand our early attention, 
as it will certainly be benefieial to 
the Province, 

We cannot omit this occaiion of 
expreffing our gratitude for your Ex- 
cellency's unwearied attention to the 
interefts of this Province, to his Ma- 

teftyVfervice, and to the dictates of 
lumanity, in the ready and effec- 
tual protection, aftiftance and coun- 
tenance, which your Excellency hath 
uniformly granted xo fuch of th* 
King's good fubje&s as, driven by 
the Rebels from their habitations 
and properties in the adjacent Pro- 
vinces, took refuge under your Ex- 
cellency's wing, where they have 
never failed to find ihelter, and 
which divers Members of this Houfe 
have experienced.

fpirit of the people to fupply every 
deficiency in their difcipline* until 
fome more propitious ?era ; when we 
may grant the powers neceflary to 
regulate our military force, without 
a fear or danger to thofe civil rights 
and privileges, for the fake of which 
we think our properties beft worth 
defending, by fuch a regulation. 

*'. We cannot conclude, however, 
without thanking your Excellency 
for your profeflion in " an hearty 
concurrence in whatever meafures 
we may propofe for the fecurity of 
this his Majefly's ifland ;" but as no 
farther meafures of this kind can be 
taken without the aid of money, and 
under the heavy load of their prefent 
unufual calamities, the very .mention 
of fuch an aid can be confidered only 
as a mockery of the people ; fo we 
cannot help lamenting, that your 
Excellency had not gracioufly added 
an •ffer of the fame hearty concur- 
rence, in whatever meafure we might 
propofe for the eafe and intereft of 
this colony, as well as for its fecurity;

" Meffage from the Governor to the. 
AJfcmbly. 
€£ Gentlemen , 
. " As I think it my duty, at all 
times, to inform you of whatever the 
King and his minifters expect to be 
doneJjy the legiflature of this ifland, 
for the fafety and welfare of the in^ 
habitants, I fend you the following 
extracts of a letter, dated 4th July, 
1781, which I have lately received 
from the Secretary of State for your 
confideration. 

" The temper and good difpofi- 
tion you have fhewn in yoor fpeech 
at the opening of the aflembly, gives 
me juft grounds to hope, that all 
animosities will ceafe ; and the coun T 
cil and aflembly will be ready to act 
with you in purfuing the true in-r 
tereft of Barbados, by providing for 
its own fecurity by a proper levy bill, 
and by repairing the forts and bat* 
teries neceflary for its defence : his 
Majefty having no other wifh than 
the promoting the happinefs of his 
fubjeets." - 

** The late munificence of parlia- 
ment muft convince the people, how 
ready this country is to attend to their 
intereft, and relieve their dirttrefles." 
if I am forry to find your laft ad- 
drefs written in fo intemperate a fHIe, 
that it is unbecoming my character, 
and the high ftation I fill, to give it 
any anfwer ; but if the clofe of it 
has any reference to the difputed 
points of fee* and falary, I take this 
opportunity 
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opportunity of declaring to you, that 
upon your pafling a proper levy bill, 
I am ready, as I always have been, 
to join with you in every juft and 
reasonable meafure that can be pro- 
pofed for the eafe and interefe, as well 
as for the defence of the inhabitants 
of this ifland ; hoping to be able to 
form a lefs expertfi*ve y as well as more 
effe&ual plan for their fecurity, than 
any hitherto adopted; and without 
any alteration of your militia laws 
now in force. 

** And, with regard to fees, altho* 
I consider them as part of my juft and 
lawful rights, 1 can aflure you, gen- 
tlemen, that if the aflembly, upon 
my arrival, had granted me the fa- 
lary fo long enjoyed by many of my 
predeceflbrs, and which it is well 
known, their conftituents in general 
were - not only 'willing but deferens 
they fhould grant, it never would 
have entered into my mind to pro- 
pofe the eftablifhment of thofe x^ts^ 
Or any other, to the members of his 
Majefty's council : nor cr.n I fuppofe 
that board would have concurred in 
the meafure, }f they had not been 
fully convinced, from the exceflive 
high price of provifions, and all 
other neceflaries, that the abridged 
falary granted by the aflembly, was 
by no means fufficient to fupport the 
dignity of this government. And, 
if any fubfequent aflembly had fhewn 
themfelves inclined to commute the 
fees eftablifhed in council, for the 
ufual fakry, I mould, long fince, 
have chearfully made them that pro- 
pofal. But, as, in confequence of 
the aiTembly's petition, they have 
been lately referred by his Majefty, 
to the Lords Commiflloners for Trade 
and Plantations, for their confldera- 
tion, and report thereon, that event 
muft now take place, unlefs, by a 
propofition from the aflembly, the 
matter is compromifed, and fettled 
before it comes to a hearing. 

" His Excellency General Chriftie 
paving, upon his late arrival here, 
with a battalioa of his Majefty's 



troops, judge it neceflary for his 
Majefty's fervice, to write a letter to 
me, requefting " that fuch tempo- 
rary quarters might /be provided for 
them as circumftances would per- 
mit." I now fend the General's 
letter for your perufal, and recom- 
mend the fame to your immediate 
attention. I have directed the troops 
to be quartered in. the forts till fome 
better provifion can be made for 
their accommodation, by an act of 
the legiflature, as has been ufual 
here upon fimilar occafions. And 
that you may be the more eafilyand 
fpeedily enabled to adopt proper 
mcafures for that purpofe, I alfo 
fend you copies of fome of the laws 
pafled in former wars for the quar- 
tering of officers and foldiers in this 
ifland. 

" And that the fortifications may 
with all poffible difpatch be com- 
pleated, and put in the beft ftate of 
defence, General Chriftie has, at my 
requeft, been pleafed to fend for the 
Chief Engineer in thefe parts, to 
fuperintend and direct what remains 
to be done for that purpofe. And 
as you cannot but be fenfible how 
much the eafe and intereft of the 
people muft depend upon their fafety 
and protection, I truft that you would 
do all that lies in your power to- 
wards the accomplifhing of fo im- 
portant an object. 

" With refpect to fuch cannon 
and fmall arms as are wanted to re- 
place thofe which are become unfer- 
viceable, I have already made ap- 
plication for them to his Majefty's. 
Secretary of State, and flatter niy- 
felf that they will be granted. 

" And as the reefs and banks of 
ftones thrown up by the late hurri- 
cane on fevcral parts of this coaft, 
will contribute much to the fecurity 
of the ifland; and the laws formerly 
made to prevent the carrying away 
ftones from the fea-fhore, are. very 
defective, I think it neceflary to* re- 
commend to you a revifion and an 
effectual amendment of thofe laws. 

" G«e- 
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" One of the bridges leading from 
Bridge-town, having been fo far de- 
stroyed as to be now impaflable ; and 
the other being in fo ruinous a con* 
dition that it is likely to become 
equally ufelefs, very (hortly; I think 
it neceflary to recommend to you an 
effectual reparation of both. 

" I fend you a copy of an addrefs 
from the council and aiTembly of 
Antigua to Gen. Shirley, governor 
of the leeward iflands, expreffing 
their apprehenfions of a famine iu 
that ifland, with his Excellency's 
letter to me on the fame fubjecl, for 
your confideration ; taking it for 

f ranted that your humanity will in- 
uce you to contribute all in your 
power to the prevention of fo dread- 
ful a calamity.

«* The duty and affecYion which 
we hold inviolably to his Majeity's 
perfon and government, have led us 
to take into our ferious confideration 
the fubftance of your Excellency's 
me/Tage: And we are forry to find, 
^fter a calm and difpaffconate regard 
to the real circumftances of the in- 
habitants, as well as to the true 
fentiments of thofe who have, upon 
the pureft principles, entrusted us 
with the power, we cannot confent 
to burthen them with the new load 
propofed to Us by your Excellency's 
meiiage, or pafs a levy bill to all 
the purpofes of our defence, as they 
were recommended in your Excel- 
lency's fpeech, and are now again 
repeated and urged upon the af- 
fembly by the prefent call. 

" If it be unbecoming your cha- 
racter, Sir, and the high ftation you 
fill, to give any anfwer to our late 
addrefs upon account of its intem- 
perate ftile, was it becoming that 
character and high ftation to give a 
wound to the ipnoui of a fet of gen- 
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tlemen, ailing in a public character, 
by charges, which the very perfons, 
to whom your Excellency made your 
folemn appeal for the truth of them, 
have openly manifested to be moft 
injurious? If then the provocation 
given by your Excellency appears to 
have been unmerited, the reientment 
exprefled by the aiTembly was no 
more than juft: And if your Ex- 
cellency difdains to make any reply 
to the remonftrances of this affembly, 
upon any injury you are pleafed to 
do them, your Excellency moft ceafe 
to injure, or they will continue, with 
the freedom of a Britifli fpirit, to 
remonftrate. 

" What the true fubje& of our 
grievance was, to which the cloie of 
our addrefs referred, your Excel- 
lency, we imagined, could not be 
xniftaken in, and yet the return, 
which you have been pleaied to 
make to it does by no means pro- 
mife fuch a meafure fure of redrefs, 
as tends to promote that toft and in- 
terefi of the people we have fo much 
at heart ; fince thcfe are the bleflings 
that depend, or at le«** the true en- 
joyment of them amongft a free peo- 
ple does fo, not on the bare fecurity 
of their property from invasions, to 
which they are liable from the enwny: 
without, but in being fecured from 
every invafion of an arbitrary power, 
which exifts to take from them any 
part of the fruits of that property at 
discretion from within. Ai\dof this 
very nature, Sir, do we confider, 
and are affected by this very extra- 
ordinary demand, which your Ex- 
cellency has fet up and put in force, 
of fees to an un«ertain yet large 
amount, clogging the wheels of 
juftice, and burthening every tranf- 
action of bufmefc through the dif- 
ferent offices where you have hung 
up the tables of them, in a manner 
unknown to the oldeft inhabitant of 
this ifland until the prefent period, 
and which in effect robs our country, 
in their general eftimation, of one of 
the moft facred and valuable rights 
inherent 
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inherent in a Britifh colony:— But 
if the right which your Excellency 
has fet up to thefe fees be really juil 
and lawful, as you aflert, where is 
the law of this land, or any law of 
our parent ftate written, or unwritten, 
to be found, that can fupport the 
claim ? Or if fuch a latent and ob- 
noxious right lay veiled in your Ex- 
cellency, as the King's reprefenta- 
tive, on your arrival in this ifland, 
ready to be brought forth to make 
up the fum of your expectations 
from a free fettlement expected to be 
made upon you by the reprefenta- 
tives of the people, furely, Sir, it 
had been equitable to difclofe that 
fecret and reserved right, along with 
his MajeftyVmoft gracious induc- 
tion, ufually laid before us, and 
which was fo laid by your Excel- 
lency previous to our making fuch a 
fettlement; or that very intlruction, 
Sir, gracious as it certainly is in the 
defign, would feem to combine with 
the private views of your Excellency, 
to convert the free gift of the people, 
into a jeft upon their offering, rather 
than allow tt the ftamp, as hereto- 
fore, of a -tribute of their pure be- 
nevolence, adjufted to the circum- 
ftances of the country, and the fum 
of it determined by the judgment ef 
the delegated guardians oftheir in- 
lereft. 

*' And here unwilling, Sir, as 
we are, to add any thing to your 
Excellency's pain, after the offence 
you feem to have taken on the for- 
mer occafion of our addrefling our* 
felves to you, we cannot yet, in 
juitice to ourfelves, fufferan aflertion 
d£ your Excellency to pafs, which 
calls the imputation of a breach of 
$rutt on the affembly, in not grant- 
ing the fame falary to your Excel- 
lency, which had been enjoyed by 
many of your predeceffors, without 
a proper obfervation : We therefore 
Solemnly declare, that fuch of us as 
were then members of the aflembly, 
and gave our votes for the falary 
fettled on your Excellency, were in- 



fluenced in that point folefy by a 
fenfe of the condition, and a ju£t 
knowledge of the defires of the peo- 
ple we reprefented; and the event 
of things, under the faireit trial, 
and upon your Excellency's own re- 
fort to it, has ferved mofl fully to 
fhew the truth of our fidelity to thofe 
constituents. But whatever may 
have been the real motives of the 
conduct of thofe members of couucil 
who concurred with your Excellency 
in eftablifhing fo extraordinary a de- 
mand of fees in the presiding power 
amongft us, this affembly are never- 
theless fo perfectly convinced of the 
illegal and unconstitutional claim 
and authority by which they have 
been eftablifhed and exacted, that we 
ihouid think it a defertion of our 
country's caufe to make your Excel- 
lency any proportion that might 
bear the leait mark of an acknow- 
ledgment in this affembly of your 
Excellency's right to thofe exactions, 
or that we imagined your Excellency 
had any thing to give up on your 
fide, for the value of an additional 
falary to be granted your Excellency 
on ours, on the ground of a commu- 
tation ; On'the other hand, as we 
look upon your Excellency's demand 
of thefe unprecedented fees in this 
ifland as the refult of an ufurped 
power over thepurfes of the people 
we reprefent, and which may' be 
carried to any bounds to which the 
pleafure of your Excellency, or the 
rapacity of fome future governor, 
may choofe, without controul or li- 
mit ; fo long then as fuch a danger- 
ous and hateful power exifts, and is 
exercifed over the community, we 
who are the only proper perfons em- 
powered by the conftitution to raife 
money for the fervice of this govern- 
ment, with the concurrence of yeur 
Excellency and the council, are de* 
termined we will not, by encreafing 
the burthen of our conftituents under 
fuch a circumftance, become the 
inflruments of adding to their griev- 
ances, 

" With 
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*' With every juft regard to the 
refpecled character of General Chrif- 
tie and his corps, as well as full con- 
fidence in the brave and honourable 
motives of his repairing to thisifland 
with them, we can yet only anfwer 
your Excellency's demand upon us 
for a better provifion to be made for 
the accommodation of thefe troops* 
than the quarters your Excellency 
has afligned them in the forts, by 
lamenting the unhappy condition of 
our inhabitants in general, fo many 
of whom are ltill in want of com- 
fortable quarters and covering for 
themfelves, from the effects of the 
laft year's dreadful calamity, and 
even fuch of them as have provided 
a fhelter for their families, are yet 
fuiFering under more or lefs difficulty 
and diftrefs from the fcarcity of all 
forts of provifions at this time a- 
mongft us ; fo that our confent to 
the quartering of thefe troops upon 
the. inhabitants, in the manner of 
thofe old and profperous times, 
would be infliding the fevereft hard- 
ftiips upon fome, and give occafion 
to difcontent in all. And we flatter 
Ourfelves that the Aims of money 
granted by parliament every year 
for the extraordinaries of the army, 
may be more properly applied to an- 
fwer this fervice, than the wreck of 
our broken fortunes. Nor is it 
without the utmoft grief we find our- 
felves unable to anfwer your Excel- 
lency's' laft call upon us for reliev- 
ing the wants of our neighbouring 
fellow-fubjefts in Antigua, as your 
Excellency muft be fenfible from the 
exorbitant prices of provifions both 
falted and frefh, at prefent in the 
ifland, as well as of flour and fhip 
bread, that we cannot in duty and 
a tender regard to the wants of our 
own people, venture to part with 
any of thofe ftores, which are ar- 
rived, fo few in comparifon of the 
whole quantity, that was bellowed 
by parliament for their particular 
relief; whilft we profefs the moft 
fincere and warm defire of contri- 



buting all we can, with the leaf! 
degree of propriety, in fo .urgent a 
cafe of our neighbours, and. feel it 
as an additional misfortune to our- 
felves, that we cannot afford -ihe full 
help required in their great mi* 
fery." . 

Sir John Alleyne rofe, and fpoke 
in fupport of the anfwer moved for. 

On the queftion put, the com- 
mittee agreed nnanimoafry to the" 
faid anfwer, and ordered it to be 
reported.

Extraft of a letter from Sir Henry 
Clinton to the Right Hon. Ltrd 
^ George Germain, one of his 
Majeftfs Principal Secretaries of 
State, dated New~Yori 9 Dec. 11, 
1781. 

I have the honour to inclofe the 
copy of a letter from Lieutenant- 
colonel Stewart to Earl Cornwallis, 
with its inclofuies, dated September 
the 9th, the day after the action at 
Eutaw Springs. 

Extract of a letter from Lieutenant- 
colonel Stewart to Earl Cow 
wall is, dated Eutaw, Sept. fy 
1781. 

My Lord, 
With particular fatisfaclion I have 
the honour to inform your Lordfhip, 
that on the 8th inftant, I was attack-* 
ed by the rebel General Greene, 
with all the force he could collect in 
this province and North Carolina j 
and after an obftinate engagement, 
which lafted near two hours, I total- 
ly defeated him, and took two fix-f 
pounders. « 

Soon after I had the honour of 
writing your Lordfhip from Thorn- 
fon's, J received information of 
Greene's having moved whh the re- 

bel 
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fcel army towards Camden, and 
tfofTed the Wateree near that place-; 
and, from the beft intelligence I 
could collect was on his march to 
Friday's Ferry, on the Congarees. 

The army under my command be-, 
ing much in want of neceffaries, and 
there being at the v fame time a con- 
voy with provisions on the march 
from Charles-town, which would 
1 have necefTarily obliged me to make 
a detachment of at leaft four hundred 
men (which at that time I could 
ill afford, the army being much 
weakened by ficknefs) to meet the 
convoy at Martin's, fifty-fix miles 
from my camp ; the diftance being 
fo great, a fmaller efcort was liable 
to Fall by the enemy** cavalry, which 
are very numerous. 

I therefore' thought it advifeahle 
to retire by How marches to (he 
jSutaws, where 1 might have an op. 
portunity of receiving my.fupplies, 
and difencumber myfelf of the fick, 
without ri&iRg my efforts, or fuffer 
myfelf to be attacke4 at a ' dtfad- 
vantage, fliould the enemy have 
crofted the (^ongaree. 

Notwithstanding every exertion 
being made to gain intelligence of 
the enemy's fuuation, they rendered 
it impoffihle, by way-laying the fey- 
paths and partes through the different 
fwamps ; and even detained different 
flags of truce which I had fent on 
public hufinefs on both fides. 

About fixoclock in the morning 
I received intelligence by two defer-, 
ters, who left Gen. Greene's camp 
the preceding evening, about feven 
jniles from this place ; and from their 
report, the rebel army confided of 
near four thoufand men, with a nu- 
merous body of cavaby, and four 
pieces of cannon. 

In the mean time I received infor- 
mation by Major Coffin, whom I had 
previoufly detached with one hun- 
dred and forty infantry, and fifty 
cavalry, in order to gain intelligence 
gf the enemy, that they appeared

in force in his front, then about four 
miles from my camp. 

Finding the enemy in force fo neatf 
me, 1 determined to fight them, as 
from their numerous cavalry, a re* 
treat feemed to me to be attended 
with dangerous conferences : t im- 
mediately formed the line of battle, 
with the right of the army to Ijutaw 
branch, and its left croffing the road 
leading to Roache's plantation, leav- 
ing a corps on a commanding fuua- 
tion to cover the Charles-town road, 
and to act occasionally as a referve. 

About nine o'clock the action be- 
gan on the right, and foon after be- 
came general. 

knowing that the enemy were 
much fuperior in numbers, and at 
the tame time finding that they at- 
tacked with their militia in front, in- 
duced me not to alter my pofitipn. 
unlefs I faw a certain advantage to 
be gained by it ; for by moving for- 
wards, J expofed both flanks of tie 
army jo.the enemy's qavalry, whkh 
I faw ready fof mefl to take that .ad- 
vantage, particularly on the left, 
which obljgeg me to move the re- 
ferve to fupport it, 

Sy fome unknown miitake, the 
left of the line advanced, and drove 
their militia and North Carolinians 
before them ; but unexpectedly 
finding the Virginian and Maryland 
lines ready formed) and at the fast* 
time receiving a heavy fire occafion- 
ed fome omfafipn. It was therefore 
neceiTary to retire a little diftance «• 
an open field, in order to form, 
which was inftantly done, under co* 
ver pf a heavy well-directed fire # 
from a detachment of New-York 
volunteeers, under the command of 
Major Sheridan, whom I had previ- 
ously ordered to take poft in the 
hpufe, to check the enemy, fhouM 
they attempt to pafs it. 

The action was renewed with great 
fpirit ; but I was forry to find that a 
three pounder, polled on the road 
leading to Roache's, had been dif- 

X abltd 
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fcbled, and could not. be b/pught off 

When the left of the line retired. 

The right wing of the army being 
compofed of the flank battalion, un- 
der the command of Major Majori-f 
banks, having repulfed and drove 
every thing that attacked them, made 
a rapid move to their left, and at-* 
tacked th£ enemy in flank; upon 
which they gave way in all quarter?, 
leaving behind them two brafs fix 
pounders, artd upwards of two hun- 
dred killed on the field of action, 
and fixty taken prifoners, arhongft 
which is Colonel Wafhington ; and, 
from every information, about eight 
hundred wounded, • although they 
contrived to carry them off during 
the action. The enemy retired with 
great precipitation to a ftrortg fitua- 
tion, about feven miles from the 
field of action, leaving their cavalry 
to cover their retreat. The glory of 
the day would have been more com- 
pleat, had not thewaht of cavalry 
prevented me from taking the ad- 
vantage which the gallantry of my 
infantry threw in my way. 
* I omitted to inform your Lordfhip, 
in its proper place, of the army's 
having for fome time been much in 
want of bread, there being no old 
corn or mills near me. I was there- 
fore under the neceifity of fending 
out routing parties from each corps, 
under an officer, to collect potatoes 
every morning at- day- break j and 
unfortunately, that- of the flank 
battalion and buff's, having gone- 
•oo far in front, fell into the ene- f 
my*s hand's before the action be- 
gan, which not only weakened my 
One; but increafed their number 
of prifoners. 

Since the action, our time has 
been employed in taking care of the 
wounded ; and finding that the ene- 
my have no intention to make a fe- 
cond attack, I have determined" to 
cover the wounded as far as Monk's- 
Corner with the army. 

My particular thanks are due to 



Lieutenant - colonel Crnger, whd 
commanded the front line, for nis 
Conduct and gallantry during the 
action; and to Lieutenant - colonel 
Allen, Majors Dawfon, Stewart, 
Sheridan^ and Coffin* and to Cap* 
tains Kelly and Campbell, com- 
manding the different corps and de- 
tachments ; and every other officer 
and foldier fulfilled the feperate da- 
ties Of their Nations with great gal- 
lantry ; but* to Major Majoribanks, 
and the .flank battalion under his 
command, I think the honour of the 
day is greatly due. My warmeft 
praife is due to Capt. Barry, Deputy 
Adjutant- general, Major - brigade 
Coxon, Lieut. Ranken, Affiftant 
Quarter matter General, and to act- 
rng Major of Brigade Roorback, for 
the great affiftance they rendered me 
during the day. 

I hope, my Lord, when it is con- 
fidered fuch a handful of men, at- 
tacked by the united force of Gene- 
rals Greene, Sumpter, Marion, Sum- 
ner, and Pickens, and the legions 
of Colonels Lee and Wafhington, 
driving them from the field of bat- 
tle, and taking the only two fix 
pounders they had, deferve fome 
merit. 

Inclofed is the returns of the kill- 
ed, wounded, and miffing, of his 
Majefty's troops. 

From the number of corps and de- 
tachments which appear to have 
been engaged, it may be fuppofed 
our force is great; but your Lordmig 
will pleafe to obferve, that the army 
Was much reduced by ficknefs, and 
otherwife. I hope -your Lordfliip 
will excufe any inaccuracy that may 
be in* this, letter, as I have been ** 
good deal indifpofed by a wound 
which I received in my' left elbow, 
which, though flight, from its fitna- 
tion is troublefome. It will give me 
moil fingular pleafure if my conduct 
meets with the approbation of his' 
Majefty, that of your Lordfhip^ and 
my country.

I cannot fufFer this opportunity to 
pafs without requeuing you will ac- 
cept my aflurances, as fincereas they 
are public, that I leave you with the 
rhoft ardent wifhes for the profperity 
of this ifland, and the happinefs of 
aijijts inhabitants; that I will dedi- 
cate at all times my moft zealous 
endeavours to the fervice of both, 
and fljall feel a more particular plea- 
sure therein, while I mail have the 
honour to continue Governor of fb 
valuable a part of his Majefty's do- 
aunions, and of fo refpeclaJWe a body 
of his faithful and deferving fub- 

I do now, in his Majefty's name, 
•rorogue this General Affembly" till 
Tuefday the 27th inft. and it is pro- 
rogued accordingly. 

An3 the day following, about two 
©'clock, fcis Excellency, attended by 
i number of gentlemen in their car- 
riages, ana efcorted o^the officers 



of the troop, fet out from the Kino's 
houfe for Port-Henderfon, wh re uri 
elegant entertainment was prepared. 
In the evening his Excellency em- 
barked On board the fliip Calvert, 
for Great -Britain, and the next 
morning failed for the port where the 
fletft is to rendezvous, receiving the 
falutes of all the forts in the har- 
bour. With his Excellency the fol- 
lowing noblemen and gentlemen al- 
ib embarked for Great-Britain : the 
Hon, the Earl of Crawford, Lord 
Fitzgerald, Capt. Steel of the 88th, 
Mr. Barry, fenfign Barber of the 
6oth, and Dr. Cutlip.

the compliments of the officers of 
government, &c. 

That day and the two following, 
elegant entertainments were given 
at the King*s houfe* 

On Tuefday the General Affem- 
bly met purfuant to proclamation, 
when his Honour the Lieutenant- 
governor was pieafed tp command 
the attendance of the Hoflffe in th« 
Council-Chamber, and inade the 
following fpeech : 

Gentlemen of the Council, 
Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 
Aflembly; , 

Jt h now a fmall addition to the 
pj?afure I have in me^ti/ifc you, that 
the government of thi* country; 

through 
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trough his Majefty's favour, has 
devoted 6n' rive at the ufual time of 
your convention, Co that my ar- 
rangements, wKieh you may think 
neceffary on the commencement of 
my adminiftration, will coincide 
with the general bufinefs of your 
feflion. 

From a knowledge which a fliort 
refidence among you has given me 
of your loyalty and patnotifm, I 
have the fureft confidence that your 
deliberations will be fuccefsfully' 
directed to promote the honour of 
the King and the good of the peo- 
ple. 

Mr. Speaker, and Gentlemen of the 
Aflembly, 
It having been fignified to his 
Majefty, the mortality and ficknefs 
of his troops in this ifland are, in a 
great mea/ure, occafioned by the 
Jcafeiry of healthy and commodious 
quarters* I have it in fpecial com- 
mand to propofe an objeft of fuch 
importance to the fecurity of fo va- 
Iuable< a colony to your ferious at- 
tehtidh-^a provifion for fo humane 
and polite a purpofe, fhould it af- 
ford fatisfacUon to your conftituents, 
cannot fail to recommend you to the 
favour of the King. * 

I have nothing further to afit than 
the ufual fupplies, leaving it to your 
difcretipn, to make fuch a provifion 
for the fupport of goverment as its 
dignity may require, and the cir- 
eamftaiices of the prefent war may 
recommend to your cOnfideration. 

Gentlemen of the Council, 
Mr."%eaker, .and Gentlemen of the 
Aflembly, 
My abilities, unaffifted by your 
experience and advice, would be 
very unequal to the duties required 
of mfc; — it will, therefore^ be my 
care to obtain, as it is my ambition 
to deferve, your zealous co-operation 
and fupport, I can, with truth af- 
Ture you, that I have nothing more 
at heart than the happinefs of his 
Majefty Vfubjefts of this ifland, and 



that you will ever find me rea4y to\ 
concur moft chearfully with y6u, in^ 
every rrieafure that may be deemed 
expedient for their fafety and pro-, 
fpftrhy.

Article I. Ail King's officers 
In the land or fea fervice of either 
nation, aifo, the furgeons of regi- 
ments and of King's (hips, that may 
be made prifoners, are to be ex- 
changed for prifoners of equal rank, ; 
or as hereafter may be agreed up- 
on. 

• Art. II. AH non-commiffioned 
oY petty officers; failors and foldiers 
in the King's fervice, (of either na- 
tion) to be exchanged indifcriminate- 
ty, man for man. 

Ar*. III. All Captains of pri- 
vateers, or merchant veflels bearing 
letters of marque and reprifal, and 
their refpeftive officers, to be ex- 
changed for prifoners of like cha- 
racter; petty officers and feamen be-. 
longing to faid veflels to be exchang- 
ed without diftinclion. 



Art, IV. Free people, of co- 
lour, employed in veflels as petty 
officers, as failors or foldiers, mail; 
if there* be none of their own colour, 
be exchanged againft. wKite men; 
and on that account they muft be 
entered on the flap's books : and all 
people of colour, who have not with 
them authentic papers t6 prove their 
freedom, will be reputed flaves. 

Art. V. AH - captured flaves 
may be returned in flags of truce 
from either fide, by their proprie- 
tors, for the purpofe of being ran- 
fomed. * : 

Art. VT. All prifoners of war, 
not included in the above articles, 
to be exchanged according to their 
rank and characters. 

Art. VII. The crews of veflels, 
not regularly authbrifed or com- 
miffioned, fliall not be confidered as 
prifoners of war, but as pirates, and 
to be treated accordingly. And, to 
prevent further depredations upon 
t e coafts of the iflands of Cuba and 

iamaica,* by which individuals have 
eehdiftrefled, without -confequence 
to either nation, it-' is agreed, that 
no veflel, under eight guns and 4a 
men, fhall be authorifed or com- 
miffioned as privateers, by either 
Government : fhould any veflels, 
carrying a lefs number of guns, or 
fewer men, bs taken upon the faid 
coafts of Cuba and Jamaica, two 
months having elapfed from this 
date, fuch veflel will be regarded as 
unauthorifed; and the crews treated 
as pirates. 

Art. VIII. Paflengers not be- 
ing in the fea or land fervicfe, who 
fhhU be taken on "board any veflel 
whatever, fhall be at liberty to- re- 
turn to their refpeclive homes, with* 
out being carried to the account of 
exchange, as fbon as they mail have 
made it appear that they really 
come under that defcription: the/ 
ftiall not, however, be fuft'ered to 
depart, till they, have obtained a

account to be kept, on both fides, 
of fuch individual*, to be produced 
irrhen nectdary. 

Art. IX. All King's officers,

Journal of the operations again]} Fort 

St. Philip, from the 6th to the \6th 

of January. 

Jan. 6th. On the morning a triple 
discharge of mufquetry, without 
balls, were fired in honour of the 
birth of the Dauphin, and ferved at 
the fame time as a fignal for firing 
from all our batteries. .This was 
done at half pail fix, A. M. and our 
artillery greatly' 'damaged the ene- - 
my's batteries, difmounted fome 
pieces of cannon in Fort Marlbo- 
rough, and greatly damaged the 
Queen's Fort. We little doubt but 
the fire from St. v Philip, will in a 
few days be very 'flack, if not totally 
filenced. 

7th. At break'of day we began as 
heavy a fire* as the preceding morn- 
ing; that of the enemy was very mo- 
derate. A deferter came over to us, 
who told us, that General Murray 
had called in all the advanced cen- 
tinels, except thofe which were on 
duty at batteries. We have fince 
obferved, triat the befieged had re- 
moved feveral pieces of ordnance, 
.which were in front of our batteries. 

8th. 'We keep up firing a mortar 
and two great guns, with great va- 
riety, and have at laft almoft filenced 
the Queen's battery, whofe parapets 
we have deflroyed. The enemy 
keep up their fire only with three 
guns, whieh they have to the Well- 
ward, two in the Carolina redoubt, 
and two in Fort Marlborough, with 
the addition in the night of a few 
fhellsand hand-grenades* We have 
loft neverthelefs, .four privates, and 
feventeen are dangeroufly wounded. 

9th. We continue the fame bri'fk 
Rre, and eafily fee that great damage 
has been done to the enemy's forts. 
We have had two privates killed and 
rfifteen wounded. The General, with 
his two fons, the Mailer of the Ord- 
nance, and fome Aid- de- Gamps, 
vifited the port at Philippet, and" the 
Mole, to obferve the effects of our 



fire. At right a fpot was marked 
out for erecting a four-gun battery 
oppofite to Fort Marlborough, from 
which it will be diftant about one 
hundred fathoms. 

10th. Nearly the fame on both 
fides as on the preceding day. 

nth\ Our batteries have kept up 
a brifk fire ; the befieged make ufe 
only of two guns, which they had 
placed on the preceding night againft 
■our fifth battery, whole conflant fire 
foon filenced that of the enemy. We 
had this morning a dreadful ilorm of 
thunder; one private was killed, 
and three wounded by the lightning. 

1 2th. The befieged have thrown 
but fome fhells in the day time 
againft our fifth battery; this occa- 
iioned fome trifling damages to our 
out-works, but they were, foon re- 
paired. At midnight the Englifb 
deferter came to our trench, and was 
carried before the General, to whom 
he declared, that our fire had killed 
and wounded a great number of 
men ; that the men had been foroei 
to evacuate the hofpitals, and put 
the fick and wounded in the flrong 
holds ; that the garrifon is attacked 
with the dyfentery ; that in the day- 
time, except a few centinels and a 
fufficient number of men for the fer* 
vice of the few guns and mortars that 
are yet in ufe, they are kept under 
ground, and fit up all night, on ac- 
count of the officers going the round 
*to prevent defertion. 

13th. The bad weather has oblig- 
ed both fides to fufpend their firing* 
Ah Hanoverian confirmed this day 
the report of the Englifh deferter. 
By the fl:6rm*of -yefterday and to- 
day, two of the King's boats, one 
of the Crillon privateers, and fix 
merchantmen were wrecked, but the 
crews faved. Four of the marine 
officers have been -added to our bat- 
teries ; they entered this day upon 
duty. 

14th. The weather being fairer 

to-day, we rcfumed a very heavy 

canonade, 
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caaosade, pointed efpeclally agaiuft 
two guns, which began firing this 
morning from the Queen's redoubt ; 
it Teems one of them has been dif- 
mounted, as about noon the fire was 
renewed with one gun only> The 
battery againft Fort Marlborough is 
in great forwardness, and the wea- 
ther permitting, will be ready in a 
few days. Between ten and eleven 
at night, an Englifh corporal on 
duty, in the covered way to the 
Queen's bulwarks, came over to us, 
and. declared to the General, that 
breaches were made to molt of the 
exterior fortifications : that, ever fince 
the 6th initant, the enemy have 
cleared their hofpitals, their tick; and 
wounded being kept in Fort St. 
Charles, 3**d in the ftrong holds; 
that ieveral of the garrifon were laid 
up with an epidemical dyfentery ; 
mean time Gen. Murray gave out, 
that he was in daily expectation of a 
reinforcement, confix g of jo,qoo 
men, &c. 

The contrary winds which re^ 
tarded the arrival of the Duke de 
Crillon's difpatches, having ihifted, 
the packet, with the journal, up to 
the 16th inftant at noon, is arrived: 
it gives an account, that on the 15th, 
a fire had broke out between the 
Forts Philip and St. Charles, which, 
burnt all night with great fury. It 
was perceivable to the naked eye, 
that this was occafioned by the burn- 
ing of three ftorehoufes, one of which 
contained felt and other provifious.

An ordinance, afcertaining what cap- ' 

tares on %vaicr Jhall be lawful. 
In purfuance of the powers delegat- 
ed by the confederation in cafes of 
- capture on water, 

Be it ordained, by the United 
States in Congrefs aflembled, that 
from and after the firfl day of Fe- 
bruary next, all refolutions and or- 
dinances .of Congrefs relating to cap- 



tures, or recaptures on water, and 
coming within the purview of this 
ordinance, except as is herein after 
excepted, fhall be null and r void : 
but queftions of this nature arifing 
before, or which mall be* undeter- 
mined at that day, mall be deter- 
mined at any time during the war 
with Great - Britain, according to 
*them, in the fame manner as if 
this ordinance had never been made. 
It fhall be lawful to capture and 
obtain condemnation of the property 
herein after enumerated, if found 
below high-water mark ; that is to 
fay, 

All mips and other veffels of what- 
foever fize or denomination, belong- 
ing to an enemy of the United States, 
with their rigging, tackle, apparel 
and furniture. 

All goods, wares, and merchan- 
dizes belonging to an enemy, and 
found on board of a fliip or other 
veiTel of fuch enemy. 

All goods, wares, and merchan- 
dizes, to whatever nation belonging, 
although found in neutral bottoms, 
if deftined for the ufe of the enemy : 
but the goods, wares, and merchan- 
dizes, belonging to an enemy, con- 
traband goods, and goods defiined 
to a blockade, inverted or befieged 
port, being always excepted, found 
111 a veflel belonging to a foreign na- 
tion, other than an enemy, fhall in 
no cafe be fubj^cl: to condemnation. 
. Provided neverthelefs, that from and 
after the firft day of March, in the 
year one thoufand feven hundred and 
eighty-two, all goods, vyares and mer- 
chandizes of the growth, produce or 
manufacture of Great-Britain, or,of 
any territory depending thereon, if 
found within three leagues of the 
coails, and deftined to any port or 
place of the United States, in any 
(hip or veflel belonging to the citizens 
of the faid States, or the fubjetts of 
any neutral power, fhall be liable to * 
capture and. condemnation, unlefs 
the fame {hall, Ipve been previtwfly 
y 2 captured 
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captured from the enemy and con- 
demned, or, in confequence of 
capture, may be proceeding to fome 
port or place not in the power of the 
faid enemy, for trial and condem- 
nation. . 

All fhips or other veflels, goods, 
wares and merchandizes .belonging 
to any power, or the fubjecls of any 
power againft which letters of marque 
or reprifal {hall have iflued. 

All fhips or other veffels, with their 
rigging, tackle, apparel and furni- 
ture; and with their cargoes, to 
whatfoever nation ^belonging, deftin- 
ed to any port or place inverted, be- 
fieged, or blockaded, by a fufficient 
force belonging to, in the fervice of, 
or co-operating with the United 
States, fo effectually, as that one 
cannot attempt to enter into fuch 
port or place without evident danger 
of being loft. 

All mips, or veffels, with their 
rigging, tackle, apparel, and furni- 

(ture, and with their cargoes, found 
in the pofTeffion of pirates. 

The goods, wares and merchan- 
dizes to be adjudged contraband, are 
the following : that is to fay, 

Cannon, mortars, fire-arms, piftols, 
bombs, granadoes, bullets, balls, 
fiifes, flints, matches, powder, fait- 
petre, fulphur, carcafes, pikes, 
fwords, belts, pouches, cartouch- 
- boxes, faddles, and bridles, in any 
quantity beyond what may be necef- 
Jary for the fhip's provifion, and may 
properly appertain to, and be judg- 
ed neceffary for every man of the 
/hip's crew, or for each paffenger. 

If it fhall manifeftly appear, that 
of any entire thing of which divifion 
cannot be made without injury to its 
value, a fubject of the enemy, and 
a citizen or a fubjeft of a foreign 
power, not being an enemy, are 
joint holders', the whole fhall l^e 
condemned and fold for gold o*r 
filver, the proper proportion of the 
net proceeds of which ihall be de- 
pofited in the treafury of the State 



in which the fale fhall be, to be paid 
to the order of fuch citizen, or the 
fubjeft of fuch foreign power. 

If fuch divifion can be accompHm- 
ed, but neither the citizen, nor the 
fubjeel of a foreign power, nor his 
agent, fhall require fpecific reftitu- 
tion of his property, there fhall be a 
fale in the fame manner, as if the 
property were indivifible But if in 
fuch cafe a reqifition be made to this 
effect, the due proportion fhall be 
fDecifically reftored. 

Where property fhall have been 
originally captured on land from a 
State, or a citizen of the United 
States, and fhall be re-captured be- 
low high-water mark by another cU 
tizen thereof, reflitution fnall be' 
made to the former owner, upon the 
payment of a reafonable falvage, not 
exceeding one fourth part of the 
value, no regard being had to the 
time of pofTeffion by the enemy. 
• In all cafes of recapture by an arm- 
ed veffel, fitted out at the expence 
of the United States, of a veffel or 
other effects belonging to a citizen, 
the court fhall adj udge the propor- 
tion which would be due to the 
United States, to be remitted to fuch 
citizen, no regard being had to the 
time of pofTeffion by the enemy. 

On the recapture by a citizen of 
any Negro", Mulatto, Indian or other 
perfon, from whom labour or fervice 
is lawfully claimed by a State or. a 
citizen of a State, fpecific reflitution 
fhall be adjudged to the claimant, 
whether the original capture fhall 
have been made on land or water, 
and without regard to the time 
of pofTeffion by the enemy, a rea- 
fonable falvage being paid by the 
claimant to the recaptor, not exceed- 
ing one fourth of the value of fuch 
labour or fervice, to be eltimated ac- 
cording to the laws of the State, un- 
der which the claim fhall be made. 

But if the fervice of fuch Negro, 
Mulatto, Indian, or other perfon, 
captured below high-water mark, 

£haU 
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fhall not be legally claime4 within a 
year and a day, from the fentence of 
the Court, he (hall be fct at liberty. 

In all other cafes of recapture, re- 
flit u cion (hall be made to the owner, 
upon payment of one third part of 
the true value for falvage, if the pro- 
perty fliali have been retaken in Iefs 
than twenty-four hours after the cap- 
tore. But if it mall not have been 
'retaken uhtil the expiration of 24 
hours after the capture, restitution 
fhall not be made of any part. 

Befides thofe who are duly autho- 
rifed to make captures by a fpecial 
commilTion, captures of the property 
of an enemy fhall be adjudged law- 
ful when made : 

I ft. By a private vefTel not having 
fuch commiffion, fatlsfactory proof 
being produced that they were made 
in purfuing the courfe of her voyage, 
and repelling a previous attack from 
an enemy. 

2d. By any body or detachment of 
regular foldiers. 

3d. By inhabitants of the country, 
if made within cannon-fhot of the 
fhore. 

4th. By an armed vefTel failing 
under a commiffion of his MoS 
ChrifHan Majefty. 

5 th. By the crews of Britifh vefTels, 
while captures of this fort arelicenfed 
by the Britifh. 

Recaptures fhall be made by no 
other perfons than thofe authorifed 
to make captures, except the crews 
of vefTels retaken. 

The deflruclion of papers, or the 
pofTeffion of double papers by any 
captured vefTel, fhall be cdnfidered 
as evidence for condemnation, unlefs 
good caufe be fhewn to the contrary. 

From and after the firlt day of Fe- 
bruary, which fhall be in the year of 
our Lord, one thoufand feven hun- 
drM and eighty-two, any letters of 
-jjWportor fafe conduct, granted be* 
$re the 27th of March lafl, under 
the authority of Congrefs, to any per- 
son whatsoever, for removal of pro- 



perty from a place beyond Tea, with-, 
in the dominions or pofTeffions of the 
Britifh King, fhall be void. 

Upon the capture of a veflel com- 
miftioned as a man of war or priva- 
teer, by any of the vefTels of war of 
the United States of America, the 
whole of the property condemned 
fhall be adjudged to the captors, to 
be divided in the following manner 
(faving to all perfons who ihall Iofe 
a limb in an engagement, or fhall be 
otherwife difabled in the fervice of 
the United States, every benefit ac- 
cruing to them under the refolution 
of Congrefs, of the 28th of Novem- 
ber, one thoufand feven hundred and 
feventy-five) that is to fay, 

To the Commander in Chief of 
the navy of the United States, fhall 
be allotted one twentieth part of all 
prizes taken by an armed vefTel or 
vefTels under his orders and com- 
mand ; when there fhall be no fuch 
Commander in Chief, the one twen- 
tieth part allotted to him fhall 
paid into the treafury of the Unite 
States. 

To the Captain of any iingle arm- 
ed vefTel two twentieth parts, but if 
more fhips-or vefTels be in company 
when a prize is taken, then the two 
twentieth parts fhall be divided e- 
qually among all the Captains. 

To the Captains of Marines, Lieu- 
tenants and Matters, three twentieth 
parts of all prizes taken when they 
are in company, to be divided equal- 
ly among them. 

To the Lieutenants of Marines, 
furgeons, chaplains, purfers, boat- 
fwains, gunners, carpenters, matters, 
mates, and the fecretary of the fleet, 
two twentieth parts, and one half of 
the twentieth part, to be divided 
equally among them. 

To the following petty warrant 
officers, viz. midlhipmen, (allowing 
for each fhip fix, for each brig four, 
and for each floop two) captains 
clerks, furgeons mates, ftewards, 
fail makers, coopers, armourers, 
; (allowing 
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{allowing for each vefTel oae-of each 
inly) boatfwains mates, gunnera 
mates, carpenters mates, (allowing 
for each vefi'el two, of each) cooks, 
cockfwains, (allowing for each veflel 
one of each) ferjeants of marines, 
(allowing two for each fhip, and one . 
for each brig and fioop) three twen- 
tieth parts to be divided equally 
among them; and when a prize is 
taken by any veflel, on board or in 
company of which the Commander 
in Chief is, then the Commander in 
Chief's cook or cockfwain ih-all be 
added to the faid petty warrant 
©flicers, and fnare' equally with 
them. 

The remaining eight twentieth 
parts, and half of the one twentieth 
part, mall be divided among the reft 
of the vefTels company or companies, 
as it may happen, and fhare alike. 

No officer or man mail have any 
ihare, but fuch as are actually on 
board their feveral vefTels when any 
prise or prizes fhall be taken, ex- 

Eepting only fuch as may have been 
rdered on board any other prizes, 
before taken, or fent away by his or 
their commanding officers. 

Uport the capture of any other 
veflel, if made by a veficl of war, 
belonging to the United States, one 
half of the property condemned mail 
be decreed to the United States, and 
the other half to the captors, to be 
divided as aforefaid : if by a private 
.veflel not having a commiflion, the 
whole fhall be decreed to the captors: 
if by any body or detachment of re- 
gulars, or other troops in the fcrvice 
of the United States, the whole fhall 
be adjudged to the captors, to be di- 
vided in proportion to the pay in the 
line of the army : if by inhabitants 
of the country, being in arms, the 
whole fhall be adjudged to the cap- 
tors, to be divided equally among 
them ; provided, that if any fuch 
inhabitant mall be wounded in mak- 
ing the capture, he mall be entitled 
to two fhare s, and if killed, his legal 



reprefentative {halt be entitled tor 
four fhares. If by the crews, of Bri- 
tifh vefTels, the whole fhall be ad- 
judged to the captors, to be divided 
at the difcretion of the Court. 

On capture by an armed veflel 
belonging to the United States, of a 
veflel under the protection of a veffel 
belonging to the enemy, commifuon- 
ed as a man of war or privateer, or 
where the veflel retaken is equipped 
in a warlike manner, the proportion 
to be withdrawn from the original 
owner, ihall be divided as in the 
cafe- of a capture of an enemy's 
,yeflel commiflioned as a man of war 
or privateer. 

On recapture by an armed veflel 
belonging to the United States, of a 
veflel under the protection of an 
hoftile veflel not commiflioned as a 
man of war or privateer, and where 
the veflel retaken is not equipped in 
a warlike manner, the proportion" to 
be withdrawn from the original 
owner fhall be divided, as in the cafe 
of an hoftile veflel not commiflioned , 
as a man of war or privateer. 

The rules of decifion in the feveral 
Courts fhall be, the refolutions and 
ordinances of the United States in 
Congrefs aflembled, public treaties, 
when declared to be fo by an acl of 
Congrefs, and the law of nations, 
according to the general ufages of 
Europe, public treaties fhall have 
the pre-eminence in all trials. 

This Ordinance fhall commence 
in force on the hrft day of Febru- 
ary, which will be in the year of ou* 
Lord one thoufand feven hundred 
and eighty-two.

any) is, are, and fhall be entitled to 
the fame, together with their fhare 
of prize money due at the time of 
their deceafe. 'And if an inferior

limb, or be otherwife difabled fo as 
to be rendered incapable afterwards 
■of getting a fubfiftence, he or they 
ihaU receive a bounty of two hun- 
dred dollars, to be deducted as afore- 
faid ; and in cafe of death, his wi- 
dow or children (if any) is, are, and 
fhall be entitled to the fame, to- 
gether with his fhare of prize money 
due at the time of his deceafe.

The Emperor Joseph II. having 
acceded to the intentions of the Em-* 
p efs, our augufl fovereign, expreifed 
in her Imperial declaration of the 
28th of February, 1780, has caufed 
the following refcript to be delivered 
to our Court : 

** Jofeph Hi Emperor of the Ro- 
mans, Sec. having beeu amicably in- 
vited by her Majefly the Emprefs of 
all the Ruulas, to concur with her in 
confolidating the principles of |a neu- 
trality at fea, in order to preferve the 
freedom of trade and navigation to 
the neutral powers, as has been ex- 
plained in the declaration, i>earing 
date February »8, 1780, delivered by 
her Imperial directions to the belli- 
gerent powers, and is in fubftance as 
follows : 

« That the neutral mips may freely 
fail from port to port, and along the 
coafts of the powers now at war, 
v « That the effecls belonging to the 
fubjecls of the belligerent powers be 
accounted free, when put on board of 
neutral fhips, excepting fuch as are 
prohibited. 

' That fuch fhall be accounted 
prohibited goods as are fpecified in 
the joth and nth articles of the 
treaty of commerce, conc'uded be- 
tween Ruffia and Great Britain on 
the aoth of June, 1766. 

» That 
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* That in order to afcertain what 
is meant by blockaded port, that term 
ought to be applied to thofe harbours 
only, which are To befet by the enemy, 
as to make it dangerous to attempt 
an entrance. 

* In fine, that the above principles 
be urged as a law in all) trials 
and decifiorrs 09 the lawfulnefs of 
prizes.* " 

" And her faid Imperial Majefty 
having pro po fed to us to that pur- 
pofe that we would evince, by a for- 
mal aft of accefflon, not only our im- 
plicit acceding to the faid principles, 
but alfo our immediate agreeing with 
the meafures necefLry to fecure the 
execution thereof, by adopting on 
our fide, and entering into the refpec- 
tive engagements and ftfpolauoui as 
follows ; to wit, 

*' lit. That on both fides the 
ftricleft neutrality (hall continue to 
be obfervcd, and attention be paid to 
the moil rigorous execution of the 
prohibitions made again ft the contra- 
band trade of their refpeclive fub* 
jefts with any of th/ powers now at 
war, or likely to be lo hereafter* 

" 2d. In cafe that notwithftdnd- 
ing all the care employed to prevent 
fuch prohibited trade, it mould hap- 
pen that the trading veflels of either 
power fhould be infulted, or taken 
by any mips belonging to the belli- 
gerent powers, the complaints of the 
aggrieved fovereign (hall be enforced 
in the moil efficacious manner by the 
other ; but if justice mould be de- 
nied upon fuch complaints, the two 
contracting powers fhall enforce it 
m fuch a manner as to right them* 
felvcs, by making reprifals. 

■* 3d. If either or both of the two 
contracting powers, in confequence 
of the preient agreement, {hould be 
molefted or atucked, then and in 
fuch cafe they will join in one caufe, 
in order to defend each other refpec- 
tively, and* endeavour to obtain fatis- 
faclion both for the infolt oftered to

their flag, and the damages incurred 
by their fubjecls* 

«• 4th. That the above ftipulation 
/ball be confidered by both parties as 
binding for evtr, and as the ftandard 
to appreciate the rights of the afore* 
faid neutrality. 

« 5th. That the faid contracting 
powers fhall, in a friendly manner, 
give notice hereof to the powers now 
at war. 

" Being defirons, from the friend* 
(hip that fortunately unites as to her 
Imperial Majefty of all the Ruffiat, 
a* alfo for the welfare of all Europe, 
and oor fubjecls and dominions in 
particular, to contribute to the ful- 
filling of the intentions, meaning and 
meafures, equally falutary, and per- 
fectly coincident with the cleared no- 
tions of the rights of nations, we 
have agreed, and do by thefe prefenta, 
confent to accede thereto, folemnly 
engaging ourfelves, as the faid Era* 
prefs does towards ns, to obferve, ex-

** By the grace of God, we Ca- 
therine II. Em prefs of all the Raffias, 
&c. &c. having amicably invited his 
Majefty, the Emperor of the Ro- 
mans, King of Hungarta and Bohe- 
mia, to concur with us in the con- 
folidating the principles of the neu- 
trality at fea, tending tocftablifli the 
freedom of trade and navigation of 
the neutral powers, which we have 
fully explained in oar imperial de- 
claration of February 28, 17S0, de- 
livered to all the belligerent powers, 

Z which 
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which principles are in fubflance as 
fo\ low: 

•* That the neutral ihips may 
freely fail from port to port, and 
coaftways of the powers at war ; that 
the efTe^s belonging to . the belli- 
g$Ttnt powers be free when on board 
of neutral fhips, excepting pr6hibited^ 
goods, which are fully panted out! 
by the tenth and eleventh articles of 
the treaty of commerce conluded 
between Ruflia and Great Britain on 
the 20th of June, 1766. That in 
order to determine the meaning of 
what is to be accounted a b! ckaded 
harbour , that appellation is only 
ghven to fuch, as by the difpofition 
of the hoftile power there is an evi- 
dent danger of entering the fame; 
and in fine, that the above mentioned 
principles be orged as a law in 
alt trials and derifions refpedting 
prizes. 

" Hij Imperial and Royal Apoilolic 
Majefty having confented to make 
known, by an aft of formal acceffion, 
not only bis full adherence to the 
fame principles, butj alfo his im- 
mediate concurrence to the meafures 
tending to fecure their execution, 
which we on our fide hereby adopt by.

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We inftruft you, Gentlemen, to 
ufe your moll ftrenuoui endeavours 
to promote and fupport a full and 
unequivocal declaration, that the 
King, Lords, and Commons of Ire- 
land, conftitute the only authority 
competent to make laws to govern 
this Kingdom. 

We alfo inftruct. you to exert your- 
felves to the utmoft, to obtain a pro* 
per modification of that law of Sir 
Edward Poyniag, by which a dan- 
gerous breach is made in the moil 
in,terefting part of our copftitution. 

The general fpirit of our laws oh- 
vioufly intends to preferve the liberty 
and property of evefy individual in 
the community'; we therefore in- 
ftru£ you to endeavour to procure 
an Habeas Corpus Aft, fimilar to 
that in our fifter kingdom, which is 
juftly confidered as the mod perfect 
fecurity of the perfonal freedom of 
the fubjelL 

We in fir aft you farther, to em- 
ploy your bell abilities and influence, 
to have a law parted, by which the. 
Judges will hold their places during 
their good behaviour: — A law which 
will render men in thofe high offices 
more refjpec"lable and independent, 
and coniequently enfure a due and 
impartial adminiftration of public 
juftice. 

We fbongly recommend to you, 
to orocure a revifal of the Mutiny 
Bill; which in its prefent form, we 
apprehend, may be of dangerous 
tendency, becaufeit is unlimitted in 
its duration. 

We jefleft, with fingular fatis- 
feftion, on the removal of many of 
thofe rertri&ions, which long fetter- 
ed and confined our trade, and fo- 
mented jealoufies and animofities be- 
tween Great-Britain and Ireland ; 
&utwe muft obferve to you, Gen- 
tlemen, that unlefs a fair and juft 
equalization of duties is obtained, 
we fhall lofe feme of the mod ma- 
terial advantages which we expected 



to derive from the extension of ou* 
commerce. 

The expenditure of the public 
money affords an ample field of ne- 
ceiTary enquiry ; we inftrufl you di- 
ligently to promote that enquiry : 
and if fuch expenditure fhall appear 
to have been profufe or corrupt, we 
expect, you will ufe your utmoft abi- 
lities to reform it in future. 

When we fee our coafts infulted, 
and our trade plundered by pirates 
and hoftile privateers, we lament 
that the prefent fituation of Great- 
Britain, environed by enemies, in* 
capacitates our gracious Sovereign, 
from affording to his faithful fubjeas 
of Ireland, that protection which wc 
are confident he wiflies to grant ; 
and On that account, it is our earneft 
defire to fee a few frigates fpeedily 
fitted out and employed, at the ex- 
pence of this kingdom, for the pro- 
tection of the Irifh trade, and under 
the command of the Irifh Govern- 
ment : This object we muft warmly 
recommend to your attention ; and 
inftrucl you to exert yourfelves to 
promote it* — If new funds are want- 
ed for this mod falutary purpofe, we 
conceive they will be amply pro- 
duced- by appropriating thereto fo 
mu*ch as may be neceffary of the new 
duties that are now to be laid on 
Weft -Indian and American pro- 
duce. 

The undeviating integrity which 
has marked your conduct in the 
Houfe of Commons, entitles you to 
our fulleft confidence ; and a flu res us 
of that attention to thefe inftruftions 
which is due to their weight and im- 
portance. 

We are encouraged to hope", that 
the prefent Parliament will hold 
forth an eminent example of judici- 
ous determination, firmnefs, and 
unanimity, which will fecure our 
inefttmable rights and privileged, 
add luftre to the dignity of the na- 
tional aflembly, and command .the 
.gratitude,

On the 27 th, opon our arrival 
.there, I received advice that the ene- 
thy had retired. We pafled the river 
at HewePs Ferry, and oar firft poll 
was Mo trie's plantation, where I 
learned that the enemy had (lopped 
at Eutow's Spring, about 40 miles 
from us, where they had received a 
neinfor cement, and they prepared to 
eftablifh a poft there* To diflodge 
them, 1 determined to hazard an en- 
gagement, although we were confi- 
dergbly inferior In number* 

We began to march on the cth of 
September, and we advanced by 
fmall marches, aj well to difguife 
our intention, as to give time to 
General Marion, who had been de- 
tached, to rejoin us; fo that it was 
the 7th when we came to Bendeil's 
plantations, within 17 miles of the 
enemy. 

"We marched to attack the enemy 
at four o'clock in the morning of the 
8th. Our front line wascompofed of 
four fmall battalions of militia, two 
of North, and two of South Caro- 
lina; our fecond line confided of 
three fmall brigades of continental 
(roops, one *of North Carolina, one 
of Virginia, and one of Maryland; 
Lieutenant-colonel Lee, with his le- 
gion, covered oar right flank; and 
Lieutenant-colonel Herder fori, with 
the ftate troops, our left. Lieute- 
nant-CoJonel Waflungton, with his 
cavalry, and the Delaware troops, 
formed the body of frferve. Two 
three pounders were in the front 
of oar line, and two fix pounders 
with the fecond line; the legion and 
ftate troops formed our advamed 
guard, and were to retreat on our 
flanks when the enemy mould form. 
We marched in this order to the at- 
tack. The legion and ftate troops 
met with a part of the enemy's horfe 
and foot, about four miles from their 
camp, and put them to flight with 



fixed bayonets, having killed aocT 
woundea} many. As we thought this 
Was the van of the enemy, our firft 
line was ordered to form, and the 
legion and ftate troops to take poft 
on our flanks. From the place of 
action to Eutow Springs, the whole 
xountry is covered with wood. The 
Bring began at three miles from the 
Englilhcamp. The militia advanced 
firing, and the advanced pods of the 
enemy were routed; the fire re- 
doubled, pur officers behaved with 
thegreateft bravery, and the militia 
gained much honour by their firm- 
nets; but the fire of the enemy, who 
continued to advance, being fupe- 
rior to ours, the militia were obliged 
to retreat. 

The Carolina brigade; under Ge- 
neral Sumner, were ordered to fop- 
port them, and though not abw 
three months raifed, behaved nobly* 
In this moment of action, the Vir- 
ginians under Col Campbell, and ; 
the Marylanders under Col. Williams I 
advanced in the face of the enemy's 
lire, a terrible cannonade and a 
mower of bullets, overturned all that 
prefented, and the enemy were pat 
to the route. 

Lieutenant-colonel Lee turned Jiri 
left flank to the enemy, and charged 
them in the rear, , whije the troops 
of Maryland and Virginia charged 
them in the front. Colonel Hamp- 
ton, who commanded the troops of 
the ftate, charged one part, of whom 
he made 100 prifbners* Colonel 
Wafhington advanced with A corps 
dereferve upon the left, where the 
enemy appeared to prepare again to 
make refiflance^ahd charged them 
fo impetuou/ly with his cavalry, and 
a body of infantry, that they had 
not time to rally. 

We continued to purfue the enemy, 
after having broken them, until we 
attained their camp. A great num* 
ber of prlfoners fell into our hands, ; 
and fome' hundreds of fugitives 
efcaped towards Charleitown : but a 

party 
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party leaving got into a briclf houfe 
three flories high, and others took 
port: in a pallifidoed garden, their 
rear being covered with Springs and 
ho How ways, the enemy renewed the 
fight. Lieutenant-colonel Warning- 
ton did his utmoft to diflodge them 
from a thick wood, but found it im- 
pofljble; his horfe was- killed under 
him 9/ and himfelf wounded,- and ta- 
ken pri Toner ; four cannon were ad- 
vanced again ft the Houfe, but the 
fire from it wag fo briflc, that it was 
impoflible to force it, or even to brinfc 
on the cannon, when the troops were 
Ordered to retreat, and the greateft 
pare of the officers and men whp 
ferved thofe cannon were either kil- 
led or wounded. 

Wafhington having failed in his 
attack on the (eft, the legion could 
not fucceed on the right ; and feeing 
our foot roughly handled .by the ene- 
my's fire, and our ammunition aimoft 
expended, I thought It my duty to 
fhelter them from the fire from the 
houfe; being perfuaded that the 
enemy could hot maintain their potts 
but a few hours, and that we fhoutd 
have better play on their retreat, than 
to obftinately perflil in diflodging 
them, which would expofe us to a 
con Mderable lofs. 

We collected all our wounded, ex- 
* cept rhofe wbo were too forward ud- 
der the fire of die houfe, and we re- 
turned to the Bank, Which we occu- 
pied in the morning, not rinding 
water any where nearer, and Our 
troops having great need of refrefh- 
ment, after a fight which had conti- 
nued four hour, I left upon the fie*d 
of battle a ftrong piquet. I fhall 
fend Colonel Lee and Gen. Marion 
early ro-morrow morning between 
Eutow'sand Chartas Town, to pre- 
vent the reinforcements which may 
come to fuccour the enemy, or t6 re- 
tard rtleir march, if they attempt to 
retreat ; and give room to the army 
to attack their rear-guard, and coift- 
plere Oiir fuccefs. We 16ft two pieces

of artillery to the enemy, and wt 
have taken one of theirs. 

The night of the 9th, tne enemy 
retired, leaving more than 70 of 
their wounded behind them, and 
more than 1000 arms, which they\ 
had broken, and concealed in the 
Springs of the Eutow's ; they ftaved 
4o or 30 barrels of rum, and destroy- 
ed a rarge quantity of provisions, 
which they could not carry wiib 
them. 

We purfued them as foon as wfc 
had notice of their retreat, but they 
joined Major Arthur ; General Ma- 
rion and Colonel Lee, not having 
troops enough to hinder them. At 
our approach they retired to Charles 
Town. We tools 500 prifon*rs K in- 
cluding the wounded they had left 
behind; and I reckon they had not 
refs than 6©o killed and wounded. 
The fugitives fpread fuch an alarm, 
that the enemy burnt their provisions 
at Dorcherter, and quittedjtheir poll . 
at Fair Lawn. A great number of 
negroes and others have been em- 
ployed to throw down trees acrofs 
the roads, at fome miles from 
Charles Town. Nothing but the 
brick houfe, and their ftrong poft at 
Eutow's, hindered the remains of 
the Engiifh army from falling into 
ourhands. . 

We have purfued them to the Eu- 
tows, bnt could not overtake them* 
We ftrall reft here one or two days, 
and then retake our old pofuion near 
the heights of Santee. < 

I think I owe the victory which I 
have gained to the briik ufe the Vir- 
ginians and: Maryhnders, and one 
party of the infantry, made of the 
bayonet. I cannot forbear praifing 
the condnft and courage of ill -my 
troops.

Mr. George Forbes, an Advocate 
of Aberdeen, writ a letter fomc 
time ago to the King of Pruffia, to 
make his Majefty acquainted with 
the bad treatment which one of his 
fubjects had experienced in Scot- 
land : The man's name was Janflen ; '. 
he was Captain of a vefTel belonging 
to Eaft-Friefland, was taken under 
Pruffian colours, by a Scotch pri- 
vateer, and carried into Scotland. 
Mr. Forbes thinking that JaniTen's 
cafe was a very hard one, left no- 
thing undone to ferve the man, and 
have his fhip reftored to him ; but in 
vain ; he therefore refolved to make 
the fituation of Janflen known to his 
Sovereign ; and therefore writ to 
Berlin, to thp- King of Pruffia, on 
the fubjeft. ' In a very Few pofts, 
Mr. Forbes was honoured with the 
following letter from the Great Fre- 
derick ; 

" Sir, 

tf I received your letter of the 
6th of October,'and as far as it re- 
lated to yourfelf, it gave me fingular 
fatisfaction. I underftand from you, 
that one of my fubjects, named Ton- 



jes Roelofs Janflen, of my Province 
of Eaft-Friefland, was, in the cqurfc 

of his navigation with his fhip, in 
which he was carrying on a trade 

' perfectly free and legal to all neutral 
owners, taken and carried iuto Aber- 
deen by a Scotch privateer, and 
tteated with a feverity which the 
Laws of Nations mult condemn ; 
and that hitherto, notwithftanding 
all your efforts and good offices to . 

' affift him, he has not been able to . 
get his fhip releafed, or to obtain . 
either juftice or fatisfaction. You 
judge very rightly, Sir, when you 
thought before-hand, that fuch treat- 
ment to one of my fubjects, though 
°f inferior rank, could, not but be 
difpleafmg to me ; but, Sir, on tn « , 
other hand, it gave me infinite 
pleafure to hear, that though vou ; 
was a perfect ftranger to me, vou ." 
voluntarily undertook the defence °f t 
opprefTed innocence, againft the in " • 
juftice of your own country. I *? e I 
myfelf fenfibly afFeded by this ge- 
nerous conduct on your part ; an<J * ' 
take this earlieft opportunity ta" 

. make you my acknowledgment . ' 
and exprefs the grateful ferife, I en- 
tertain of you, on accounr of yo ur 
efforts, however fruitlefs they m a )S 
have proved, to protect the inn " 
cent from the oppreflion of powe r « - 
My particular efteem is due to you.** 
and. I cannot fufhciently admire fo 
very rare a virtue as you have ex*, 
hibited oh this occafion. If a man 
of your way of thinking flood in % 

. need of any other. recompence than* 
that which arifes from a fenfe of 
hiving acted nobly, I fhould hold it 
to be my duty to reward him. > 

" Without lofs'of time I com-* 
municated the contents of your let-, 
ter to Comte de Lufi, my Minifter- 

: at the Court of London^ and I have* 
giyen him the .mot precife and. 
pofitive orders, to make the ftrongefl, 
remonftrance'to the-Minifters of his 
Britannic Majefty, that ''the unfor- 
nate JanfTen and his fhip may be re- 
A a 2 ^ leafed, 
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leafed, and fpeedy and ample juflice 
may be done him. I expert that ' 
th£s remonftrance will be followed 
with fuccefs ; and I expect it the/ 
n>ore, as I have taken the moft juft 
meafures, by publifhing two decla- * 
rations, in which all my fubje&s are 
forbidden to carry on, during flie . 
cpurfe of the prefent war, any otrjer 
trade, than iuch as is ' perfectly 
harinlefs, and ftriftly conformable 
to the rights of nations, and ho way 
injurious to any of the belligerent 
powers. I recommend the unfor- ' 
tunate JanfTen to your further care ; ■ 
and pray God to keep you, &c."

Ever flnce 
no tidings have been received about 
them, no tioubt btcaufe the refpec- 
tfve captains were not permitted to 
write till the commiffioner at that 
place ma4 c known their arrival in a 
ftw words, giving at the fame time 
information that the .above flaps 
c&nld not fail for Europe till the 
month of O&ober following, and 
tfcisfbr good and vahd reafcns. By 
this megAs the Sophia Frederica will 
liaVe betn detained frve months, and 
the Copenhagen three. It is im- 
poffible to guefs what may have been 
the motives of flopping for foiorig a 
time, and in fo prejudicial z man- 
ner, two neutral ftips belonging to 
a Iriendly power, relying on the

The following is the proclamation 
iflued out by the States, for ap- 
pointing a day of falling and prayer ; 
WftUt and Mighty Lords, 

A, jufl. and adorable providence, 
which hath fpr a long time admo- 
nifl}e4 us, but ir\ vain, hath at laft 
Ij&de us feel its chaftifement, fee- 
ing our neglect an4 obftinacy ftill 
cguitiuue to bear heavy upon us. — 
'^he year which has juft elapfed, has 
proved, a trying time in many re- 
fpefts. Attacked by a, powerful al- 
ly, but now our enemy, we have 
feen our colonies invaded and wrefted 
from us, whilft our trade and navi- 
gation, the fources of our profperity, 
and even of our political exiftence, 
have received the deepeft wounds. 
We have feen our country afflicted 
with the heavieft misfortunes, both 
from foreign, foes, and by our in- 
teftine diflenuons and animofities. 
In the miclft of darknefs and horror, 
the fins of the nation have no ways 
decreafed—ajl feern to remain in the 
fame fituatjon—we betray the very 
fame infeafibilUy and indifference, 

though threatened on all fides. 

The fame vanity , and luxury, the 
feme depravity of morals and con- 
duel, ftill prevail amongft us : nay, 
a total apathy in matters of religion 
— a proud felfifhnefs, and felf-in- 
terefted views, the bane of patri- 
otifm : difcqrd and animofity, a want 
of refpeet for the ruling: powers, and 
,an unbridled frirH of anarchy. — 
The alarming fymptoms of a ftate, 
weakened, and verging towards its 
decline, have over-run the nation. 
Thus we fee that Providence vifits 
our iniqui^es, not only by the cala- 
mities of war, b*t that our own fins 
become, in its hands, the inftru- 
nqertfs of our misfprtunes. 

From thpfe moving confiderations, 
we have- been induced to iflue this 
proclamation, and appoint a day of 
rafting, ~ prayer, ani thankfgiving, 
'fpr Wednefday the 27th inftant, to 



be obferved throughout the United 
Provinces, States, and Towns there* 
to belonging, in order to worfhip 
and magnify, with due folenjnity, 
the Almighty, , who has hitherto 
with-heldthe meflengers of his wrath 
from totally effecting our deftruc- 
tion ; to acknowledge our entire de- 
pendencyupon his infinite goodoefs; 
to befeech the difcontinuance of a 
ruinous war, by imploring his bhf- 
fmgs ; to find out fuch lawful means 
as may forward it in a manner, 
equally conducive to the good and 
welfare of the flate; to entreat the 
Almighty to reftore us, otfr families^' 
and country to his merciful protec- 
tion ; and fupplicate him, by the 
merits of our Saviour Jefus ,Chrilr ' 
to forgive us all our fins and tran£ 
greffions ; granting at the fame tjme, : 
through his mercy, the aid and af- 
fiftance neceiTary to reclaim and pre- 
ferve a finful generation. 

It is our duty, on this occafion, 
to befeech a fingular bleffing for the 
perfons and government of our So-* 
vereigns ; that wifdom, unanimity, 
concord, and a zeal perfectly diiiQ- 
terefied, may prefide over ali their 
councils, ,and' crown with fuccefs 
their deliberations, their arms, and 
every undertaking conducive to , our 
independence, the obfervation of 
our rights and liberties, the en.cou«- 
ragement of true religion^ national 
virtue, and alfo the welfare and 
profperity of this Republic, Mean 
while we ought to implore the Dir 
vine protection for his moil Serene 
Highnefs, his Royal Confort, and 
Children ; that their lives may be 
long and happy, crowned with the 
molt precious bleflings; that the 
• Prince's government, on account of 
his vigilance, afEduous efforts, and 
his fmcere affection for the country 
may be productive of effects equally 
fortunate and falutary for this Re- 
public, and his own illuftrioushoufe; 
that his pofterity may deferve the' 
immonal name it is heir to, and, 

under 
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under God, furnifh us, for a long 
feriei of years, witJi zealous protec- 
tors of our religious and civil rights 
*nd liberties. 

But whilil we are deprecating from 
ps pur own calamities, it behoves us 
to mew ourfclves concerned for the 
conclufion of a general peace, and 
the tranquility of Europe, by en- 
treating the Supreme Being, who 
directs all events, to incline the 
iearts of the Princes and Sovereigns 
to hearken to the voice of iuflice and 
humanity, for the refloration of 

Seace wherever, difcord has raifed 
iofe fcenes of blood £nd diitrefs. 
In fine, we fhould join in prayer 
' for all Proteflant Churches wherever 
ftey may be, that the labours of 
their Minifters may forward the 
caufe of religion, of brotherly affec- 
tion and concord, that thus a fpirit 
of national virtue and true piety may 
diffufe itfelf amongft us, and draw 
upon this nation the bleiHng and 
protection of the Supreme Being to 
our lateft poiterity. 

Tranflation of a Utter from Dewa- 
cvr Pundit, Mimjler to Moo- 
DAIEE Boosla, the Raja of Be- 
TOYy dated the $tb of April > to Mr, 
Hastings, received the \6tbMay> 
1781. 

After the ufual compliments^ 

Pri«>r to this, in the fullnefs of 
friendfhip and refpeit, which God 
the Creator of Heaven and Earth 
knew to be fincere, I wrote four 
Jettcrs concerning the affairs of this 
province, ftating the bufinefs in agi- 
tation, in all its points of view ; and ! 
fetting forth the meafures to be 
taken, and the confequences attend- 
ing your refolution for peace or war. 
That if, in order to reftore your rer 
putation, which had fuffered from 
the incapacity of the Bombay Com- 
manders, you were determined upon 
war, there were fuch and fuch mea- 



fures necelTary to be taken, to] carry 
it on with fuccefs ; that if you fpoke 
the language of peace, and wifhed 
that the garden of the State mould 
preferve its beauty unviolated by the 
thorns of war and confufion, you 
mould fend propofals for a treaty 
fully and particularly drawn out, re- 
fpeeling every article, in fuch ani 
fuch form, and to fuch and fuch pur- 
port, that the thorns of Difcontent 
might be removed, and a foundation 
laid for our mutual agreements, to 
laft for ever — that the country might 
flourim in tranquility, the inhabi- 
tants be at eafe, and the General and 
foldiers free from the fatigues of in- 
ceflant toil. — I conclude that thefc 
letters have been refpe&ively receiv- 
ed, and that you muft be acquainted 
with their contents; and moil' un- 
doubtedly your extenfive capacity, 
and universal knowledge, have en-' 
abled you to comprehend the fecret 
meaning of every hint and fuggef- 
tion, contained in the lines which I 
wrote regarding the negotiation of a 
treaty ; and will have confidered 
every matter, both in its beginning 
and its confequences. But, as con- 
trary to former cuflprn, when a mu- 
tual correfpondence every month re- 
fpecling bufinefs fubfifted between 
us, your anfwer in the prefent in- 
tfance, although the welfare of the 
State depended fo much upon it, ha« 
been' delayed : My heart, which is 
captivated in the ties of affection arid 
good wjihes towards you, is invohin-„ 
tanily ftruc|c with furpriie, and filled 
with uneafinefs. The Raja himfelf, 
often qalling to mind the excellence 
of your difpofition and understanding^ 
afks what can be the reafon, that in 
three months no letter has arrived 
from Calcutta ; what reafon can I 
aflign I I replied, that as the letters; 
fent from here were all Written in 
the caufe of peace — through the fa- 
vour of the Almighty, their contents 
were engraved m your heart — fince 
you of yourfelf had fent a draft of a 

treaty. 
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treaty. But, as the darjng ambition 
of Hyder Naig has filled Arcot with 
war and confuhon, that you being un- 
able to bear this daring infolence, 
Were taken up with the necefTary 
preparations of fending troops, &c. 
to chaftife it, occafioned this delay ; 
but* that it was no matter, as your 
anfwer would certainly arrive in a 
few days. — To fpeak to the point at 
once. — The greatnefs of the wealth, 
and the numerous armies of the 
State, the ftrength and power of the 
Purdaun Pandit and his Generals, 
(the multitude of forts and ftrong 
holds in their pofTeffion, and the 
» ftrength, valour, and prowefs which 
they have difplayed for thefe fifty 
years paft, in the wars carried on in 
the Decan and Hindoftan, are writ- 
ten on the leaves of the world, and 
are too well known to need a repeti- 
tion. There are few places in Decan 
or Hindoftan, which have not felt 
the hoofs of the Maratta horfes) their 
armies fpread like the ocean, and are 
in all places, — But praifes, a thou- 
fand praifes, to the excellence of 
t your meafures, your exertions in 
war, and your regard to honour and 
glory — that amidft the difcord which 
makes the world, you ftand Iiket 
rock on your own ground, unmoved; 
and in proportion as the troubles en- 
creafe , beyond the power of remedy, 
your ftrength and prowefs rife fupe- 
xior a hundredfold ; who, only from 
the, cirewmftance of a Frenchman's 
paving been admitted to the prefence 
,$f Regency of Poonah, difcovered 
the {cent of enmity and feparation, 
and inftantly conceived the remedy, 
fent a force nnder the command of 
Colonel Leflie, againft this place,/ 
and difpatched Mr- Elliot to nego- 
tiate the affair ; and when that 
Gentleman died on the expedition, 
Bene Ram Pundit was furnilhed with 
proper difpatches and inftructions 
from hence. General Goddard was 
written co, that at firft he fhould try 
every means, and ufe his utmoft en 



deavours Tor peace ; but in cafe of 
this failing, he was to proceed to 
hoftilities. — After the defeat'of the 
Bombay detachment, General God- 
dard marched to Surat, feized upon. 
Guzerat, and gave affiftance to Futty 
Sing Guiocwar. Letters were f^nc 
to the Government of Poonah and to 
me, for a ratification of a treaty as 
laid down by Col. Upton, which by 
the -nnfortunate chancer of things, 
were not attended to ; and by the 
advice and fuggeftion of the Nabofc 
Nizam Ul Dowiah, a plan was laid 
out to effect the bufinefs by war.— 
Forces were fent into every'quarter ; 
the valour and activity Ihewn by 
your troops when in the field, need 
not be repeated. The intrepidity - 
and fkill difplayed by Gen. Goddaxi 
for fix months, in his attack upon 
Sindia, are beyond a doubt, equal to 
the labours of Ruftum and Esfen- 
dyar ; as none before had ever bee* 
victorious over Chiefs fo mighty and 
powerful as Sindia and Holcar. la 
like manner in the provinces of Ma- 
dras and Arcot, &c. although the 
Englifn' troops are but few, and thof« 
difperfed in many^ places ; and al- 
though Hyder Naig has a numerous 
army, and well provided with'ftores, 
yet their valour and refolution has> 
not been damped, particularly iince 
the arrival of General Coote at Ma- 
dras, Tfcefe are the effects of your 
exertions, by which your forces have 
gained additional ftrength. The 
whole is now afTernbled and are in 
the field againft Hyder; perhaps, 
by this time, there has been a deci- 
five engagement. As Hyder is in 
alliance with the French, and a large 
force is on the way by fea to aflift 
him, the Englilh have fent out a fleet 
properly equipped to intercept it. — 
In the Zillah of Kandefh, depen- 
dant on the province of Bcrhampore, 
the Englilh are engaged in a bloody 
war with Holkar. In the province 
of Malva, near Oojeyn, the conteft 
is wonderful — Sindia at the head of 
■ . , , thirty 
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thirty thoufand horfe, attended by 
all the Rajahs and Zemindars of that 
country, making in all near fifty 
thoufand horfe, Have furrounded the 
Englifh troops, which had marched 
from Gohed and Narwa, at Seronge. 
The Englifh* though their number 
is fmall, are prepared to fight them ; 
' General Goddard, in three days and 
nights, in defiance of the forces of 
Ram Chunder Gunnis, who at- 
tempted to oppofe his progrefs, has 
taken the fort of B a (teen, which is 
the firft amongft the forts for 
ftrength ; and after fettling that 
ftrong fort, and taking fome other 
places, he is now in the field againft 
Hurri Pundit and Holcar, who have 
an army of fifty thoufand tried horfe, 
And native Generals, and many large 
Cannon, at die Ghaut; and has ta- 
ken poft in places of difficult accefs 
jmd great natural ftrength. The 
Government and Chiefs of Poonah 
have thrown afide their affection to 
their families, and are refolved to 
devote their town to the flames. 
Theyonlv Wait till they hear of Ge- 
neral Goddard's marching from his 
4fotion,at the Ghaut— and then that 
whiclws to be, will take place. Al- 
though the Nabob Nizam U'Dowlah 
has not yet joined the Poonah army, 
yet he has collected his forces and 
made the neceffary preparations.—- 
la fhort, your good fenfe, valour, and 
victorious fortune, in every part, 
againil all oppofition, has lighted up 
fo aftoriifhing a flame of war, that 
for 50 or 100 years hack, "no power 
has beeri fo aniverfally fuccefsful 
againft every General, and every 
force oppofed to them The Rajah 
is continually finging the praifes of 
thefe exertions, and I, whofe heart 
and foul are interefted in your wel- 
fare, wifh earneftly and fincerely for 
the honour of an interview, and that 
without waiting for the permiffion 
oftheMiniftcr of Pundit Purdhan, 
I may ice, with my own eyes, the 
form of that grc&tnefs which is the 



fource of all this bravery, fcondocl, 
grandeur, ftate, wifdom, and knowf 
ledge of mankind ; that I may ex- 
plain to you my ideas,- and the plan 
which I have for a long time revolved 
in my mind, for the benefit of the 
State ; and hear from your own 
mouth, the obfervations which ycra 
/hall think proper to make, that I 
may be able to fettle the terms of 
fuch a treaty between the En^lfe 
and the Pefhwa, as may be for the 
benefit of both • that the thorns of 
difcontent,* which are in the breaft of 
the Englifh nation, againft HydeT 
Naig and the French, by confuta- 
tion with each other, maty be re- 
moved with eafe. Your name arid 
reputation is great in the world, and 
in the prefence of the Royal Majeftjr 
of England. 'But what can I do? I 
have been fix months confined by ill- 
nefs, and at prefent I am fo tortured 
with pains in my left leg and arms, 
that I can fcarce fit dowri or rife ud. 
I receive no benefit from the meal- 
cines I take. As you have with yoa 
Gentlemen completely ikilled in pty- 
flc, if any fuch Gentleman, ftith 
proper medicines and oils, can come, 
it will be regarded by me as in aft 
of the greatefl favour and kindnefc; 
it will be giving a renewal of life to 
this well-wifher, who is equal to ma- 
nifold fervices. And when I fhjrN 
have been reftored to health, sad 
/hall prefent myfeif before you, what 
/hall be then to be done, it is fojier- 
fluous to write. Whatever* fhatl cbrirt 
within the compafs of actual ofcferva- 
tion and experience is truth itfelf. 
But till the completion of my wiflies, 
which depends upon my recovery, be 
pleafed to aiTent to what I write", in 
the fulnefs of friendship and regard, 
and believe, that what I fay is only 
from motives of truth and iriendihip, 
a forefight of confequenoes, and a 
knowledge of the affairs; and it is 
this, that as full revenge has been 
taken for the difgrace of the Bom- 
bay detachment, and the Erigfifh 

. name 
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hai&e h a hundred timet greater than 
before, and the dread and rcfpect of 
the Englifh fo eitablifhed over all, 
that if any one fhall hereafter be at 
enmity with them, the fame confe- 
rences will be expected to follow. 
It is, therefore, not confonant to 
wifdom to fuffer the flames of war 
to Jay wafte and fpread the earth 
with defolation. For what you have 
gained to this hour by your power, 
fortune, and the favour of God, be 
thankful, that fo fmall a force has 
been able to prevail againft fuch 
numerous holts in every part ! and 
yon ihould, by all means; open the 
door to peace and friendship, and ufe 
your unnofl: power to root out the 
French and* Hyder Naig.— If you 
mould fay, I myfelf have formed and 
feht a treaty, which, if they will not 
accept, what am I to do ? The an* 
(wer is this: The articles inferted 
in your propofals, refpecting Rago- 
nautRow, the fort ofGuaBar, and 
a Futty Sing Gricwar contained ob- 
vious grounds for objection, and the 
affairs of State, and the greatnefs of 
the Pundit Purdhaun, by his acced- 
ing to the above three articles, would 
have been injured : therefore, fuch 
anfwers were returned as were ne- 
ceflary and judged proper ; and fur- 
ther, at the time that the propofed 
treaty arrived here, the Engliih 
forces were employed in fubduing 
the country of Cokan, and General 
Goddard was likewife exerting him- 
felf with the greateft activity in the 
fiege of the Fort ofUafleen, and the 
flames of contention were every day 
gaining new ftrength. Wherefore, 
amidft this conflagration of war, 
where was there room for delibera- 
tion ; and how could propofals fof 
peace and friendfhip be approved of 
at fuch a time ? They rather would 
be looked upon as the language of 
deceit. If a man was to feize ano- 
ther by the head, and attempt to 
take his turban from him, and a 
ftruggle enfue ? ancl at fuch a fime, 
Vol. XIIL 



any one was to propofe to the latter 
a reconciliation, how would he re- 
ceive fuch a propofal ? Hd would 
firft effect his own deliverance, and 
then Men to terms of accommoda* ' 
tion. Your propofed treaties arrived 
in the midft of the ferment of war 
and paffion, and, therefore, remained 
in iufpence ; nor had any anfwer 
arrived to what had been fent from 
hence. What is pall, is paft. At 
this time in which I am writing, the 
fcale of ftrength between the forces 
of both parties bangs equal. Nc* 
time can be better than the prefent 
for the work of peace ; you mould 
Jook upon this as propitious, and not 
let it flip; fince the wife never let 
opportunity pafs, for it is impoflible 
to oe recalled* Therefore, you ihould 
begin a negotiation through the me- 
dium of the Nabob Nizam U'Dow- 
lah, who is one of the moft power- 
ful Chiefs of the Decan, and no way 
attached to Hyder Naig. He will 
reprefent here, whatever you (hall 
think proper to write t6 him, with- 
out diminution or exaggeration ; and 
in return, by the fame channel 
whatever is to be written, will be 
written : and let the Nabob Mobariz 
ul Mulk Be applied to in refpect of 
this negociation, who is the firm pil- 
lar of the fortune and greatnefs of 
the Afofcan race, and to whom you 
have heretofore written ; fo that the 
Rajah, the Nabob Mobariz ol Mulk f 
and the Nabob Nizam ul Dowlah. 
may join in a mediation, and ob- 
tain from Pundit Perdhaun fuch a 
treaty as may prevent any difputes 
in future ; and a plan laid for extir- 
pating the power of Hyder and the 
French. * The above advice is juft, 
and according to good fcnfe, yon 
will certainly fee the propriety of 
it, and foon mew your approbation 
public kly ; and you will believe whr.t 
I have written to be the dictates 
of my friendfhip and good wifhes. 
Bur, if not, the matter will be car* 
ried to fuch a length, that it', will be- 
B b impoflible 
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xmpoflible to bring it again in the 
fame train. For, how long wiH 
General Goddard remain at the 
Ghauts ? as it will not be proper for 
him to retreat, he will* defend from 
the Ghaut upon Poonah — the Ma- 
ratta Qiiefs, with their t>wn hands 
will fet fire to the town, level all 
their houfes with the duft, and 
fprinkling their arms and feet with 
the aflies of their habitations, and 
devoting their families and pofleiftons 
to deftruttion, will perform afts be- 
yond the power of imagination, which 
their opponents will never be able to 
get the better of. Kizam U' Dowlah 
alfo, will not $t an idle fpedator of 
the fame.. Hyder, with fo large a 
force, and the afliftance^f theFrench, 
will not remain iria&ive — and Sindia, 
who is a renowned and warlike 
Chief, and who has a force of near 
'50,000 horfe, with Rajahs and Ze- 
mindars, and who has of old render- 
ed fervices to the Imperial Throne, 
will exert himfelf while able to move 
hand or foot, God knows what 
they may be able to perform, or 
what game the deceitful Heavens 
may play. You mould therefore look 
on what has already beep brought 
to pafs as fortunate, and begin the 
work of peace ; what I have written 
is merely from a regard to the friend- 
fhip, which you have at all time* 
displayed towards me. In the letters, 
\*ith which you formerly honoured 
me, , you wrote, that r * On your 
" comfort and Satisfaction, depend 
" the. comfort and fatisfaction of 
". mankind, and the peace and hap- 
** pinefs of the people. ■ Let cot, 
4t therefore, fbrrow for your de- 
*" ceafed wife prey upon your heart/' 
From the emotions of my heart 
therefore, and the irhpulfe of friend- 
„ihip, which attracts me towards you, 
I r have been induced to write fo 
full/." I have not omitted a fingle 
point in this letter, that Could con- 
tribute to fe.t matters in the fullelt 
'light^ either in weighing the preient 



drcnmftances, or looking Forwlrf W 
future consequences. I have tht 
ftrorigefthope, that yon will examine 
the whole with yourfetf, word by 
word, and approve of all that I have 
raid. And after the foundation of 
peace b thus laid, and I am relieved 
a little from my diforder, I wiH cer- 
tainly do myfelf the honour of hav- 
ing one time an interview wittfyoa. 

Irish Housb or Commons.

The order of the day being called 
for and read, for going into* com- 
mute of the whole Honfe on the 
bill for the further relief of the 
Roman Catholics 

The Houfe refolved hfelf in a 
committee accordingly* Mr. Dillon 
in the chair. 

- The firft clanfe being read, Mr, 
•Gardiner, in a clear and etoqnent 
manner, ftated the nature and in*' 
tent of the bill ; he thought heou|ltt 
to give his reafoiw for poftponing 
the matter to this rime, bat it was 
to give every gentleman an eppor* 
tunny of considering the bulinefi 
whh all due deliberation, and upfta 
confulting, he found mofl of the 
gentlemen inclined to grant totera* 
uon to their countrymen and fellow- 
fubjefh ; he had not the leaft doubt 
of I gentlemen going into the meafure 
for the good of church and- ftate. 
It had been propofed to take up the 
Popery penal raws one by one, bat 
he found them fuch a labyrinth, and 
fo interw6ven in other ac*ls, that 
without a man had the ftatute book* 
by heart, he thought it a talk too 
difficult for any man to attempt, 
the prefent law was to affecV the 
people in general, and ir was a 
maxim, that fuch a law fhouid be 
fo clear, as to be undenftood by even 
the mean ell and meft ignorant of the 
people. This law was to repeal laws 
that were grievous in themfelves, 
and there was another maxim, that 
no laws fhoold exlft in a country, but 
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whit ftiould be carried iota ejecu- 
lion. The prefenslaw was aneceiTary 
one, and framed in his opinion, quite 
clear, but fhould be ferry -gentlemen 
ihould think he was prepoflefled in 
hit own opinion ; He had confuted 
gentlemen of the firft conference 
-«nd of the firft abilities in Europe, 
who were of opinion the law was 
quite clear and explicit. 

An objection had been m«4e that 
It ought to mention the particular 
acls intended to be repealed,, hut. the 
bill contained the proper reftritfions, 
fo that tbcre was rio rieceflity hr go* 
ing intoun obfeletp code. Another 
objection was, gentlemen called it a 
fweeping claufe, but it is ndr, for 
there is an exception in the very body 
of it. Gentlemen faw all reftriction 
is taken off, is it* no. reftri£fcion that 
you cannot have your children edu« 
, c*ted, at home- as you would with f 
. to be retrained from the army, th c 
navy, or from defending your Houfe? 
■he mentioned the liberties enjoyed 
by Proteftautsin Frarice and Holland 
long fincc then; aflctd why fhould 



we harbour faff icions in paffing this 
claofe. He had upon consulting wuh 
gentlemen* altered fome part of the 
bill v and drawn up fome claufes by 
way of am end man t, and in framing 
the bill he thought it proper to re- 
duce it under proper heads : firft, 
property; fecond, religioJf; third, 
education; fourth, inarriage ; fifth, 
peWbnal fccurityf though, perfonal 
property was given by the former 
aclj fey this it is propofed to give the 
fee. 

Mr. Fitxgibboa propofed an amend* 
ment; that the Catholics might have, 
hold, take, and enjoy lands by pur- 
chafe, devife, or defcent, as Protef- 
tants do. 

Mr, Burgfc, Mr. ILElbod, Mr. 
Gratton r Mr. Yelverton, and others* 
fpoke hi favor of the bill. 

1 he Houfe, after fitting till two 
o'clock, agreed to Mr. Fittgibbon's 
amendment; the Chairman then re- 
ported feme progrefir* and the farther 
confideration of the bill was adjourn- 
ed till Saturday next.

" His Majefty the King of Pruffia, 
has already made known fafficieady 
in his firft Declaration of the 30th 
day of April, in the -prefent year, 
that he was determined to ebferve- 
the ftirfteft neutrality during the 
prefent naval war ; and that it was 
his intention to direct the navigation 
of his fnbjects in fuch a manner, .as 
that while they Availed themfelves- 
of their natural privilges and liberty, 
they might avoid doing any injury 
to the belligerent powers, and that 
the latter might not have a fingle 
canfe of Complaint. Neverthelefs,- 
as he learns, both by public report, 
and by feveral complaints which 
have been laid before him, that fo-

And 
if any other foreign navigators, who 
axe not provided with Pruflran paiT- 
ports, make ufe of the Prufllan nag, 
which cannot be prevented out at 
fea, his Majefty will grant them 
neither protection nor fupport, but 
will at once abandon them to their 
fate- As therefore the abofes com- 
mitted by foreigners, which his Ma- 
jefty is unable to prevent, cannot be 
imputed to the Pruifian flag, he ex- 
pects from the juftice of the belli- 
gerent powers, that they will not 
- revenge thofe injuries on his fubjefte, 
or their fliips.

Regulation iflued out by the Em- 
peror, concerning tbe internal navi- 
gation in the Netherlands. 

His ^Imperial, Royal, and £pof- 
tolic Majefcy, deftrous to favor with 
efficacy the trade of his provinces in 
the Netherlands, their internal na- 
vigation and communication with 
the ports of Flanders* has, with the 
advice of his Privy Council, and the 
deliberation of the ,moft Serene Go- 
vernors General of the Netherlands, 
declared and ordered as follows : 

A&t. L AIL watermen belonging 
lo finch towns of the fame province, 
where there are navigating corpora- 
tions, and have direft communica- 
tion by water with the ports and har- 
bours of Flanders, fhall pafs free 
with their boats through the city of 
Ghent, without being compelled to 
unload, and without paying any toll 
whatever, whether they go fprwards 
to fea, to carry their merchandizes 
to Bruges, or to any place beyond 
that town, or to cake in their lading 
at the above town or places. 

II. All watermen, his Majefty's 
neutral fubjecls, who may have taken 
in their lading at Louvain, where' 
there) is no navigation corporation, 
in order to proceed to Bruges or fur- 
ther, or elfe to load thtre for Lou- 
vain, (hall have free paifage at Ghent 
as above. 

•• II). The aforefaid watermen how- 
ever (hall not be permitted to unload 
•the whole, or part of their cargo be- 
tween Ghent and Bruges ; but if for 
the purpofe of lightening the boat 



or wherry, the fa id cargo (aould 
either entirely, or in part be put pa j 

board another boat, than the latter 
(hall, without unloading, proceed 
alfo to Bruges. 

t IV. All the above watermen (hall 
be at liberty to take in frefh ladings, 
or proceed for the fame to Brugesj 
Oftend, and Nieuport, or interme- 
diate towns, without being liable ta 
pay any toll or duty laid on freights, 
the fame right to belong to the water- 
men of the lad named towns, trad- 
ing between them and the places 
mentioned in the firft article, with- 
out excluding however fuch trifling 
and equitable retributions as are 
ufually paid to the corporation of 
watermen, and to which the faid 
watermen are liable for the infpec- 
tion of lading, or from other motives, 
exclusive of which, his Majefty grants 
a free and entire reciprocation and 
freedom to the aforefaid corporation, 
merchants and others, with whom 
they may agree for the freight of 
their /hips in regard to the places 
aforementioned, without derogating 
in any other matter, nor for .any 
other objects from the , rights and 
ftatutea of the corporation afore- 
faid. 

V. The faid watermen mall freely 
return, without being fubjeel to any 
duty, through Ghent, whether they 
are laden or not. 

VI. In order however, to prevent 
fuch liberty being made a bad ufe 
of, in regard to ladings taken up 
at, or bound for Louvain, all fuch 
watermen as do not belong to a town 
-where there .exUU a navigating cor- 
poration, as mentioned in the firft 
article, fhall, if they go from Lou* 
vain to Bruges, produce in their way 
-through Ghent, to the market of the 
watermen of that town, a certificate 
from the Poll matter or Receiver of 
the canal of Louvain, witneffing that 
fuch load orcargowas taken up at 
Louvain : but i? they ihould be 
empty, and or their way . through 

Ghent, v 
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Ghent, declare the fame to f he afore- 
laid mailer, and in fuch cafe, as in 
the former, when coming, from Lou- 
vain, he mall within fix weeks from 
his return, fend to the aforefaid maf- 
ter at Ghent a certificate from the 
Poft-matier, or receiver at Louvain, 
that fuch goods were really landed at 
the latter place, the whole under the 
penalty of three hundred florins. 

VII. The watermen company of 
Bruges, Oftend and Nieuporfc, may 
exacl the fame formalities from thofe, 
who without belonging to any of the 
corporations aforefaid, (hall come 
there to load for Louvain, who fhall 
in fuch cafe produce the certificate 
in the manner and form abovemen- 
tioned. 

VIII. Watermen belonging to the 
navigating corporations, . eftablifhed 
out of Flanders, with goods taken 
up at Bruges, or beyond that place 
pailing through Ghent, (hall not be 
at liberty tp land any part of their 
cargo in Flanders, but only transfer 
fuch' part on board lighters ; and 
thefe fhall in fuch cafe proceed im- 
mediately with the whole of their 
cargo to fome place out of Flanders. 
And 'vice verja 9 for thofe of Bruges, 
Oftend and Nieuport, who ihall take 
up goods, &c. out of Flanders. 

His Majtity wills and commands, 
that allperfons whom thefe may con- 
cern, do ftriclly adhere to the prefent 
ordinance.

feems to have been admirably fitted 
to refill the attack of corruption.-*- 
In that primitive ftate, a majority J 
the Electors of England appointed a 
majority of the Houfe of Commons.^ 
and in fad, the right of election an- 
nually vefted in the Body of the 
People a regular and complete con- 
troul over their Trilftees. In an AC- 
fembly fo conftituted, the poifort of 
corruption could hardly find ad- 
mittance in any dangerous degree; 
refped to the conftituent body would 
generally operate as a prefervativt 
againft it; and on any appearance 
of infeclion, that effectual remedy 
which the public poffefled would be 
inftantly applied. But oureafy uri- 
fufpicious an'ceftors unwifely fuffered 
our Monarchs from Henry VI. 
down to Queen Elizabeth, to mar 
the ancient Conflitution by a moft 
difproportionate addition of Bo- 
' roughs. By that unhappy negli- 
gence, the Nation loft in fubftance 
thejuftand necefTary right ofcon- 
troul ; and then, the corruption of 
a Parliament, no longer checked by 
the general voice of the People, 
ceafed to be an impracticable at- 
tempt. 

But, though the corruptibility of 
Parliament may be juitly dated from 
that innovation of Royal Authority, 
the actual corruption of it was re- 
fcrved for a more unfortunate pe- 
riod. The feeds of political de- 
pravity were for ages latent in the 
defective frame of the Houfe of 
Commons ; and it was poffible they 
might ftill have remained there, in 
a itate of harmlefs inactivity, if 
chance, and the ill-judged parfimony 
of qur forefathers, had not prefented 
to the Crown the opportunity for 
Parliamentary feduttion. From the 
depreciation of money, the ancient 
falaries paid by the counties, &c. 
to their refpedlive Members, had 
become too infignificant to be worth 
their acceptance ; and from a moft 
abfurd frugality, the necefTary aug- 

C c mentation 
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mentation had been improvidently 
omitted. Hence arofe a facility to 
create a corrupt dependence on the 
Crown, juft when the danger of all 
attempts to controul or abolifh Par- 
liament by force had been fully 
proved by repeated experience, — 
The growing difpofition in that 
Aflembly to liften to temptation, 
was not long unobferved ; it was 
feized with alacrity, and improved 
with afliduity ; and thus the evils 
which the inequality of our popular 
reprefentation is adapted to produce, 
were at laft drawn forth to a&ual 
exiftence. 

The virtue of Parliament which 
had refifted every effort of violence, 
was foon relaxed by the fkilful dis- 
tribution of emolument. As this 
lucrative intercourfe grew habitual, 
their ancient jealoufy of the Crown 
decreafed ; their refpon^bHity to 
that Public from whom they derived 
their exiftence, gradually became an 
obfolete idea ; and in its ftead, 
more courtly maxims of duty, better 
fuited to the new objeft of their de- 
votion, were eafily introduced. At 
m laft, a coalition unknown to the ge- 
nuine Conftitution took place ; and 
Parliament, now difengaged from 
the Body of the Nation, like the 
Senate of Imperial Rome, meanly 
fubmitted to a dependence on that 
Power, whofe incroachments it was 
originally formed to prevent and 
controul. 

To men of political fagacity, it 
was not difficult to difcern this 
change in our fyftem of Govern- 
ment. £y Jhem its rife and progrefs 
were distinctly marked, and its per- 
nicious confequences were fairly 
foretold. But the Public, with a 

fenerous credulity, contin ued to 
old parliaments in that veneration 
which their former fidelity had fo 
well deferred. The forms of the 
Conftitution, they faw, were ftill 
maintained ; and the parade of de- 
bate ftill gave to that obfequious 



Aflembly the air and fembjance of 
its ancient freedom. During the 
earlier part of this period, the Na- 
tion was too much dazzled witli the 
fplendor of military glory, to re* 
mark the growing influence of the 
Crown. Afterwards when the prac- 
tice of corruption was avowed by 
-the Minifter himfclf, the diflatisfac-r 
tion of the Public was lulled into 
acquiefcence by the flow of general 
wealth, and the mildnefs of AdmU 
niftration. The two firft Princes of 
the Hanoverian Line hardly knew 
the extent of that authority which 
they had fo recently obtained. Their 
right to the throne, was not admitte4 
without difpute ; and the depofition 
of James, which had led to their 
elevation, was an inftructive leflbn 
which they could never forget. From 
thefe confiderations, and from the 
natural goodnefs and moderation of 
thofe Princes, they were content to 
exercife their authority with caution 
and lenity; never exceeding the 
limits of the law, and manifeftingon 
all occanons a refpedtful deference to 
the fenfe of the Public. Under their 
gracious and fortunate AdmjniJlra- 
tion, the mifchiefs of corruption were 
happily palliated ; and hence, ra- 
tional difapprobation, and the ap- 
prehenfion of evil, yielded to the 
fenfe of eafe and actual profperity. 

But thofe popular maxims of Go- 
vernment, were lefs fuitable to that 
(ituation qf fuperior power, to which 
their fucceflbr attained. He was 
born and bred a Briton ; and He had 
the fortune to engage the affections 
of thofe men, who, ya apparent con- 
tradiction to their high monarchal 
principles, had long endeavoured to 
deprets his family ; but who at laft 
forgetting the exiled Prin<», transfer- 
red to Him all the warmth of their 
zeaj and attachment. He was aided 
by the acceflion of the(e natural Par- 
tizans of the Crowu, and he was en- 
riched by that augmentation of pa- 
tronage, which before the concilia- 
tion 
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k\oh of his new friends, had been 
unwarily eftablilhed as a balance-to 
their difaffeclion. In thefe circum- 
ftances, initead of the condcfcenf.on 
and cautious policy of the preceding 
reigns, Miniiters were encouraged 
to adopt, and enabled to realize 
more lofty ideas of Government. 
In their conception* it ceafed to be 
neceiTary to conceal from the public 
eye, the full extent of the influence" 
of the Crown, and by their i nega- 
tion, an operi and uh'fcrupulous ex- 
erciie of it was refolved on* 

A fit opportunity for difplaying 
the plenitude of power was quickly 
found.. The popular principles, the" 
zeal, the intrepidity, perhaps the in* 
difcretion of a private Gentleman* 
had give^i difpleafure, tvhere it wa^ 
inoft dangerous to difpleafe. To 
gratify refentment there, the Com- 
mons were folicited to puniih the of* 
fender; and that Aflembly could 
ftoop to opprefs an already injured 
individual, and in violation df the 
£ril and moll important principles of 
the Conftitution, to exclude him 
from his lawful feat in Parliament, 
During the coUrfe of that famous 
perfecution, England firil beheld a 
fpeclacle, which, if the ancient pro- 
portion had been maintained in the! 
popular reprefentation, muft have 
been for ever unfeeii ; a Houfe of 
Commons diftrufted by the Nation, 
and at variance with it. Hence, by 
turns thofe petitions uf the' people 
to the Crown againft the treachery 
of their Truftees ; and to their 
Truftees againft the great and in- 
creasing influence ofthe Crown. 
But as the MifiLfter of the Sovereign 
wifely protected his auxiliary Com- 
mons from the indignation of their 
conftituents ; his faithful Allies have 
fince returned the obligation, with 
all the zeal of gratitude," The ftudi- 
ed contempt with which thofe com- 
plaiutswere treated from the Throne, 
has been fully repaid in the Senate, 
by a more infulting^neglecl of thofe 



Petitions, which were acknowledged 
to be juft. The proofs of the abfo-» 
lute afcendant of the Crown, have 
thus been rendered complete and in- 
difputable; the dream of the Inde- 
pendence of Parliament, fo long and 
fo fondly believed, is now a detected 
illufion j.and in confequence of that 
difcoVery, difcontents nave arifen in 
the Nation, which can only be fup- 
prefled by the utter extinction of Li- 
berty, OR SATISFIED BY SOME 

substantial Reformation of 
Parliament. 

It would be injurious from the 
pfefent inactivity of many of our 
countrymen, to fuppofe they are not 
attached to the caufe of Liberty, 
with the fame generous ardour which 
diftinguifhed their anceftors. The 
mafs of the people is yet untainted 
by corruption ; it is ftill animated 
with equal zeal, and enlightened, 
perhaps, with a fuperior knowledge 
of the true nature and end of Go- 
vernment* Their integrity and their 
attachment to the Conftitution may 
be relied on, with equal confidence* 
But the novelty of their prefent fitua- 
tion, the difficulties and difad van- 
tages of their controverfy with the 
Crown, the repeated rejection of a 
National Petition by their own Re- 
prefentatives, may well produce a 
paufe of aftonifhment. In this anxi- 
ous interval of fufpenfe arid gradual 
recollection, it behoves the Agents 
of the People thoroughly to explore 
the ground before them ; to enquire 
from what caufes their firft effort has 
been defeated ; and to confider by 
what means Che obftacles to their 
fuccefs may be beft removed, or mod 
happily ftfrmounted. 

In this early ftage of the conteft, 
the People feemed to have been foiU 
ed, not fo much by the ftrength of 
their opponents, as from their own 
inexperience and difunion. The 
alliance between the Crown and a 
dependent Parliament, however un- 
natural it may appear on the princU 
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pies of the Conftitutkm, is yet too * 
ftrongly cemented by mutual bene- 
fits to be diflblved by vague and de- 
fultory efforts; by Petitions eagerly 
adopted by the Nation, but irrefo- 
lutely fupported, and at laft aban- 
doned with pufillanimity, on a fe- 
cond or a third repulfe. With the 
People, there is an undoubted fupe- 
rioruy of numbers ; but in many 
diflricts, the popular Aflemblies, 
partly from improvidence, partly 
from a candid expectation of redrefs 
by Parliament, negleded to make 
thofe neceflary arrangements, with- 
out which, they could neither co- 
operate with other petitioning Bo- 
dies, nor give a continued fupport 
to their Petitions ; and thus acting 
without fteadinefs, without concert, 
3nd uniformity of plan, they have 
been baffled by. the art and activity ^ 
the union and regularity of difcipjine 
of the Mercenaries of the Crown. 

It is by the weight of a General 
Aflbciation, jn fupport of fome ra- 
tional and fpecific propofal of re- 
~drefs, the Body of the People muft 
regain their loft influence over their 
Trufteea. That meafure ajone can 
collect and confolidate their force, 
and give permanence and fyflemati- 
cal Union to their oppofition. Ex- 
perience has already fhown upon a 
more limitted fcale, that AfTociation 
is a praBicahle meafure ; and that it 
is a meafure of unqiufticnablt legality 
appears from the fpirit of our laws ; 
from the exprefs right to prefent 
Petitions to Parliament, which in- 
volves the right to join in any peace- 
ful mode for the more effectual fup- 
port of thofe Petitions ; and from 
the acqiiicfcence and tacit confeflion 
of the adverfe party themfelves. 
The' application of this inherent 
power of the People may have been 
iufpended hitherto, by the real or 
fuppofed fidelity of Parliament. * But 
when can Aflbciations for obtaining 
a jufl attention .to the complaints of 
the Nation be neceffary, if not, 



when Parliament itfelf admits that* 
alarming abufes do actually exift, 
and yet refufes^ to correct them * 
When that AfTembly, in a moment 
of repentance, confeflcs the over r 
ruling influence of the Crown, and 
feems to invite the People, by a Are- 
nuous exertion of their Conflitutional 
Powers, to remove thofe fhaokles 
from which it wants the virtue todif- 
engage itfelf. 

Under fuch a pcrvcrfioji of the 
end for which Parliament was inlti- 
tutcd, it would be flavifli timidity to 
acquiefce and fubmit. On the other 
hand, to meditate fchern-es of vio- 
lence and forcible refiftance, would 
be fool-hardy rafhnefs ancj impctuo- 
fity : it would even be unpardonable 
folly not to difcouragc ferioufly fuch 
ill-advifed attempts. But they who 
are friends to Peace and to the Li- 
berty of their Country, may fafely 
fleer a middle com fe between thofe 
fatal extreme*. By the timely adop- 
tion of a legal and conflitutional AfTo- 
ciation, the Nation may be preferred 
from the hazards and calamities of 
Civil War, and from the more lad- 
ing and intolerable mifcrles of Arbi- 
trary Government. 

To perfons of a mild and cautions' 
character of virtue, the propriety of 
this mode of oppofition, may, per- 
haps, appear in fome degree, quef* 
tionable. They fee, not without 
concern for the Conflitution, its 
ftrong and apparent tendency to de- 
duction : but they diflruft that 
eagernefs of zeal, and that morfc 
hardy difpofition to ferve the Public, 
which prompt men of warmer, but 
perhaps lefs amiable difpofitions, to 
ftand forth in the hour of danger. 
By the adherents of corruption thefe 
fufpicions are cherifhed by every ar- 
tifice of mifreprcfentation ; and jf 
the end propofed by the People be 
juft and neceJfary, if the means hi- 
therto employed be unexceptionable 
lawful, future defigns are but too 
fuccefsfully imputed to them, whick 

every 
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every wife find honeft man mud dif- 
approve. Hence the long neutrality 
of marry liberal and worthy men ! 
Sunk in a ftate of inefficient repcfe, 
they flumber in the midit of perils; 
and under the fpecious name of Mo- 
deration, cover even from themfelves 
their languor and inactivity. On 
this large and important clafs of men, 
the Rectitude of Oppofuion to a 
corrupt Syitem of Government, may 
fail for a time to make a fufficient * 
impreffion ; but at laft dire necefTity, 
and the approach of unavoidable 
diftrefs, muft awake them from their 
dream of fecurity. 

At that moment, when the alarm 
of danger rouzes even the indolent; 
when men of a mild and unenter- 
prising temper are ready to aflbciaie 
in the common defence, then it is 
devoutly to be hoped, the Friends 
of their CouNTfcv will have ad- 
jtiited their difputes ; and having 
fettled their plan of public Reforma- 
tion with prudence, will be prepar- 
ed to fupport it with unanimity. 
Then it will behove the Opponents 
of the undue influence of the Crown 
to unite their legal exertions, and to 
pour on, in- one unbroken current, 
•againfl the corruptions of our Go- 
vernment: for that moment will be 
decifive of our fate. If the Collec- 
tive Body be then milled or divided 
in the purfuit of feparate or impro- 
per objects, their pacific efforts muft 
be wafted once more in unconnected 
and unavailing ftruggles. And in 
that cafe, it is eafy to forefec, that 
no future attempts to reftore the 
Conftitution by legal means, can 
have any rational hope or profpect 
of fuccefs. 

Among the aclive Opponents of 
the undue influence of the Crown, 
the Advocates for the (Economical 
Reformation aUtte, compofe a nu- 
merous, and in rank and figure, the 
jnoft diftinguifhed clafs. Torecom- 
mend t heir palliative plan, they-dif- 
pla/ the iniichiefiQf innovation, and 



treat proportions for the nrelioratioi? 
of Parliament as fpecious, but as 
impracticable projects. In their con- 
ception, the improvement of the po- 
pular reprefentation by any of thofe 
alterations which other Reformers 
have propofed, is a fpeculative ad- 
vantage almoft impolTible to be at- 
tained; and a fhortcr duration of 
Parliament is net only, undefireable, 
but pofitively evil, Inftead of at- 
tempting to correct the internal dif- 
pofition of * Parliament to admit 
temptation, they would content 
themfelves with reducing that often- 
fible fund of corruption, which is 
externally applied with fuch fatal 
fuccefs. This, they contend, was 
the object of Reformation which late- 
ly formed the true centre of union of 
the Engiiih People; in purfuit of 
which, exhortations to unanimity .. 
would have been altogether fuperflu-^ 
ous and unneceflfary. And they ob- 
fcrve, not without a mixture of fe- 
vcrity, that if the Nation had not 
been mifled by wild and viffonary 
fchemes, their discontents would 
have been foon appeafed by the fa- 
tisfactory redrefs of thofe grievances 
which had been the fubject of their 
unanimous complaint. 

It muft be confefied, the ground 
on which the People cc?t:meucfd their 
oppofuion, was chofen with pro- 
priety. They felt the hardihips of 
an expensive war ; they faw glaring 
abufes in the management of the 
public pur J*-* ; the requeit for the 
correction of thofe abufes was found- 
ed on principles which the Friend tp 
Liberty m ulc approve, and which 
even the Advocate for War cou!4 
not contradict. But if that patron- 
age which forms the viflble influence 
of the Crown had been abridged in 
themoft indefenfible inftances, with- 
out a radical ReforMAt'ion cf Parlia* 
fnent, the practice cf Corruptipn 
would have been carried on to as 
great an extent as ever, only pe,-- 
hap« in a^more dangerous, find de- 
grading 
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grading mode 1 *

or the augmentation of the Royal 
Debts, incurred to any amount which 
might benectflary, and fure to be 
/ difcharged, without examination, by 
a grateful Parliament? 

When a Senate, chiefly nominated 
by venal or dependent Electors, has 
received the taint of corruption, it 
wants that corrective principle which 
might throw off the infection, and 
reftore its original purity — the con- 
troul of honeit and uninfluenced 
conftrtuents. In fuch an Aflembly, 
acceptance frequently repeated wears 
ofF the fenfations of (hame and re- 
morfe ; the guilty habit of receiving 
gradually creates a demand that mull 
be fatisfied ; and thus CORRUP- 
TION becomes at laft the avowed 
principle of Government. In this 
ftage of political depravity, a Par- 
liament accuftomed to proftitution 
may be induced to embrace the moil 
pernicious meafures of a bad, but 
prodigal - Administration, with as 
*npch warmth, as it would reject the 
I>eft and wifeft plans of that horfefl 
Statefman who fhould fcorn the fup- 
,port of pecuniary influence* This 
is the confummation of a corrupt 
fyftcm of Government, which evi- 
dently contains the feeds of diffolu- 
tion. Ruin is its natural tendency, 
And muit be its certain confequence, 
.unlefs by an amended reprefentation 



Parliament, Sec* was announced in 
the Houfc of Commons. The views 
of that Bill were nearly coincident 
with thofe by which the People 
meant to regulate their propofed Pe- 
tition ; and it- is acknowledged with 
due refpect to its celebrated Author, 
that it was happily calculated to fa- 
cilitate the wifhes then exprefled by 
the Public. It hardly could be ex- 
pected that a Senator yet uncertain 
of the popular fupport,- however 
diftinguifhed by zeal and abilities, 
mould offer a more extenfive plan of 
rcdrefs. But when the People, dif- 
truiting their Representatives, fought 
protection, againfl the over-bearing 
influence of the Crown, in legal 
Atibciation and in the Reformation 
of Parliament, it was then as little 
to be expected, that the popular 
Agents mould ftop )hort, and re* 
commend, as the Object of Union, 
that CEconomical Syftem which is 
certainly inadequate to the efforts 
and expe&atlons of the Collective 
Body. That conduct would have 
been a contradiction to the firft in- 
timation of their purpofe, and to 
all their fubfeq.uent proceedings ; 
it would have been treachery t6 
themfelves, and to thofe by whom 
they wfere appointed to act ; and it 
would have forfeited their claim to 
any mare of the Publk Confidence, 
as difinterefted . and independent 
men. Misrepresentation, in Hfc 
guage alike injurious to the Leaders 
of Oppofition, and to the popular 
Agents, would have irrecoverably 
blafled the Publk Caufe^ as a device 
cunningly 
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cunningly contrived by difappointed 
jStarefmen, and their factious Ad- 
herents. And thus, in purfuit of 
unanimity on that ground, diftruft 
and jealoufy would have been ftill 
more widely fpread, and the Am> 
xiations cf the People, inftead of be- 
ing more clofcly cemented, would 
have been divided and broken up by 
an irreparable breach. 

Men converfant in the bufinefs of 
Parliament may have regretted that 
a more cautious policy did 'not re- 
drain the zeal of the Aflbciations to 
the correction of official abufes ; and 
the Affociatious in their turn may 
have lamented that more vigorous 
counfels did not determine their Par- 
liamentary friends to adopt thofe 
primary ohjtfts of the popular plan, 
which alone can give efficacy or (la- 
bility to the (Economical Reforma- 
tion. Thefe are the unavoidable 
differences, not the faults, of Public 
Men, atting with integrity, but 
without mutual intelligence in circum- 
ftandes which are in * great meafure 
new to the moft extenfive obferya- 
tion. But fince late experience has 
ftill more clearly proved the utter 
degeneracy of Parliament, and con-- 
fequently the diitruft of the People 
has been increafed and confirmed, a 
more effectual Reformation may now 
appear evidently neceflary even to 
the former friends of palliative mea- 
' fures. -And fince a divided oppo- 
fition to the Crown cannot aecom- 
plifh a due reduction of its alarming 
■ power ; and no confiderable Body of 
the People can ever be induced to 
unite in a fteady defence of the com? 
mbn liberties, but on /he ground of 
Parliamentary Reformat ion ; it furejy 
-may be hoped, from the virtue and 
public fpirit of thofe honoured per- 
rons, that their Coalition witji the 
People on that ground is not a diftaut 
event. 

It is not furprizing that even a- 
mong the declared friends to a Re- 
formation, of Parliament, a con- 



fiderable variation of fentimeat mould 
be' found, and different fyftems of 
confiitutional improvement mould 
appear to different minds to deferve 
the jpreference ; for on this, or on 
any fubject., who can expeft an ex- 
act coincidence of judgment in fueh 
a multitude of Independent Men ? ' 
That the reprefentation of the 
People is extremely inadequate; that 
the feptennial duration of Parliament 
is a dangerous and unwarrantable 
Innovation ; that Corruption cannot ' 
be rellraincd ; that our Liberties 
cannot be fecured but by the cor- 
rection of thofe grofs abufes ; thefe 
are propofitions in which there is a 
molt unanimous agreement. B irt 
whether the People mould attempt 
to reftore annual Parliaments ; to ex- 
tend the right of fuffrage univerially % 
and toeftablifh a perfect equality of 
reprefentation; or, whether it does 
not behove them rather to confine- 
their efforts to the accomplishment 
of a more limited plan ; to fhorten 
the duration of Parliaments to a 
term not exceeding three years, and 
to reinforce the found part of our 
reprefentation by the addition of 
One Hundred Members to the 
Counties and the Metropolis : Thefe 
are queftions which for fome time 
were the fubjeft of frequent dif- 
cuflion and much anxious delibera- 
tion ; but not more than their im- 
portance to the Public well de- 
fended. 

On behalf of the more extenfive 
plan, much was urged on the true 
principles of Government with in- 
defatigable zeal j and the confut- 
ations which could be drawn from 
the natural rights of Men and the 
ancient privileges of Englifhmen 
were prefented in every form of ar- 
gument, with equal induflxy and 
ability. It is indifputably true, 
that annual elections of Parliament 
were from the earlieft times the 
practice of our forefathers : And fre- 
quency of election in a ftate of re- 
. prefentation 
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presentation net effentiaily dtfe£tive y 
would tend llrongly to maintain a 
due connexion between the Con- 
stituent Body and their Trnttees ; ic 
would difTufe a more general know- 
ledge of the importance of that right ; 
and the attachment to our happy 
Conflitution would be more fincere 
and general, as its privileges were 
more extended and better under- 
flood* That mankind are naturally 
equal, is alfo 'a proportion which 
cannot ba denied ; and although 
. whertver Society is eftablifhed, the 
introd-ttftion of inequality in fomc 
.re(pe&s, is unavoidable, yet every 
humane and equitable mind mull: 
difapprove invidious exclusions, by . 
which that inequality is unneceffarily 
jncreafed. The right of* fu fir a ge, 
though not univerfally, was more 
exteniively enjoyed by our aiiecilcr:, 
before the reign of Henry VI. than 
in the fucceeding period : And if 
the manners and prejudices of the 
prefent age could admit the reft ora- 
tion of that privilege in its fulleit ex- 
tent, with an annual choice of rcpre- 
Jhttati<vej f the Advocates for the 
more moderate plan would rejoice at 
the change. 

The diverfity of fentimcnt, there- 
fore, which has in feme meafure 
retarded the union of the people, 
arofe, not from a difference of po- 
litical principles ; for in them there 
1$ an entire agreement, but folejy 
from considerations of a prudential 
iature. The queflions in debate 
have been, not, whether thofe doc- 
trines he maintainable in argument, 
for it is admitted they are; but whe- 
ther it be probable in the prefent 
ftate of the nation, that thole doc- 
trines in their full extent, are re- 
ducible to practice* — And if it be 
highly improbable, that a Refor- 
mation on that extenfive plan could 
be parried into execution, whether it 
be not expedient that the People 
wave fomewhat of their juilifjable. 
claims, and content themfelves with 



that mode of Redrefs which is Uf* 
compiete in theory, but which appears 
more eajily attainable by peaceful 
means, and when attained, fully 
adequate to the purpofe of their op- 
position ? 

On the one hand it was obferved, 
that an Army, as dangerous to the 
Coflilitution by the weight of in- 
fluence as by its military prowefs, u 
now become an eftablifhed augmen- 
tation of the Royal Power ; that an 
immenfe National Debt, with its 
concomitant train of taxes, contracts, 
fubfcriptioui, creates another abun- 
dant fource of influence unknown to 
our anceftors ; that a large acceffion 
of Patronage has accrued to the 
Crown from the Eatt-Indian Terri- 
tories, and the other numerous Set- 
tlements of the Britifh Empire; that 
Parliament itfelf, feduced by thofe 
multiplied attractions, has become 
but too vifibly dependent oo the 
Crown ; that if this great aggjregate 
of Power mould receive any material 
augmentation, it would be impof- 
flble by any union which could be 
formed, to recover the balance of the ' 
Conftitution ; and confequently, al- 
though this ought not to intimidate 
but rather to excite the People in- 
liantly to concert the lawful means 
of that recovery, yet fince the power 
to be oppofed is truly formidable, 
and a defeat would* be fatal to all 
fucceeding generations, that it be- 
hoves them to proceed with caution 
equal to that fortitude. It was far- 
ther obferved, that while the adr 
hcrents of corruption would alike 
brand with the odious name of inm- 
vations, ths improvements held out 
by each of the popular plans, how- 
ever authorrfed they may be by for- 
mer example, or juftified by reafon 
and the necelfity of reformation, the 
more extenfive Jyftfm propofing an 
abolition of allour prefent election- 
franchifes, and a diftribution of thofe 
franchifes anew in a different pro- 
portion, would probably appear in- 
jurious 
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jurious alfo to a multitude of Ejec- 
tors, who yet would aealoufly fup- 
port tbc\more moderate plan for re- 
ftoring the ' Conftitution ; that this 
total departure from the prefent 
eftabliihment of the Lower Houfe of 
Parliament, even where private in- 
s tereil was not materially affected, 
would alienate many by the magni- 
tude of the operation, and more per- 
haps by its contrariety to the man- 
ners of the age ; that it would of- 
fend the. pride of the wealthy; ex- 
cite the fears of the moderate, and 
fhock the prejudices of men unac- 
cuftomed to political fpeculation ; 
and confequently that to contend 
with the Crown en this difadvan- 
tageous ground, would be to cxpafe 
the Liberties of the Nation to almoil 
certain ruin, by ftruggling to com- 
municate .the eleclion-franchife to 
perfons who too feldom know the 
value of it, or exprefs a wifh to ob- 
tain it. , 

On the other hand, it was con - 
fidered, that although the more mo- 
derate plan would enlarge the Houfe 
of Commons, yet it would leave the 
prefent fabrick untouched; would 
preferve the franchifes of the whole 
mafs of Electors undiminiJhed; and 
in every refpect would be lefs remote 
from the habits and practice of the 
age; that by the addition of at lcaft 
One Hundred Members to the re- 
prefentation of the Counties and the 
Metropolis, their inferiority to the 
Boroughs Would be in a great mea- 
fureredrefled, and the advantage of 
thofe Ele&ors who conilitute the ^ 
bulk of the Nation would be pro-" 
jnoted without injury, and with 
little fenfible inconvenience to any 
other clafs of Conftituents ; that al- 
though annual Parliaments certainly 
were not excluded by the more li- 
mitted propofal, yet in tact its im- 
mediate aim was the repeal of the 
Septennial Bill; which' being con- 
feffedly a temporary expedient, ut- 
terly repugnant to the Spirit of the

Conftitution, however excufable from 
the neceffity of thofe times, wcu'lS 
probably be now obtained with lefs 
difficulty than annual Parliaments; 
and might properly be confidered as 
the befr preparatory meafure to their 
acquifition ; and confequently that 
in all thefe refpects the preference, in 
the view of feafibilky, was evidently 
due to the more limitted plan.* 

In regard of efficacy the more /*- 
Uvfive febeme might indeed jlaim yi£ 
priority of the choice, if under. the . 
prefent circumftances of the Natlpn 
the eftabliihment of it could be ac- 
complifhed. But what is the fu- 
perior efficacy of an impracticable 
fyftem ? The praife and perhaps the 
wim of the* rational Patriot, but not 
the end of his political labours ; (or , 
they will ever be directed to that beft 
and moil beneficial plan, which in 
given circumftances can be attained.^ 
It is the juft complaint of the Nation, 
that a corrupt majority of Burgefles 
may be gained to fupport the xnoft 
pernicious meafures againft the 
fenfe of the incorrupt part of the 
Legiflature, and the wiihes of the 
Public ; with this aggravation of the 
evil, that the poffibility of relief by 
popular interference is protracted by 
a feptennial duration of Parliament. 
To thefe fundamental abufes the re- 
peal of the Septennial Bill, and the 
addition of One Hundred Members 
lo the Counties, &c. as a balance to 
the Boroughs, would be zfubftantial 
correclion. Under this amended re- 
preientauon, purged from every vi-. 
£f>Ie taint of undue influence, and 
fubject to the more frequent controul 
of the Nation by elections at an in- 
terval never exceeding three years, 
the whole Syftem of Corruption 
would be overturned, and the Con- 
ftitution would acquire a degree.of 
permanent fecurity which it never 
attained in any preceding period., 

By confiderations like thefe, the 
People were induced to frame their, 
Aflbciations en this more limitted 

Dd ~ . ground 
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ground ; and, as it then feemed rea- 
sonable to conclude, fo recent ex- 
perience has now moft manifeftly 
proved,' that their plan was not too 

. narrow for the views and expecta- 
tions of their Countrymen, With 
feme exceptions of no great moment,. 
. . thefe principles have been adopted 
or approved by every Aflbciated 
Body, and confirmed by a General 
Deputation from the refpettive Com- 
mittees. Thefe principles have alfo 
received the declared approbation of 
Senators In each Houfe, whofe Wif- 
dom, Integrity, and Public Spirit, 

, are at once the honour and reproach 

"of thofe Aflemblies* 

', A Bill on the more enlarged plan 

" was Indeed offered to the Lords by a 

. Nobleman of the firft rank and re- 
putation * j and the motion was re- 
corded on their journal as a felemn 
recognition of thofe principles. — 
But no Aflbciatiou has been formed 
on that ground, becaufe in the po- 
pular apprehenfion even that weighty 

, recommendation could not compen- 
fate, the great and perhaps infur- 
mountable difficulties of the meafure. 

. But when the People had thus de- 
Cifively given their preference to the 
more limited plan, their Noble Ad- 
vocate, far from prefling them with 
the pertinacity of difputation to re- 
confider and accept his favoured 
fyftem, generoufly laboured in con- 
cert with an illuftrious Friend f to 
accomplish a general Coalition on 
the ground of their Afibciation.— 
This was the wifdom of judicious 
Statefmen— this was the magna- 
nimity of true Patriots. Their vir- 
tuous, . though hitherto unavailing 
efforts will be remembered with lafl> 
ing gratitude and veneration ; and 

• in their zealous afliftance on every 
future emergency, the truft and 

1 corifktence of the Nation will be re- 
pofed. 



The Committee of Affociadon fop 
the County of York have once more 
prefumed thus freely to communi- 
cate to their Fellow Electors their 
fentiments on the decline of the Con* 
ftitution and the means cf its Reftora- 
(ion. From this furvey of the va- 
rious plans of Information which 
have been offered to xhe People, 
their choice feems wifely to have 
been fixed on that • fyftem in which 
efficacy and practicability are moil ad- 
vantageoufly combined ; and in the 
judgment of this Committee, if- 
that Substantial Redress can- 
not be obtained, the formalities of 
an Upper and a Lower yVfletohly 
may ftJII be continued, but the Li- 
berty of Britain mull icon be no 
more, When the Nation has loft 
the ordinary controul of the Con- 
stitution over the Jteprefentative Bo- 
dy ; when notwithstanding their re- 
peated complaints, alarming abufes 
are protected a t id increased, and 
nteafujes definitive to the common 
weal are fupported and pufhed on 
by that Aflembly, the neceflity for 
fome popular interference in a lefs or- 
dinary way, becomes apparent and 
incontefUble. Tp rectify adiforder- 
ed Legiflature muft indeed be a work 
of the' greateft toil and difficulty; 
but there is yet in the Independent 
Fart of the Community a fund of 
vigour adequate to the tafk ; and the 
ancient fpirit of the Conttitution ftiH 
affords unexhaufied refources to the 
People, for a lawful, orderly and ef- 
fectual interpofition. Peaceful Af- 
fectation is the lawful mode adopted 
by this Committee, in concert with 
many of their countrymen ; and by 
a fieady profecution of the more mo- 
derate plan for the Reformation of Par- 
liament in this mode y they ftill trull 
the Constituent Body may regain its 
afcendant over the Reprefentative

In Convention of Delegates from 
the feveral towns of Lynn, Salem, 
Danvers, Wenham, Manchester, 
Gloucefter, fpfwieh, Newbury- 
Port, Salirt?ury,"l(tfethueji, Box-. 
ford, and Topsfleld, holden by 
adjournment at Ipfwich, on the 
twenty-ninth day -of April, one 
thoufand feven hundred and fc- 
venty-cight, 

Peter Coffin, Efq. in the Chair. 

The Conftitution and form of Go- 
vernment framed by the Convention 
of this State, was read paragraph by 
paragraph, and after debate; the 
following votes were patted. 

1 ft. That the prefent fituation of 



this State renders it belt, that* the 
framing; of a Conftitution therefore, 
Should be poftponed till the public 
affairs are in a more peaceable ani 
fettled condition. 

2nd. That a bil] of rights, clearly 
afcertaining and defining the rights 
of conference, and that fecurity of 
perfon and properly/ which every, 
men,b#r .,i n ^e State hath a right to* 
expecV, from the fupreme power 
thereof, ought to, be fettled and 
eftabli tried, previous to the ratifi- 
cation of anv conftitution for the' 
State. 

3d. That the executive power in 
any State, ought not to have any 
/hare or voice in the legiftative power 
in framing the laws, and therefore, 
that the fecond article of the Con- 
ftitution is liable to exception. 

4th. That any man who is chofen 
Governor, ought to be properly 
qualified in point of property— that 
the qualification therefore, mentioned 
in the third article of the Confti- 

tution,

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torlon, is not fufficient— nor is the 
fame qualification dire&ed to be af- 
cenained on fixed principles, as it 
ought to be, on account of the fluc- 
tuation of the nominal value of mo- 
ney, and of property. 

5th. That in every free Repub- 
lican Government, where the le- 
giflative power is retted in an houfe 
or houfes of representatives, all the 
members of the State ought to be 
equally reprefented. 

6th. That the mode of repre- 
fentation propofed in the fixth ar- 
ticle of the conftitution, is not fo 
equal a reprefentauon as can reafon- 
ably be devifed, 

7th. That therefore the mode of 
representation in faid fixth article is 
exceptionable. 

8th. That the reprefentation pro- 
pofed in faid article is alfo exception- 
able,* as it will produce an unwefldy 
aflembly. 

9th. That the mode of election of 
Senators pointed out in the Confti- 
tution is exceptionable. 

10th. That the rights of confei- 
«nce, and the fecurity of perfon and 
property each member of the State 
is entitled to, are not afceftained 
and defined in the Conftitution, with 
A preci/ion firfficient to limit the le- 
glflatlve power — and therefore, that 
the thirteenth article of the confti- 
tution is exceptionable. 

1 ith. That the fifteenth article is 
exceptionable, becaufe the numbers 
that conftitute a quorum in the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives and Senate, are 
too Tin all. 

12th. That the feventeenth ar* 
tide of the Conftitution is exception- 
able, becaufe the fupreme executive 
officer is not vefted with proper au- 
thority — and becaufe an independ- 
ence between the executive and le- 
giflative body is not preferved. 

1 3th. That the nineteenth article 
is exceptionable, becaufe a due, in- 
dependence is not- kept up between 
the fuprejne legislative, judicial, and 



executive power*, nor betweea any 
two of them. 

14th. That the twentieth article 
is exceptionable, becaufe the fupreme 
executive officer hath a voice, and 
muft be prefect in that Court, which 
alone hath authority to try impeach- 
ments. 

15th. That the twenty-fecoad ar- 
ticle is exceptionable, becaufe the 
fupreme execution power is not pre- 
ferved diftinftfrom, and independent 
of, the fupreme legiflative power. 

16th. That the twenty-third ar- 
ticle is exceptionable, beoaufc the 
power of granting pardons is not 
folely vefted in the fupreme execu- 
tive power of the State. 

17th. That the twenty-eighth ar- 
ticle is exceptionable, becaufe the 
delegates for the Continental Con- 
grefs may be elected by the Houfe 
of Reprefentatives, when ail the 
Senators may voce againft the elec- 
tion of thofe who are delegated. 

18th. That the thirty-fourth ar- 
ticle is exceptionable, becaufe the 
rights of confidence are not therein 
clearly defined and afcertained ; and 
further, becaufe the free exerciie 
and enjoyment of religious worihjp 
is there faid to be allowed to all the 
Froteftants in the State, when in 
facl, that free exercife and enjoy- 
ment is the natural and uncontroul- 
a We right of every member of the 
State. 

A committee was then appointed 
to attempt the afcertaining of the 
true principles of government, ap- 
plicable to the territory of the Maf, 
(achufetts-Bay ; to date the non- 
conformity of the conftitution pro- 
pofed by the Convention of this 
State to thofe principles, and to de- 
lineate the general outlines of aeon* 
fHtution conformable thereto ; an£ 
to report the fame to this Body. 

This Coovention was then ad- 
journed to the twelfth d^y of May 
next, tp be holden at jfpfwich. 
The Convention met purfuant to 
adjournment,* 
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jaurnrheht, afid their cottmittte prc- 
fented the following report : 

The cominhtee appointed by this 
Convention Tat their laft adjourn- 
ment, have proceeded upon the fer- 
vice affigiwd ihem. With diffidence 
have they undertaken the feveral 
parts of their duty, and the manner 
in which they have executed them, 
they fubmit to the candour of this 
Body. When they confidered of 
what vaft confequence, the forming, 
of a Conftitution is to the members 
*f this State, the length of time that 
is neceflary to canvafs and digeft any 
propofed plan of government, before 
the eftablifttment of it, and the con- 
fummale coolnefs, and folemn de-, 
liberation which fliould attend, not 
only thofe gentlemen who have re- 
pofed in them the important trufl 
Of delineating the feveral lines in 
which the various powers of govern- 
ment are to move, but alfo all thofe, 
who are to form an- opinion of the 
execution of that truft, your com- 
mittee muft be excufed when they 
"exprefs a furprife and regret, that 
fo fhort a time is allowed the free- 
men inhabiting the territory of the 
Jtfaflachufetts-Bay, to revife and 
comprehend the form of government 
propofed to them by the convention 
of this State, to compare it with 
thofe principles on which every free 
government ought to be. founded, 
and to aftertain its conformity or 
non-conformity thereto- fill this is 
neceflary to be done, before a true 
opinion of its merit or demerit can 
be formed. This opinion is to be 
certified within a time which, in our 
apprehenfion, is much too fhort for 
this purpofe, and to be certified by 
a people, who, during that time, 
have had and will have their minds 
perplexed and opprefled with a va- 
» jiety of public cares. The com- 
mittee alfo beg leave to obferve, that 
the conftitution propofed for public 
approbation, was formed by gentle* 
men, who, at the fame time, had a 



large mare in conducing an im-*. 
portant war, and who were employ- 
ed in carrying into execution almoft 
all the various powers of govern- 
ment. 

The committee however proceeded 
in attempting the tafk afligned them, 
and the fuccefs of that attempt i» 
now reported. 

The reafon and undemanding of' 
mankind, as well as the experience 
of all ages, confirm the truth of this 
proportion, that the benefits reflat- 
ing to individuals from a £res go- 
vernment, conduce much more io 
their happinek, than the retaining 
of all their natural rights in a ftate 
of nature. Thefe benefits are greater 
or lefs, as the form of government, 
and the mode of exercifing the fu- 
preme power of the State, are more 
or lefs conformable to thofe priu- 
ciples of equal impartial liberty, 
which is the property of all men 
from their birth as the gift of their 
Creator, compared with the man- 
ners and genius of the people,, their 
occupations, cuftoms, modes of think- 
ing, fituation, - extent of countr/, 
and mimbers. If the conftitution 
and form of government are wholly 
repugnant to thofe principles, wretch- 
ed are the fubjedts of , that State. 
They have furrendered a portion of 
their natural rights, the enjoyment 
of which was in fome degree a blef- 
fing, and the confequence is, they 
find themfelves Gripped of the re- 
mainder. As an anodyne to com- 
pofe the fpirits of thefe flaves, and to 
lull them into a paflively obedient 
ftate, they are^ told, that tyranny is 
preferable to no government at all; 
a proportion which is to be doubted, 
unlefs confidered under fome limi- 
tation. Surely a ftate of nature 
is more excellent than that, in which 
men are meanly fubmil£ve to the 
haughty will of an imperious tyrant,' 
whole favage,paffions are not bound- 
ed by the laws of reafon, religion, 
honour, or a regard to his fuDjeels, 

• and 
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*$nd the point to which all his move- 
ments center, is the gratification of 
a brutal appetite. As in a ftate of 

'nature much happinefs cannot be 
enjoyed by individuals, fo it has 
been conformable to the inclinations 
of almoit all men, to enter into a 
political fociety fo conftituted, as to 
remove tht- inconveniencies they were 
pbliged to fubmit to in their former 
ftate, and at the fame time, to retain 
all thofe natural rights, the enjoy- 
ment of which would be confident 
with the nature of a free govern- 
ment, andtheneceflaryfubordination 
to the fupreme power of the ftate. 

To determine what form, of go- 
vernment, in any given cafe, will 
produce the greateft poffible happi- 
to the fubject, is an arduous taik, 
nefs not to becompafled perhaps by 
any human powers. Some of the 
greateft geniufes and molt learned 
philofophers of all ages, impelled by 

• their folicitude to promote the hap- 
pinefs of mankind, have nobly dared 

• to attempt it : and their labour*. 

• |iave crowded them with immortality. 
1 A Solon, a Lycurgus of Greece, a 

Numa of Rome; 'are remembered 
With honour, when the wide extend* 
ed empires of fucceedihg tyrants, are 
Jiardly important enough to be faint- 
ly fketched out on the map, while 
their fuperb thrones have long fince 
been crumbled into duft. The man 

- who alone undertakes to form a con- 
ftitution, ought to be an unimpaffion- 
ed being; one -enlightened mind j 
biafled neither by the luft of power, 
the alluremants of pleafure, nor 

- thft' glitter of wealth ; perfectly 

• acquainted with all the alienable 
and unalienable rights of mankind ; 

- poflcfled of this grand truth, that all 
men are born equally free, and that 
ho man ought to furrender any part 
of his natural rights, without re- 

; ceiving the greateft poffible equiva- 
lent; and influenced by the impar- 
tial principles of rectitude and juftice, 
without partiality for, or prejudice 



againft the intereft or pwfefljons of 
any individuals or dais of mea. He 
ought akb to be mailer of the htf- 
tones of all the empires and ftatej 
which are now exifting, and all thofe 
which have figured in antiquity, and 
thereby able to collect and blend 
their refpectivc excellencies, and 
avoid thofe defefts which experience 
hath pointed out. Rouflcau, a learn- 
ed foreigner, a citizen of Geneva, 
fenfible of the importance and diffii 
cultv of the fubject, thought it im- 
poflible . for any body of people, to 
form a free and equal conftitution 
for themfelves, in which, every in- 
dividual lhould have equal juftice 
done him, and be permitted to en- 
joy a fhare of power in the ftate, 
equal to what fhould be enjoyed fcy 
any other. Each individual, fsrfd 
he, will ibuggle, not only to retain 
all his own natural rights, hut to 
acquire a controul over thofe 6f 
others. Fraud, circumvention, arid 
an union of intereft of Tome ciafles bf 
people, combined with an inattention 
to the rights of pofterity, wiii pre- 
vail over the principles of equity, 
iuftice, and good policy. The Ge- 
nevans, perhaps the moft virtuous 
republicans now exifting,^ thought 
like RoiTeau. Thcyyralled thf ce- 
lebrated Calvin to their afliftance.— 
He came, and, by their gratitude, 
have they cnbalmed his memory. 

The freemen inhabiting the terri- 
tory of the Maflachufetts-Bay are 
now forming a political fociety for 
themfelves* Perhaps their fituation 
is more favourable in fome refpects, 
for erecting a free government, than 
any other people were ever favoured 
with. That attachment to old 
forms, whicli ufually embarrafles, 
has not place amongft them. They 
have the hiftory and experience of 
all States before them. Mankind 
have been toiling through ages for 
their information f and the phHo- 
phers and learned men of aritiquity 
"have trimmed their midnight lamps, 

to 
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to tntftfixrit to them inftru£ion. — 

We Jive alfo in an age, when the 
■principles of political liberty, and 
fhc foujujation'of governments, have 
been freely canvaffed* and fairly 
iettled. Yet fome difHcuIties we 
have to encounter. Not content 
wkh removing pur attachment to 
tbe oW government, perhaps we 
Jiave contracted a prejudice againit 
fcrac part of it without foundation, 
.The idea of liberty has bscn held up 
is fo dazzling colours, that fome of 
us may not be willing to fubmit to 
: fhat fubordination neceffary in the 
freeit States. Perhaps we may fey 
farther, that we do not confider 
Wrfelvfs united as brothers, with 
•A unified inter eft, but have fancied 
.a (lathing of interefts amongft the 
various claffes of men, and have ac- 
quired a thirft of power, and a with 
p£ domination, over fome' of the 
community* \v*e are contending for 
freedom — Let us all be equally 
feee — It is poflible, and it is jull.— 
Our interefts when candidly con- 
fidered are one. Let us have a con- 
futation founded, not upon party or 
. prejudice— not one for to-daf or to- 
morrow — but for poiterity. Let tfie 
ftrfetuceht its motto. If it is found- 
ed jn good policy, it will be founded 
in juftice and honefcy. Let all am- 
Jutious and intercfted views be dis- 
carded, and let regard be had only 
to the good of the whole, in which 
the fituation and rights of poiterity 
jnuft be confidered ; and Jet equal 
juflice be done to all the members 
nt the community ; and we thereby 
imitate our common father, who at 
ourbirrlis, difpenfed his favours, not 
only with a liberal, but with an 
equal hand. 

Was it afked, what is the beft 
form of goverment for the people of 
Maffachufetts-Bay ? we confefs it 
would be a queltion of infinite im- 
portance : and the maa who could 
truly anfwer it, would merit, a fta- 
tue of gold to his memory, and his 



fame would be recorded in the an- 
nals of late pofterity, with unrival- 
led luftre. The queftkm however 
muflfbe anfwered, and let it have 
the beft anfwer we can poflibly give 
ir T Was a man to mention a defpo- 
. tic government, his life would be a 
juit forfeit to the refentments of an 
affronted people. Was he to hint 
.monarchy, he would defervedly be 
biffed off the ftage, and coniigned to 
infaroyt, A republican form is the 
only one confonant to the feelings of 
the generous and brave Americans, 
Let us now attend to thoCe principles 
npon which all republican govern- 
ments, who boaft any degree of po- 
litical liberty, are founded, and 
which mull enter into th,e fpirit of a 
FR£E republican conflituttoa. For 
all republics are not F^eb. 

All men are born equally free: 
the rights they poflefs at their births 
are equal, and of the fame kind.— 
Some of thofe rights are alienable, 
and may be parted with for an equi- 
valent. Others aje unalienable and 
inherent, and of that importance, 
that no equivalent can be received in 
exchange. Sometimes we fliall men- 
tion the furrendering of a^power to 
controul our natural- rights, which; 
. perhaps is fpeaking with more pre- 
cision, than when we ufe the ex- 
prcflion of parting with natural rights 
— but the fame thing is intended. — 
Thofe rights which are unalienable, 
and of that importance, are called 
the rights of confeience. We have 
duties, for the difcharge of whkh 
we are accountable to our Creator 
and benefactor, which no human 
power can cancel. „ What thofe du- 
ties are, is determinable by right 
reafon, which may be, and is called, 
a well informed confeience. What 
this confeience dictates as our duty, 
is fo ; and that power which affumes 
a controul over it, is an ufurper ; 
for no confent can be pleaded to 
juitify the controul, as any confent 
in this cafe is void. The alienation 

of 
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of fome rights, in themfelves alkfft 
able, may be alfo void, if the bar- 
gain is of that nature that no equi- 
valent can be received.- Thus, if a 
man furrender all his alienable rights, 
without referving a controul over the 
, fupreme power, or a right to refume 
in certain cafes, the furrender is 
void, for he becomes a flave ; and a 
flave can receive no equivalent. — 
Common equity would fet afide this 
bargain. 

When men form themfelfes into 
fociety, and erecl a body politic or 
State, they are to be confidered as 
one moral whole, which is in pof- 
feflion of the fupreroe power of the 
State. This fupreme power is com- 
pofed of the powers of each indi- 
vidual colleeled together, and vo- 
luntarily patted with by him. 
No individual, in this cafe, parts 
with his unalienable rights, the fu- 
preme power therefor^ cannot con- 
troul then>. Each individual alfo 
furrenders the power of cohtroulbg 
his natural alienable rights, only

reqjtikes it. The fupreme power 
therefore can do nothing but what 
js for the good of the whole; and 
when it goes beyond this line, it is a 
power ufurped. If the individual 
receives an equivalent for the right 
of controul he has parted with, the 
furrender of that right is valid; if 
he receives no equivalent, the fur* 
render is void, and the fupreme 
power as it refpefts him is an nfurp- * 
er. If the fupreme power is fo di- - 
reeled and executed that he does riot 
enjoy political liberty, it is an ille- 
gal power, and he is not bound to 
obey. Political liberty k by fome 
defined, a liberty of doing whatever 
is not prohibited by law. The de- 
finition is erroneous-. A tyrant may 
govern by laws. The republics of 
Venice and Holland govern by laws, 
yet thofe republics have degenerated 
into infupportable tyrannies. Let it' 
be thus defined j political liberty is 
Vol. XIII. . 
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the right every man in the ftafe has, 
to do whatever is. not prohibited by 

laWS, TO WHICH HE HAS GIVEN 

his consent; .This definition is 
\n unifon with the feelings of a free 
people. But to return — If a funda- 
mental principle on which each in- 
dividual enters into fociety is, that 
he fhall be bound by no laws but 
thofe to which he has confented, he 
cannot be confidered as confenring 
to any law enacted by a minority ; 
for he parts with tie power' of con- 
trouling his natural rights, only 
when the good of the whole requires 
it ; and of this there can be hue one 
abfolute judge in the State. If the . 
minority can affurae the right of 
judging, there may then - be two 
judges 5 for however large the mi- 
nority may be, there muft be another 
body ftill larger, who have the fame 
claim, if not abetter, lb the right 
of abfolute determination. If there- 
fore the fupreme power fhoi*ld be fo 
modelled and exerted, that a law 
may be enacted by a minority, the 
inforcing of that law upon an indi- 
vidual who is oppofed to it, is an 
a& 6f tyranny. Further, as every 
individual, in entering into the fo- 
ciety, parted with a power of con- 
trouling his natural rights equal *o 
that parted with by any other, or in 
other words, as all the members of 
the fociety contributed an equal 
portion of their natural rights, to- 
wards the forming of the fupreme 
power, fo every member ought to 
receive equal benefit from, have 
equal influence in forming, and se~ 
tain an equal controul over, the fu-* 
preme power. 

It has been observed, that each 
individual parts with the power of 
confronting his natural alienable 
rights, only when the good of the 
whole requires it, he therefore has 
remaining, after entering into po- 
litical fociety, all his unalienable 
natural rights,- and a part alfo of kis 
alienable ratural rights, provided the 
$ e good . 
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good of the whole does not require 
the facrificeof them. Over the elafs of 
unalienable rights the fupreme power 
hath no controul, and they ought to 
be clearly denned and afcertained in 
a BILL of RIGHTS, previous to 
the ratification of any conftitution. 
The bill of rights fhould alfo con- 
tain the equivalent every, man re- 
ceives, as a confideration for the 
rights he has furrendered. This 
equivalent conMs principally in the 
fecurity of his perfon and property, 
and is alfo unavailable by the fu- 
preme power ; for if the equivalent 
is taken back, thofe natural rights 
which were parted with to purchafe 
it, return to the original proprietor, 
as nothing is more true, than that 
Allegiance and protection 

ARE RECIPROCAL. 

The committee alfo proceeded to 
consider jffpon what principles, and 
in what manner, the fupreme power 
of the ftate thus compofed of the 
powers of the feveral individuals 
thereof, may be formed, modelled, 
and exerted in a republic, fo that 
every member of the ftate may enjoy 
political liberty. This is called by 
ibme, the afcertaining of the political 
lanv of the ftate. Let it now be call- 
ed the forming of a conftitution. 

The reafon why the fupreme go- 
vernor of the world is a rightful and 
juft governor, and entitled to the 
allegiance of the univerfe is, becaufe 
he is infinitely good, wife, and 
powerful. His goodnefs prompts 
nim to the beft meafures, his wifdom 
qualifies him to difcern them, and 
his power to effect them. In a ftate 
likewife, the fupreme power is beft 
difpofed of, when it is fo modelled 
and balanced, and refted jn fuch 
hands, that it has the greateft Ihare 
of goodnefs, wifdom, and power, 
which is confiftent with the lot of 
humanity. 

That ftate, (other things being 
equal) which has repofed the fu- 
preme power in the hands of que or 
a fraall number of perfons^ 19 the 



moft powerful ftate. An union, ex* 
pediraon, fecrecy and difpatch are t,o 
be found only here. Where power 
is to be executed by a large number, 
there will not probably be either of 
the requifites juft mentioned. Many 
men have various opinions : and 
each one will be tenacious of his 
own, as he thinks it preferable to 
any other; for when he thinks other- 
wife, it will ceafe to be his opinion. 
From this diverfity of opinions re- 
fults difunion ; from difunion, a 
want of expedition and difpatch. 
And the larger number 10 whom a 
fecret is entrufted, the greater is the 
probability of its difclofure. This 
inconvenience more fully ftrikes us 
when we conftder that want of fe- 
crecy may prevent the fuccefsful ex* 
ecution of any meafures, however 
excellently formed and digefted. 

But from a fingle, or a very fmali 
number, we are not to exped that 
political honefty, and upright regard 
to the intereft of the body of the 
people, and the civil rights of each 
individual, which are eftential to a 
good and free con ftituiion. For 
thefe qualities we are to go to the 
body of the people. The voice of 
the people is faid to be the voice of 
God. No man, will be fo hardy and 
prefumptuous, as to affirm the truth 
oFthat proportion in its fulled ex- 
tent. But if this is confidered as the 
intent of it, that the people have al- 
ways a difpofition to promote their 
own happinefsj and that when they 
have time to be informed, an4.th e 
neceffary means of information given 
them, they will be ableto determine up- 
on the neceftary meafures therefor, no 
man, of a tolerable acquaintance with 
mankind, will den,y the truth of it- 
The inconvenience and difficulty in 
forming any free permanent con- 
ftitution are, that fuch is the lot of 
humanity, the bulk of the people, 
whofe happinefs is principally to be 
confulted in forming a constitution, 
and in legislation, (as they include 
the majority) are fo fituated in life, 

and 
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fetid fuch are their laudable occu- 
pations, that they cannot have time 
for, nor the means of furnifhing 
themfelves with proper information, 
but muft be indebted to fomc of their 
fellow-fubjecls for the communi- 
cation. Happy is the man, and 
bleflings will attend his memory, 
who fhall improve his leifnre, and 
thofe abilities which Heaven has in- 
dulged him with, in communicating 
that true information, and impartial 
knowledge, to his fellow-fubjecls, 
which will infure their happinefs. 
But the artful demagogue, who to 
gratify hit ambition or avarice, mail, 
with the glofs of falfe patriotifm, 
miflead his countrymen, and meanly 
fnatch from them the golden glorious 
opportunity of forming a fyftem of po- 
litical and civil liberty, fraught with 
bleflings for themfelves, and remote 
poilerity, what language can paint 
his demerit ? The execrations of 
ages will be a punifliment inade- 
quate ; and his name, though ever 
blackening as it rolls down the 
ftream of time, will not catch its 
proper hue. 

Yet, when we are forming a Con- 
futation, by deductions that follow 
from eftabliihed principles, (which is 
the only good method of forming 
one for futurity) we are to look fur- 
ther than the bulk of the people, for 
the greateft wifdom, firmnefs, con- 
iiftency, and perfeverance. Thefe 
qualities will moll probably be found 
amongft men of education and for- 
tune. From fuch men we are to cx- 
peft genius cultivated by reading, 
and all the various advantages and 
affi fiances, which art, and a liberal 
education aided by wealth, can fur- 
uifh. From thefe reiult learning, a 
thorough knowledge of the interefts 
of their country, when Conlidered 
abftraeledly, when compared with 
neighbouring States, and when with 
thofe more remote, and an acquaint- 
ance with its produce and manufac- 
ture, and its exports and imports. 
All thefe are neceifary to be known, 



in order to determine what is the 
true intereft of any ftate ; and with- 
out that intereft is afcertained, im- 
1 poffible will it be to difcover, whe- 
ther a variety of certain laws may be 
beneficial or hurtful. From gen- 
tlemen whofe private affairs compel 
them to cake care of their own houfe- 
hold, and deprive chem of lci£ure, 
thefe qualifications are not to be ge- 
nerally expected, whatever ckfs of 
men they are enrolled in. 

Let all thefe refpe&ive excellencies 
be united. Let the fupreme power 
be fo difpofed and balanced, that 
the laws may have in view the in- 
tereft of the whole; let them be 
wifely and confiftentjy framed for 
that end, and firmly adhered to ; 
and let them be executed with vigour 
and difpatch. 

Before we proceed further, it 
mult be again conlidered, and kept 
always in view, that we are not at- 
tempting to form a temporary con- 
Ititution. We wifh for one founded 
upon fuch principles as will fecure 
to us freedom and happinefs, how-* 
ever our circumftances may vary.-*- 
One that will fmile amidft the de- 
clenfions of European and Afiatic 
empires, and furvive the rude dorms 
of time. It is not therefore to be 
underftood, that all the men of for- 
tune of the prefent day, are men of 
wifdom and learning, or that they 
are not. Nor that the bulk of the 
people, the farmers, the merchants, 
the tradefmen, and labourers, are 
all honefl and upright, with fingle 
views to the public good, or that 
they are not. In each of the clafles 
there are undoubtedly exceptions, as 
the rules laid down are general.— 
The proportion is only this. That 
among gentlemen of education, for- 
tune and leifure, we mail find the- 
largeft number of men, pofleflcd of 
wifdom, learning, and a firmnefs 
and confiltency of character. That 
among the bulk of the people, we 
mail find the greateft fhareofpoli- 
litical honefty, probity, and a re- 
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gard to the intereft of the whole, of 
which they compofe the majority. 
That wifdom and firmnefs are not 
fufticient without good intentions, 
rior the latter without the former. 
The eonclufion is, let the legiflative 
body unite. them all. The former 
are called the excellencies that refult 
from an ariftocracy ; the latter, 
thofe that refult from a demo- 
cracy. 

The fupreme power is considered 
as including the legiflative, judicial, 
and executive powers. The nature 
and employment of thefe feveral 
powers deferve adiftinct attention. 

The legiflative power is employed 
In making laws, or prefcribing fueh 
rules of action to every individual in 
the (late, as the good of the whole 
requires, to be conformed to by him 
in his conduct to the governors and 
governed, with refpect both to their 
perfons and property, according to 
the feveral relations he ftands in.— - 
What rules of action the good of the 
whole requires, can be afcertained 
only by the majority, for a reafon 
formerly mentioned. Therefore the 
legiflative power muil be fo formed 
and exerted, that in prefcribing any 
rule of action, or, in other words, 
enacting any law, the majority muft 
confent. This may be more evi- 
dent, when the fundamental con- 
dition on which every man enters 
into fociety, is considered. No man 
confented that his natural alienable 
rights Should be wantonly controul- 
ed : they Were ebntroulable only 
when that controul Should be 'fub- 
fervient to the good of the whole ; 
and that fubferviency, from the very 
nature of government, can be de- 
termined but by one abfcJute judge. 
The minority cannot be that judge, 
becaufe then there may be two judges 
oppofed to each other, fo that this 
fubferviency remains undetermined. 
Now the enacting of a law, is only 
the exercife of this controul over the 
natural alienable rights of each mem- 
ber of the ftate j and therefore this 



law muft have the confent of the 
majority, or be invalid, as being 
contrary to the fundamental con- 
dition of the original focial contract, 
In a ftate of nature, every man had 
the fovereign controul over his own 
perfon. He might alfo have, in 
that ftate, a qualified property.— 
Whatever land^ or chattels he had 
acquired the peaceable poffefTion of r 
were exciufiveiy his, by right of oc- 
cupancy or pofleffion. For while 
they were unpofTefTed he had a right 
to them equally with any other man, 
and therefore could not be difturbed 
in his pofleflion, without being in- 
jured ; for no man could lawfully 
difpoflefs him, without having a 
better right, which no man had. 
Over this qualified property every 
man in a ftate of nature had alfo a 
fovereign controul. And in enter- 
ing info political fociety, he fur- 
rendered this right of controul over 
his perfon and property, (with a» 
exception to the rights of confeience) 
to the fupreme legiflative power, to 
be exercifed by that power, <wbert 
the good of the ivbole demanded it. — 
This was ail the right he could Yur- 
render, being all the alienable right 
of which he was poflefled. The on- 
ly objects of legislation therefore* 
are the perfon and property of the 
individuals which compofe the ftate. 
If the law affects only the perfons of 
the members, the confent of a ma- 
jority of any members is fufficient. 
If the law affecls the property only, 
the confent of thofe who hold a 
majority of the property is enough. 
If it affects, (as it will very fre- 
quently, if not always) both the 
perfon and property, the confent of 
a majority of the members, and of 
thofe members alfo who hold a ma- 
jority of > the property is neceffary. 
If the confenr of the latter is not ob- 
tained, their intefeit is taJcen from 
them againft their confent, and 
their boafted fecurity of property is 
-ranifhed. Thofe who make the Jaw, 
in this cafe give and -grant what is 
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ijftt theirs. The law, ih its prin-v 
ciples, becomes a fecond ftamp act: 
Lord Chatham very finely ridiculed 
the Britiih Houfe of Commons upon 
that principle* *' You can give and 
grant, faid he, only your own. — 
Here you give and grant, what?. 
The property of the Americans."— 
' The people of the Maffachufetts-Bay 
then thought his Lordihip's ridicule 
well pointed. And would they be 
willing to merit the fame? Certainly 
they will agree in the principle, 
fhould they miftake the application. 
The laws of the province of Mafia- 
ebufetts-Bay adopted the fame prin- 
ciple, and very happily applied it. 
As the votes of proprietors of com- 
mon and undivided lands in their 
meetings, can affect only their pro- 
perty, therefore it is enacted, that 
in afcertaining the majority, the 
votes fball be collected according to 
the refpeclivc intereils of the pro- 
prietors. If each member, without 
regard to his property, has equal in- 
fluence in legislation with any other, 
it follows, that fome members enjoy 
greater benefits and powers in le- 
oiflarion than others, when thefe 
benefits and powers are compared 
with the rights parted with to pur- 
chafe them. For the property- 
holder parts with the controul over 
his property* of which the latter is 
deftitute^ Therefore to conftitute a 
perfect law in a free itate, affecting 
* -the perfons and property of the 
members, it is neceflary that the 
law be for tbe good of the whole, 
-which is t9 be determined by a ma- 
jority of the members^ ana* chat ma- 
. -jority mould include thofe who pof- 
fefs a major part of the property in 
the date. 

The judicial power follows next 
after the legiflative power; for it 
cannot act, until after laws are pre- 
scribed. . Every wife legiflator an- 
- nexes a' fanction to his laws, which 
is moft commonly penal, (that is) a 
. pummment either corporal or pecu- 
niary, to be inflicted on the member 



who fhall infringe them. It is the* 
part of the judicial -power (which in 
this territory has always been, and 
always ought to he, a court and a/ 
jury) to ascertain the member who 
hath broken tbe Jaw. Every man is 
to be prefumed innocent, until the 
judicial power hath determined him* 
guilty. When thatdecifion is known, 
the law annexes the punimment, 
and the offender is turned over 
to the executive arm,- by whom it is 
inflicted on him. The j udicial 
power hath alfo to determine what 
legal contracts have been broken, 
and what member hath been injured 
by a violation of the law, to con- 
fider the damages" that have been 
fuilained, and to afcertain the re- 
compenfe. The executive power 
takes care that this recompenfe is 
paid. 

The executive power is fometimes 
divided into the external executive, 
and internal executive. The former 
comprehends war, peace, the fend- 
ing and receiving ambaffadors, and 
whatever concerns the transactions of 
the (late with any other independent 
Hate. The confederation of the 
United States of America hath lop- 
ped off this branch of the executive, 
and placed it in Congrefs. We have 
therefore only , to confider the in- 
ternal executive power, which is 
employed in the peace, fecurity and 
protection of the fubject and his pro- 
perty, and in defence of the ftate. — 
The executive power is to marlhal 
and command her militia and armies 
for her defence, to enforce the law, 
and to carry into execution all tjie 
orders of the legiflative powers. 

A little attention to the fubject 
will convince us, that thefe three 
powers ought to be in different 
hands, and independent of one 
another, and fo balanced, and each 
having that^check upon the other, 
that their independenca fnall be pre- 
ferred. If the three powers -aae 
united, the government will be ab- 
folute, whether thefe fewer* are in 
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the bonds of em or a large number. 
The fame party will be the legifla- 
tor> accufer, judge and executioner ; 
what probability will an accufed per- 
fon have of an acquittal, however 
innocent he may be, when his judge 
will be alfo a party. 

If the legiflative and judicial pow- 
ers are united, the maker of the law 
wijl alfo interpret it; and the law 
may then fpeak a language, dictated 
by the whims, the caprice, or the 
prejudice of the judge, with impu- 
nity to him.— And what people are 
& unhappy as thofe whofe laws' are 
uncertain. It will alfo be in the 
breaft of the judge, when grafping 
after his prey, to make a retrospec- 
tive law, which mail bring the un- 
happy offender within it ; and this. 
alio he can-do with impunity.— The 
fubject can have no peaceable reme- 
dy. — The judge will try himfelf, 
and an acquittal is the certain confe- 
quence. He has it alfo in his power 
to enaft any law, which may ihelter 
him from deferved vengeance. 

Should the executive and legifla- 
tive powers be united, mifchiefs the 
moft terrible would follow. The 
executive would enaft thofe laws it 
pleaied to execute, and po others.— 
The judicial power would be fet 
afide as inconvenient and tardy.— 
The fecurity and protection of the 
fubjeft would be a fliadow. — The 
executive power would make itfelf 
abfolute, and the government end 
in tyranny. — Lewis the Eleventh of 
France, by cunning and treachery 
compleated the union of the execu- 
tive, and legiflative powers of that 
kingdom, and upon that union efta- 
bliflied a fyftem of tyranny. Prance 
was formerly under a free govern- 
ment. 

The aflembly or representatives of 
the United States of Holland, exer- 
cife the executive and legiflative 
powers, and tfre government there 
is abfolute. 



Should the executive and judicial 
powers be united, the fubjed would 
then have no permanent fecurity of 
his perfon and property. The exe- 
cutive power would interpret the 
laws and bend them to his will ; 
and, as he is the judge, he may leap 
over them by artful inftruttions, and 
gratify, with impunity, the moft ra- 
pacious pafllons. Perhaps no caufe 
in any'ftate has contributed more to 
promote internal convulfions, and to 
ftain the fcafrbld with its own bloody 
than this unhappy union, And it 
is an union which the executive power 
in all ftates, hath attempted to form" 
if that could not be compafled, to 
make the judicial power dependent 
upon it. Indeed, the dependence of 
any of thefe powers upon either of 
the others, which in all ftates has 
always bee*j attempted by one or the 
other of them, has fo often been 
productive of fuch calamities, and 
of the fhedding of fuch oceans of 
blood, that the page of hiftory feenu 
to be one continued tale of human 
wretchednefs. / 

The following principles nowfeem 
to be ertabliihea : 

i. That the fupreme power is 
Kmitted, and cannot controul the 
unalienable rights of mankind, nor 
refumethe equivalent (that is, the 
fecurity of perfon and property) 
which each individual receives, as a 
confideration for the alienable rights 
he parted with in •ntering into po-* 
litical fociety. 

2. That thefe unalienable rights, 
and this equivalent, arc to be clearly 
defined and afcertained in a BILL 
of RIGHTS, previous to the rati- 
fication of any conftitution. 

3. That the fupreme power mould 
be fo formed and modelled, as to 
exert the greateft poflible power, 
wifdom, and goodnefs. 

4. That the legiflative, judicial, 
and executive powers, are to be 
lodged in different hands, that each 
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branch is to be independent, and 
further, to be fo balanced, and be 
able to exert fuch checks upon the 
others, as will preferve it from a de- 
pendence on, or an union with them. 

5. That government can exert the 
greateft power when its fupreme au- 
thority is veiled in the hands of one 
or a few. 

6. That the laws will be made 
with the greateft wifdom, and beft 
intentions, when men, of all the fe- 
veral clafles in the Hate concur in the 
enacting of them. 

7. That a government which is 
{0 conftituted, that it cannot afford 
a degree of political liberty nearly 
equal to its members, is not founded 
upon principles of freedom and juf- 
tice, and where any member enjoys 
no degree of political liberty, the 
government fo far as refpects him, 
is a tyranny, for he is controuled 
by laws to which he has never con- 
fen ted* 

8 That the legiflative power of a 
ilate hath no authority to controul 
the natural rights of any of its mem- 
bers, unlefs the good of the whole 
requires it. 

9. That a majority of the ftate is 
the only judge when the general 
good does require it* 

10. That where the legiflative 
power of the ftate is fo formed, that 
a law may be enacted by the mino- 
rity, each member of the ftate does 
not enjoy political liberty. And 

1 1. That in a free government, a 
law affecting the perfon and property 
of its members, is not valid, unlefs 
it has the confent of a majority of 
the members, which majority mould 
include thofe who hold a major 
part of the property in the ftate. 

.It may be neceflary to proceed 
further, and notice fome particular 
principles, which fhould be attended 
to in forming the three feveral powers 
in a free republican government. 

The firft important branch that 
comes under our confideration is 
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the legiflative body, Wa*-the nam, 
ber ofpeople fo final), that the whole 
could meet together without inconve- 
nience, the opinion of the majority 
would be more eafily known. But, 
befides the inconvenience ofaifcm- 
bling fuch numbers, no great ad- 
vantages could follow. Sixty thou- 
fand people could not difcufs with 
candour, and determine with deli- 
beration. Tumults, riots, and mur- 
der would be the refulu But the 
impracticability of forming fuch an 
aflembly, renders it needlefs to make 
any further obfervations. The opi- 
nions and confent of tfce majority 
muft be collected from perfons de- 
legated by every freeman of the ftate 
for that purpofe. Every freeman, 
who hath fufficient difcretion, fhould 
have a voice in the election of his 
legiflators. To fpeak with pre^i- 
fion, in every free ftate where the 
power of legiflation is lodged in the 
hands of one or more bodies of re- 
prefentatives elected for that purpose, 
the perfon of tvery member of the 
ftate, and, all the property in it, 
ought to be repretentcd, becaufe 
they are objects of legislation. All 
the members of the ftate are qualifi- 
ed to make the ejection, unlefs they 
have not fufficient difcretion, or are 
fo fituated as to have no wills of their 
own. Perfons not twenty-one years 
old are deemed of the former clafs, 
from their want of years and experi- 
ence. The municipal law of this 
country will not truft them with the 
difpofition of their lands, and con- 
figns them to the care of their parents 
or guardians* Women, what age 
foever they are of, are alfo confid^r- 
ed as not having a fufficient acquired 
difcretion ; not from a deficiency in 
their mental powers, but from the 
natural tendernefs and delicacy of 
their minds, their retired mode, of 
life, and various domeflic duties. 
Thefe concurring, prevent that pro- 
mifcuous intercouffe with the world, 
which is necefTary to qualify them 
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-ftr electors, ' Stores are of the'lattcr 
ctefs", and have no wills. But are 
fltfves members of a free govern- 
ment? We feel* the abfurdity, and 
Wcmld to God the fituation of Ame- 
rica and the" tempers of its inha- 
bitants were fueh, that the fhve- 
fcolder could" not be 'found in the 
land. 

The rights of representation mould 

-be fo equally iand impartially diftri- 

ttoted, that the- representatives fhould 

"have the fame views and interefts 

with 'the people at large. They 

fhould 1 think, ' feel, and aft like 

'them, aftd in fine, fhould be (if we 

may ufethe evpreffion) the whole 

body politic, with all its property, 

> rights, and privileges, reduced to a

* iifhed iti juft proportion. To par- 

-Ju*:the metaphor. -If in : adjulling - 

the reprcfenttuion of freemen, a-ny 
"ten 'are reduced into one, a:l tl ; c 
©ther tens Humid "be alike reduced : 
or if any hundred' fhould be rrduced 
to one, all-the other hundreds fhould 
have juft the, fame reduction.' The 
xeprefentatton ought *lw*ey9 to be 
ib ajdjnftedV that It fhould be the in- 
tewfft of the ' repreTentarives at all 
times to do juftfee, therefore equal 1 
intereft among -the people,* mould 
have eiqual intereft among the bocly' 
©f reprefentatives; The majority of 
the reprefentatives fhoiitd alio repfe- - 
fent a majority of the people, and - 
the legi (lative body mould be fo ccm- 
irucled, thatf every law affecting 
property fhould Kave the confeht of 
■'thofe who hold a majority of the 
property. The law- would then be 
determined to be for the good of the 
whole by the proper judge, the ma-* 
jority, and the neceflary confent, 
thereto would be obtained: and r ajl* 
the members' of* the ftate would en-' 1 
joy political liberty, and an* equal- 
degree of it.' ' If the fcale -to -which 2 
the body politic is to be reduced, is 
feat a little fmaller than- the 6figirial, : 
or, in ©tfeei* WTonfc, if A tin&ll num.- ■ 



bfcr of freerflPh mould be reduced to 
one, that is, (end one representa- 
tive, the number of representatives 
would be too large for the public 
good. The expenses of govern- 
ment would be enormous. The 
body would fee too unweildy to de- 
liberate with candour and coolnefs, 
Thevariety of opinions and opposi- 
tions would irritate the pafirons. 
Parties wouM be formed and factions 
engendered. The members would 
&r under the banners of their refpec- 
tive leaders; addrefs and intrigue 
would conduct the debates, and the 
refult would tend oaly to promote 
the ambition or intereit of a particu- 
lar party. Such has always been, in 
fome degree, the courfe and event of 
debates inftituted and managed by 
a large multitude. : 
• For thefe reafons, ftfme foreign 
politicians have laid it down as a 
•rule, that no body of men larger 
than an hundred would tranfact bu- 
ihwis well : and Lord Chefterfield* 
called the Brftifh Houfe of Commons 
a mere mob, becaufe of the number 
of men which eompofed it. 

Elections ought alfo to be free. 
No bribery, corruption, or undue 
influence mould have place. They 
ftifle the free voice of the people, 
corrupt their morals, and introduce 
a degeneracy of manners, a fupine- 
nefs of temper, and an inattention 
to, their liberties, which pave the 
road for the approach of tyranny, »ia 
all its frightful forms. 

The man who buys an elector by 
his bribes will fell him again, and 
reap a profit from the bargain ; and 
he thereby become a dangerous mem- 
ber of fociety. The legiflative body 
wiH hold the purfe firings, and mfen 
will ftrfcggle for a place in that body 
to acquire a fhare in the public 
wealth. It has always been the cafe. 
Bribery will be attempted, and the 
laws will not prevent it. All ftates 
have enacted fevere law* agamft it, 
and they have been meff«&uaL The 
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feet was ifi their forms of Govern- 
ment. They were not fo contrived, 
as to prevent the practicability of it. 
If* a imall corporation car. place a 
man in the legiflative body, to bribe 
Will be eafy and cheap. To bribe a 
large corporation would be difficult 
and expensive* if practicable. In 
Great-Britrfin, the reprefentatives of 
their counties and great cities are 
freely elected. To bribe the electors 
there is impracticable: * and their 
reprefentatives are the moft upright 
and able ftatefmen in parliament 
The fmall boroughs are bought by 
the miniftry and opulent men ; and 
their reprefentatives *re the mere 
tools of adminiftratiori or faction. 
Let us take warning. 

A further check upon bribery is, 
when the corrupter of the people 
knows not tiie electors. If delegates 
were firft appointed by a number of 
corporations, who at a fhort day were 
to elect N their repreientatives, thofe 
blood-hounds in a ftate would be at 
fault. They would not fcent their 
game. Befides* the reprefentatives 
would probably be much better men 
*-they would be doubly refined. 

But it may be faid, the virtuous 
America would blaft with indigna- 
tion the man, who fhouid proffer 
him a bribe. Let it now be admit- 
ted as a fact; We afk; will that al- 
ways be the cafe ? The moft virtuous 
ftates have become vicious; The 
morals 6f all people, in all ages, 
have been fhockingly corrupted. — 
The rigidly virtuous Spartans, who 
hanifhed the ufe of gold and filver; 
who gloried jn their poverty for cen- 
turies, at laft fell a prey to luxury 
and corruption. The Romans, whole 
iatenfe love to their country afto- 
nifhes a modern patriot, who fought 
the battles of the republic for three 
hundred jears without pay, and 
who, as volunteers* extended her 
Empire" over Italy, were at laft dif- 
folved in luxury, courted the hand 
of bribery, and finally fold themfelves 
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as flaves, and proftrated their coun- 
try to tyrants the moft ignominious 
and brutal. Shall we alone boaft an 
exemption from the general fate of 
mankind? Are our private and poli- 
tical virtues to be tranfmitted un- 
tainted froth generation to genera- 
tion, through a courfe of ages ? 
Have we not always degenerated 
from the pure morals and difintereft- 
ed patriotifm of our anceftors ? And 
are not our manners becoming foft 
and luxurious^ and have not our 
vices began to fhoot ? Would one 
Venture to prophecy, that in a cen^ 
tury from this period we fhall be a 
, corrupt luxurious people, perhaps the 
clofe of that .century would ftamp 
this prophecy with the title of h*ftory. - 
The rights of reprefentation fhouid ; 
alfo be held facred and inviolable, 
and for this purpofe, reprefentation 
fhouid be fixed upon known and 
eafy principles i arid the conftitution 
fhouid make provlfion; that recourfe 
fhouid conftantly be had to thofe 
principles within a \cty fmall period 
of years, to rectify the errors that 
will creep in through lapfe of time, 
or alteration of fituations; The want 
of fixed principles of government, 
and a ftated regular recourfe to them, 
have produced the diffolution of all 
ftates whofe coriftitutions have been 
tranfmitted to us by hiftory. 

But the legiflative power muft not 
be trufted with one affembly. A 
fingle affembly is frequently influ- 
enced by the vkes, follies, paffions, 
and prejudices of an individual. It 
is liable to be avaricious, and to ex- 
empt itfelf from the burdens it lays 
upon its conftituerits. It is fubject 
to ambition, and after a feries of 
years will be prompted to vote it- 
felf perpetual* The long parliament 
in England voted itfelf perpetual, 
and thereby, for a time, deitroyed. 
the political liberty of the fubjeet. 
Holland was governed by one repre- 
fentative affembly annually elected. 
They aftetwards voted themfelves 
F f from. 
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from annaal to feptennial ; then for 
life ; and finally exerted the power 
cf filling up all vacancies, without 
'application to their conititucnts. The 
government of Holland is now a ty- 
ranny though a republic. 

The refult of a fingle affembly will 
be hafty and indigefled, and their 
judgments frequently abfurd ancl in- 
coniiftent. There muil be a fecond 
body to revife with coolnefs and wif- 
dom, and to controul with firmncTs, 
independent upon the firit, mull re- 
tain a right to a fimilar revifion and 
controul over the fecend. 

Let us now afcertain fomc parti- 
cular principles which fiiould be at- 
tended to, in forming the executive 
power. 

When we recollect the nature and 
employment of this power, we find 
that it ought to be conducted with 
vigour and difpatch. It iliould be 
able to execute the laws without op- 
pofition, and to controul all the tur- 
bulent fpirits in the ftate, who mould 
infringe them. If the laws are not 
obeyed, the legiflative power is vain, 
and the judicial is mere pageantry. 
As thefe laws, with their feveral 
fauctions, are the only fecurities of 
perfon and property the members 
of the (late can confide in, if they 
lay dormant through failure of exe- 
cution, violence and oppreflion will 
erect' their heads, and {talk unmo- 
lelled through the land. The judi- 
cial power ought to difcriminate the 
offender, as foon after the com- 
miffiqn cf the offence as an impar- 
tial trial will admit ; and the execu- 
tive arm to inflict the punifhment 
immediately after the criminal is 
afcertained. This would have an 
liappy tendency to prevent crimes, 
as the commiflion of them would 
awaken the attendant idea of punifh- 
nient ; and the hope of an efcape, 
which is often an inducement, would 
be cut off. The executive power 
ought therefore, in thefe cafes, to be 
exerted with union, vigour, and dif- 



patch. Another duty of that power 
is to arrefl offenders, and bring them 
to trial. This cannqt often be done, 
unlefs fecrecy and expedition are 
ufed. The want of thofe two requi- 
res will be more efpecially incon- 
venient in repreffing treafons, and 
thofe more enormous offences which 
flrike at the happinefs, if not ex- 
igence of the whole. Offenders of 
thefe claffes do not act alone. Some 
number is neceffary to the cornpleat- 
ing of the crime. Cabals are form- 
ed wi.th.arr, and fecrecy prefides over 
their councils ; while meafures the 
rnoft fatal are the refult, to be exe- 
cuted by defperation. On thefe men 
the thunder of the flate' fhOuld be 
hurled with rapidity : for if they 
hear it roll at a diftance, their dan- 
ger is over. When they gain intel- 
ligence of the procefs, they abfeond, 
and wait a more favourable oppor- 
tunity. If that is attended with dif- 
ficulties they deflroy all the evidence 
of their guilt,' brave government, 
and deride the juflice and power of 
the ftate., 

It has been obferved likewife, that 
the executive power is to act as 
Captain-general, to marfhal the mi- 
litia and armies of the ila'te, and, for 
her defence, to lead them on to 
battle. Thefe armies fhould always 
be compofed of the militia or body 
of the people. Standing armies are 
a tremendous curfe to a ftate. In 
all periods in which they have exit- 
ed, they have been the fcourge of 
mankind. In this department, uni- . 
on, vigour, fecrecy, and difpatck 
arc more peculiarly neceffary. Was 
one to propofe a body of militia, 
over which two Generals, withequaT 
authority, fhould have the command, 
he would be laughed at. Should 
one pretend, that the General CiouM 
have no controul over his fuhordinate 
officers, eitlJkr to remove them, or 
fupply their polls, he would be piti- 
ed for, his ignorance of the fufejeft 
he was difcufliag, It is obvibufly 
nectffary 
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neceflary, that the man v who calls 
{he militia to aXion, and aflumes the 
military controul over them in the 
field, fhould previoufly know the 
number of his' men, their equip- 
ments and refidence, and the talents 
and tempers of the feveral ranks of 
officers, and their refpeXive depart- 
ments in the ftate, that he may wife- 
ly determine to whom the ncceffary 
orders are to be iffued. Regular and 
particular returns of thefe requifites 
fhould be frequently made. Let it 
be enquired, are thefe returns to be 
made only to the legislative body, 
or a branch of it, which neceffarily 
moves flow ? — Is the General to go 
to them for information ? intreat; 
them to remove an improper officer, 
and give him another they fLall 
chufe? and in fine he is to fupplicate 
his orders from them, and constantly 
walk where their leading-firings fhall 
direX his fteps ? If fo, where are the 
power and force of the militia- — 
where the union — where the difpatch 
and profound fecrefy ? Or fhall thefe 
returns be made to him ? — when he 
may fee w^th his own eyes — be his 
own judge of the merit or demerit 
of his officers — difcern their various 
talents and qualifications, and em- 
ploy them as the fervice and defence 
of his country demand. Befides, the^ 
legiflative body or a branch of it is 
local — they cannot therefore perfon- 
ally inform themfelves of thefe faXs, 
bat muft judge upon trull. The 
General's opinion will be founded 
upon his own obfervations — the offi- 
cers and privates of the militia will 
aft under his eyes; and, if he has it 
in his power immediately to promote 
or difgrace them, they will be in 
duced to noble exertions. It may 
further be obferved here, that if the 
fubordinate civil or military execu- 
tive officers are appointed by the le- 
giflative body or a branch of it, the 
former will become dependent upon 
the latter, and the neceffary inde- 
pendence of -either the legiflative or 



executive powers upon the other is 
wanting. The legiflative power will 
have that undue influence over the 
executive, which will amount to a 
controul, for the latter will be 
their creatures, and will fear their 
creators. 

One further obfervation may be 
pertinent* Such is the temper of 
mankind, that each man will be too 
liable to introduce his own friends 
and connexions into office, without 
regarding the public iutereft. If one 
manor a imal! number appoint, their 
connections will probably be in- 
troduced. If a large number ap- 
point, all their connexions will re- 
ceive the fame favour. The fmaller 
the number appointing, the more 
contracted are their connections, and 
for that reafon, there will be a greater 
probability of better officers, as the 
connexions of one man, or a very 
fmall number, can fill but a very few 
of the offices. When a fmall num- 
ber of men have the power of ap- 
pointment, or the management in 
any particular department, their con- 
duX is accurately noticed. On any 
mifcarriage or imprudence, xhe pub- 
lic refentment lies with weight. All 
the eyes of the people are converted 
to a point, and produce that atten- 
tion to their cenfure, and that fear 
of mifbehaviour, which are the great- 
eft fecurity the ft ate can have, of the 
wifdom and prudence of its fervants. 
This obfervation will ftrike us, when 
we recolleX that many a man will 
zealoufly promote an, affair in a pub- 
lic afTembly, of which he is but one 
of a large number ; yet, at the fame 
time, he would blufli to be thought 
the fole author of it. For ail thefe 
reafons, the fupreme executive power 
fhould be refted in the hands of one, 
or of a fmall number, who fhould 
have the appointment of all fubordi- 
nate executive officers. Should the 
fupreme executive officer be eleXed 
by the legiflative body, there would 
be a dependence of the executive 

F f z power 
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power upon the legislative. Should 
he be elected by the judicial bo.dy, 
there alfo would be a dependence. 
The people at large muft, therefore, 
defignate the perfon to whom they 
will delegate this power. And upon 
the people, there ought to be a de- 
pendence of all the powers in go- 
vernment, for all the officers in the 
ftate are but fervants of the people. 

We have not noticed the navy de- 
partment. The conducting of that 
department is indifputably in the fu- 
preme executive power : and we fup- 
pofe, that all the obfervations re- 
fpetfing the Captain-general apply 
to the Admiral. 

We are next to fix upon fome ge- 
neral rules which fhould govern us 
in forming the judicial power. This 
power is to be independent upon the 
executive and legislative. The ju- 
dicial power fhould be a court and 
jury, or as they are commonly cal- 
led, the Judges and Jury. The 
jury are the peers or equals of every 
man, and are to try all facts. The 
province of the Judges is to pre- 
side in and regulate all trials, and 
afcertain the law. We fhall only 
confider" the appointment of the 
Judges. The fame power which 
appoints them, ought not to have 
the power of removing them, not 
even for mifbehaviour. That con- 
duct only would then be deemed 
jniibehaviour which was oppofed to 
the will of the power of removing, 
A removal* in this cafe, for proper 
jeafons, would not be* often attain- 
able : for to remove a man from an 
office, becaufe he is not properly 
qualified to difchargc the duties of 
it, is a fevere cenfure upon that man 
or body of men who appointed him 
—and mankind do not love to cen- 
fure themfelves. Whoever appoints 
the judges, they ought not to be re- 
movable at pleafure, for, they will 
then feel a dependence upon that 
man, or body of men, who hath the 
power of removal. Nor ought they 



to be dependent upon either the ex- 
ecutive or legislative power for their 
falaries, for if they are, that power 
on whom they are thus dependent, 
can ftarve them into compliance* 
One of jhefe two powers (hould ap- 
point, and the other remove. The 
legiflative will not probably appoint 
fo good men as the executive, for 
reafons formerly mentioned. The 
former are com po fed of a large body 
of men, who have a numerous traia 
of friends and connections, and they 
do not hazard their reputations, 
which the executive will. It -has 
often been mentioned that where a ; 
large body of men are refpoftfible for 
any meafores, a regard to their re- 
putations, and to the public opinion, 
will not prompt them to uie that care 
and precaution, which fuch regard 
will prompt one or a few to make 
ufe of. Let one more obfervation be 
now induced to confirm it. Every 
man has fome friends and depen- 
dents who will endeavour to fnatch 
him from the public hatred. One 
man has but a few comparatively, 
they are not numerous enough to 
protect him, and he falls a victim to 
his own mifconduct. When mea- 
fures are conducted by a large num- 
ber, their friends and connections 
are numerous and noify — they are 
difperfed through the ftate— their 
clamours ftifle the execrations of the 
people, whofe groans cannot even 
be heard. But tq refume, neither 
will the executive body be the moffc 
proper judge when to remove. If 
this body is judge, it muft alfc be 
the accufer, or the legiflative body, 
or a branch of it, muft be. — If the 
executive body complains, it will be 
both accuier and judge. — If the com- 
plaint is preferred by the legiflative 
body, or a branch of it, when the 
judges are appointed by the legifla- 
tive body, then a body of men, who 
were concerned in the appointment, 
muft, in moft cafes, complain of the 
impropriety of tfceir own appoint- 
ment* 
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pent. Les therefore $he judges be 
appointed by the executive body; let 
their falaries be independent— and 
let them ^old their places during 
goad behaviour. — Let their mifbeha- 
yiour be determinable by the legifla- 
tive body— r-let one branch thereof 
impeach, and the other judge. Up- 
on thefe principles tfce judicial body 
ydll be independent fo long as they 
behave well, and a proper court is 
appointed to afcertain their mal- 
conduft. 

The Committee afterwards pro- 
ceeded to confider the Conftftution 
framed by the Convention of State. 
They have examined that Conftitu- 
tion with all the care the fhortnefs of 
the time would admit. And they 
are compelled, though reluctantly, to 
fay, that fome of the principles upon 
which it is founded appeared to 
them inconfonant, not only to the 
natural rights of mankind, but to 
the fundamental condition of the 
original focial contract, and the prin- 
ciples of a free republican govern- 
ment. In thatvform of government 
the governor appears to be the fu- 
preme executive officer, and the le- 
giflative power is in an houfe of re- 
pnefentative and fenate. It may be 
neceffary to defcend to a more parti- 
cular confideration of the feveral ar- 
ticles of that conftitution. 

The fecoiid article thereof appears 
exceptionable upon the principles we 
have already attempted to eftablifh, 
becaufe the fupreme executive officer 
hath a feat and voice in one branch 
of the legiflative body, and is affift- 
ing in originating and framing the 
laws, the Governor being entitled to 
a feat and voice in the fen ate, and 
to prejide in, it, and may thereby 
have that influence in the legiflative 
body, which the fupreme executive 
officer ought not to have. 

The third article among other 
things', afcer tains the qualifications 
of the Governor, Lieutenant-go- 



vernor, Senators and Reprefentatrywr, 
refpedling property — The eflate fuffi- 
cient to qualify a man for governor 
is fo final], it is hardly any qualifica- 
tion at all. Further, the method of 
afcertaining the value of the eftates 
of the officers aforcfaid is vague and 
uncertain, as it depends upon the 
nature and quantity of the currency, 
and the encreafe of property, an4 
not upon any fixed principles. This 
article therefore appears to be ex- 
ceptionable. 

The fixth article regulates the e- 
ledlion of representatives. So many 
pbjedlions prcfent themfelves to this 
article, we are at a lofs which firft 
to mention. The representation is 
grofkly unequal, and ;t is flagrantly 
unjuft. It violates the fundamental 
principle of the original focial con- 
trail, and introduces an unweildy 
and expenfive houfe. Representa- 
tion ought to be equal upon the 
principles formerly mentioned. By 
this article any corporation, however 
fmall, may fend one representative, 
while no corporation can fend more 
than one, unlefs it has three hun- 
dred freemen. Twenty corporations 
(of three hundred freemen in each) 
containing in the whole fix thoufand 
freemen, may fend forty reprefenta-r 
tives, when one corporation, which 
ftiall contain fix thoufand two hun- 
dred and twenty, can fend but nine- 
teen. One third of the ftate may 
fend a majority of the representa- 
tives, and all the 'laws may be enact- 
ed by a majority.— Do all the mem- 
bers of the ftate then enjoy political 
liberty ? Will they not be controuled 
by laws ena£ted'againft their confent ? 
When we go further and find, that 
fixty members make a houfe, and 
that the concurrence of thirty-one 
. (which is about one twelfth of what 
may be the prefent number of repre- 
fentatives) is fufficient to bind the 
perfons and properties of the mem- 
bers of the ftate, we ftand amazed, 

and 
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and are forry that any well-difpofed 
Americans were fo inattentive to the 
confequences of fuch an arrange- 
ment. 

The number of reprefentatives is 
too large to debate with coolftefs and 
deliberation, the public b u fine is will 
be protracted to an undue length, 
and the pay of the Houfe is enor- 
mous. As the number of -freemen 
in the ftate encreafes, thefe incon- 
veniences will encreafe ; and in a 
century, the Houfe of reprefentatives 
will, from their numbers, be a mere 
mob. Obfervations upon this ar- 
ticle croud upon us, but we will dif- 
mifs it, with wiihing that the mode 
of reprefentation there propofed, 
may be candidly compared with the 
principles which have been already 
mentioned in the courfe of our ob- 
fervations upon the legislative power, 
and upon reprefentation, in a free 
republic. 

The ninth article regulates* the 
election of fenators, which we think 
exceptionable. As the fenators for 
each diftrict will be elected by all the 
freemen in the ftate properly qualifi- 
ed, a truft is repofed in the people 
which they are unequal to. The 
freemen in the late province of Main, 
are to give in their votes for fenators 
in the weftern diftrict, and fo oh the 
contrary. Is it fuppofeable that the 
freemen in the county of Lincoln can 
judge of the political merits of a fe- 
nator in Berkfhire ? Muft not the fe- 
veral corporations in the ftate, in a 
great meafure depend upon their re- 
prefentatives for information ? And 
will not the Houfe of reprefentatives 
in fact chufe the fenators ? That in- 
dependence ef the fenate upon the 
houfe, which the conftitution feems 
to have intended, is viftonary, and 
the benefits which were expected to 
refult from a fenate, as one diftinct 
branch of the legiflative body, will 
not be difcoverable. * 

The tenth article prefcribes the 
method in which the Governor is to 



be elected. This method is open to, 
and will introduce bribery and. cor- 
ruption, and alfo originate parties 
and factions in the ftate. The Go- 
vernor of Rhode Ifland was formerly 
elected in this manner, and we all 
know how long a late Governor 
there, procured his re-election by 
methods the moJJ unjuftifiable. Bri- 
bery was attempted in an open and 
flagrant manner. 

The thirteenth article afcertains 
the authority of the general court, 
and by tjiat article we find their 
power is limitted only by the feveral 
articles of the Conftitution. We do 
not find that the rights of confeience 
are afcertained and defined, unlefs 
they may be brought to be in the 
thirty-fourth article. That article 
we conceive to be expreflfed in very 
loofe and uncertain terms. What is 
a religious profeftion and worfhip of 
God, has been difputed for fixteen 
hundred years, and the various fects 
of Chriftians have not yet fettled the 
difpute. What is a free exercife and 
enjoyment of religious worfhip has 
been, and ftill is, a fubject of much 
altercation. And this free exercife 
and enjoyment is faid to be allowed 
to the Proreftants of this ftate by the 
Conftitution, when we fuppofe it to 
be an unalienable right of all man- 
kind, which no human power can 
wrcft from them. We do not find 
any Bill of Rights either accompany- 
ing the Conftitution, or interwoven 
with it, and no attempt is made to 
define and fecure that prote&ion of 
the perfon and property of the mem- 
bers of the ftate, which the legifla- 
tive and executive bodies cannot 
withhold, unlefs the general words 
of confirming the right to trial by 
jury, ihould be confidered as fuch 
definition and fecurity. We think a 
Bill of Rights afcertaining and clear- 
ly defcribing the rights of confeience, 
and that fecurity of perfon and pro- 
perty the fupreme power of the ftate 
is bound to afford to all the mem- 
bers 
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bers thereof, ought to be fully rati- 
iied, before, or at the fame time 
with, the eftablifliment of any con- 
ffitution. 

The fifteenth article fixes the num- 
ber which (hall conftitute a quorum 
in the Senate and Houfe ofRepre- 
fentativcs.— We dunk thefe num- 
bers much too fmalL— This ConfU- 
timon will immediately introduce 
about' three hundred and fixty mem- 
bers into the Houfe. H fixty make 
a quorum, the Houfe may totally 
cjhange its members fix different 
times ; and it probably will very of- 
ten, in the courfe of a long felSon, 
be compofed of fuch a variety of 
members as will retard the public 
bufinefs, and introduce confufion in 
the debates, and inconfiftency in the 
refult. Befldes the number of mem- 
bers, whofe concurrence is neceflary 
to enact a law, is fo fmall, that the 
fubjedts of the ftate will have no fe- 
curity, that the laws which are to 
controul their natural rights, have 
the confent of a majority of the free- 
men. The fame reafoning applies 
to the fenate, though not fo ftriking- 
ly, as a quorum of that body mult 
confift of nearly a third of the fe- 
nators. 

The eighteenth article defcribes 
the feveral powers of the Governor, 
or the fapreme executive officer. We 
find in comparing the feveral articles 
of the Conftitution, that tire Senates 
are the only courts to try impeach- 
ments. We alfo conceive that every 
officer in the ftate ought to be ame- 
nable to fitch court. We think, 
therefore, that the members of that 
court ought never to be advifery to 
any officer in the Hate. If their ad- 
vice is the refult of inattention or 
corruption, they cannot be brought 
to punifhment by impeachment, as 
they wilj be their own judges. Nei- 
ther will' the officer who purfues their 
advice be often, if ever, punifhable, 
far a fimilar reafon. To condemn 
this officer will be to reprobate their 



own advice — confequently a proper 
body is not formed to advife the 
Governor, when a fudden emergen- 
cy may render advice expedient : for 
the fen ate advife, and are the court 
to try impeachments. We would 
now make one further obfervation, 
that we caYwot difcover in this arti- 
cle, or in any part of the Conftitu- 
tion, that the executive power is en- 
traded with a cheek upon the le*- 
gillative power, fufficient to prevent 
the encroachment of the latter upon 
the former. — Without this check the 
legiflative power will exercife the ex- 
ecutive, and in a feries of years, the 
government will be as abfolute as. 
that of Holland. 

The nineteenth article regulates 
the appointment of the feveral clafTes. 
of officers. -And we find that almoft 
all the officers are appointed by the 
Governor and Senate. An objection 
formerly made occurs here. The 
Senate, with the Governor, is the 
court to remove thofe officers for 
mifbehaviour. Thofe officers, in 
general, who are guilty of mal-c&n- 
duft in the execution of their office, 
were improper men to be appointed. 
Sufficient care was not taken in af- 
certaining their political military on 
moral qualifications. Will the fena- 
tors, therefore, if they appoint, be a 
proper court to remove. Will not a 
regard* to their own characters have 
an undue bras upon them. This 
objection wiU grow itronger, if we 
may fuppofe that a time will come, 
when a man may procure his ap- 
pointment to office by bribery. The 
members of that court, therefore, 
who alone can remove for mifbeha- 
viour, fhould not be concerned in 
the app6intment. Befides, if one 
branch of the legiflative body ap- 
point the executive" officers, and the 
fame branch alone can remove" them, 
the legiflative power will acquire an.- 
undue influence over the executive. 

The twenty - fecond article de- 
fcribes tlie authority the Governor 

ihal) 
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fhail have iri all oufinefles to be 
tranfacted by him and the Senate. 
The Governor bv this article muff 
be prefent in conducting aji impeach- 
ment. He has it therefore in his 
power to refcue a favourite from im- 
peachment, fo long as he is Go- 
vernor, by absenting himfelf from 
the fenate, whenever the impeach- 
ment is to be brought forwards. 

We cannot conceive upon what 
principles the twenty-third article 
afcertains the Speaker of the Houfe 
to be one of the three, the majority 
of whom have the power of granting 
pardons. The Speaker is an officer 
, of one branch of the legiflative body, 
and hourly depends Upon them for 
his exiftence in that character — he 
therefore would not, probably, be 
difpofed to offend any leading party 
in the Houfe, by confenting to> Or 
denying a pardon. An undue in- 
fluence might prevail, and the pow- 
er of pardoning be improperly exer- 
cifed. — When the Speaker is guilty 
of this improper exercifc. he cannot 
be punimed but by impeachment, 
and as. he is commonly a favourite of 
* a confiderable party in the Houfe, it 
will be difficult to procure the ac- 
cufation ; for his party will fupport 
him j 

The judges, by the twenty-fourth 
article, are to hold their places dur- 
ing good behaviour, but we do not 
find that their fakries are any where 
directed to be fixed. The Houfe of 
Reprefentatives may therefore Harve 
them into a flate of dependence. 

The twenty-eighth article deter- 
mines the mode uf electing and re- 
moving the delegates for Congrefs. 
It is by joint ballot of the Houfe and 
Senate. Thefe delegates fhould be 
fome of the beft men in the State. 
Their abilities and characters fhould 
be thoroughly inveftigated. This 
will be more effectually done, if they 
are elected by the legiflative body, 
each branch having a right to ori- 
ginate or negative the choice, and 



removal. Arid we cannot cohceiv\£ 
why they fhould not be elected iri* 
this manner, as well, as all officers^ 
who are annually appointed with an*'* 
nual grants of their falaries, as is 
directed in the nineteenth article. 
By the mode of election now excepted 
agaipft,* the Houfe may chufe their 
delegates,, ^lthpjj&n every fenator 
mould vote jyjainft their choice. 

The thirty-fourth article re'fpec- 
ing liberty of conference, we think 
exceptionable; but the obfervationy 
necefl'ary to be made thereon, were 
introduced iri animadverting upoit 
the thirteenth article. 

The Committee have purpofely 
been as ccmcife as poffible in their 
obfervations upon the Gonflitutiorf 
prbpofed by the Convention of this 
State. — Where they thought it was t 
non-conformable to the principles of 
a fret republican government, they 
have ventured to point out the non- 
conformity — where they thought it 
was repugnant to the original fbciaf 
contract, they have taken the liberty 

to fuggefl that repugnance and 

where they were perfuaded it was 
founded in political injuftice, they 
have dared to aifert it. 

The Committee, in obedience to 
the direction of this body* afterwards 
proceeded to delineate the general' 
outlines of a Conftitution# conform- 
able to what have been already re- 
ported by them, as the principles of 
a free republican government, and 
as the natural rights of mankind. 

They firft attempted'to delineate 
the legiflative body.' It has already 
been ^remifed, that the legiflative 
power is to be lodged in two' bodies, 
compofed of the reprefentatives of 
the people. That representation 
ought to be equal. And that no 
law affecting the perfon and property 
of the members of the ffate ought to 
be enacted, without the confent of a- 
majority of the members, and of 
thofe alfo who hold a major part of, 
the property. 

In 
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In foririnig the firft body'of Ic- 
glAators, let regard be had only to 
ihe representation of perfons, not of 
property. This body we call the 
houfe of representatives. AScertain 
the number of reprefentatives. It 
ought not to be fa large as will in- 
duce an enormous expence to* go- 
vernment, nor too -Unwieldy to de- 
liberate with coolnefs aad «ttenttoh ; 
nor fo frnall as to be unaCq-uaifttcd with 
the Situation and circumitances of the 
ftate. One hundred will be large 
enough, and perhaps it may be too / 
largei We are ; perSuaded that any 
number of men exceeding that, can- 
not do bufinefs with fuch expedition 
and propriety as a fmaller number 
could. However let that at preSent 
be confidered as the number* Let 
us have the number of freemen in 
the feveral counties in the ftate ; 
and let thefe reprefentatives be ap- 
portioned among the refpettive coun- 
ties, in proportion to their number 
of freemen. The reprefentatidn yet 
remains equal. Let the repreSenta- 
tion for the feveral counties be elect- 
ed in this manner. Let the feveral 
towns in the refpeftive Counties, the 
£rit Wednefday in May annually, 
choofe delegates to meet in county 
convention on the Thurfday next 
after the ftcond Wednefday in May 
annually, and there elect the the re- 
prefentatives* for the county.— Let 
the number of delegates each town 
fhall fend to the county convention 
be regulated in this manner. As- 
certain that town which hath the 
fmalleft number of freemen, and let 
that town fend one. Suppofe the 
frtalleft town contains fifty- All 
the other towns mall then fend as 
many members as they have fifties. 
Jf after the fifties are deducted, there 
remains an odd number, and that 
number is twenty-five, or more, let 
them fend another, if lefs* let no 
notice be taken of it. We have taken 
a certain for an uncertain number. 
Here the reprefentation is as e^ual

as the Situation of a large political 
fociety will admit. No qualification 
fhould be rieceflfary for a representa- 
tive, except refidenct in the county 
the two years preceding his election, 
arid the payment of taxes th'ofe years. 
Any freeman may be an elector who 
hath refided in the county the year 
preceding. The fame qualification 
is requifue for a delegate that is f 
required of a «prefentative. The 
reprefentatives are designed to repre- 
sent the perfons of the members, 
and therefore we do not confider a 
qualification in point of property ne- 
ce/Tary for 1 them* 

Thefe representatives fhall be re- 
turned from the feveral parts of the 
coanty in this manner. — Each county 
convention (hall divide the county 
into as many diftricts as they fend 
reprefentatives, by the following 
rule. — As we have the number of . 
freemen iri the county, and the 
number of county reprefentatives, 
by dividing the greater by the lefs, 
we have the number of freemen en- 
titled tq fend one representative.— 
Then add as many adjoining towns 
together as contain that number of 
freemen, or as near as may be, and 
let thofe tdwns form one diftrict* and 
proceed in this manner through the 
county. Let a representative he 
ChOfen out of each diftrict* and let 
all the reprefentatives be elected out 
of the, members who comoofe the 
cdunty convention. In this houfe 
we find a proportionate representation 
of perfons. If a law pafles this houfe 
it hath the confent of a majority of 
the freemen ; and here we may look 
for political honefty, probity, and 
upright intentions to the good of the 
whoje. Let this houfe therefore 
originate money-bills, as they will 
not have that inducement to extra- 
vagant liberality which an houfe 
compoSed of Opulent men would, as 
the former would feel more fenfibl/ 
Che confequences. This county con- 
vention hath other' bufineSs to do, 
G g which 
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which fiiall be mentioned hereafter. 
We mall only nowobferve, that this 
convention, upon aproper.fummons, 
is to meet again, to fupply all va- 
cancies in its reprefentation, by elect- 
ing other reprefentatives out of the 
diltri&in which the vacancy falls. — 
The formation of the fecond body of 
legiflators next came' under con- 
fideration, which may, be called the 
( *-o fenate. In ele&ing the members for 
this body; let the reprefentation of 
property be attended to. The fena- 
tors may be chofen moil eafily in a 
county convention, which may be 
called the fenatorial convention, — 
Afcertain the number of fenators. — 
Perhaps thirty-three will be neither 
too large nor too frriall. Let feven 
more be added to the thirty-three 
which will make forty — thefe feven 
will be wanted for. another purpofe 
to be mentioned hereafter. — Ap- 
portion the whole number upon the 
feveral counties, in proportion to 
the ftate-tax each county pays. — 
Each* freeman of the ftate, who is 
poflefled of a certain quantity of 
property, may jt>e an elector of the 
fenators. To afcertain the value of 
a man's eftate by a valuation is ex- 
ceedingly difficult, if poflible, unlefs 
ke voluntarily returns a valuation. — 
To afcertain it by oath would be 
laying fnares for a man's confeience, 
and wOuld be a needlefs multipli- 
cation of oaths if another method 
could be devifed.-— -To fix his pro- 
perty at any certain fum, would be 
vague and uncertain, fuch is the 
fluctuation of even the beft currency, 
and fuch the continual alteration of 
the nominal value of property-— Let 
the ftate-tax aflefled on each free* 
man's eftate decide it. — That tax 
will generally bear avefyjuft pro- 
portion to the nominal value of a 
Currency, and of property. Let 
every freeman whofe eftate pays fuch 
a proportion of the ftate-tax that had 
been laft afleffed previous to his 
electing, as three pounds is to an 



hundred thoufand pounds, be art 
elector. The fenatorial convention 
may be compofe^i of delegates from 
the feveral towns* elected in this 
manner. Afcertain tho- town which 
contains thefmalleft numner of free- 
men whofe eftates pay fuch tax, and 
afcertain that number. Suppofe it 
to be thirty. Let that town fend 
one, and let all the 'other towns in 
tl\e county fend as many delegates as 
they have thirties. If after the thir- 
ties are deduced there remains an 
odd number, and that number is 
fifteen, or more, let them fend 
another, if it is lefs than fifteen, let 
no notice be taken of it. Let the 
delegates for the fenatorial conven* 
tion be chofen at the fame time with 
the county delegates, and. meet in 
convention the fecond Wednefday in 
May annually, which is the day be- 
fore the county convention is to 
meet— and let no county delegate 
be a fenatorial delegate the fame 
year. - We have here a fenate (de- 
ducting feven in the manner and for 
the purpofe hereafter to be mention" 
ed) which more peculiarly represents 
the property ef the ftate ; and no a& 
will pafs both branches of the le- 
giflative body, without having the 
confent of thofe members who hold 
a majort part of the property of the 
ftate. In electing the fenate in this 
manner, the reprefentation will be 
as equal as the fluctuation of prxK 
perty will admit of, and it is an 
equal reprefentation of property fo 
far as »the number of fenators are 
proportioned among the feveral coun- 
ties. Such is the diftribution of 
inteftate eftates in this country, the 
inequality between the eftates of the 
bulk of the property-holders is & 
inconfiderable* and the tax neceflary 
tO s qualify a man to be an elector of 
a fenator is fo moderate, it may be 
demonftrated, that a law which paftes 
both branches will havt the confent 
of thofe pei fons who hold a majority 
of the property, iu the ftate. No 

freeman- 
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freeman mould be a delegate for the 
fenntorial convention unlefs his eftate 
pays the fame tax which was ne* 
ceflary ro qualify him to eleft dele- 
gate; for that convention ; and no 
freeman fliall be. an elector of a de-< 
legate for that convention, nor a de- 
legate therefor, unlefs he has been 
an inhabitant of the county for the 
two years next preccding.<—**No 
perfon (hall be capable of an eleclion 
Into the fen ate unlefs he has been an 
inhabitant of the county for three 
years next preceding his eleclion. — 
His qualification in. point of e^ate is 
aifo to be confidered. Let the ftare 
tax which was aflcfied upon his eftate 
for the three years next preceding 
his eleclion be, upon an average, at 
fhe rate of fix pounds in an hundred 
thoufand annually. 

This will, be all the duty of the 
fenatorial convention, unlefs there 
ihould be a vacancy in the former, 
when it will be again convened to 
fill up the vacancy. Thefe two bo- 
dies will have the execution of the 
legislative power ; and they are com* 
pofed of the neceflary members to 
make a juft . proportion of taxes 
among the feveral counties. This 
is all the difcretionary power they 
will have in apportioning the taxes^ 

Once in five years at leaft, the le- 
giflative body fhall make a valuation 
for the feveral counties in the State, 
and. at the fame time each county 
fhail make a county valuation, by a 
county convention chofen for that 
purpofe only, by the fame rules 
which the legislative body obferved 
in making the State valuation — and 
whenever 1 a State valuation is made, 
let' the feveral county valuations be 
alfo mad*. The Iegiflative body 
after they have proportioned the 
State tax amoi\g the feveral counties, 
ihall alfo proportion the tax among 
the feverak plantations and towns, 
agreeably .to the county valuation, 
to be filed in the records of the Ge* 



neral- Court for that purpofe. J* 
may be obferved, that this county 
valuation will be taken and adjufted 
in county convention* in which per- 
fons only are to be equally' repre*. 
fented : and it may alfo be objected, 
that property ought to be represented 
for this purpofe. It is answered, 
that each man in the county will pxf 
at leaft a poll tax, and therefore 
ought to be reprefented in this con- ** 
veniion— that it is impracticable in 
one convention to have perfons and 
property both reprefented, with any 
degree of equality, without great 
intricacy — and that, where both can- 
not be reprefented without great in- 
tricacy, the ^eprefentation of pro- 
perty mould' yield the preference 
to that of perfons. The counties 
ought not to be compelled to pay 
their own repref^ntatives— if fo, the 
counties remote from government 
would be at a greater charge than 
the other counties, which would be 
unjuft — for they have only an equal 
influence in legislation with the other - 
counties, yet they cannot ufe that 
influence but at a greater expence.— 
They therefore labour under greater 
difadvantages in the enjoyment of 
their political liberties than the 
other counties. If the remote coun- 
ties enjoyed a larger proportional in- 
fluence in legislation than the other 
counties, it would be juft they fliould 
pay their own members, for the en- 
hanced expence would tend to check 
this inequality of reprefentation. 

All the reprefentatives fhould at- 
tend the houfe, if poflible, and all . 
the fenators the fenate. A change 
of faces in the courfe of a feffion re- 
tards and perplexes the public bn- 
finefs. No man fhould accept of a 
feat hi t{ie Iegiflative body without 
he intends a con ft ant attendance up-* 
on his- duty* Unavoidable accidents, 
neceflary private bnifinefs, ficknefa 
and death may, and will prevent a 
general attendance : but the nitnu 
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fcers reojrifjte to confute a quorum 
of the houfe and fenate fhould be (o 
large as to admit of the abfence of 
members, only for the reafons afore- 
faid. If members declined to attend 
their diity they mould be expelled, 
and others chofen who would do 
better. Let feventy-five conftitute 
a quorum of the houfe, and twenty- 
four of the fenate. However, no law 
ought to be enacted at any time, 
unlefs it has the concurrence of fifty- 
one reprefenfatiyes and feventeen 
fenators. 

We have now the Iegiflative body 
(deducing feven of the fenators.) 
Each branch hath a negative upon 
the other— and either branch may 
originate any bill, Of propofe any 
amendment, except t money bill, 
which fhould be concurred or non- 
concurred by the fenate in the whole. 
The Iegiflative body is fo formed 
and balanced, that the laws will be 
inade with the greateft wifdora and 
the beft intentions ; and the proper 
confent thereto is obtained. Each 
man enjoys political liberty, and, his 
civil rights will be taken care of. — 
And all orders of men are interefled 
in government, will put confidence in 
it, and ftruggle for its fupport. As 
the county and fenatorial delegates 
are chofen the fame day throughout 
the State, as all the county con- 
ventions are held at the fame time, 
and all the fenatorial conventions on 
one day, and as thefe delegates are 
formed into conventions on a fhort 
day after their election, elections 
will be free, bribery will be imprac- 
ticable, and party aijd factions will 
not be formed. As the fenatorial 
conventions are held the day befpre 
the county conventions, the latter 
will have notice of the perfons 
elected fenators, and will not return 
them as reprefentatives.-^The fe* 
natorial convention fhould, after its 
Irft election of fenators, be adjourn- 
ed without day, but not diffolved, 
and to be ■ occ&fionally called to- 



gether by the fupreme executive 
officer, to keep the fenate full, 
fhould a fenator elected decline the 
office, or afterwards refign, be ex- 
pelled, or die The county con- 
vention in the fame way are to keep 
the reprefentation full, and alfo fup- 
ply all vacancies in the offices they 
will be authorifed to appoint. to and 
eledl, as will be prefenjly mention- 
ed. By making provifion in the 
conftitution that recourie be Ijad to 
thefe principles of reprefentation 
every twenty years, by taking new 
lifts of the freemen for that purpofe, 
and by a pew diftribution of the 
number of reprefentatives agreeably 
thereto, and of the fenators in pro r 
portion to the State tax, repre- 
fentatipn will be always free and 
equal. Thefe principles eafily ac- 
commodate themfelves to the erec- 
tion of new counties and towns.-r- 
Crude and hafty determinations of 
the houfe will be revifed or con- 
trouled by the fenate ; and thofe 
views of the fenate whic^ may arife 
from ambition or a difregard to civi". 
liberty will be fruftrated- Govern- 
ment will acquire a dignity and 
firmnefs, which is the greateft fe 7 
curityt>f the fubjecl : while the peo- 
ple look on ? and obferyc the con- 
duct of their fervants, and continue 
or withdraw their favour annually, 
according ;o their* merit or de- 
merit. 

The forming of tjie executive 
power came next in courfe. Every 
freeman in the State fhould have a 
voice in* this formation ; for as the 
executive power hath no controul 
over property, but in purfuance of 
eftablifhed laws, the confent of the 
property-holders need not be con- 
sidered as neceflary. Let the head 
of the executive power be a Gover- 
nor, (or in his abfence, or on his 
death, a Lieutenant-governor) and 
let him be elefted in the feveral 
county conventions by ballot, on, 
the fame day the reprefenta^ves are 
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pXofen. L»t a return be made by 
t ach man fixed upon the feveral con- 
ventions, and. the man who is re- 
turned by any county fhalf be con- 
sidered as having as many votes as 
that county fends representatives. 
Therefore the whole number of votes 
will be one hundred, JJewho hath 
iifty-one or mor* rotes is Governor, 
JLet the Liei|Kmnt-governor be de- 
signated in tfce fame way. This 
head of the fupretne executive power 
fhouJd have a privy council, or a 
^fmall felecl number (fuppofe feven) 
to advife with. Let him not chufe 
them himfelf— for he might then, 
if wickedly difpofed, eleel no per- 
fons who had integrity enough to 
controul him by their advice. Let 
the legiflative body elett them in 
phis manner. The houfe fhall chufe 
by ballot feven out of the fenate.— 
Thcfe fhall be a privy council, four 
of whom fhall conftitute a quorum. 
Let the Governor alope marihal tlje 
militia, and regulate the fame, to- 
gether with the navy, and appoint 
all their officers, and remove them 
at pleafure. The temper, ufe, and 
jend of a militia and navy require it. 
He mould likewife command the 
navy and-militia, and have power to 
march the latter any where within 
r.he ftate. Was this territory fo fitu- 
ated, that the militia could jjpt be 
marched out of it,- without entering 
into an enemy's country, he ftiould 
have no power to march them out 
of the ftate. But the late province 
of Main militia mult march through 
New-Hampfhire to enter Maftachu- 
ietts, and fo, on the contrary. The 
neighbouring ftates are all frien.ds 
and allies, united by a perpetual 
confederacy. Should Providence or 
Portfmouth be attached fuddenly, a 
day's delay might be of mofl per- 
nicious confequence. Was the con T 
feht of the legiflative body, or a 
branch of it neceflary, a longer de- 
lay would be unavoidable. Still the 
Governor mould be under a controul. 



Let him march the militia without 
the ftate with the advice of his privy 
council, and his authority be con- 
tinued ten days and no longer, un- 
lefs the legiflative body in the mean 
time prolong it, In thefe ten days 
he may convene the legiflative body, 
and take their opinion. If his au- 
thority is not continued, the legif- 
lative body may controul him, and 
order the militia back. If his con- 
duel is difapproved, his reputation, 
and that of his advifers is ruined.~ 
He -will never venture on the mea- 
fure, unlefs the general good requires 
it, and then he will be applauded. 
Remember the election of Governor 
" and council is annual. But the le- 
giflative body muft have a check up- 
on the Captain-general. He is beft 
qualified to appoint his fubordmate 
officers, but he mily appoint im- 
proper ones.— He has the fivord, 
and may wifli to form cabals amongft 
his officers, to perpetuate his power. 
The legiflative body ihouM therefore 
have a power of removing any mi- 
litia officer at pleafure. — Each branch 
fhould have this power. The Cap- 
tain-general will then be effectually 
controuled. The Governor with his 
privy council, may alfo appoint the 

following executive officers, viz. 

The Attorney-general and the juf- 
tices of the Peace, who fhall hold 
their places during £;ood behaviour. 
This mifbehaviour fhall be deter- 
mined by the fenate on the impeach- 
ment of the houfe. On this fcheme 
a mutual check is thus far preferved 
in both the powers. The fupreme 
executive officer, as he is annually 
removeable by the people, will for 
that, and the other reafons formerly 
mentioned, probably appoint the 
beft officers: and when he does other- 
wife, the legiflative power will re- 
move them. The militia officers 
which are fotely appointed, and re- 
moveable at pleafure, by the Go- 
vernor, are removeable at pleafure, 
by either branch of the legiflative. 

Thofe 
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Thofe executive officers which are 
xemoveable only for mifbehaytour, 
the confent of the privy council, 
chofen by (he legi/lative body, is 
firft neceflkry to their appointment, 
apd afterwards they are femoveable 
by the fenate on the impeachment of 
the houfc. We now want only to 
give the executive power a check 
upon the legiflative, tb prevent the 
Jatter from encroaching on the for- 
mer, and Gripping it of all its rights. 
The legislative in all flates hath at- 
tempted it where this check was 
wanting, and have prevailed, and 
the freedom of the ftate was thereby 
deftroyed. This attempt hath re- 
Ailted from that luft of domination, 
which in fome degree influences all 
men, and all bodies of men. The 
Governor therefore with the confent 
cf the privy council, may negative 
any law, propofed to be enacled by 
the legiflative body. The advan- 
tages which will attend the due ufe 
ofthis negative are, that thereby the 
executive power will be preferved 
entire — the encroachments of the le- 
giflative will be repelled, and the 
powers of both be properly balanced. 
All the bufinefs of the legiflative 
body will be brought into one point, 
and fubject to an impartial con- 
fideration on a regular confident 
plan. As the Governor will have it 
in charge to Hate the fituation of the 
government to the legiflative body 
. at the opening of every feflion, as 
far as his information will qualify 
him therefor, he will now know of- 
ficially all that has been done, with 
what defign the laws were enacted, 
how far they have anfwered the pro- 
pofed end, and what ftill remains to 
compleat the intention of the legif- 
lative body. The reafons why he 
will not make an improper ufe of 
his negative are — his annual elec- 
tion — the Annual election of the pri- 
vy council, by and out of the le- 
giflative body. His political cha- 
racter and honour are at ftake. — If 
he makes a proper ufe of his nega- 



tive by preferving the executive 
power* entire, by pointing out any 
niiftake in the Iaws r wmch may 
efcape any body of men through in- 
attention, he will have the fmiles of 
the people. If, on the contrary, he 
makes an improper ufe of his nega- 
tive, and wantonly oppofes a law 
that is for the public good, his re- 
putation, and that CjHiis privy coun- 
cil are forfeited, ana they a*e dif- 
gracefully tumbled from their feats. 
This Governor is not appointed by 
a King, or his miniilry, nor dqes he 
receive inductions from a parry of 
men, who are purfuing an intereft 
diametrically oppofue to the good of 
the ftate. His interett. is the fame 
with that of every man~in the ftate; 
and \t knows he muft foon return, 
and fink to a level with the reit of 
the community. 

The danger is, he will be too 
cautious of ufing his negative for 
the intereft of the ihte. His fear 
of offending may prompt him, if he 
is a timid man, to yield up fome 
parts of the executive power. The. 
Governor fhould be thus qualified 
for his office. — He fhajl have been 
an inhabitant of the ftate for four 
years next preceding his election, 
and paid public taxes thofe years. — 
Let the ilate tax aflefled upon his 
eftate thofe years be, upon an aver T 
age, at the rate of fixteen pounds in 
an hundred thoufand annually. f 

The Lieutenant-governor mould 
have the fame qualifications that are 
required from the Governor. Iu 
the abfence out of the ftate of the 
Governor and Lieutenant-governor, 
or on ]their deaths, or while an im- 
peachment is pending againft them t 
or in cafe neither fhould be chofen 
at the annual election, let th,e exe- 
cutive power devolve upon the privy 
council until the office is agaia filled. 
By afcertaining in-this way th$ qua- 
lification required from the Governor 
in point of property, and from the 
other fervants of the ftate, ofiwhom 
a qualification in point of property is 
required. 
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r*equired,tnatambition which prompts. 
a man to afpire to any of thefe offices 
or places will benefit "the ftate, as the 
public tax he pays will be one criterion 
of his qualification. By electing the 
Governor in this manner, he hath 
the major voice of- the people, and 
bribery or undue influence is im- 
practicable. The privy council have. 
alfo the major voice of the people, 
as they are choien by a majority of 
the reprefentatives : they are alfo fe- 
lefled from the fenate, which it is 
to be prefumed, will be compofed of 
fome of the heft men in the ftate. 
Asa further fecurity againft any in- 
conveniencyrefultingfrom the length 
of time a Governor may hold the 
chair, no man ought to be a Go- 
vernor more than three years in any 
iix. There ought alio, as foon' as 
the circumstances of the ftate will ad- 
mit of it, to be a gradation of of- 
ficers, to qualify, men for their re- 
fpe&ive departments — a rotation alfo 
of the fenators will prevent any un- 
due influence a man may acquire 
by the long pofletfion of an impor- 
tant office. After a period of fix 
years let the following rules be ob- 
served. Let no man be eligible as 
Governor (or Lieutenant-governor) 
linlefs he has had a feat in the fenate 
or privy, council for two years, or 
hath formerly been Governor or 
Lieutenant-governor. Let no man 
be eligible as fenator, unlefs he has 
had a feat in the houfe, fenate, or 
privy council, the preceding year. — 
And let one fourth of the fenate 
(which for this purpofe is to include 
the privy council) be annually made 
ineligible to the rank, for two years ; 
and let this fourth part be afcertain- 
cd by lot. This lot, together with 
the 'provifions juft mentioned, will 
in trod ace a rotation in the chair, 
privy council, fenate and houfe : 
and the ftate will have a fufncient 
number of its members qualified for 
tjiefe important offices, by the gra- 
dation eitablifhed. Thefe fervants 



of the ftate mould have competent 
and honourable ftipends ; not fo 
large, as will enable them to raife a 
fortune at the cxpence of th£ in- 
duftrious clafTes of the people; nor 
fo fmall, that a man mull injure his 
eftate by ferving the public. An 
inadequate falary would exclude 
from fervice, all but the vainly am- 
bitious ; and the ambitious man will 
endeavour to repay himfelf by at- 
tempting meafures which will hazard 

the conftitution. Thefe ftipends 

ihould b^ paid out of the public 
treafury, and the Governor's Ihould 
be made certain upon fixe4 princi- 
ples, otherwife the legiflative body 
couid ftarve him into a ftate -of de- 
pendance. 

There ftill remain fome other of- 
ficers to be eleclcd. — ^Lct the le- 
giflative choofe the delegates for 
Congrefs, and the Receiver-general 
and CommifTary-general, and let 
each branch have a right to originate 
or negative the choice. 

Let the following officers, who 
may be confidered as county officers, 
be thus elected. — Let each county 
convention every three years choofe 
the Sheriff, Coroners, and County 
Regiiters ; and let that convention 
annually choofe a County Treafurer, 
and a Deputy Attorney-general, to 
profecute on behalf of the ftate at 
the court of feffions, in the abfence 
of the Attorney-general- 

Let us alfo conftder in whofe hands 
the power of pardoning ihould be 
lodged. If the legiflative bo#y or a 
branch are entrufted with it, the 
fame body which made, or were con- 
cerned in making the law, will ex- 
cufe the breach of it This body is 
fo numerous, that moft offenders 
will have fome relation or connexion 
with fome of its members, undue 
influence for that reafon may take 
place, and if a pardon fhould be if- 
fued improperly, the public blame 
will fall upon fuch numbers, it would 
not have the weight of a feather ; 

and 
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and no conviction upon an impeach- 
ment coaid follow. The Houfe 

would not impeach themfelves, and 
the Senators would not condemn the 
Senate. If this power of pardoning 
is lodged with the Governor and 
Privy Council, the number is (6 
finall, that all can perfonally inform 
themfelves of the facts, and mi/infor- 
mation will be detected. Their own 
reputation would guard them againft 
undue influence, for the cenfure of 
the people will hang on their necks 
with the weight of a mill-ftone — and 
impeachments will flare them in the 
face, and conviction ftrike them with 
terror. Let the power of pardoning 
be therefore lodged with the Go- 
Ternor and Privy Council, 

The right of convening, adjourn- 
ing, «nd diflbjving the legiflative 
body deferves coniideration. The 
Conftitution will make provifion for 
their convention on the laft Wednef- 
day in May, annually. Let each 
branch of the legiflative have power 
to adjourn itfelf for two days.— Let 
the legiflative body have power to 
adjourn or prorogue itfelf to any 
time within the year. Let the Go- 
vernor and Privy Council have au- 
thority to convene them at pleafure, 
when the public bufiiiefs calls for it, 
for the aflembling of the legiflative 
body may often be neceffary, previ- 
ous to the day whkh that body had 
adjourned or prorogued itfelf, as the 
legiflative body when difperfed can- 
not aflcnible itfelf. And, to prevent 
any attempts of their voting a conti- 
nuance of their political exiftence, 
let the Conftitution make provifion, 
that fome time in tvery year, on or 
before the Wenefday preceding the 
Jaft Wednefday in May, the Go- 
vernor tfiall diflblve them. 'Before 
that day, he mail not have power to 
do it without their confent. 

As the principles which fhould go- 
vern in forming the judicial power 
have been already mentioned, a few 



©bfervations only afe neceffafp W 
apply thofe principles. 

Let the judges of the common latf 
coons, of the Admiralty, and pro- 
bate, and the regifter of probate, 
be appointed by the Governor and 
Privy Council ; let the ftipend of" 
thefe judges be fixed ; and let all 
thofe officers be removeable only for 
mi/behaviour. Let the Senate be 
the judge of that m if behaviour, on 
impeachment of the Houfe. 

The Committee have now com-> 
pleated the general out-lines of a 
conftitution, which they fuppofe may 
be conformable to the principles of a 
free republican government; — They 
have not attempted the defcription 
of the Iefs important parts of a con- 
ftitution, as they naturally and ob- 
vioufly are determinable by attention 
to thofe principles. — Neither do they 
exhibit thefe general out-lines, a* 
the only ones which can be <:on- 
fonant to the natural 'rights of man- 
kind, to the fundamental terms of 
the original focial contract, and to 
the principles of political juftice ; 
for they do not aflume to themfelves 
infallibility. To compleat the tafk 
afligned them by this body, this con- 
ftitution is held up in a general view* 
to convince us of the practicability 
of enjoying a free republican govern- 
ment, in which our natural rights 
are attended to, in which the ori- 
ginal focial contract is obferved» and 
in which political juftice governs; 
and alfo juftify us in our objections 
to the conftitution propofed by the 
convention of this ftate, which we 
have taken the liberty to fay is, in 
our apprehenfion, in fome degree 
deficient in thofe refpetts. 

To balance a large fociety on re- 
publican or general laws, ^s a work * 
of fo great difficulty, that no human- 
genius, however comprehenfive, is 
perhaps able, by the mere dint of rea- 
fon and reflection, to effect it. The 
penetrating and difpaifionate judg- 
- ■ ■ ' ments 
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jnents of many muft unite this work ; 
experience muft gui^e their labour; 
time mud bring it to perfection: and 
the feeling of inconveniencies mull 
correct the miflakes which they will 
probably fall into, in their firft trials 
and experiments. 

The plan which the preceding ob- 
servations were intended to exhibit 
in a general view is now compleat- 
ed. T ne principles of a free repub- 
lican form of government havebeen 
attempted, fome reafons in fupport 
of them have been mentioned, the 
outlines of a conflitution have ^>een 
delineated in conformity to them, 
and the objections to the form of go- 
vernment propofed by the general 
convention have been ftated. 

This was at leaft the taflc enjoined 
upon the Committee, and whether 
it has been fuccefsfully executed, 
they prefume not to determine. .They 
ai med at modelling the three branches 
of the fupreme power in fdeh a man- 
ner, that the government might a& 
with thegreateil vigour and wifdom, 
and with the beft intentions. — They 
aimed that each of thofe branches 
ihould retain a check upon the others, 
Sufficient to preferve' its indepen- 
dence, — They aimed that no mem- 
ber of the ftate fhonld be controuled 
by any law,, or be deprived of his 
property, againft his confeht. — They 
aimed that ^11 the members of the 
ftate fhould enjoy political liberty, 
and that their civil liberties ihould 
nave equal care taken of them — and 
in fine, that they fhould be a free 
and an happy people. — The Com- 
mittee are fenfible, that the fpirit of 
a free republican conftitution, or the 
moving power which ihould give it 
action, ought to be political virtue, 
patriotifm, and a juft regard to the 
natural rights of mankind. This 
fpirit, if wanting, can be obtained 
only from that I^eing, who infufed 
the breath of life into our firft 
parent.. •:■-..

The Committee have only farther 
to report, that the inhabitants of the 
feveral towns who deputed delegates 
for this convention, be ferioufly ad- 
vifed, and folemnly exhorted, as 
they value the political freedom and 
happinefs of themfelves and of their 
poftcrity, to convene all the freemen 
of their feveral towns in town meet- 
ing, for this purpofe regularly noti- 
fied, and that they do unanimoufly 
vote their difapprobation of the 
conflitution and form oT government, " 
framed by the convention of this 
ftate ; that a . regular return of the 
fame be made to the Secretary's 
office, that it may there remain a 
grateful monument to our pofterity 
of that confident, impartial, and 
perfevering attachment Apolitical, 
religious, and civil liberty, jyhkh. 
actuated their fathers, and in ' de- 
fence of which, they bravely fought, 
chearfully bled, and glorioufly died. 

The above report being read was 
accepted.

This morning Captain Henry Ed- 
win Stanhope, late* of his MajeftyU 
fhip the Ruffe!, arrived here from 
Rear Admiral Sir Samuel Hood, 
Bart, with a letter to Mr. Stephens, 
dated Barfleur> BafTe-Terre Road, 
the 7th of lail month, of which the 
following is an extract : 

The defign of the Comte de Grafle 
was moil undoubtedly againft Bar?- 
badpes, could we have got to wind- 
ward; but, failing of that, owing to 
ftrong eafterly winds, and a }ee cur- 
rent, iie bent his courfe to. this; 
iftand. i . * * ■ .- 

*, The moment his views were made 
knowd to me, kqukted Carlifle Bft/j 
and gbt off EoglrflvHarbour, with'aB 
the hafle in my powei* j where I could 
only hear of a formidablc.attack be-

lag made upon St, Chriftopher's, 
without any certain information 
: either of the enemy's fea or land 
■ force. I anchored at * St. John's 
Road, and the Prudent having join- 
ed me, I failed on the 23d in the 
evening with 22 fail of the line, and 
was clofe off the fouth-eaft end of 
Nevis at day-light next morning, 
when I directed the fquadron to be 
formed in order of battle, with a 
defign of attacking the enemy at 
anchor, if I faw it practicable to any 
advantage ; but the fignal for the 
line a-head was no fooner thrown 
out than Rear-Admiral Drake made 
that for fpeaking with me, and 
brought to ; I did the fame, and 
foon learnt he only repeated the 
iignal of the Alfred in. the rear ; 
and that that ihip had'run on board 
* the Nymphe, and almoft cut her 
afuader, It was reported to me, 
each had received fo much damage 
as/to be unable to keep the fea, I 
immediately ordered a furvey on 
both, and was happy to find the 
Alfred could be put in a ftate for 
present fervice in the courfe of the 
day and following night ; but that 
the Nymphe could not. I therefore 
fluffed the troops flie had on board 
to another frigate, and ordered her 
to Englifh harbour, where ihe arrived 
fafe. This misfortune to the Alfred, 
obliged me to remove her from be- 
ing the leading ihip, into the center 
of my line, and to place the St, Al- 
bans in her room. That morning 
the look-out frigate a-head fell in 
with and took a very large King's 
cutter of 16 fix-pounders, but feven 
months old, and commanded by a 
Knight of Malta : flie is named 
L'Eipion ; flie came from Martinique 
about thirty hours before, and was 
full of fheils and other ordnance 
flores. In the afternoon the Comte 
de Graffe quitted this road, and kept 
a few miles to Leeward of me the 
whole night, 



At day light we plainly difcovered 
33 fail of the enemy's fhips, 29 j>f 
which of two decks formed in a lina 
a-head. J made every appearance 
of an attack, which threw the Comte 
de Grafl'e a little from the fhore ; 
and as I thought I had a fair profpeft 
of gaining the anchorage he left, 
and well knowing it was the only 
chance I had of faving the ifland, if 
it was to be faved, I puttied for it, 
and fucceeded, by having rny resr 
and part of the center engaged. 

The enemy gave a preference to 
Commodore Affleck; but he kept 
up fo noble a fire, and was fo fup- 
ported by hisfeconds, Captain Corn- 
wallis and Lord Robert Manners, 
that the lofs and damages fuftained 
in thofe {hips were very trifling, and 
they very much preferved the other 
fhips in the rear. The Prudent had 
the misfortune to have her wheel fhot 
to pieces the firft broadfide, which 
occafioned her lofs to exceed that of 
any other (hip. 

Would the event of a battle have 
determined the fate of the ifland, 1 
would, without hefitation, have at- 
tacked the enemy, from my know- 
ledge how much was to be expefted 
from an Engliih fquadron, com- 
manded by men, amongft whom is 
no other contention than who mould 
be molt forward in rendering fer- 
vices to his King and country* 
herein I placed the utmoft confidence, 
and fliould not, I fully truft, have 
been difappointed. 

I anchored his Majefty's fquadron 
in a clofe line a-head ; but Commo- 
dore A ffleck having acquainted me 
that the Bedford had driven off the 
bank, I ordered her into the van. 

Next morning, about eight o'clock, 
I was attacked from van to rear, 
with the whole force of the enemy, 
(29 fail) for nearly two hours, with- 
out having the leaft vifihle impreffion 
made upon my line- The French 
ihips then wore, and flood o^f again, 

and 
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ahd in the afternoon began a fecond 
attack upon my center and rear, 
with no better fuccefs than before : 
firlce which the Comte de GrafTe has 
kept at a fafe diftance. Many of 
the French fhips muft have fuffcred 
very confiderabiy, and the Ville de 
Paris was upon the, heel all the next 
day, covering her fhot holes. 

By information from the (bore, 
the Frerich fhips have tent to Euita- 
tius upwards of 1000 wounded men. 

I think my fituation perfectly fe- 
cure here againft the enemy's prefent 
force, fupenor as it is ; and am 
happy to find, by a letter I have re- 
ceived from Governor Shirley, that 
Brimftone-Hill, to which his Excel- 
lency retired, is in the moft perfect 
fecurity. I have not- a thought of 
moving, and think the Comte de 
GrafTe will not venture to attack me 
again, unlefs he fhould attempt 
fomething by fire-veflels, which I 
am prepared againft as much aspof- 
fible : If therefore Brimftone-Hill 
can hold out, which I have not a 
doubt of, the Marquis de Bouille, 
(who landed with 8000 men upon 
the ifland) as wefl as the Comte de 
GrafTe, will, I think, be glad to 
retire. When I fent an officer to 
Brimftone Hill, be was accompanied 
by one from General Prefcott, (who 
embarked with the 28th regiment, 
and two companies of the i$th f 
from Antigua, at my requeft, know- 
ing well Brimftone Hill and every 
part of the ifland) who brought the 
following meflage from that brave 
old foldier General Frafer : " That 
'* as he had taken the trouble to 
" come with troops to his afliftance, 
" he mpuld doubtlefs be glad of the 
" honour of feeing him ; but that he 
,c was in no want of him or his 
tc troops. " Upon my being made 
acquainted with this fpirited meflage 
from General Frafer, I propofed to 
General Prefcott his taking a poft on 
fhore in the vicinity of Bafle Terre, 
. and offered £p land two battalions of 



marines, of 700 each» rank and file, 
with the 69th regiment, which with 
the 28th regiment and the two com- 
panies of the 13th, would make a 
body of 2400 men : his anfweV was, 
he did not think it practicable to 
maintain a poft, but was fangnine in 
hjs wifhes to be put on ftiore, whit 
his Antigua troops and the 69th re- 
gimen t. They were accordingly 
landed on the 28th,. immediately got 
into aclion,, and drove the enemy 
with considerable lofs. He remained 
on fhore 'all night, and next morning 
the Marquis de Bouille appearad at 
the head of upwards of aooo men< 
but not caring to attack General 
Prefcott, on a hill he pofTefTed juil 
to the.eaftward of Frigate 6ay, where 
he landed, led his troops back to 
his encampment under Brimftone 
Hill : and as it then appeared to me; , , 
that no folid purpofe could be an- 
fwered by the continuance of bur 
troops on fhore, I fubmitted it to 
the General's confideration, whether 
it would not be advifeable to reim- 
bark, and he readily concurring, all 
were taken off" that evening without 
the. lofs of a man. The General 
had about forty killed and wounded 
in his fkirmifh with the Irifh brigade. 

General Skeene landed with the 
69th regiment, and had his full (hare 
in putting the enemy to the rout. 

All communication being now cut- 
off with Brimftone Hill, I thought it 
expedient, as did the General alio, 
to fend him and the Antigua troops- 
back, and they failed in the Convert 
and Fortun^e on the ift inft. 

On that day the Tifiphone joined ' 
me, and J propofe fhall return to 
England with an account of the 
fituation of things here, which I 
think of. importance their Lordfhips 
mould know. 

L fend the copy of my line of 
battle, and an account of the killed 
and wounded. I have much plpafure 
in telling you his Majeity*s (hips un- 
der my command are very imma- 

H h 2 serially 
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teriafly injured in their mafts and 
yards, perfectly healthy, and the 
people in high fpirits. 

The Comte de Graffe appears one 
day with 32 two-decked (hips (the 



whole of the prefent force in thjs 
country), and another with only 29, 
fo that I imagine two or three ard 
conftantly watering at Old Road.

ber, and arrived at Antigua the 6ch 
of December, to put 00 (bore my 
prifomrs, hiving taken on <he paf. 
(age a French (hip cilled the Inpe- 
rieux, of 800 tons, 38 gunj, and 
319 men, from Cadiz for Philadel- 
phia, laden with fait, fome arms, 
cannon, and mixed goods, befides 
medicines. The 9th I failed from 
Antigua, and arrived at Jamaica the 
17th. 

Enclofed you will receive a lift of 
the prizes taken by the cruizers on 
the North- American ftation, between 
the 2o:h of Auguft and 31ft of 
Odlober, being the moft correct ac- 
count I have been able to obtain. 
Lift of frizes received with the afore- 
mentioned letter.

Copy of a letter from the Hon, General 
Murray, Governor of Minorca^ 
to the Earl of Hillsborough, 
one of his Majeflfs principal Secre- 
taries of State. Received by Cap- 
tain Don, March 19. 

r Minorca, Feb. 16, 1782. 
My Lord, 
I have the honour to acquaint your 
Lordfhips that Fort St. Philip's was 
furrendered to his Catholick Ma- 
jefty the 5th inflant. The capitu- 
lation accompanies this. I flatter 
myfelf all Europe will agree the brave 
garrifon fhewed uncommon heroifm, 
and that third for glory, which has 
ever diftinguiflied the troops of my 
Royal Mailer. Our neceflary guards 
required four hundred and ^fifteen 
men, the night before the capitu- 
lation ; the whole number able to 
carry arms amounted to fix hundred 
and fixty only* of courfe there were 
none for piquet, and a defect of one 
hundred and feventy to relieve the 
guards, as is evident by the returns. 
The moft inveterate fcurvy which I 
believe ever has infected mortals re- 
duced us to this fituation. The re^ 
ports of the Faculty fully explain the 
dreadful havock it made, and that 
three days 'further obftinacy on my 
part mtfft have inevitably deftroyed 
the brave remains of this garrifon, 
as they declare there was no remedy 
for the men in the hofpitals, but 
vegetables ; and that of the fix hun- 
dred and fixty able to do duty, five 
hundred and fixty were actually 
tainted with the fcurvy, and in all 
likelihood, would be in the hofpitals 
in four days time. Such was the 
uncommon fpirit of the king's fol^. 
diers, that they concealed their dif- 
orders and inability, rather than go 
into the hofpitals ; feveral men died 
on guard, after having flood centry ; 
their fate was not difcovcred till 

called 
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called upon for the relief, when it 
came to theii turn to mount again. 
Perhaps a more noble, nor a more 
tragical fcene, was never exhibited, 
than that of the march of i. -t? garnfon 
of St. Philip's through the Sp-tniih 
and French armies. It confined of 
no more than fix hundred old, de- 
crepid foldiers, two hundred feamen, 
one hundred and twenty of the royal 
artillery, twenty Corficans, and 
twenty-five Greeks, Turks, Moors, 
Jews, &c. The two armies were 
drawn up in two lines, the battalions 
fronting each other, forming a bay 
for us to march through': they con- 
fifted of fourteen thoufand men, and 
reached from the glacis to George- 
town, where our battalions laid down 
their arms, declaring they had fur- 
rendered them to God alone, having 
the confolation to know, the vigors 
could not plume themfelves in taking 

an hofpital. Such was the diitrefs- 

ing figures of our men, that many 
of the Spanifh and French troops are 
faid to have fhed tears as they palled 
them : the Duke de Crillon and the 
Baron de Falkenhayen declare it is 
true : I cannot aver this, but think 
it was very natural : for my own 
part, I felt no uneafinefs on this 
occafion, but that which proceeded 
from the miferable difordcr which 
threatened us with deftruclion. 
Thanks to the Almighty my appre- 
hensions are now abated; the hu- 
manity of the Duke de Crillon 
(whofe heart was moft feniibly touch- 
ed by the misfortunes of fuch brave 
men) has gone even beyond my 
wifhes in providing everything which 
can contribute to our recovery. The 
Spanifh as well as the French fur- 
geons attend our hofpitals. We are 
greatly indebted to the Baron de 
Falkenhayen, who commands the 
French troops. We owe infinite 
obligations to the Count de Crillon ; 
the,y can never be forgot by any of 
us. I hope this young man never 
will command an army againJl my 



Sovereign, for his military talent* 
are as confpicuous as the goodnefs of 
his heart. 

Lifts of the killed and wounded, 
with the number of our guns which 
were deftroyed by the enemy's bat- 
tering artillery, which confided of 
109 pieces of cannon and 36 mortars, 
are inclofed. I fhall wait here untU 
I fee the laft man of my noble g3.r^ 
rifon fafely and commodioufly em- 
barked. If rny accompanying them 
in a tranfport to England could be 
of the fmalleft fervicc to any of them, 
I would chearfully go with them by 
fea$ but as I can bexf no further 
ufe to them after the*art On board 
flap, I truft his Majefty will approve 
of my going to Leghorn to bring 
home with me my wife^and my chil- 
dren, who fled to Italy iu the even- 
ing of the day the Spaniili army 
lauded on the Ifland. 

My Aid de Camp, Capt. Don, 
will have the honour to prefent fhis 
letter to your Lordihip ; he is well 
acquainted with the moil minute \ 
circumftance relative to the £ege, is 
an intelligent, dillinguhhed officer, 
and is furnifhed with copies of all 
the papers I have, which he will lay 
before your Lordmip, if requisite. 

The Captains Savage, Boothby, 
and Don, of the 5 Hi regiment, 
Lieutenant Mercier, of ditto, Lieu- 
tenant Botticher, of /Gcldackcr's re- 
giment, and Lieutenant Douglas the 
engineer, are exchanged for the offi- 
cers we made pri loners at Cape 
Mola. 

Colonel Pringle and his nephew 
Lieutenant Pringle are to be left 
hoftages until the tranfpom return, 
agreeable to the capitulation.

Articles o/Gafitulation pro- 
fofed by his Excellency the Honourable 
James Murray, Lieutenant- ge- 
neral of his Britannick Mrj.-yr:** 
forces Cclcncl of the \ yh ngururt 
tffoot, Captain general \ and Com- 
mander in Chief of Fort St. Philip's, 
to bis Excellency Louis Berton 
i>b Balls, Due de Crillon, 
Lieutenant-general of the French and 
Spanijh forces, and Commander in 
Chief of the combined army. 
St. Philifs^Caftle, Feb. 4, 1782, 
at nine ei* clock in the morning. 
Art. I. That all atts of hoitility 
ihall ceafe till the articles of capitu- 
lation are agreed upon and figned. 

Art. II- That the garrifon upon 
their furrender, (hall be allowed all 
the honours Of war, viz. To march 
oat with fhouldered arms, drum beat- 
ing, colours flying, twenty -four 
round per man, matches lighted, 
four pieces of cannon, two mortars, 
with twenty-four rounds of ammu- 
nition for each piece, four Covered 
boats not to be fearched upon any 
account.

Art. X. Hoftages being deli- 
vered on both fides, for the faithful 
execution of the preceding condi- 
tions, his Excellency the Hon, Lieu-, 
tenant-general Murray confents to 
deliver up the place, with all the 
military (lores and ammunition, can- 
non, and mortars, except what is re- 
ferved in the fecond article, to his 
Catholic Majefty ; likewife to direct 
t)jat all mines and under-ground 
works fhall be fhewn to his Catholic 
Majefty '$ engineers : plans of the 
galleries, mines, and other fubtcr- 
raneou? works, fhall be likewife de- 
livered up.

C*pt. Rveritt, late of his Majeffy's 
ftiip Solebay, arrived this morn- 
ing at this Office, with difpatches 
to Mr. Stephen*, from Rear-ad- 
miral Sir Samud Hood, Bart, 
of which the following are ex- 
tracts : 

Barjkurat Sea, Feb. r:z, X?%z f 
From the very ftrong afturances 
GoTernor Shirley gave me of Brim* 
ftone Hill being in a ftate of the 
moll perfect fecority, and, from the 
fpirited and encouraging meflage 
fent by Gen, Frafer to Gen. Pref- 
cott on the 24th of laft month, I had 
not the fmalleft doubt of relieving 
the ifland, after I got pofieffion of 
the enemy's anchorage at Batfeterre 
ftoad ; and the Governor having 
expreffed a wilh for an able fea-of- 
ficer and a few feamen, I feat Cap- 
tain Curgenven and Lieut. Hare, 
late of the Solebay, who were eager 
volunteers, with thirty men in two 
boats, to endearoar to throw them 
into the garrifon in the night. The 
oars were mvfSed, and every pre- 
caution ufed that not the leatt noife 
fhoald be made to give an alarm ; 
bat upon patting the boats ftcrns to 
the fhore, volley after volley of 
mufi$uetry were, fired at them, and 
they were obliged to return. Two 
nights after, the man 1 firft fent up- 
on the hill, and who Captain Cur- 
genven took with hiy, thought he 
could Blake his way alone to the 
garrifon ; t he made the trial in a 
fmall canoe, but was forced to re- 
turn, having been fired at from every 
pan he attempted to land. On the 
fame evening Lieutenant Fayhie, 



f>f the Ruffe!, was put on more in 
Red Flag Bay, on the North-fide of 
the ifland : Mr, Fayhie, knowing 
every acceffible path to the hill, was 
fanguine in hh hopes of being able 
to reach, the garrifon; but, after 
waiting two nights, found it impof- 
Gble, and returned. 

Upon the fignal'i being made from 
the hill, on the 8th, that the ene- 
my's batteries had been fuccefsful 
in damaging the works and build- 
ings, that the garrifon was reduced, 
and (hort of ordnance ftores, L wa» 
eager to make further trials to get 
an officer upon the hill ; and Capt. 
Curgenven again offering his fervice, 
at wel! as Capt. Bourne of the Ma- 
rines, I fent them away that evening 
in a fraall boat, towed by another; 
near the place they expedW to land ; 
and after being on fhore about ten 
minutes, Capt. Curgenven returned 
and ordered the boats on board ; but 
neither fucceeded in reaching the 
garrifon, and both were made pri- 
ibners in the different places. 

About the time thefe officers left 
the Barfleur, Lieutenant Fayhie was 
again landed on the Nc*th>Qde of 
the ifland, being defirous of making 
another trial ; bat as he is not yet 
returned, and I have heard nothing 
.from him, I conclude he was taken 
prifoner. 

I was extremely defirous of getting 
an officer into the garrifon, juft to 
fay, I was very confident the Comte 
de Grafte was weary of his fituation ; 
and as the Marquis de Bonill6 was 
deitroying every fort and magazine 
at Baffe Terre, and blew up their 
very foundations, I was perftaded 
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he defpaired of fuccefs, and that if 
the Hill could hold out ten days 
longer, the ifland mull be faved. 

But I am much concerned to fay, 
that Capt, Robinfon, of. the 15th 
regiment, in the evening of the 1 3 th, 
canoe on board the Barfleur, to en- 
quire for General Prefcott, being 
charged with a letter for him from 
Governor Shirley and Gen, Frafer, 
acquain ting him of their having fur- 
rendered the earrifon to the arms 0/ 
the French King that morning. 

The information I got from Capt. 
Robinfon is as follows : That he was 
Tent from Monfieur St. Simon, at 
feven in the evening of the 12th, to 
propofe a ceflatlon of arms : at the 
.fame hour another officer was fent 
on the fame errand to the Marquis 
de Bouille ; and fo eager was the 
Marquis to get pofleffion of the hill, 
that he granted all that was afked, 
and the terms were agreed to at his 
[Capt. Robinfon's) return to the 
garrifon at midnight. I enquired if 
no article was ftipulatcd for my be- 
ing made acquainted with the Hate 
of the garrifon before the furrender 
took place? and to my very great 
furpnze, was anfwered in the ne- 
gative, 

Oa the 14th th£ enemy's fleet an- 
chored off Nevis, confuting of the 
Ville de Paris, fix mips of 80 guns, 
twenty-three of 74, and four of 64; 
one of 64^ was at Old' Road, and 
another -at Sandy Point: The Tri- 
omphant and Brave had joined from 
Europe. 

Under this fituation of things, I 
had no longer any bufinefs in BaiTe* 
Terre Road, efpeciaJly as the enemy 
were preparing to get guns and mor- 
tars upon a height, that would an- 
noy the mips in the van ; and I left 
it that night, unperceived I imagine, 
as not one of the enemy's Jhips was 
to be feen in the morning. 

With fo vaft a fuperiority again ft 
me, I had nothing left to do but to 
joir Sir G. Rodney as faft as I was 



able; and as it was of very great 
Importance to the King's fervice 
that I fhould carry his- Majefty** 
fquadron to him in as perfect a ftate 
as'poflible, I judged it neceflary, in 
order that every fhip mould be under 
fail as nearly as poffible at the fame 
moment, for the better preserving a 
compact body, to give directions for 
the fquadron to cut, in which Rear- 
admiral Drake moft readily concur- 
red, and thought highly expedient 
from the expectation" there was of 
our being attacked ; the enemy's be- 
ing not more than five miles from 
us, and their lights very diilinclly 
fcen. 

Except Governor Shirley's letter, 
and the meflhge General Prcfcott's 
Officer brought from Gen. .Frafer, 
of the 24th of .bit month, I never 
heard a fyllable from Brimilone Hill, 
or from any one perfbn in the ifland ; 
and what is iUll more extraordinary 
to tell, the garrifon in all proba- 
bility couid not have been reduced 
but for the 8 brafs twenty-four 
cannon, two 13 inch brafs mortars, 
1500 fliells, and 6000 twenty-four 
pound cannon bulls, . the enemy 
found at the foot of the Hill, which 
government had fent out, and which 
the inhabitants of the ifland would 
jQGt give a proper afliltancc Lr getting 
up. For the enemies fnip with thr 
fliells was funk, and it, was with dif- 
ficulty mere than four or five of a 
day could be fifhed up ; and L*£f- 
pi«n, in which were all the fhelk 
that could be got at Martinique, 
was taken by one of my advanced 
frigates, cloic under Nevis, in tha 
morning I £rft appeared off tfce 
ifland. 

I undcrftood the terms of the fur- 
render have htjen founded on the 
Articles of Capitulation agreed upon 
at the reduction of Dominique; this. 
is all I am able to tell you far their 
Lordihips information ; and I am far 
from meaning, in the moll dillant 
' manner, to fuggett that the garrifon

coutd have held oit a fingle day 
longer, as I am told the works and 
buildings were a heap of ruins, and 
that no further defence could be 
made with the leaft probable profpett 
of fuccefs. 

I anchored his Majefty's fquadron 
in St. John's Road on the 19th after 
ftin-fet, failed again this noon to 
feek SirGcorge Rodney at Barbados, 
and get a fupply of water. The 
Fortunee and Pegafus, which I left 
to watchthe French Heet, have this 
inftant jolted, and report, that 36 
fail of the line quitted Bafle-Terre 
Jtoad yeflerday morning, with up- 
wards of fifty fail of brigs, floops 
and fchooners, and fteered for Mar- 
tinique. 

ExtraSi of another letter from Sir Sa- 
muel Hood, alfo dated Feb. zt 9 

Juft as I was getting under fail 
from St. John's Road, 1 received 
the enclofed papers from Captain 
Day, of his Majefty's fhip Sur- 
prize. 

Surprise, Carlijle - Bay y Barbados^ 
February 12, 1782. 
Sir, 

Lieutenant Thomas Edgar arrived 
here the nth, at live in the after- 
noon, giving an account that a 
French fquadron had entered the 
river Demarara ; and that our fhips 
were gone up to Ifland. He was 
charged with difpatches from Fort 
Tahourden, which he has deitroyed, 
but has delivere<Tme a journal of his 
proceedings.

on our fide. This enterprise was 
conducted much to the honour of 
Captain Williams, and the Volun- 
teers who were with him. Captain 
Prichard of the regular troops, with 
a detachment of infantry, Was fent 
down to cover the retreat of the 
horie if necefiary, but the enemy 
did riot attempt to purfue ihem." (

tkxiract of a Utter from Commodore 
Johnstone to Mr. Stephbns, 
dated on board tbt Diana, at Spit-

** I have the honour to acquaint 
you of my arrival at Spitbead in his 
Majefty's frigate Diana, after a 
paifage of eight days from Lifbon. 

** We have brought Lieutenant 
Reid of the Romney, who com- 
manded the Dankbaarheyt priz^r, 
taken in Saldannah^bay, together 
with Mr. Virgin, a Swedifh officer, 
midfhipman, and volunteer in the 
Jupiter, who was likewlfe faved from 
ihe (aid prize, together with^ John 
Doitman, John BeJfour, Philip 
Hodge, George Lufignie, and Tho- 
mas Roe, William Richardfon, Wil- 
lianrBoyer, and David Fell. — They 
report that the Dankbaarheyt, after 
Iofcng all her mafts-on the 28th of 
January near the Channel, had the 
pumps choaked on the 29th, that 
(he gradually filled with water to the 
upper deck, and was on the point 
of finking on the 30th at dark, when 
they left her in a fmall boat during 
a hard gale of wind. That the 
crew had prepared a raft, and taken 
every precaution with coolnefs and 
active intrepidity ; but from all cir- 
cumftances, I can entertain Iitde 
hopes that fo many worthy men 
would furvive. 

The fmall boat was forced to keep 
right before ,the wind, which then 
blew from N. N. E. next morning 
at ten o'clock, after running about 
eighty miles to the Southward, the 
weather became temperate, and they 
were taken up by a Swedifh brig 
bound to Leghorn, who was pre- 
vailed upon by a premium given by 
a bill, to run off the bar of Liibon, 
and to fend them into the Tagus by 
a fjihing-boat, where we all en- 
deavoured to communicate fuch com- 
forts as fo great misfortunes, and 
fuch manly pcrfevcrance have a right 
to command.

" The previous opinions given 
by our Lords, the States of Holland 
and Weft Friefland, were prefehted 
on the 1 8th to the States- Gen era?. 
Their High MightinefTes declare, in 
the fuppoiition of their conforming 
to the refolution taken by the pro. 
vince of Holland, " That their 
High MightinefTes adhering invari- 
ably, and in the ftrongeft manner, 
to the anfwer which they gave to the 
Emprefs of Ruifia's Minifler, when 
the firft offer of mediation was made 
to them by her Imperial Majefty, 
they a fecond time announce, that, 
as their High Mightinefles have on 
their fide accepted of the invitation 
of her Imperial Majefty, conform- 
ably to the ancient treaties between 
Great Britain and this republic, and 
the fyftem of neutrality and free na- 
vigation, explained in the decla- 
ration of her Imperial Majefty of the 
28th Feb. 1780, without permitting 
themfelves to be fwayed by any in- 
finuations or menaces ; and as it is 
their intention to adhere fteadily to 
that fyftem, they hope and believe 
with the fulleft confidence, that the 
greatnefs of her Imperial Majefty'» 
foul will not fuffer any infringement 
to be ma'de of that fyftem, their 
High MightinefTes not doubting but 
that her Imperial Majefty Is con- 
vinced, as well as themfelves, with 
regard to the above-mentioned ar- 
ticle of free navigation, that it is of 
fuch a nature, as not to admit of 
any alteration in the negotiations 
with the Court of London. That 
farther their High MightinefTes' ex- 
pec!, that in cafe they fhoald not be 
fb fortunate as toNconclude a peace 
under the mediation of her Imperial 
Majefty, and the other confederate 
powers, they will caufe their High 
Mightinefles to enjoy the real efFetts 
of their folemn engagement. 

*' That on the parts - of -their 
High Mightinefles, this anfwer ihall 
alfo be cemmur^cated to ;:he other

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confederates of the armed neutrality, 
and likewif* to the courts of France 
and Spain, declaring to the two 
latter, that their High fyUghuneffes 
in accepting the mediation of Ruffia, 
have not the leaft intention of enter- 
ing into engagements with the court 
of London, that will in any manner 
, whatever be found to militate againft 
. the neutrality from which their 
.High MightinefTes have never fwerv- 
ed, towards any of the belligerent 
powers, 

" That the arrangements in the 
■aflembly Of their High MightinefTes 
be fuch, that in forming this anfwer, 
they may at the fame time take, 
without feparating the one from the 
other, the refolution of requefttng 
his Serene Highnefs, in his ftation 
of Admiral General of the Union, 
to concert in the moft convenient 
manner with the court of France, a 
plan for the naval operations of the 
next campaign, fo as to annoy the 
common enemy in the molt fenfible 
manner, and by that means to force 
them, at laft to propofe honourable 
conditions of peace." 

Hague, Feb. 24. The affair of 
Field Marefchal Duke Louis of 
Brunfwick, having been once xaore 
agitated in the Aflembly of the 
States of Holland and New Frieze- 
land, which their Noble and High 
MightinefTes have adjourned to the 
<>th of March, the Equeftrian order 
delivered on the 20th inftant, the fol- 
lowing declaration ; 

** His Highnefs, my Lord the 
Prince S tad t holder, thinks it his 
duty to clear his Highnefs the Duke 
of Brunfwick from all the imputa- 
tions laid to his charge, of having 
been, through his influence, the 
caufe of the defentelefs flate of the 
country at the beginning of the pre- 
fent war, and of all the pretended' 
negligence in this matter ; as alio 
of all the mi flake n meafures fup- 



pofed to have been taken for a fong 
time ; and of the fatal conferences 
arifing therefrom : the Prince, there- 
fore, freely declare*' he is confeious, 
that to the bell of his knowledge, 
the fait* Duke ' never gave to his 
Highnefs any advice contrary to the 
true intereft of the country : thaty 
above all, he is unjuftly accufed,' 
that through his faid influence, the 
navy of this Republic is not in a 
better ftate, or there were any ne- 
glect in that department during the 
courfc of laftycar. His Highneft 
having at no time confulted with the 
faid Duke on that matter. The 
Prince Stadtholder further declares,- 
that he is not ufed to follow any 
one's advice, when any matter of 
importance is the fubjeeV; efodctally 
fuch as concerns the real welfare of 
the Republic, without firft examining 
whether the propofed points are 
truly advantageous to the coontry : 
and that in fuch cafes, he thinks 
himfelf bound to follow no other 
guide than that light which the Su- 
preme Being has given hnm for his 
direclion, initead of feeing through 
other eyes with a miftaken confi- 
dence, although his Serene Highnefs 
h always ready to hearken to good 
advice,"

countrymen loiing the opportunity 
of extending their commerce, and 
encreafing their wealth.

My dear fon Francis Herzan, Car- 
dinal of the Holy Roman Church, 
Minifter Plenipotentiary fr^m your 
Imperial Majelty to the Holy See, 
delivered to us the 9th of November 
laft, your moll gracious letter of the 
6th of October preceding, by which 
you anfwer ours of the 26th of Au-' 
guft. In perufing it, we have been 
deeply articled, that you had not 
ihewn theleaft regard to the inflances 
we made to fou, to befeech yGu nx>t 
to ftrip the A potto! ic See of the right 
it has enjoyed from the remoteft times, 
of cohfeiring, in your States of the 
Auftrian Lombardy, theBifliopricks, 
Abbeys, and ProvolKfhips, to attri- 
bute it to yourfelf alone. ' We will 
not, my dear fon in Jefus Chrtfl, 
enter with you into the difcuflions 
that arofe towards the middle of the 
Christian aera, after which, peace 
having been reftored to the Church, 
flie entered again into the antient 
pofifeffion of her rgbts and difcipline, 
%hich had been confirmed to her, by 
the ccwftant teflimonies of coun.il?, 
even ecumenical. My heart is far 
from engaging in fimilar difputes ; 
that paternal tendcrnefs which is in- 
nate in it, and which we have re- 
folved conftantly to preferve for you, 
wonld- oppofe it. Nevertheless we 
befeech you, in the name of the Lord, 
not to think we derogate from your 
rights, and royal power, ifweaflure 
you, as a thing certain and indu- 
bitable, that when the Apoftles were 
founding Churches, and eflabhming 
Priefts and Bifhops therein, they 
were never fufpecled, inthat point, 
of attempting to encroach on tie 
rights of the civil andfecular power. 
The Church has adopted and pre- 
ferveS that ufage, without any thing 
having refulted therefrom to the, de- 



triment of the rights of Sovereigns. 
On the contrary, if the fccular power 
extended itfelf to every thing that .' 
concerns the prietthcorf, it would be 
(tripping, all over the world, not 
only the Holy See, but moreover 
the Bifhops, 0/ the rights they en- 
joyed, and totally annihilate thefa)\i-. 
tary ufage of indicating, and having 
a concourfe, which mult be very far 
f.om your noble and pious way of 
thinking. As t> the pofleflions 
which the Church has acquired, and 
holds cf the munificence and libe- 
rality of Princes, as well as of the 
piety of others of the faithful, your 
Majefty is not ignorant, that they 
have ever been confidercd as-confs- 
crated to God, and for that very 
reafon, .even refpedbble; fo that ac- 
cording to the conftant judgment 
of our fathers, and of a faithful 
people, it is not allowed, to divert 
thefe pogeflions to any other ufe,' 
than that to which they have been 
confecrated ; which is what they are 
not afraid to do, who, at the Council 
of Trent fays, know not how to dif* 
tinguifh the property of- the Church, 
which belongs to God, from other 
goods* 

** It is to prevent the adminiltra- 
tion of thefe pofleffions from be- 
coming ibmetimes fufpicious, and 
hurtful to the tranquility of dates, 
that the Holy See, and we in par- 
ticular, have had the greatelt atten- 
tion, not to place in Cathedrals, at 
the head of Abbeys, perfors fufpetted, 
or odious to the Princes of the coun- 
tries where they are. Your glorious

That gracious Bmprefs had demand-

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the Pontiiical State.: She employed 
in that negociation, our mo ft dear 
fon the Cardinal Migazzi, then 
auditor of the Roia at Rome. He 
can himfelf inform your Majefly of 
every thing that had pafled on, that 
occafion. The reigning Pontiff then 
teilified a ftrong and fin cere defire 
to eiiablifh a true and folid har- 
mony between the Hoiy See a,nd her 
M jefty ; and eagerly to lay h©l4 of 
all the means that might conduce 
thereto, adding, that be ought to have 
the greateft regard for every thing 
that' concerned the Pontifical d'gnity.. 
and that it would be certainly ne- 
glecting it, if he abandoned, or alitn- 
ateci trje rights which his predecefiors 
had ever retained and exercifed ; that 
his oame w uKj be very odious to his 
fuccflors and to po^erity, if he 
granted, or fuffered to diminifh in 
the leaft, that right, and that pon- 
tifi.ai prerogative.

Inconfequence 
of this anfwer of Benedict XIV. to 
your auguft mother, this glorious 
Sovereign, hearkening only to her 
natural equity, defifled from her de- 
mand; ibis is a fad which is known 
to us. The name of Benedict XiV, 
was dear to that Princefs, who con- 
sidered him as a raoft wife Pontiff, 
Full of attachment \ for the.Houfc.of 



Auftria, of which he gave many.. 

proofs in his life-time, particularly 
at the beginning of his Pontificate; 
and when you was born, he would 
(land your Godfather at the bap* 
tifmal font, to bind you by that 
facred tie ftill more clofely to him, 
and the Apoftolic See. In confisc- 
ation of this it is, that we are 
willing to be more grjclous towards 
you, moft dear fen in Jefus Chrift, 
and we burn with the defire of treat- 
ing with you amicably, and as a 
father with his fon, of the affair 
in queflion ; and about fevcrai inno- \ 
vations that have intervened in the ' 
beginning of your reign, and which 
have plunged us into the deepeft 
forrow. But as we know that the 
projedl of treating together would 
meet with many difficulties*, uulefs 
we conftr tete-a-tete, we have pro- 
pofc^i to approach^ou ; and we fhall 
not, in the leaft, regard the length 
and inconvenience of the journey,, 
-in an advanced age, and already 
weakened ; but we fhall find flrength 
in the great and only confoLmon 
of being able to fpeak and declare 
to you, how. much we are difpofed 
to gratify you, and conciliate th« 
rights of your Imperial Majefly wiih 
thofe of the Chinch; we therefore 
befeech motbearneftly your Majeily to 
look upon this flepas of a particular 
mark our attachment for you, and 
of the defire we have of preferving 
the fame union. We aflc this favour 
of you, not for ourfelf in particular, 
but for the common caufe of reli- 
gion, the charge of which we mull 
watch over, and which it is our duty 
to protect. If you grant to the , 
Church of God that protection fhe 
demands of you, principally at this 
time, that will be working efficaci- 
oufly to eflablifh your power, felicity .

•« It is arTured, that the Nuncio 
of the Holy Sec, at the Court of Vw 
etna, delivered to the High Chan- 
cellor, Prince de Kaunitz, the 12th 
of December Iaft, a memorial, con- 
taining five articles, relative to the 
late ordinances of the Emperor, 
concerning the religions orders, and 
other arrangements, which it is pre- 
femed our Sovereign is (till taken 
op with, and which may concern 
theChurch. The Nuncio infmuates 
therein, that the Emperor had ex- 
ceeded his rights, and encroached on 
thofe of the Pope. The anfwer of 
the Prince de Kaunitz to that me- 
morial* breathes a noble firmnefs, to- 
gether with the refpeft due to re. 
Jigion and the Sovereign Pontiff. 
Jc contains in fubftance, that as thefe 
representations, aj ftrong as they may 
appear, muft be attributed to an 
excefs of zeal in the Nuncio, which 
hm not been authorifed by the Holy' 
Father, thty would not have affected 
his Imperial Majefty, if he had not 
been informed, that this memorial 
had been communicated to fome 
Brfhops, his fubjefis, and to others ; 
that nevertheleis, as this communi- 
cation had produced no bad impref- 
fi on, the Emperor had thought pro- 
per, that the High Chancellor ftiouid 
anfwer briefly to the different poi its 
of that memorial. It is laid down 
in that anjwer, that all the abufes that 
do not concern the dogma, and 
things purely fpirituaJ, cannot de- 
pend on the Pope, his Holinefs hav- 
ing, thofe two points excepted, no 
authority in the State, That the ex- 
jikfKe of the religious orders touches 
neither faith nor religion ; that they

Fien*a, Feb. 16. The principles 
eftabliihed by the Emperor to ferve , 
as rules to his Courts of Jjitice in 
EccfefulHcal affirs, are as follow : 

41 The objedt and bounds of the 
facerdotal authority in the State, are 
fo clearly pointed out by the func- 
tions and duties to which the Lord 
himfelf has confined his Apoilies, 
whUe he was on earth, that it would 
be a want of faith to flart, or even 
to admit a doubt in this refpedt ; and 
it would be the higheft abfurojity to . 
dare to pretend, that the fuccelibrs 
of the Apoftles had a divine right,,, 
to more authority than they them-, : 
felves ever exerted; rib* is any man 
ignorant, that our Cord Jefus Chrilt' 

on!y 
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pnly charged them with functions 
entirely /piritual j ift, with the 
preaching" dt* the gofpeh ?dly, with 
the care of the propagation of it. 
3dly, with the administration of the 
facraments (that is of thofe which 
are fpiriuul.) 4thly, wiih the care 
of the church. 

" fTo thefe foorobjeclj was the 
authority of 'the apoitles confined, 
addconfequentfy'it is on the fame 
objects alone which their fucceffors 
can have any pretence to direct. Jt 
fojlowr therefore, that all authority 
whatfoever in the ltate, is, and ought 
Ail I to be primitively veiled in the 
fovereign power, as has been ever 
fince the firft origin of all flares and 
focieties till the cjlablifliment of 
Qhriftianitj* by which the natural 
order of thofe things has not becni 
nor cannot be altered. After the 
exception then of the four objects* 
above-mentioned , there does not 
remain any kind of authority, any 
kind of prerogative, any kind of pri- 
vilege, any kind of right whatever 
which the clergy hold, that does not 
entirely depend on the free will, and 
arbitration of the Princes of the earth. 
Jt is indisputable that, in every thing 
which has been granted or eflab- 
lifhed by the fovereign authority, 
and which depends upon it* pleafiire 
to grant or to refufe that authority, 
it has foil right to make alterations, 
and even td revoke entirely, when 
the general welfare requires it, pro- 
vided they do not oppofe any funda- 
mental law of the ftate ; but all other 
laws, agreements, or eftablj foments 
made, or to be made, which the 
wifdom and duty of the legislature' 
ihaJl appropriate to times and cir* ; 
camftances. 

%% The regulations of the Coun- 
cils which are not binding to any 
but the States which have admitted 
them, are in the fame fituauon as 
they might have been entirely re- 
jected, there is the flrongeflreafon for 
their having the power of rectifying 
thca* or revokuag then as the dif- 



ference of times and ci re um fiances, 
and the welfare of the State may 
require. 

" The facetdotal authority is not 
arbitrary or independent as to the 
principles, culture, or difcipline of 
religion, they being objects which 
are.fo effential to fociety and public: 
tranquility, that the province, in his 
quality of Sovereign Chief of the 
btate, as well as protector of the 
Church, cannot permit any matter 
whatfoever to be divided upon with- 
out his participation in affairs of great 
importance." 

The objects and the authority of 
the Cfergy being clearly explained by 
the above-mentioned principles, it 
follows that eve r y thing' which con- 
cerns the ecclefiaftical iurifdiclion. 
fhall be decided upon in future by 
thofe principles.

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*' It was found good and decreed, 
that the deputies of this province 
fhould be empowered, and charged, 
that in the General Aflembty they 
ftouW conduct matters (o at the 
Board of their High Mightineiles, 
that the faid Mr. Adams might, .as 
fbon as poflible, be admittedas.Mi- 
nifter from the Congrefs of North

to thofe principles of -moderation, 
which form his political fyftem, care- 
fully avoided engaging jour High 
Mightinefies in any active part, in 
the difference between France and 
England. His Majefty confined 
himfelf to exciting your Hi^h Migh- 
tinefTes to maintain the. jhgriky-of 
the Republic, with the ■■ rights upon 
which its independence and prof- 
perity were founded; and at the 
fame time gave your High Mightt- 
neffes the moft unequivocal proofs of 
generous good will. ( Since the .com- 
mencement of hoitilities between the 
United Provinces and Great- Britain, 
his Majefty, conftant in caution, did 
not think proper to provoke you to 
a combination of meafures againjf that 
power. — — If induced by a confi- 
deration of your own interefts, your 
High Mightinefles have now come 
to a determination to propofe it to 
(he King, he is perfuaded that you 
mull be confeious all combination 
muft be illafive, unlefs it is .founded 
upon fuch grounds, as that neither 
one part nor the other can depart 
from the plan laid down, from any 
caufe or consideration whatever.

fpeel, does every juftice to the wif- 
dom and penetration of your High 
Mightinefles, he neverthclefs thinks 
i: necefTary to demand an amicable 
and clear explanation on this im- 
portant object. The anfwer of your 
High Mightinefles will enable the 
King to deliberate with a campleat 
knowledge of. the caufe, upon your 
proportion to tlje jpathoiic King, his 
Ally, and to. concert with that 
Prince, one common refolution. 

Meanwhile his Majefty charges 
me to afiure your High Mightioeffes, 
of the defire he has to fecond your-

The deputies of Friezeland have 
come to a determination for ftriking 
out of their provincial expences, the 
quota which they ufed to pay towards 
the falary of the Duke of Br unfwick. 
This perhaps is only the report of 
the day ; nevertheless we mall here 
tranferibe their letter of the nth 
in ft. to the Prince Stadtholder, to- 
gether with the proteft of the pro- 
vincial towns, and the anfwer of his 
molt Serene Highnefs. 

Moft ferent Prinse and Lord! 

The" great ftrefs we lay upon the 
peaceable adminiftration, and our 
lively fenfe of its principal founda- 
tion, namely, the fincere and lafting 
confidence of the good patriots, not 
only on their Sovereign, but alio on 
all thofe who are to manage the prin- 
cipal affairs of the ftate, have indu- 
ced us to lay before your moft Serene 
Highnefs, in as ferious a manner as 
the exigencies require : that it is 
notorious to every member of the 
State, that in the prcfent crifa of 
the Republic, there prevails, araongft 
"all orders of citizens, an universal 
miftruft and difcontent on the man- 
ner irr which theintereiftng affairs of 
the nation have been hitherto con- 
ducted, efpecially in regard to the 
navy department ; the delays it has 
experienced, and the infignificant 
protection afforded to trade, previous 
and confequent to the declaration of 
war made by the Court of England ; 
this miftruft and difcontent daily, to 
our great forrow, far from diminish- 
ing, increafes, whence proceeded an 
aimoft univerfal deteftation againft 
the perfon and adminiftration of the 
Duke of Brunfwick, who being 
looked upon as the advifer of your 
Serene Highnefs, is confi<Jered as 
the caufe of fuch delays, and mal- 
adminiftration of affairs. From fuch 
difpoiitions of the true citizens, the 
worft confequences may be appre- 
hended, and every way prejudicial to 



public tranquillity, and the lawful 
conftitutian of thjs R,eptfMic ; a mis- 
fortune, which \t is the'duty of every 
well meaning; regency cautiouily to 
avert. 

Frorn this confeioufnefs, moft Se- 
rene Rrince, we are induced to lay- 
before you, not only wdthjthe utrnoft 
candour, and fpirit of true patriots 
ifm, but by the duty incumbent 
upon us, as conftituting a part of 
the fovereignty of the Netherlands, 
our mod earneft requeft thai yoij 
would be pleafcd to watch over tlw 
peace and general confidence, in 
order to prefervc % both, as being 
the fprings from which flow the wel- 
fare of the States ; and ferioufly to 
declare, that, in order to prevent 
thofe fatal confequences which may 
arife from the aforefaid general dif- 
content, we cannot refrain from jn- 
treating, in the moft friendly, but 
altogether earneft, manner, your Se- 
rene Highnefs, who, we truft, will 
be equally fenfible with us, of the. 
importance of the ftated affair, as 
much in regard to the State as to 
yourfelf; that you will be pleafed, 
in the genteeleil manner, to.perfuade* 
the Duke of Brunfwick not to med- 
dle with the affairs, but to withdraw, 
from the territories of the Republic. 

By thefe means all jcnloufies may; 

be removed, unanimity reftored, ana* 
the whole, nation brought back to a 
boundlefs con-ider.ce in thofe who; 
are entrufted with the execution of 
fuch plans, as tend to forward the 
moft important concerns of the State. 
Upon this, Moft Serene Prince and 
Lord, we heartily commend your 
Highnefs to the protection of the 
Almighty. Given at Leeward, on

In fine, the aforefaid ward intreats 
that the three others will take into 
ferious con federation, that this fud- 
den refolution on fo important a

, whatever has or may be done on the 
fubjeel, is entirely left to the charge 
of the three other wards.

Although you will ever find ttt 
ready to comply, as much as in us 
lies, with the juft requifitjons of you*r 
Noble Mightinefles, and although 
the uppermost of all our wifhes is to 
improve every opportunity of giving 
proofs of our zeal for the advance- 
ment of the true intereft of this re* 
public, efpecially of the province of 
Friezeland, it is beyond our power 
to diflemble, that fhe cannot ntcon^ 
cile in the great rules of equity, that 
any one, efpecially a nobleman of 
fo iiluftrious a family, to whofe 
charge nothing is laid, a difcontent 
merely ideal, and founded on no 
proofs, fupported by no arguments, 
nor grounded on any criminal ex- 
cufe : a nobleman, to whom our 
Houfe and ourfelves are fo eflentially 
indebted, who, for above thirty 
years, has ferved the Republic as 
their Field Marefchal with all ima- 

finable zeal and faithfulnefs, who, 
firing our minority, has, to the en- 
tire fatisfaclion of the States of your 
own N. M. *nd that of the other 
provinces/fully dlfcharged the im- 
portant functions of Captain-general; 
be not only excluded dtfafio, from 
all interference in public affairs, but 
even from meddling in thofe which 
are directly incumbent upon him, in 
the military capacity entrufted to the 
faid Duke, and even to expel him 
from the country.

Rear-admiral Byncks having been 
fnfpended from his military employ- 
ment^ and deprived of his falary for 
the fpace of three years, by the fen- 
tence of a court-martial, the Prince 
Stadtholder fent, on this occafion, 
the following letter to the States Ge- 
neral : . 

High and Mighty Lords, 

As it has pie .fed your H. M. by 
your refolution of the 17th 6f De- 
cember laft, to requeft that we will 
call a court-martial to examine the 
conduct of Rear-admiral Byncks, in 
regard to the (hip St. George, bound 
from Smyrna, with a rich cargo, 
fuffering it to be taken and carried 
into Leghorn, under his very eyes, 
and having under his command three 
fhips of war: we, in confequence, 
called a high court-martial, whofe 
fentence has been^ forwarded to your 
H. M. We have -thought it our 
duty to approve of tne faid fentence, 
in its full yeaning, as much for the 



fake of example, as becaufe the ferV 
vice of the country cannot be pro- 
perly fupported, without rewarding 
thofe who do their duty, and punifh- 
ing fuch as are deficient in point of 
zeal and activity ; and whereas, we 
are of opinion, that the great age of 
the faid Rear-admiral, has deprived 
him of that very greatattivity, which, 
in time of war is to neceflary to the 
commander of a fquadron ; we think 
it fit^to fignify to your H. M. that 
our intention is not to entraft the 
faid Rear-admiral Byncks with any 
fuch command in future ; though we 
are very far from attributing to cow^ 
ardice or* other bad intention, of 
which no proof has been given, nor 
even the leaft appearance evidenced- 
theinaftivity, delay, and neglect, of 
which he has been guilty, whilft he 
commanded in the Mediterranean, *

Ever fince the publication of the 
letters patent, granting the free ex- 
ercife of their religion to the Pro- 
teftants, all over the Auftrian domi- 
nions, feveral of thofe who fecretly 
profefled it, in Bohemia and other 
places, have appeared in crouds be- 
fore the magiftrate, to declare them- 
felves : but as it is in the nature of 
man to abufe the greateft good, 
thefe Proteftants thought themfelves 
intitled, in order to indemnify them- 
felves of the long conftraint under 
which they had lain for fo long a 
time, to infult and revile the Roman 
Catholics. It is for the purpofe of 
preventing the excefles of religious 
animofity, that his Imperial Majefty 
has publifhed the following regula- 
tion, which feems to have been dic- 
tated by the fpirit of wifdom and to- 
leration. 

ift. Whenever the Proteftants fhall 
be guilty of a breach of peace, it 
fliall be the bufinefs of the magiftratc 

to 
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to put them in mind of the true, in, - 
tehtand meaning of the letters pa- 
tent, that it is not lawful for them 
to make profclyte*/ but that every 
Dne is at liberty to follow a mode of 
worfhip, different from that of the 
Roman church-; provided he makes 
kimfelf known to the faid magiftrate, 
who will grant to each of them a 
certificate of fuch declaration, the 
feid magiftrate fhall,. once every 
month, notify the number of thole 
who fhall have lodged with him fuch 
declarations, to, the fuperintenden.t, 
at governor -of /the province, who 
wilMranfmit his- , report thez eon, to 
|he regenxytof Vienna. If the nuro.r 
tier of Protefta#t£ in any cne place, 
is fu&cipnt to ^uild a chapel, , and 
^cep-a mimfter<for the fame, the 
faid regency fliall .grant leave with. 
out delay; but' It fome particular 
circumftance ihould oppofe the grant- 
ing of fuch leave, then the members 
oithe regency fhall make their re- 
port to the Emperor himfelf, and 
wait his final determination. 

stdly. The Prote'ftants, thus per- 
mitted the free exercife of their reli- 
gious worftip, fhall carefully avoid 
compelling, By threats, contempt, 
or other bad treatment, their wives, 
children, or fervants, who might 
prefer the Roman Catholic per- 
iuafion. 

' 3dly. The faid Proteftants mall 
alfo refrain from .infulting the Ca- 
tholic religion, fpeaking ill of it, 
deriding the images, the ftatues of 
the fain;s, &c. &c. under pain of 
the fevercft punifhrnent, not as pro- 
feffing a different religion, but as 
iifturbers of the public peace, and, 
though tbemfelves, tolerated, endea- 
vouring to lay a reftraint upon other 
jnen's confeiences.. 
. 'xthly. It is flriftly forbidden the 
fain Proteftants to hold, in taverns 
and other affemblies, fuch difcourfes 
as may depreciate the other Teligious 
mode of worihip, or agitate contro- 
vertible points of religion* The ie> 



fpeclive Judges within their drftricb 
fhall watch over fuch delinquents 
with the ftri&efl attention, as they 
fhall be puniihed for any neglect «n 
their part. 

5thly. The Roman Catholic fub- 
je&s are exhorted to demean them- 
felves^ peace ably towards their Pro- 
teftant brethren ; neither to attack 
nor revile their religious worfhip; 
but on the contrary, to behave with 
them in thegentleft and molt friend- 
ly manner : as in the contrary cafe, 
they fhall be punifhed equally with. 
the others, for any fuch infringe- 
ment of the peace. 

6thly. The magiftrate within their 
refpecave provinces and bailiwicks, 
are defirednot to recede in the leaft 
from the full intent and meaning of 
jjhis imperial ordinance; and muft, 
esfarjas in them lies, be extremely 
carefu).

Not to difturb Or fuSer any 
one to molefl the Proteftants in the 
free exercife of their religion, even 
in cafe they fhould aflemble at the 
fame hour as the Roman Catholics, 
for the celebration of their divine 
fervice. 

3dly. That in cafe the faid ma- 
giftrates fhould be compelled to in- 
Hi£t a punifhrnent upon any of our 
Proteftant fubjeds, they fhall take 
care to remind them, that it is not 
done in hatred to their religion, but 
becaufe they have infringed the 
jaws, and that Roman Catholics 1 
guilty of the feme crime, fhould be 
puniihed in like manner. 

Finally. It is further recommend- 
ed by this, ordinance, to the clergy 
in General, when .they are in the 
pulpit, to expound the moral of the 
gofpel, without ej&teriiig .either in 

their 
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tnrir catechifrri, or private conver- 
i>on upon any article of the contro- 
verted tenets. They are alfo to re- 
member that their duty requires, 
that they mould explain to their au- 
ditors the principles of the Catholic 
religion, its eminence, dignity, and 
ufefulnefs; but without any invec- 
tive, or infulting reflections againft 
the Proteitants, upon pain, to thofe 
of the clergy, who (hould not con- 
form, thereto, to be degraded from 
the clerical order. 



The Spanijh camp t under Gibraltar ^ 
Feb. 28. 

The enemy have kept up a dread- 
ful fire during the whole of laft 
night, by which we have had fix 
men killed, and feven wounded, 
three of them very dangeroufly. 
Seven veflels, laden with provifions 
and ammunition, have lately entered 
the port of Gibraltar, owing to the 
tempeftuous weather there. On the 
17th, another vefTel endeavouring to 
get in, milling the proper place for 
anchoring, got under our battery of 
St. Charles, and being cannonaded 
by thofe of St. Philip, the King, 
and St. Ferdinand, (he funk, though 
feveral boats were fent out to her 
affiftance. 

During the night of the iad, there 
arrived in a boat, in the harbour of 
Algefiras, two Boftonians, whofe 
ftory is rather remarkable. They 
left Bolton in the brig Polly, laden 
with fugar, tallow, &c. and arrived 
at Cadiz in January laft, when their 
veflcl was taken by an Engliih fri- 
gate. They endeavoured to carry 
her into Gibraltar; but owing to 
want of fltill, ihe ran a-ground on 
the coaft of Spain ; the crew, of 
which the two Boftonians made a 
part, were faved, and got to Gibral- 
tar in a fmall bark*— Upon their ar* 
rival there, they endeavoured by 
force to make them ferve Qn board a 
man of war ; in Confequence of 
which, they determined to quit the

place ; and, after remaining five 
days before they were able to pafs 
the Mole> they arrived at length at 
Algefiras, where they were very 
kindly received. Thofe two Bofto- 
nians relate, that the garrifon it Gib- 
raltar is devoured with the fcurvy, 
for want of frefh meat ; that eight 
pigs, which are but unwholefome 
food, particularly for invalids, fe\\ 
for forty guineas, but that of other 
articles of provifion they have plen- 
ty, and flatter thcmfelves that they 
fliall foon receive a frefh fupply, both . 
of provifion and' troops, notwith- 
ftanding all our endeavours to pre- 
vent it. They alfo fay, that Gene- 
ral Elliot intends foon to make a vi- 
gorous fally againft our camp*

Copy of a letter from Captain Pole, 
of his Majefty s Jhip the Succcfs, of 
thirty-two guns, and two hundred 
and twenty men, to Mr. Stephens, 
dated at Spit head, the 30th day of 
March, 1782. 

" Si r, 
I have the honour to defire you 
will inform my Lords Commiflioners 
of the Admiralty, that on the 16th 
inftant, at day-light, in latitude $$ y 
40 north, Cape Spartel, bearing E. 
N. E* eighteen leagues, with the 
wind at S. W. ftanding for the Gut, 
with the Vernon ftorefhip, we dis- 
covered a fail right a-head, clofe 
hauled on the larboard-tack : a9 foon 
as I could difcover her hull from the 
maft*head, which the haze and lofty 
poop magnified, I made the Ver- 
non's fignal to haul the wind on the 
ftarboard Jack, and make all fail ; 
foon after hauled our wind, the 
ftrange fail tacked and gave chace ; 
athalfpaft two, P.M. finding the 
chace gained of the Vernon, I lhort- 
ened fail to let her go a-head, and 
then brought-to, in hopes, at leaft, 
to make him (horte'n fail, and divert 
his attention from the (hip under my 
M m convoy. 
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cdnvoy. Vfc fosn after difcovercd 
him to be only a large frigate 
with a poop: at a little alter five, he 
hoiflcd*' a Spanifh enfign, with a 
bread pendant, and 'fired a gun : at 
fix, being within random fiiot, afte/n 
of me, I were, and Hemmed for his 
Ice-how, till we had juA diitance fuf- 
rlcient to weather him ; then hauled 
clofe athwart his foreioo:, giving him 
our whole fire within haif-piilol mot; . 
patted clofe to windward engaging, 
while the- enemy, expecting us to 
leeward, were firing rheir lee-guns 
into the water ; the diforder our firfr. 
fire threw them into, they did not 
recover. We then wore, and placed 
ourfelves to great. advantage, which 
our fuperiority of fail allowed us to 
do, fupporting, without interAiiffion, 
a moil aftoniming clofe and well- 
ferved fire, at never more than half 
cable diitance, till the enemy ftruck, 
which was about twenty minutes part 
eight. She proved to be the Santa 
Catalina, Don Mig. Jacon, com- 
mander, of thirty-four guns, twenty- 
fix long Spanifh twelves on the main 
deck, and eight fix-pounders on the 
quarter deck. The number of men 
I have not been able to afcertain.' 
We have on board, two hundred and 
eighty-fix prifoners. The Captain 
and officers fay, they had between 
twenty-five -and thirty killed, and 
only eight wounded. Don Mig. 
Jacon is a Captain in the line, hath 
a diftinguifhing pendant as fuch, and 
is fenior officer of the frigates cruiz- 
ing off the Straits ; had a very par- 
ticular defcription cf the Succefs fent 
him, whom he was particularly di- 
rected to look out for; had been 
cruizing three weeks for us ; had 
feen us four times, chaced us twice 
with a fquadron, of four and fix fail, 
from whom he parted two days* be- 
fore/ Hefpeaks with much difplea- 
fure of the behaviour of his ftiip's 
company. Lieutenant Oakely, whom 
I had appointed tQ take charge of 
the prize, was indefatigable in clear- 



ing the wreck. Her mizen-maft fell 
fome time before me itruck ; her 
main-maft in a fhort time after, and 
her fore-maft mult have fhared the 
fame fate, if the water had not been 
remarkably fmooth ; in fhort, without 
afTuming much prefumption, I may 
add, our guns did as much execution 
in little time as could have been 
done ; her hull was like a fieve, the 
fhot going through both fides. From 
this ftate of the prize, their Lord- 
fhips may imagine my hopes of get- 
ting her to port were not veryfan- 
guine. Whilft we were endeavour- 
ing to fecure the for email, and had 
jult repaired our own damages, 
which were confiderable in cur yards, 
mafisj.and fails, at day-light of the 
1 8th, fix fail appeared in light, two 
frigates from whom had chaced and 
were reconnoitring us ; I inftantly 
ordered the Vernon to make all fail, 
hoiited all my boats out, fent on 
board for Lieutenant Oakely and the 
feamen, with orders to fet fire to the 
Santa Catalina before he left her. 
She blew up in a quarter, of an hour, 
the wind being at S. E. I made all 
fail from the fix fail, and determined 
on proceeding with the Vernon to 
Madeira, fhe being now in want of 
provisions and water* We had now 
two hundred and eighty-fix prifoners 
on board, whofe intention to attempt 
rifing we had fortunately difcovercd, 
encouraged by the fuperiority of 
numbers, which appeared very ftrik- 
ing to them. 

The fpirited behaviour of the offi- 
cers, and of the fhip's company, is 
fuperior to my praife ; their je&l va- 
lue and merit upon this occaiion hath 
fhewn itfelf in much flronger, and 
more expreffive terms than I am 
mafler of ; but it ftill becomes a duty 
incumbent on me, to represent them 
to their Lordihips as deferving their 
favour and protection ; I have par- 
ticular pleafure in fo doing. Lieu- 
tenant M'Kinley (2d) aflifted by Mr. 
James, matter, were very affiduoui

in getting the Succefs's damages re- 
paired as well as they could admit. 
Lieutenant Pownal, of the^Marines, * 
by the greatelt, attention and good 
•Xafriple, formed a party that would 
'do horjour to veteran foldiers. In- 
deed, Sir, the Warrant, Petty, Able, 
&c. did their duty in fo noble a 
manner, that I feel myfelf happy in 
rendering them my public thanks. I 
ihall hope, if their Lordfhips are 
pieafed to confider the conduct of 
the Succefs on this occafion as de- 
ferving their notice, that they will 
permit me to recommend the firfl 
Lieutenant to their favour. From 
the reports given me fince, it adds 
to my fatisfatfcton to know, that, had 
I not been obliged to fet fire to the 
Catalina, ihe could not have fwam, 
a gale of wind coming ou imme- 
diately after, which obliged us to 
lay-to under itorm ltay-fail : me was 
the largeft frigate in the King of 
Spain's fervice ; her exact dimen- 
fions I have received from the Cap- 
tain. They were taken three months 
fince, when me was coppered at Ca- 
diz. I am forry to add, that amonglt 
the lift of our wounded is Mr. Geo. 
Hutchinfon, boatfwain, who loll his 
arm : the fervice will lofe a very va- 
luable man.

The following intelligence was this 
day received from Bafiora. . 

BuJJlra, Jan. 26, "1782. 

The Governor of Bombay, under 
date of the 28th of October, confirms 
the victory gained by General Coote 
over Hyder Ally, of the 1 ft of July; 
at that time Sir Eyre's army did not 
exceed one thou fan d five hundred 
Europeans, and feven thoufand Sea- 
poys, but was afterwards joined by 
above five thoufand men from Ben- 
gal, and was to march towards Arcot 
on the 14th of Augufl. 

The Dutch fettlements of Sadras, 
Hulicat, and Bimlipatanv with fome 
other places to the northward of 
Madras, and Chinfura in Bengal, 
were in the pofleflion of the Englifh. 
The Dutch Company's property was 
given to the captors, but; the private 
property was preferved to the owners, 
February 2, 1782. 

By letters from the Governor of 
Bombay, of the 25th of November, 
it appears that General Coote had 
again defeated Hyder Ally in two 
feveral engagements, on the 27th of 
Auguft, and 27th of September, and 
had advanced very near Arcot. 

February 6, 1 782. 

On the 4th inftant, at night, the 
Revenge, Company's frigate, ar- 
rived from Bombay, with letters 
down to the 22d of December, 1781, 
which contained the agreeable news 
of Hyder Ally having been driven 
into liis own 'territories ; and of .the 
Dutch fettlement of Negapatnam, 
their principal one on the coaft of 
Coromandel, having furrendered tp 
the Company's arms. 

The foHowing is a copy of Mr. 
Eden's letter to the harl of SheU 
burne, which was fo much difcuf* 
. fed it) the deb ne of Monday Apr. 8. 
Do-wmngrjfreet, April $, 1782. 
My Lord,- 
Having re-confidered the confe- 
rences with .which your Lordfhlp 
M m 2 ycfterda 
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yefterday indulged me, I think that 
I ought fpecifically to date my'rea- 
fons for having often declined your 
intimation? to me to enter into opi- 
nions and facta refpeeting the prefeht 
circum fiances of Ireland, and the 
nteafures bell to be purfued there. 
"When I arrived in London, I had 
come prepared and difpofed, and in- 
dructed to ferve, moil cordially, in 
the critical meafure of clofing the 
Lord Lieutenant's government, fo as 
to place it with all practicable ad- 
vantages in the hands of whatever 
peiTon his Majedy's Minifters might 
have deftined to fucceed to it. 

t pre-fuppofed, however, that 
either his Excellency would be re- 
called very foon, but not without 
the attentions which are due to him, 
his Itation, and his fervices; or that 
hjs Majefty's Minifters would aflift 
and indruct him in fir ft concluding 
the bufinefs of the feffion, and the 
various public meafures and arrange- 
ments of forae difficulty and confe- 
quence, which are immediately con- 
nected with it, and which cannot be 
compleated in Iefs than four or £ve 
months. 

Finding, however, to my extreme 
furprize, that the manner of giving 
the Lieutenancy of the Eait Riding 
to Lord Carmarthen, had been fuch 
as to amount to a marked and per- 
gonal infult, when it is con fide red 
that the thing taken is merely hono- 
rary, and that the per ion from whom 
it is taken is an abfent Viceroy ; and 
bearing alfo from your Lordlhip, 
that the Duke of Portland is not un- 
likely to be made the immediate and 
actual raeiTengerof his own appoint- 
ment, I from that moment declined 
any communication refpe&ing facts 
and meafures; becaufe this line 
adopted towards the prefent Lord 
Lieutenant, mud in my opinion be 
fatal to the eafe of his fucceflbrs for 
a long period of time, and ruinous 
to all good government, and the con* 
fequent peace of Ireland* 



Your Lordmip has informed me, 
that this is not meant as a peribnal 
exertion of power againft Lord Car* 
lifle, but that his Majefty's Minif- 
ters have adopted this mode of re- 
moving the Lord Lieutenant as a 
wife meafure of Government. I 
differ (o totally in my judgment, 
that it would be idle in me to trouble 
them further refpecting Ireland. 

I mall, as the duty of my fjtuation 
requires, wait on fuch of hi* Majef- 
ty's Miniders as are difpofed to fee 
jme, and with that refpetl whkh is 
due to them, (hall fubmit what I 
have here dated. 

My next anxiety is to acl as I 
believe Lord Carlifle would wim me 
to act, far his honour and the public 
fervice, two objects which cannot at 
this moment be Separated t I am 
ready thia evening or to-morrow 
morning, at any hour, to attend the 
commands of his Majefty's Minifter.*, 
either feparately or collectively. To- 
morrow, at two, I mall go into the 
country on a vifit of perfonal refpect 
and private friend (hip ; and on Moo- 
day, in the Houfe of Commons, 1 
{hall ftate, as fully as a weak voice 
will permit, what I conceive to be 
the prefent circumftancesof Ireland ; 
I fhall do this without any mixture 
of complaint, and with the mott 
anxious regard to facilitate any fub- 
fequent fyftem for the public tran* 
quility, I (hall only wim to let it be 
implied by the world, from Irifh fact*, 
in contradiction to F.nglim treatment, 
that the prefent Lord lieutenant of 
Ireland (I borrow his own words 
from his Iaft letter to your Lordftup) 
" has had the good fortune to con- 
duct the bufinefs of Ireland, at a 
mod critical period, without difcre* 
dit to his Majefty's government, and 
with many increafjng advantages to 
the interefts of his kingdoms."

I can how- 
ever' collect., from the letters you 
have been fo' kind as to fend me, 
that things wear a more favourable 
appearance at prefent than they have 
done almoft at any time fince the 
commencement of thefe troubles, 
and that if you were only properly 
backed at home, and had troops fuf- 
tlcient to attempt fomething, things 
might do very well ;. I fear however, 
that there is- very little hopes of re- 
ceiving from hence fuch reinforce- 
ments' as are necefFary, to enable . 
you 'to aft ofFenfively ; and if the * 
French are not otherwise occupied in * 
Europe, I have no doubt of their - 
fending powerful fuccours to Ro- 

"chambeau this fpring. I confefs, I 
cannot conceive what we are about, - 
not to have formed, long before this, 
proper alliances, in order, at leaft, 
to take off part of their force from 
annoying us.

An Effay on the Extent and Value of 
our Weftern unlocatid Lands* and 
the proper method of difpefing cf 
them, Jo as to gain the great eft pof- 
feble advantage from them. 

By a Citizen cf Philadelphia. 
In my feveral treatifes on finance, 
I have all along endeavoured to 
open and explain the great general 
principles of the fubject, viz. ^Im- 
provement of the revenue, and ceco- 
nomy in the expenditures. In this 
efiTay I mean to confine myfelf to one 
particular fource or object of public 
wealth, out of which great revenue 
may be obtained, by proper and 
timely wifdom and care, I mean 
. our <vaeant unfettled lands. I will en- 
deavour to arrange, as clearly as I 
can, what I have to fay on this fub- 
jedt, under the following heads viz. 
I. The whole territory #r extent of 
the Thirteen States is the aggravation 
of them all y i. e. The territory or ex- 
tent of each of the States added to- 
gether, make the whole territory or 
extent of right and dominion of the 
United States, and of courfe what- 
ever is comprehended within the 
boundaries of each State, now makes 
a part of our Commonwealth. This 
is *o be confidered as our prefent , 
poiTefiion, our prefent* decided right, . 
which is guaranteed to us by the 
treaty withr France, (Art. XI.) toge- 
ther with any ** additions or eon- 
quejrs, which our confederation may 
obtain during the war, from any of 
the dominions now or heretofore 
poffefled by Gr«at Britain in North 
America "V 
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America:" fo that by conqueft we 
may extend our dominion further, 
if we can, and' in this cafe we (hall 
hat? the guarantee of th^ treaty 
aforrfaid for ourfecurity, buc if this 
can-.jt be done, our prefent poflef- 
iions are abfolutely and uncondition- 
ally guaranteed to us, with liberty, 
fovereignty, and independence, ab- 
folute and unlimited, m and over 
the fame ; and as the great interefts, 
of France and our Commonwealth 
will always make the perpetual union 
of them neceflary, fo thefe powers 
united, will be able to afford fuch a 
fure mutual protection to the whole 
dominions of each other, as will 
render them wholly fecure and free 
• of danger from any other powers 
whatever; fo that we may fafely 
computeonall the advantages of our 
prefent pofteffions, 3nd turn our 
thoughts on the ways and means of 
making the heft of them, while at 
the fame time we" have a rich and 
valuable chance of acquiring by con- 
quells new dominions, and having of 
courfe fuch new acquifitions covered 
by the fame guarantee which now fe- 
curesour prefent pofleffions. Nobody 
can pretend to deny* that our pre- 
fent pofleflions comprehend all the 
lands included within the bounda- 
ries of the Thirteen States, as the 
fame exifted at the time our inde- 
pendence firft began, but it will be 
ftrongly urged that they cannot ex- 
tend beyond them, fo as to cover any 
lands not included within the 
bounds of fome one of the States, 
unlefs we can make a claim to a fur- 
ther extent by conqueft ; indeed I 
do not fee how we cau otherwife fup- 
poft a claim to independence, fo- 
vereignty, and dominion over, any 
thing which Was not within our 
bounds ajt that time': therefore it 
sfollows, i. That Wherever we fix 
the exterior limit or bounds of any 
one of die States, there we fix the 
bounds of our Commonwealth, and 
it will be urged againft us, that all be- 



yond is not our territory, our right 
or dominion; and therefore, 2* It 
is our intereft to extend the exterior 
boundary of each of our States as 
far as we fairly can, and' of courfe 
any attempt (arifing from envy or 
any little difputes) to abridge or 
reduce the limits of any of the States 
to lines fhort of their true extent/ 
and prevent their covering the whole 
territory to which their origirial 
charters, or ufual prefcriptive titles 
gives them right, is the height oF 
folly, and abfnrd policy, and ope- 
rates diredlly againft the great inte- 
refts of the Commonwealth : and 
here I cannot but take notice of the 
madnefs, fhort-fighted policy, and" 
public mifchief of a late pamphlet, 
entitled Public Goed, which by very 
weak and trifling arguments, at- 
tempts to limit the territory of Vir- 
ginia, to a very inconsiderable part of 
its original and true extent. I think 
fome note of difapprobation mould 
be fixed on that treatife, left it 
ihould be produced in fome future 
debates, as a proof of the general 
fenfe of the States at this time.-^- 
There is indeed, as is well known, 
fome obfeurity of defcription to be 
found in all the ancient charters 
of thefe States, which by that means 
admit of a latitude of conftruction ; 
but moft of thefe are reduced to a de- 
terminate certainty, by 'fubfequent 
acls, decifions, ufages, Sec— and, 
I conceive, that for moft obvious 
reafons.

45.) ; its 
length, North and South, is about 
a thoufand miles; and its breadth, 
Ealt and Weft, (if it extends no far- 
ther than the Mifliffippi river) about 
fix hundred miles on the Southern 
part, and 1250' miles on the Nor- 
thern part ; the contents of which 
are fomewhat .more than 810,000 
fquare miles; more than equal., to, 
thofe of France, Spain,, Germany^ [ 
andltaly, and much. paore t valuabi^ 
in.refpe^t of air, climatS?. !qiI, v tim-\, 
ber, foffils^ fiiheries ? J harbours,", ri- 
yers, &c. with all canveauciicy .for 
itranfportation, both by , maritime. 
2nd inland navigation. It is further 
to be note4 ter^^ia^'with, refpe^l 
to Virginia-* ancl fpme other govern- 
ments, which either $ever had any. 
charters* or * whefe charters have 



been furrendered to- the Crown, that 
.the foil and jurifdiclion of them were 
both in the Crown, and therefore 
the King even claimed right to make 
new grants of foil, and carve out 
and eftabjifVahy new jurifdiclions 
or governments which he thought 
expedient, and on this principle ac- 
tually/,did carve Maryland ana 1 part 
of Jfemifylvanja put of Virginia, 
. how'juftly I, am not to fay ;' but this 
does not tinder Virginia from tak- 
ing her departure from her true Nor-' 
thern boundary on the fea coaft, and 
covering ail ". the lands within her 
limits (not included in thefe cava- / 
ture,s). ( to her utmoft Weftern boun- 
dary,. "^ 

It ;s indeed to be obferved here, 
that afcertaining the boundaries of 
anylState, does not prove the title 
.or right of fuch State to all lands in- 
cluded within, fuch/ boundaries. — 
There is a diftihdtion to be made be- 
tween thofe lands which have been 
alienated by the Crown, the title of 
which at the date of our indepen- 
dence was not in the Crown, but 
veftcd in ^particular peribns, either 
fole or aggregate, and thofe which 
remained in the Cfown, the title of 
which the Crown then, held in right 
of its fovereignty, which was a right 
veiled in the fupreme authority, in 
nature of a truft for the ufe of the 
public* There is no 4oubt but every 
> right and title of all perions and , 
^bodies politic, are as effeftually fe- 
*cur,ed an ^ confirmed to the owners,' 
to all intents and purpofes under the 
, : . Commonwealth, as they were for- 
'. merly under the" Crown 1 but it 
. cannot be admitted that any indivi- 
dual, or ' particular: bodies' politic 
;fhonId Acquire ne'vy .rlehts by"tKe 
■ ^reVjOl'iitipn^to' VftfcH^tye^were not / 
Al ent}tied^uq4er tfrf^rown, i/ e." each/" 
/State has right jtQ claim, hold, or

, the Crowiif but cannot have right

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to claim, hold, or alienate any 
eftate, the claim, tenure or aliena- 
tion of which was then the right of 
the Crown ; but every fuch eftate 
being then held by the Crown in 
right of fovereignty, Qr its fupreme 
power, in truft for the ufe of the 
whole community or bo^y politic, of 
which it was the fupreme power, 
mull pafs, by the revolution, into 
the fupreme power of our Common- 
wealth, i. e. into the Congrefs, and 
be vefted in them in truft for the 
public ufe of the body politic, of 
which they are the fupreme power, 
and the right of tenure and alienation 
muft be veiled in them alone. In- 
deed in all revolutions of govern- 
ment which have ever happened in 
Europe, and perhaps in the whole 
world, all Crown lands, jewels, and 
all other eftate which belonged to the 
fupreme power which loft the go- 
vernment, ever patted by the revolu- 
tion into the fupreme power which 
gained it ; and all fuch eftate always 
became vefted in the latter occupant, 
in the fame condition and under the 
fame limitations to which it was fub- 
jeft under the tenure of the former 
occupant; nor can I fee the leaft pre- 
tence of reafon, why we fhould de- 
part from a rule of right grounded 
on the moft plain and natural fitnefs, 
adopted by every nation in the world 
under like circumftances, and jufti- 
fied and confirmed by the experience 
and fanftion of ages. I think that 
nothing but our unacquaintednefs 
with the heights to which we are 
rifen, the high fphere in which we 
now move, and an incapacity of 
viewing and judging of things on a 
great Icale, could give rife to fo ex- 
travagant an idea, as that one State 
mould be more entitled than another 
to .the Crown lands, or any other 
property of the Crown, which ever 
was in its nature public, and ought 
to continue fo, or be difpofed of for 
the ufe and benefit of the whole public 
community ; or that one State ihoul'd 



acquire more right, or property, or 
estate th'an another, by that revolu- 
tion which was the joint aft, pro- 
cured and perfected by the : joint ef- 
% fort an\dexpence'of the whole. We 
have too long and too ridiculbufly 
fet up to be wifer than all the world 
befides, and too long' refufedto be 
inftrufted by the experience' of other 
nations. f 

III. The vaft territory of the 
Thirteen States above defcribed, and 
containing fomethingmore than five 
hundred millions of acres of land, 
is moftly wild and uncultivated, a 
ftrip only adjoining to the fea, and 
hot containing more than one-third, 
or at leaft t two-fifths of the whole, 
and that by far the pooreft part of 
the foil, is any how' become private 
property; the reft remains a large 
extent of the richeft lands in the 
world to be difpofed of in future 
times ; and the part which I call fet- 
led, is fo far from being filled with 
inhabitants, tharit does not contain 
more than one tenth part of the peo- 
ple which the foil in a ftate of perfeft 
cultivation would fupport; the fron- 
tiers are every where thinly fettled, 
and of courfe very liable to the in- 
roads of the enemy, and very diffi- 
cult to defend. 

IV. Six only of the States have a 
large Weftern extent, viz. Maffa- 
chufett's, Connecticut, Virginia, 
North and* South Carolina, "and 
Georgia; tne other feven ere limited 
within much narrower bounds. 

V. Though the title and right of 
the faid fix States to their whole wef- 
tern excent are indifputable, yet the 
prefervation and ufe of it is feciired 
to them, and the whole muft forever 
be defended by the arms and at the 
expence of the States-General. The 
quotas of this expence ought to be 
proportioned to the value and extent 
of the thing fecured and defended by 
it, Quifentit ccmmt$t(7tt y fenfire debet, 
qucque onus; but -ff ' the quotas of 
the faid.'fix Stared flittuM beincreafed 

in 
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in proportion to the great extent of 
their territory, or even the value of 
the fame, it would bring fuch a very 
preffing weight on theprefent inhabi- 
tants as might be beyond their 
ftrength, or at leafl very inconve- 
nient to them : for here it is to be 
considered, that the expence of the 
war is not to be eflimated merely by 
the cam it has coll, but the devalua- 
tions of the enemy, the lofs of lives, 
&c. are to be brought into the ac- 
count ; and when theeflimate comes 
to be made on thefe principles, it 
will rife very high on fuch parts of 
the interefl defended as could lofe no 
lives, becaufe it had no inhabitants, 
and was incapable of de vacation, 
becaufe it. had no improvements 
which could be deftroyed ; befides, 
as all the ftates have exerted them- 
felves with equal ardour, danger, 
and effort in carrying on the war, 
J tis but reafonable they mould all 
fhare alike in the advantages refult- 
ing from it. To thefe might be ad- 
ded many more ftrong reafons why 
the faid fix States mould cede or 
grant their Weflern uncultivated 
lands to the States-General, to re- 
/main a common flock, till they can 
be difpofed of for the good of the 
whole. But I deem it needle fs to 
urge thi^ matter farther, becaufe I 
am informed that a general convic- 
tion of the expediency of this mea- 
fure prevails through all the States, 
and that it is freely agreed, on the 
part of the faid fix States to make 
a ceflion or grant of them to the 
States-General, as above-mention- 
ed- and that the fame will foon be 
done. We will fuppofe then that 
this is done, and the right and title 
of thefe Weflern uncultivated lands 
veiled in the States-General, what 
is to be done with them, i. e. how 
are they to be managed, in order to 
obtain the greateft national benefit 
pofUble from them ? Some people 
think we ottght to fell or mortgage 
them to foreign Suites, for money in 



our prefent diftrefs. But I have many 
reafons againft this method ; the firff 
is, that it is capable, of the raoft de- 
monftrative proof,that no 'importa- 
tion of money can" help us, even if 
it was given tons, much lefs if our . 
lands are to be mortgaged for it. — 
We are in mere danger from the 
plenty of money coming from all 
quarters in upon us, than from any 
fcarciry of it; our falvation muft 
arife from the wealth and virtue 
which abounds in the country, not 
in hunting abroad for money : be- 
fideS, I abhor the very idea of Gran- 
gers having their paw on any of our 
lands in any lhape whatever ; and 
further, they would* bring mighty 
little in this way, i. e. very little 
prefent benefit, though enough of 
future trouble ; it would be like kil- 
ling the goofe that laid an egg every 
day, in order to tear out at once al 
that was in her belly. But every 
idea of this fort is painful tome, I 
with not to dwell longer on it, but 
beg leave to propofea method which 
appears to me more for our advan- 
tage. 

i. Let the ceded territory be di- 
vided fom the unceded, by the 
plained lines, and let it be kept in 
its prefent uncultivated flate, and 
preferved from the intrufion of any 
fettlers whatever, by the mofl rigid 
and effectual prohibitions, till the 
lands adjoining are fully fettled ; — 
then, 

2. Survey out townftiips of fix, 
eight or ten miles fquare, contigu- 
ous to the fettled country, and fell 
the lands at vendue to the highefl 
bidder, on the following conditions : 
I. That none be fold for lefs than a 
Spanifti dollar per acre. — 2. 'That 
every pi^rchafer be obEged to fettle 
and improve his purchafe within two 
or three years, or forfeit his lands ; 
the particular regulations of which 
mould be published at the time of 
fale, and be rigidly- executed ; and 
when the firk cpurfeor tier of town- 
ihips 
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fhlps are fold, and the frttlement of 
them fecured, lay out another tier, 
fell them in like manner, and fo' on 
through the whole. This method 
will have the following advantages, 
viz. 

I. All the lands fold, will bring 
at leaft a dollar per acre : and if we 
admit, as above computed, that 
three^ hundred millions of our wef- 
tern territory to become the public 
property of the States General, and 
allow one million of acres for lakes, 
ponds, beds af rivers, barrens, Sec. 
there will remain two hundred mil- 
lion acres of good land to be fold ; 
which, at a dollar per acre, will 
produce two hundred millions of * 
hard dollars for the treafury of the 
United States ; the annual intereft 
.of which, at five per cent, wiil be 
ten millions of dollars per annum, 
a fum much more than fufficient to 
defray the whole public expences of 
the Thirteen States, in a time of 
peace, and 6f courfe a large furplus 
to be laid up for a time of war. 

2. This method will puih our fet- 
tlements out in clofe columns, much 
lefs available by the enemy, and 
more eafily defended ; there will bi 
people here for defence near the 
frontiers ; they will have the induce- 
ments of a near intereft to animate 
them to the fervice ; their courfe of 
life and acquaintance with the coun- 
try, will render them much more fit 
for the fervice, than people drawn 
from the interior parts of the coun- 
try ; and the neceflary force may Be 
collected and put into action much 
quicker, and with much lefs ex- 
pence, than if the fame was drawn 
from diftant parts. Thefe, and many 
more and great advantages will na- 
turally refult from our pufhingout 
our fettlements in clofe columns, 
which cannot be expected or hoped 
for, from a vaftly extended frontier 
thinly inhabited, add to this, that 
every new beginner makes his firft 
improvement in company of near 
Vol. XIII 



neighbours, and at but fmall dis- 
tance from older fettlements, much 
more eafily than he could do alone ia 
the wildernefs, where he could re- 
ceive, no helps from his neighbours, 
let his neteffity be ever fo great. 

3. This method would obviate 
one abufe very hurtful to new fettle- 
ments, mod injurious to the indi- 
viduals who firft migrate and bear 
the hardmips of firft cultivation, and 
greatly retards the population and 
improvement of a new country, vix. 
Large quantities pf land lying un- 
improved in the hands of non-refi- 
dents, or abfentees, who* neiiher 
dwell on the land, or caufe it to be 
• cultivated at all, but their land lies 
in its wild ftate, a refuge for bears, 
wolves, and other beafts of prey, 
ready to devour the produce of the 
neighbouring farmers, bears no part 
of the burden of firft cultivation, and 
keeps the fettlers at an incovenient 
diftance from each other, and ob- 
ftructs the growth and riches of the 
townfhips in which it lies ; whilH 
the owner, by the rife of the land, 
makes a fortune out of the labour 
and toils of the neighbouring culti- 
vators. This is a moft cruel way of 
enriching one man by the labour of 
another, and fo very hurtful to the 
cultivation of the country, that it 
ought to be reitrained by the moft 
decifive meafures. 

4. This method will give every 
inhabitant of the Thirteen States an 
equal chance of availing himfelf of 
any advantage of procuring lands for 
the accommodation of himfelf on fa- 
mily ; whilft, at the fame time, the 
ceding ftate will reap great benefit 
from the produce and trade of the 
adjoining fettlements, which will, at 
the fame time, become afecure bar- 
rier to their frontiers, againft the 
incurfions of an enemy on that fide. 

5. In this method we can extend 
our laws, cuftoms, and civil police, 
as fait and as far as we extend our 
fettlements ; of courfe our fronflbr 

O people 
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people will enjoy every benefit of 
civil fociety, and regular admini- 
stration of juitice ; which can't take 
place with equal perfection in the, 
great extent of a thrn fettled fran- 
tier. 

6. Another thing very necefiVy 
to be obferved in the whole manage- 
ment of this affair is, to cultivate a 
good and friendly correfponde'nee *toith 
the Indian natives* by a careful. prac- 
tice ofjuftiee and benevolence toward* 
. them. . They are an innumerable race 
of people, probably extending over 
a vail country to the Weft Seas, and 
very great advantages mav be de- 
rived from their trade, if we can 
gain and preferve their confidence. 
Whereas no body ever yet gained 
any thing by an Indian war. Their 
fpoih are -of no value; but their re- 
<vettge and ' depredations are terrible. 
It is much cheaper to purchafe their 
lands, than to drfpoffefo them by force ; 
and juftice in all cafes is more profit- 
able than w'jltnce and wrong. It 
may be noted here, that many in- 
habitants are already on the lands 
fuppofed to be ceded. What is to 
be done with them ? I anfwer— If 
their continuance is matter of uneafi- 
nefs to the Indians, and is likely to 
produce broils with them, they are 
by all means to be removed. For it 
is unrcafonable that the public tran- 
quillity fhould be endangered for the 
fake of the convenience of a few peo- 
ple, who, without the leaft pretence 
of -right, have fixed themfelves down 
on lands not their own. But not- 
withstanding this, if their continu- 
ance will not endanger the public 
feiurity, let them keep their pof- 
fefliohs on exprefs condition, viz. 
That, when the townihips in which 
their poifeffions ihall be included 
when the -future furveys fhnll be 
made, Ihall be fold, they mall pay 
as much for their lands as the other 
purchafers of the fame townfhip pay 
on an average for theirs, excluding 
every idea of-favour, to wjiich they 



may think themfelves entitled for 
their firit migration and cultivation. 
For I eileem all -this very wrong, 
and injurious to the public, which 
rather defepres punifhment than re* 
ward* But there is another objec- 
tion more forcible, which, I fuppofe, 
will bp pretty readily made to my 

ifcaeme, viz* All the benefits of this 
feberae are future, are a great way 
off; bat we want prefent fupplies, 
to* relieve the prefent neceflities of 
our country. This was Efau's argu- 
ment when be fold his birth-right 
for a mefs of pottage, and is certain- 
ly a very good one, when really 
grounded on fad ; for no doubt a 
man had better give his whole for- 
tune for one meal of victuals, than 
itarve to death for want of it ; but I 
think wife men will examine this 
fact very clofely, and. be very de- 
cidedly convinced, that the fuppofed 
prefent neceflity is really great enough 
to induce us to forego all the fore- 
mentioned advantages for the fake of 
the pittance, the trifle # of money 
which thofe lands would -now bring, 
if fold or mortgaged at prefent, for 
the utmoft they would bring, attend* 
ed with all the mocking and morti- 
fying difadvantages of giving ,any 
foreigners a footing in our country, 
and a claim upon our moft eflential 
and central interefts. But I think 
the objection itfelf is grounded on an 
error; for I, think the prefent ad- 
vantages refulting from my « plan 
greater than could arife from any 
kind of mortgage or alienation of 
thefe lands ; for I confider them like 
a rich, valuable, and fure reverfion,- 
which never fails to give the owner 
a great eftimation, credit, and re- 
spectability in the eyes of his neigh- 
bours, though he receives no per- , 
nancy of prefent profits; but if this 
reverfion was fold or mortgaged for 
a trifle, and foon diflipate,d, (as 
doubtlefs would be our cafe) the 
owner would appear in a light more 

.contempuble, and in every view 

much 
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much more difadvantagebus than if 
he had never owned the right. It 
can't be too often repeated, that <we 
are net capable of being fimed, or iven 
helped, by tht Imporirtiom tf Foreign 
Money; it will defliroy our induftry, 
it will introduce luxury ; the in- 
crease .of quantity, and eafe of ac- 
quirement will depreciate it, and 
thereby defeat its own ufes. This 
is as true as the diurnal rotation of 
the earth, but, like it, not pbvibuY 
to the perceptions of every mind.— 
Unhappy for us ! .the nature of mo- 
ney, and the radical eftence of the 
public finance, depend on principles 
too latent f >r eafy cbmprchenfion ; 
and what makes the matter' more 
dangerous, Jike many delufive ap- 
pearances ihjhe natural world, they 
feem to be fferfeclly eajfy and obvi- 
ous,, when they are leaft umJerftood; 
and therefore it has been obferved 
in all ages, that they work "like ma. 
gic under the direction of urnlriiful 
nien, ever producing effects the Icaft 
expected, al well as failing of thofe 
moft fahgiiinely computed upon ; 
their operations, like other doctrines 
which depend oh an infinity of re- 
lations, are governed by fo many 
co-operating caufes, that their de- 
lineation is very difficult, and their 
demonftration intricate, and not to 
be underftood without a long and 
deep attention ; they make a part of 
the great law of proportions* which 
Nature never fails to regulate and 
adjuft with perfect exactnefs, but 
which the greateft and ftrongeft in- 
tellects* with the moft nervous at- 
tention, can but imperfectly compre- 
hend. Therefore in this, as in all 
other branches of phyfical know- 
ledge, our fafeft cue andfureft prin- 
ciples muft be drawn from experi- 
ment. But to return torn yfubject. 
I do not apprehend the actual pu« 
nancy of profits from our weftern 
lands, when difpofed of according'' 
to my plan, To very diftant as many" 
may imagine. The argument of 



analogy, from what has been to 
what wUl be, is generally allowed to 
be. a good one. if 9 therefore, upon 
this rule 6f reasoning, we may Jup- 
pofe that the i'nereafe of population 
in our .country mall continue the 
fame in time, to come, as we nave 
experienced in time paft, vrz. That 
the number of fouls double once in 
twenty-five, years, it will appear very 
jjrobabfe that our own eyes may live 
to fee the commencement of a great 
demand and rapid" fale of our weftern 
territory. The number of fouls in 
the Thirteen States in 1775, was ge- 
nerally computed at three millions.. 
(Some people of great qbfervation 
were of opinion, this number was 
much. exceeded.) On the afore/aid 
ft;a!e of computation, the number.of 
fouls in thefe ftates, at the end of 
the pext century, will amount to 
ninety-fix millions, enough to ex- 
tend~ov«r the whole territory of our 
commonwealth, and more than Spain, 
France, Germany and Italy now con- 
tain. 

7. I will here fubjoin one thing' 
more, which may perhaps be thought 
worthy of fome confideration, viz. 
That in furveying and granting the 
Weftern lands, all faltlicks and mines 
of metallic ores, co*ls, minerals, and 
all other valuable foflils, (in all 
-which the country greatly abounds) 
may be referved and fequeftred for 
public ufe : a great revenue may 
grow out of them ; and it feems un- 
reasonable that thofe vaft fources of 
wealth ihould be engrofled and mo- 
nopolized by an/ individuals. I 
think they ought to be improved to 
the bell public advantage, but in 
fuch manner, that the vaft profits 
ifluing from them, mould flow into 
the public treafiiry, and thereby en T 
ure to the equal advantage of the 
whole community. ; 

The foregoing conflagrations pperi 
to view fuch great objects, fuch pro- 
ipefts.ofvaft population and national 
wealth, ' as may at firft fight appear 

O 2 chimerical, 
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chimerical, illufory, and incredible. 
A great minifter of ftate was formerly 
fo aftonifhed at the very mention of 
the vaft fupplies predicted 'by the 
prophet .Elifha, that he, with amaze- 
ment mixed with unbelief, exclaim- 
ed, u If the Lord would make win- 
dows in hta*ven, might this thing be J 3 * 
But 1 mean to fubject this eflay to 
the moft rigid examination. Pleafe 
to review every proportion, and 
clofely examine every argument and 
inference 1 make, and if they do not 
jufliry the conclufion, reject them ; 
but if you find the facts alledged, 
true, the proportions juil, and the 
inferences fairly drawn, don't ftart 
at your own good fortune, or fhrink 
from the bleffings which .Heaven 
pours on your country. The boun- 
daries herein defcribed, by which 
the contents of our territories are 
computed, are taken from Mit- 
chel's map, publifhed in 17^5, at 
the requeilofthe Lords Commiffion- 
ers of Trade and Plantation, and is 
chiefly compofed from "draughts, 
charts, and actual furveys of dif- 
ferent parts of the EnglLfh colonies 
and plantations in America, great 
part of which has been lately taken, 
by their Lordfhips orders, and tranf- 
mitted to the Plantation Office, as is 
certified by John pownal, Secretary 
of faid office, and is perhaps a map 
of the beft authority and greatefl ac- 
curacy of any extant. The facts are 
of public notoriety. The compu- 
tations are all made on obvious prin- 
ciples, and may be corrected by any 
body, if wrong. The fentiraents 
are my own, and are chearfully fub- 
jnitted to the moll rigorous fcrutiny 
that can confift with truth and can- 
dour. The fubject is very large ; I 
don't pretend to'exhauft it, or that 
this eflay is a finifhed piece ; it is a 
flitch only, a draught of outlines, 
which, I hope, will be allowed to 
deferve at leaft a candid attention. I 
wifli it might be fufficient to produce 
a full conviction, that it cannot be the 



intereft of the United States either, 
1 ft, to fuffer fuch vaft and valuable 
bleffings to be ravifhed from us by 
our enemies; or, 2d, to confent to. 
their being fold and alienated to fo- 
reigners, for any little, trifling pre- 
fent confiderations ; fuch foolifh bar- 
gains muft originate in very narrow- 
views of the fubject, and terminate 
in fhame and lofs, and in every ftage 
be marked with mortification, difputes 
and embarrailment. 

I will conclude, by juft obfervipg, 
that this effay is wholly confined to 
one branch only, to one fingle re- 
fource of our public revenue, only 
one item of our national wealth ; an 
income vaft indeed, not drawn at all 
from the purfes of the people, but 
capable of being fo conducted, that * 
every individual who choofes to be 
interefted in it, may find a good pro- 
fit refulting from the concern.^ I 
don't doubt but if the whole great 
fubject was properly furveyed by a 
mind capable of fuch reflections, 
many other fources of rei#enue might 
be found, of vaft utility to the pub- - 
He, and in no fenfe injurious, but 
highly profitable to individuals.. So 
to graft the revenue on the public 
flock; fo-to unite and combine pub- 
lic and private intereft, that they 
may mutually fupport, feed, and 
quicken each other, is the fecret art, ' 
the true fpirit of financiering ; but 
we muft never lofe fight of this one, 
great truth, viz. That all refources 
of public wealth and fafety, are only 
materials put into our hands for im* 
proveinent, and will prove either 
profitable or hurtful, according to 
the wifdom or folly with which they 
are managed. Ruin may grow out. 
of national wealth, as well as from 
national poverty. Perhaps it may 
require more great and good talents 
to fupport an affluent fortune than a 
narrow one. Affluence has at leaft 
as many dangers as indigence. All ' 
depends on the characters of the men 
who manage them. The happinefs 

and 
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and wretchednefs of nations depend 
on the abilities and virtue of the men 
employed in the direction ,of their 
public affairs. And I pray God to 
iniprefs a due fcnfe of this great and 
moil important doctrine on the minds 
of all electors and others, concerned 
in the appointment of public of- 
ficers.

America has not only produced 
great military characters, but ex- 
lubited many ftriking inftances of 
humanity and generofuy in the pre- 
fent war. Among the laft we, may 
place the treatment given to Major 
Andre, a Bricifh fpy, who came 
within our works with a defign to 
ruin our country. Juftice was in- 
deed executed, and Andre died : 
But juftice was executed with hu- 
manity, and every alleviation afford- 
ed him that the public fafety would 
allow : The generous Americans 
feemed to forget the nature of his 
attempt, in the regard they paid to 
his accomplishments as a Man and a 
Soldier ; And he was fupported in his 
Jail fcene by feeing refpect and com- 
panion ^towards him in every coun- 
tenance, and in every aclion of thofe 
into whofe hands he had fallen. '-— 
But while we pay the debt of hu- 
manity to our enemies, let us not 
forget what we owe to our friends. 
About four years ago, Capt. Hale, 
an American officer, of a liberal 
education, younger than Andre, and 
equal to him in ienfe, fortitude, and 
every manly accomplimment, though 
without opportunities of being fo 
highly polifhed, voluntarily went in- 
to the city of New- York, with a 
view to ferve his invaded country. — 
He performed his part there with 
great capacity and addrefs, but was 
accidentally difcovered. .. In this try- 
ing circuxnftance he exhibited all the 
firmnefs of Andre, without the aid of 
a {ingle countenance around him 



that fpoke either refpeft or "Com-' 
paflion, and though every thing that 
was faid or done to him was adapted 
to make him feel that he was con- 
fvdered as a traitor and a rebel.— 
Andre appeared great in not con- 
tefting the clear grounds' upon which 
he was condemned, and in refufing 
to employ the abfurd and frivolous 
pleas that Clinton would have put 
into his mouth. Hale, though net 
at all difconcerted, made no plea for 
himfelf, and firmly rejected the ad- 
vantageous offers made hinv by the 
enemy upon condition of his enter- 
ing into their fervice., . Andre ear- 
nettly wi Hied the mode of his death 
might have been more like that of a 
foldier ; but confoled himfelf by ob- 
ferving, that in either way it would 
be " but a moment's pang." Hale, * 
calm and collected, took no notice 
of either of thofe circumftances. — 
Andre as he was going to die, with 
great prefence of mind, and themoft 
engaging air, bowed to all around 
him, and returned the refpect that 
had been, and was ftill paid to him ; 
and faid, *' Gentlemen, you will 
bearwitnefs that I die with the firm- 

nefs ( becoming a foldier." Hale 

had received no fuch refpects, and 
had none to return ; but jnil before 
he expired, faid, aloud, ** I am fo 
fatisfied with the caufe in which I 
have engaged, that my only regret 
is, that I have not more lives than 
one to offer in its fervice." 

Let juftice be done to the charac- • 
ter both of the Briton and American, 
and to the, behaviour of their refpec-J * 
tive nations, upon this 'and fimiltfr • 
occafions. *

prifoner prohibits me ; I fhall touch* 
flightly upon them, and leave the 
reft to thofe who are more at liberty.

Grimkie and Major Haberlham are 
clofe prifoners until LordCornwaJlis's 
pleafure fhall be known ; I obferve 
'* the court is of opinion they are 
guilty of breach of their paroles, 
in correfponding, by letters, with a 1 
man not in the King's peace, and 
who is at Beaufort/' I am informed 
the court were of opinion, that the 
letters contained nothing criminal or' 
of bad tendency : if merely the writ- 
ing a letter is to be conftrued a^ a' 
breach of parole, I believe there is 
fcarce an officer in the Britifh or Ame- 
rican fervice,who have been prifoners 
any confiderable time, but what has' 
violated his parole. I am much at 
a lofs to recfcHeft any breaches -of 
parole that 1 have been overlooked ; 
my feelings cannot point them out 
to me. I herewith return the origi- 
nal letters which you require.

obliged to remonftrate againft the 
xigorous treatment, in many cafes 
extending to dtath, which the loyal 
militia, when maie prifoners, moft 
invariably experience. 

Thefe reprefentations, gentlemen, 
having been grounded on the trueft 
principles of benevolence, and which 



it behoves each fide, equally to have* 
advanced, I was as much furprized 
as I was mortified, to find them in 
all cafes practically difregarded, and 
in many, wholly negleaed. It is 
therefore become my duty, however 
irkfome to myfelf, to try how far, 
a more decided line of conduft will 
ptevail, and whether the fafety of 
avowed adherents to their caufe, 
may not induce the American troops 
to extend a proper clemency to thofe, 
whole principles arm them in de- 
fence of Britifh Government. 

Induced by thefe motives I have 
conceived it an act of expediency to 
feize on your perfons, and retain 
* them as hoftages for the good ufage 
of all the foyal militia, who are, or 
may be made prifoners of war, re- 
viving to regulate, in the full ex- 
tent, yofir treatmenr, by the mea- 
sure of theirs, and which my feel- 
ings make me hope, may hereafter 
be moft lenient. 

And as I have thought it necef-

An Act to rai/e effectiw Supplies for 

the year 1 781. 

Whereas the honourable Congrefs 
of the United States of America, did, 
by their refolution of the 15th of 
-January, 1781, demand of the feve- 
ral States in union, fuch effective 
fupplies as* might enable them to 
carry on the war with vigour and 
effeft : and whereas it is the defire of 
the reprefentatives of the freemen of 
this State, to comply with the faid 
refolution of Congrefs, 

Be it therefore enacted , and it is 
hereby ena&ed, by the representa- 
tives of the freemen of the common- 
wealth of Pennfylvania, in general 
affenlbly met, and by the authority 
of the fame, that the fnm of two 
hundred thoufand pounds mall be 
raifed, levied, collected, and paid, 
within the current year (over and

• Se&. ,1 . Be it enaBedby the Council 
and General Jfembly of this fate, and 
it is hereby enacted, by the authority of 
the fame, That there (hall beafletfed, 
levied and raifed on the fcveral in- 
habitants of this ftate, their goods 
and chattels, and on the lands and 
tenements within the fame, the fum 
of One Hundred and Fifty Thoufand 
Pounds, at two feveral payments; 
that is to fay, The fum of One Hun- 
dred Thoufand Pounds (hall be af- 
fefl>d, levied, raifed and paid into 
the treafury, on or before the tenth 
day of September next ; and the fum 
of Fifty Thoufand Pounds, on or 
before the firft day of December 
next ; and that the faid payments be 
made in money, in certificates, or 
in receipts for the articles of pro- 
vifion and clothing in this act enu- 
merated, at the value and in the man- 
ner hereinafter limitted and directed.

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Ev«ry Angle man, whether he 
lives with his parents or otherwife,- 
who does not keep a horfe, mare, or 
ge din^, any fum not exceeding 
Thirty Shillings. Provided always^ 
Th.t every Tingle man pofTeffed of a 
rateable . eftate, the tax whereof a- 
mounts to the hi£heft fum he is above 
directed to be raced at, (hall be af- 
fe/Ted for fuchcllate only, and not as 
a fingle man. 

Every male fiave between the ages 
of fixteen and fixty years, any fum 
not' exceeding Thirty Shillings. — 
Provided always, That no flave fhall 
be taxed who is unable to work, or 
that may appear to the aflcflbrs and 
chofen freeholders to be more charge 
than profit to his mailer or xhiltrefs. 

Every coach, chariot, four wheeled 
chaife or phaeton, any fum not ex- 
ceeding Five Pounds. 

Every twohorfe chaife or curricle, 
any fum not exceeding Thirty Shil- 
lings. 

Every riding chair, kittereen, or 
falky, any fum not exceeding Ten 
Shillings.

All pinchbeck or filver watches 
fhall be rated any fum not exceeding

All filver plate, the property of 
.any of the inhabitants of thh fiate, 
above twenty ounces, fhall be rated 
at Three-pence per ounce. 



All covering horfes of four year* 
old and upwards, fhall be rated any 
fum not exceeding Ten Pounds, 

All other horfes, mares, and geld- 
ing?, of two -years old and upwards, 
fhall be valued at Twenty-five Shil- 
lings each head. 

All horned cattle of two year* old 
and upwards,, fhall be valued at 
Twenty Shillings each head. 

Ail trafts of land held by deed, 
patent, or furvcy, whether improved 
or unimproved, fhall be valued at 
the difcretion of the afleflTors and 
chofen freeholders in each refpe&ive 
county of this ftate, a's follows, viz.

Three-yard linen by the yard, the 
fum of Four Shillings, and other linen 
in proportion. 

Good new homefpun milled blan- 
. kets, containing five yards, the Aim 
of Forty Shillings. 

Home-made fait, belt quality,, the 
^ fum of Seventeen Shillings and Six- 
pence. Provided always. That every 
perfon tendering or intending to pay 
any of the before enumerated articles, 
in difcharge of his tax, or of any 
part thereof, fhall tranfport or con- 
vey the fame to fuch place within 
the to^nfhip, precinct or ward . 
wherein he refides,' as' fhall be di- 
rected by the contractor of the coun- 
ty, and fhall there make delivery 
thereof to the faid contractor or per- 
fon by him authorized or employed 
for that purpofe, taking a receipt 
for the fame, fpecifying the article 
or articles fo delivered, and the 
quantity and quality of each, with 
the value of the fame; and fhall de- 
liver the faid receipt to the collector

required to make application to the 
Colonel or Commanding Officer of 
my regiment in the county, for fuch 
a timber of men as may befufficient 
as agu^rd for their protection, which 
the (aid Colonel or Commanding Of- 
ficer is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to grant accordingly, by call- 
ing out fo many cjaffes of the militia 
of his regiment a§ may be fufficient 
for thr.t purpofe, upon an oath or 
affirmation of fuch afleflbr, colleftor 
or conftable being to him produced, 
taken before a juftice of the peace of 
the county, that he verily ' believes 
and thinks it dangerous to proceed 
in the duties of his office, without 
fuch guard; and the officer, non- 
commtflioned officers and privates fo 
employed, mall be admitted to do 
the fajid duty on horfeback, and 
(hall receive the fame pay while en- 
gaged in the faid fervice, as is al- 
lowed to horfemen while in aftual 
militia duty, to be paid in the fame 
manner, on a certificate from the 
faid aflefTor, collector or conftable, 
fpecifying the number of days they 
were fo employed ; and the officer or 
officers who (hall command the faid

DifTentient, 
fiecaufe this bill contains provifos 
and regulations diametrically contra- 
dictory to the fplrit and I«rtter-of.the 
Constitution ofshis State, regulation* 
which manifefUy tend to confound 

and 
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and bring into one, the Iegiflative, 
executive, and judicial branches of 
the government, which have been fo 
carefully and diftinclly marked out 
and feparated by the convention, and 
upon the reciprocal independence of 
which, the life, liberty, and pro- 
perty of every citizen doth eflentially 
depend ; and we are fo decided in 
this fentiment, that we declare, in 
the words of Judge Blackftone, when 
fpeaking of the three branches of the 
Britifh legislature, " That if ever it 
lhould happen, that the indepen- 
dence of any of the three branches 
of government fhould be loft, or 
that it lhould become fubfervient to 
the views of the other two* there 
would foon be an end of the Confti- 
tution, and that fuch a change, 
Jbowever effected, would be at once 
a didblutioQ of the bands of go- 
vernment." 

Becaufe this bill, by giving an- 
nual falaries to the principal officers 
of the executive and judicial branches 
of government for one year, to be 
altered afterwards by the legiflature 
from time to time, in facl, abolifhes 
the independence of thole . depart- 
ments, and by evading the checks 
of the Conftitution, indirectly re- 
duces them into mere ftiadowsof the 
aflembly for the time, being; thus 
threatening a compleat tyranny in 
the hands of a few men, or rather, 
as the fpirit of the people is too big 
for fuch an/event; and, as the con- 
federation in which we are linked 
with the United, States would pre- 
vent it, contriving a fcene of anar- 
chy fufficient to oblige the people to 
content to the abolition of the pre* 
lent form of government, unrighte- 



ouily charged with ihfufficiency and, 
mifchief. 

Becaufe, from a moft extraordina- 
ry particularity, and by a rctrofpec- 
tive wording of this bill, the falaries 
which it provides for the officers 
therein named, for one year, are to 
begin from the Z2dday of June lait, 
the day on which' the tender of paper 
money was taken away ; thus calling 
on perfons, fomeof whom are now out 
of office, and who have received the 
fums ,tlien lawfully due to them, to 
refun ; a part of the fame or rather 
obliging the State to inftitute odious 
and unrenfonable fuits in the law, 
for monies to which, till this bill 
was patted, they had as legal right 
as to any part of their eftates; and 
thus committing the authority of 
this Houfe, in a cafe which will be 
thought a hard one, to the judgment 
of a' common jury ; and we are the 
the more averfe to this part of the 
bill, as this ex fofi f*8c claufe, 
which will form a dangerous prece- 
dent, is introduced with a very ill 
grace, confidering that* the bills of 
credit, in which the falaries of thefe 
officers are payable, during the fix: 
months preceeding the. &id 22d of 
June, were twenty -five per cenu, 
worfe than fpecie, . at, their com- 
mencement in December latt, and 
that they depreciated within the firft 
quarter to two for one, and foon 
after to fix for one. 
. Becaufe this bill pretends, fo far 
as the authority of the. legislature 
will go, toiet afide a regular con- 
stitutional proceeding of the firft af- 
fembly of this Commonwealth of the 
19th of March, 1777,.?.

this, as the life, liberty, and fafety 
of the citizens of this ftate, more im- 
mediately depend on the full and 
unqueftioned independency of the 
judges on fo variable a body as the 
• reprefentatieves in affembly mult be. 
For if the houfe poffefs a ri^ht to 
legislate in this manner, it is not 
only poffible, but likely, that men 
of fuperibr eftate, having important 
caufes depending in the fupreme 
court, or having loft fuch by the in- 
tegrity and firmnefs of the judges, 
wUl endeavour to procure feats in 
the aflembly, in order to intimidate 
the judges, in the firft cafe, or puniih 
them in the latter; thus annihilat- 
ing all laws and juftice. Further, 
becaufe we look upon the proceeding 
of the affembly of March 19, 1777, 
before refered to, as an implied con- 
tract between the Commonwealth 
and the Supreme Judges, which, 
howeyer apparently deranged by the 
late unhappy. depreciation of the pa- 
ptr money of Congrefs and of this , 
Commonwealth, caufed by toolarge 
an emiifion thereof (furely without 
*ny fault on the part of thefe judges)

ought to be confidered as binding 
upon the State, in every confidera- 
tion of j ullice and policy, for we mu# 
confider the occaftonal votes of fala- 
ries for thefe judges, whilft paper was 
tenderable, as intended merely to 
make good thefe ftrft Awns, thougli 
from the ftill varying ftate of the cur- 
rency, they have proved inadequate 
to their Jfirft eilabliihment ; and we 
consider it as the duty of this houfe, 
inftead of undermining this contract, 
to give it every poffible validity at 
this time, when filver and gold are 
recurred to as the medium of the 
public taxes and transactions, and as 
the ftandard of private property ; 
more efpeciaJIy as falaries &xc$ in 
March, iyjj,are, if compared with 
the prefect prices of the neceflajies 
of life, very moderate, 
. Becaufe the judges of the Supreme 
Court ought, by the Conftitution, to 
have fixed falaries, whereas this bill 
in words, as contrary as words can 
be, declares them to be mutable, 
and aims to deftroy the eftabliflunent 
of thefe falaries made by the firft af- 
fembly, by leiTening them atprefent, 
and holding ou? exprefsly further al- 
terations. 

Becaufe, by pafiing this bill, re- 
plete with fundamental deviations 
from the Conilitution, and highly 
threatening its deitru£tton, the eighth 
feclion thereof has been violated, 
which forbids us to add to, alter, 
abolilh, or infringe any part of it* 

Becaufe, if we give our afteat to 
this bill, we are perfuaded we ihould

Refolved unanimouily, That the chief juftice.be allowed a falary of one 
thoufand pounds per annum ; and the affiftant judges a falaxy of £ve hun- 
dred pounds per annum, each. 
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the Cohftitution ; and were equally- 
convinced, that the independent ex- 
ercife of the conlHtutional authority 
of the executive and j udidal branches 
of our government, are* as eflential 
to the well-being and fafety of the , 
people, as the power and privileges 
of this houfe, and we wi(h it to be 
known to our eonftituents, and to 
the world, that we are perfuaded in 
our confciences, if we had concurred 
in pafling this bill (which we confi- 
der, an attempt not only to leilen 
and abridge, but indirectly to deilroy 
thefe authorities under pretence of 
ceconomy) we fhould have been guil- 
ty of as flagrant a breach of truft and 
of perjury, as if we had confented 
to a bill for removing, or even abo- 
lifhing the Prefident and Council, 
and the Judges of the Supreme Court 
in the moil direct and explicit ternjs. 
Finally, Becaufe fo far from agree- 
ing to eftablifli this bill, the princi- 
ples and tendency of which we abhor 
and dread, we declare on the con- 
trary, that we confider it our deareft 
intereft as citizens, and our duty as 
members of this houfe, to frame a 
bill and to promote a folemn act of 
this legiflature without delay (now 
that gold and filver, the mort ftaple 
monies of any are become the 
ftandards of value) which ihall fix 
adequate, yet moderate, falaries and 
allowances for the principal execu- 
tive officers without limitation of 
time, in order that the executive 
branch may become fully indepen- 
dent of the legislative, according to

I have the pleafure to acquaint 
you* for the information of my Lords 
Commiffioners of the Admiralty, that

Macbride, with a fignal out for dif- 
covering. an enemy's fleets but at 
&ch a diftaace that ? wa» with the 
utmoft difficulty t oould difEnguift 
the tobur of the flag ; it was then 
calm. Vut a breeze toon fpnrging 
%p> I made the fignal for a general 
thace } the enemy at fucii a alliance 
that} Could bat juft difcover them 
from the Britannia's mail head at 
J&m o'clock. At the clofit of the 



erening feven of our ftripslhad got a 
good diftaace a-head of me> the 
Foudroyant, Capt. Jervis, thefore- 
rnoll ; and in the night, it coming 
to blow ftrong, with hazy weather, 
after having lojj his companions, at 
47 minutes after 12, brought the 
Pegafe, of 74 gunsand^oo men, t© 
a clofe action, which continued three 
quarters of an hour, when the Fou- 
droyant, having laid her on board 
on the larboard quater, the French- 
man ftruck. My pen is not equal to 
the praife that is due to the good 
conduct, bravery, and difcipline of 
Capt. Jervis, his officers ani Tea- 
men, on this occafion : let his own 
modeft narrative, which I herewith 
inclofe, fpeak for itfelf. 

The next morning, foon after day 
break, the wind then at South, 
blowing ftrong, it fhifted In an in- 
ftant to Weft, and with fuch violence 
that it was with difficulty I could 
carry my couries to clear Ufiiaat 
and get the Channel open, which 
oeing accomplished by noon, I 
brought to and remained fo until the 
evening of the 2?d, to cpile£l the

By the accounts of the prifoners 
there v/ere 1$ fail, laden with ilores, 
provifious, and ammunition, under 
the convoy of the Protecteur of 74, 
Pegafe 74, L'Andromache 32, to- 
gether with L'Attjonaire, a two- 
decker, armed en flute, all bound 
for L'Ifle de France. They* left 
Breft the 19th inftant. 

I cannot pretend to give their 
Lordmips a particular account of the 
number of prizes, but mall; refer 
them to that they may receive as 
they arrive in port, though.

in her mads and yard, the mizen 
maft and foretop maft having gone 
away foon after the acltion ceafed. 

ft blew fo llrong yefterday morn- 
ing, that I with difficulty put eighty 
men on board the prize, but received 
only forty prifoners in return, in 

Eerfbrming which I fear two of our 
oats were loft. The difabled ftate 
of the prize, together with the flrong 
wind and heavy fea, induced me to 
make the fignal for immediate affift- 
ance, which Commodore Elliott fup- 
jplied, by making the Queen's fignal 
to affift the difabled fliip. 

At eight o'clock laft night they 
bore S. S. W* four miles diftance of 
us : We lay too till ten, in hopes of 
their joining, but not perceiving 
them, we bore up, and ran N. £.

the Commonwealth of Peanfylvani >, 
in Genera! AJJembly met, and by the au- 
thority of the fame. That one compa- 
ny, in additiou to the four companies, 
already ordered to be railed, by a re- 
folve of the Houfe of AfTembly of. 
the 23d day of December, 1780, be 
immediately raifed, completed and 
equipped, to ferve during the prefect 
war, or until difcharged, each com*, 
pany to confifl of One Captain, one 
Lieutenant, one Enfjgn, four Ser- 
jiMr.ts, four Corporal.% one Drum* 
liitr, one Fifer, and (ix*v Privates; 
ind which five computers arc to 1c, 
paid, cloathed, vicluaJIjo and other, 
wife provided for, and rewarded witfc 
lands at the end of the war, as the 
other troops in the fcrvicc cf the Uni- 
ted States, pnd belonging to this 
State are; and be under the direc- 
tion cf the Supreme Executive Coun- 
cil of this §tate for the time being, 
for the defence of the faid fron- 
tiers. 

And be it further enaSled iy the att- 
thotity afore/aid , That the Supreme- 
Executive Council fhall appoint and 
commiGlon the additional officers of 
faid corps, to be taken from thofe cf 
the Pennsylvania line, who are now, 
or hereafter may be on half-pay ; and, 
fhall pay to the officers, or any other 

perion 
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person in Ming any able bodied re- 
cruit, the fum of Thirty Shillings, 
as foon as he fhall be attefted and 
have paffed m after ; and (hall, over 
and above the cloatbing, ration*, and 
other emoluments mentioned m the 

' foregoing claufe, to be grven to each 
foldier as therein di reeled, pay the 
fum of Nine Pounds bounty to each 
recruit, one third part thereof at the 
time of inliftment, and the remain- 
ing two thirds when they (had! feve- 
rallypafs mufter as aforefaid. 

And whereas fuch ir>curfions and 
depredations of the enemy a?e often 
fo fudden and violent, as t? require 
the immediate exertion of the inha- 
bitants of the faid counties and fron- 
tiers, in order to put a flop to the 
enemy's penetrating into the fa£J 
counties and djftri£ts, and alfb to 
purfue, overtake, way-lay and dif* 
cover, and otherwife annoy ihem in 
their retreat, Beit therefore furthtr 
tnafted by the authority aforefaid % 
Thar 'as often as fuch incurtjons and 
depredations (hall happen to be made, 
or as often as there fhail be iutticient 
reafon to apprehend fuch ftMl bi the 
defign of the enemy, that then, and 
in fuch cafe, and in fuch -cafe only, 
fuch of the inhabitants as wi)! from 
time to time £o in purfnit of the ene- 
my, in order to overtake and way-lay 

, them, and to difcover their tracks 
and approaches, fhall be entitled to 
militia pay and rations of provifions, 
while it ftiall appear they were necef- 
farily employed in fuch fervice. 

Provided always, That before 
fuch pay is ordered to be made, the 
Lieutenant of the refpedbve county, 
on the oath or affirmation of one or 
more of the party fo ferving, fhall 
certify the time and nature of the 
fervice in which heor Chey have been 
fo employed, and the neceflity of a 
party or parties going on foch fervice ; 
and the Supreme Executive Council 
are hereby authorifed a: d impowered 
to draw on the Treafury of this 
State from -time to time, for fuch 



fum or fums whfcb ihall be for the 
purpofes aforefaid. 

And whereas, by fuch. incorfions 
and depredations, the greater part 
of the inhabitants of faid frontiers 
have been driven from their habita- 
tion?, and thereby difperfed, their 
hoofeiand fences burut, their ca* tie- 
killed or taken, and otherwife much 
diitrefled, and thereby rendered un- 
able to pay the public <tues ; Be it 
therefore cna&ed by the authority aftr*- 
faid, That-at ihail and may be law- 
ful to and 'for the commiflioaera of 
the faid counties refpe&ively, or any 
two of them, and they are hereby 
enjoined and required, in all cafes 
wherein the inhabitant* have been 
obliged by the enemy to abandon 
their habitations, fo that *o proper 
return-can be- obtained of their pro- 
perty, as painted out by law. to ob- 
tain fuch account by the form, books, 
or rolls of the laft valuwion of pro- 
perty, or ty foch ottoer ways and 
means as to them (hall foett juft and 
fitirffaclofy ; and fhaUpv thereupon 
proceed to value and levy the fame, 
in juft proportion to the othtr 
parts of the counties 'refpecYivery, as 
nearly as may be. 

And be it farther enafied by the 
authority aforefaid % That the faid 
lomm>ffioner£, or any -two of them, 
are hereby authorifed and required 
to exonerate and dtfeharge. fuch of 
the taxable inhabitants as ta*ll make 
fufficient proofs, or, for, and in be- 
half of whom faiisfacfory evidence 
fhall appear to the faid Ctommjf&on- 
ers refpe&ivcJy, of their having 
been driven off and difponcfled of 
their fettlemenw, or otherwife dif- 
treiTedby means of the enemy, from 
the payment of all, or foch part as to 
them (hall feem joffc aail reasonable, 
as well of the taxes already laid and 
atfetfed on the faid inhabitants, as 
the taxes which may be laid a*. afore- 
faid during the continuance of the 
prefent diitrefled ilatfle of the counties 
aforefaid^ 

And 
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And whereat a cdnftderable num- 
ber of the faid inhabitants have with 
great courage and fortitude flood 
their ground, on the verge of the 
frontier*, in jeopardy and at the 
hazard of their lives, and thereby 
ittJi forming in fome mcafure, a bar- 
rier to the flying inhabitant*, and 
eventaaUy preventing the enemy pe- 
netrating into the interior para of 
the State; Be it therefore enacted by 
the authority afore/aid, That for the 
greater encouragement of fuch as 
have- Hood, and will hereafter (rayon, 
their plantations, at the verge of 
the frontiers, in jeopardy and at the 
hazard of their lives, that it DiaJl 
and may be lawful to and for the faid 
Comtninloners, in like manner as 
aforefaid, to exonerate and difcharge 
from the payment of taxes, either in 
whole or in part, as ft? alt feem to 
them juft and reafonabie, alt fuch. aa 
have rtood, and will hereafter in like 
manner Hand in defence of the fron- 
tiers. 

Andbe it further enacted by the au- 
thority aforefaidy That the faid Com- 
rmffi oners, or any two of them, (hall 
tranfmit without delay to the Gene- 
ral Aftembly, a lid of the names of 
the perfons fo exonerated, Hating the 
amount of the funis fo remitted, that 
the deficiencies which may artie in 
raifing the quotas of the faid counties 
may be made good, and provided 
for in levying and railing the other 
taxes of the State*

Extract of a letter from Major -general \ 
Lord Stirling, dated Saratoga^ 
Nov. 6, 1781. 

I have received a letter from Col. 
Willet, copy of which is inclofed. 
The returns he alludes to were never 
fent. The vigilant, prudent con- 
duct of this officer through the whole 
affair was fuch as reflects the .higheft 
honour upon the military character ; 
and the efiential fervice he has done 
his country, will give him a pleaflng 
remembrance in every honeft breaft. 
The number he has taken, killed 
and wounded, with the diftrefTed 
fituation in which he left them, wity 

amount 
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amount to little fhort of a total de- 
feat ; eight days, march will fcarcely , 
bring them, to a country where they 
can be fupplied with provifions, 
(Copy.) 
Fort Renfelatr, Npv* 2, 1 78 1. 
Mr Lord, 

Having juft returned from purfu- 
ing the enemy, my firft bufinefs is 
to acquaint your Lordfhip of the 
particular tranfaetions that have taken 
place in this quarter from the time 
of their firft appearance. 

Eight o'clock, 4\ M. .of the 24th 
lilt. I .received advise that a confider- 
able body of the enemy were difco- 
vcred in the upper part of the Mo- 
hawk diftrift; every means was in-' 
ftantly taken to collett the force of 
the country, in order to oppofe them 
witkout lofs of time, fo that by one 
o'clock, the following day, I was 
within two miles of Fort Hunter, 
with between four and five hundred, 
levies and militia ; there I learnt that 
the enemy, having burnt- feveral 
houfes and bams at Warrenfbufli, 
liad crofled the river at a ford fome 
difrance below, and were marching 
to Johnftown. This obliged me to 
crofs the river as loon as poflible, 
and march by the fhorteft route to 
the place whither they were directing 
their courfe. V/hen within two miles 
of Johnftown, I was informed they 
were already there, had halted, and 
were bufy in killing cattle belonging 
to the inhabitants. Thus fituated, 
I was determined to attack them as 
foon as poflible; and ordering the 
left wing of the few troops I had, to 
perform a circuit through the woods, 
and fall upon their right Hank, 
while the right wing advanced in 
front. 

A few minutes brought us in view 
of them. The troops of this wing 
were pufhed on to a field adjoining 
to the one pofTeued by the enemy, 
where they difplayed to the right 
and advanced in a line towards them, 
who retired with precipitation to a 
neighbouring ' wood, clofely preffed 



by our advance, who began to fkir- 
mifti with them, while the remainder 
of the wing was advancing brifkly in 
two columns. In this pleafmg fitu T 
ation, without any apparent caufe, 
the whole of this wing turned about; 
and fled, nor was it poflible to rally 
them. A field piece, which was left , 
on a height, at a fmall diftance from/ 
the wood, ,to fecure a retreat, was , 
abandoned, and fell into the hands 
of the enemy- £t this critical pe- 
riod, our left wing, commanded by- 
Major Rowley, of the Maffachufett'sr 
ftate, and compofed of the militia of 
this county, except about fixty of- 
the levies of the above ftate, made 
their appearance in the enemy's 
rear. 

Thefe foon regained every thing 
our right wing had loil, and more. 
Night came on, and the enemy re- 
tired into the wood, leaving a great 
number of their packs behind them. 
After marching fix miles, they en- 
camped on the top of a mountain. 
By information from prifoners who 
made their efcape from them in the 
night, it appeared to be their in- 
tention to ftrike^ at the frontiers of 
Stone Arabia, in order to furnifh 
themfelves with provifion* This in- 
duced me to march to that place the 
next morning, where we remained 
all that day and night, without hear- 
ing any thing further from them, 
than that they were pointing their 
route further into the wildernefs. 
I was now Aire they were unable 
to make any fudden ftroke below 
tl>e Little Falls, and in confe- 
quence, on the morning of the 2/th, 
I removed to the German Flatts, 
in order to be between the enemy 
and their boats, which they had left 
at Oneida Creek* On my way I 
learnt, that the party which I had 
detached to deftroy them had re- 
turned without doing their duty. >'. 

The 28th was patted in furnifhing 
the choiceft of the troops with five 
days proviiions, and 60 Oneida In- 
dians, what had this day joined me.

It now aft>eared clearly, that the 
enemy having given up the hope of 
returning to their boats, were di- 
jeriin** their march to Buck's Ifland, 
«r to OfTwagawehu. The troops in- 
tended to purfue them, to the amount 
of 400, befides Indians, cro/Ted the 
Mohawk at Fort Herkimer, and en- 
camped in the woods. The day fol- 
lowing we marched upwards of zo 
miles north, into the woods, through 
a friow ftorm, and about 8 o'clock 
A. M. of the morning of the 30th, 
we fell in with the enemy, between 
the rear guard and a detachment of 
40 men wjth fome Indians. Thefe, 
it was intended, fhould procure a 
frefh fupply of prpvifions, and fol- 
low after their troops, who were to 
continue their route. Some of this 
party were taken, fbme killed, and 
the reft difperfed. Their main body 
fet out on a trot in an Indian file, 
and were purfued as warmly and 
clofely as poflible, until quite night. 
Our pnrfuit they but once endea- 
voured to refift, which was at a very 
bad ford on Canada Creek, where they 
left Major Walter Butler and feveral 
more, (This is the fame Butler 
who commanded the mafla'cre at 
Cherry Valley in November, 1778.) 
We have loft but one man on the 
purfuit. Our Indians were very 
j&fefol, and behaved with their ufual 
alerrnefs ui»n fuch occafions. Your 
Lordfhip knows they are the beft 
cavalry for the fervice of the wilder- 
ire£. Strange as it may appear, it 
j» "true, that notwithftandtng the 
enemy had been four days in the 
wildernefs, with only half a pound of- 
horfe flelh per man per day, yet Jn 
this famifhed fituation they trotted 
30 miles before they flopped. Many 
of them indeed fell a facrifice to fuch 
treatment- Their pack* arid blan- • 
Jerts were ftrewed through the woods. 
A}1 the horfes, except five which 
were fent a considerable diftance for- 
ward in their vari, with their wound- 
rd and a f<\V prifoners, fell into our 
bands. 



In this fituation I left the anfortu-r 
nate Major Rofs ; unfortunate I call 
him ; for he was furely fo in taking 
charge of fo fine a detachment of 
men to execute fo dirty and triflng a 
piece of hufinefs as he was fent on, 
at fuch immenfe hazard and exqui- 
fite toil* To fatigue the brave 
troops any longer' appeared unne- 
cessary. The enemy who continued 
their flight great part of the night 
had got greatly the itart of us, and 
almoft certain deftrU&ion appeared 
before them. — A feven days march, 
rivers pafftble but upon rafts, a bar- 
ren wildernefs, in an inclement fea- 
fon of. the year, to be encountered 
with before they can obtain any pro- 
vifions ; befides, 'our fituation, had 
we purfued them a day or two longer, 
mi?ht become little better than 
theirs : for our Indians, and many 
of the troops, in order to purfue 
them with greater vigour, had thrown 
afide their blankets and provifions, 
which were now. 20- miles or more in 
the rear: in fine, we left them in a 
fituation, perhaps, more fuited to 
their demerit than a mufket, a ball, 
a tomahawk, or captivity. 

I lhall not attempt to give your 
Lordfhip an account of the whole 
of the enemy's lofs from the begin- 
ning to the end of the affair. The" 
fields of Johnftown, the brooks and 
rivers, the hills and mountains, the 
deep and gloomy marfhes through 
which they had to pafs ; thefe mult 
tell — thefe only can tell ;, and, per- 
haps, at'Ieaft the officer, whoever he 
is, that detached them pn this paltry 
expedition. The defolate ^region 
they traverfed in their flight, while 
we were purfuing them> lies up-- 
wards of thirty 'miles north of Fort 
Schuyler. 

It would be wrong hi me to clofe 
this letter, without a/Turing your 
Lordfhip, that the troops in general, 
who were with me on this fervice, 
fupported the great fatigues they had 
to encounter, with a foidjer-Jike for* 
tkude. To Andrew Frink, Efq, 
fojrmerl^ 
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formerly a Captain in Colonel Van 
Schaick's regiment, but at prefent a 
Magiftrate in this county, who per- 
formed the fervice of a Brigade T ma- 
jor, I am und^r great obligations, 
for his particular attention, great 
diligence, and manly deportment, 
through the whole of this expe- 
dition- 

Inclofed is a particular return of. 
the force of the enemy ; returns of 
«ur killed and wounded, and fuch . 
as fhall be proper to tranfmit to your 
Lordfhips, fhall be fent forward as 
foon as collected.

Whereas there has been great va- 
riance in the decifions of feveral Ma- 
ritime Courts within the United 
States, concerning the prctenfions of 
vefTels claiming a ihare. of prizes, as 
being in fight at the time of cap- 
ture ; Tome having adjudged that 
the mere circumftance of being in 
fight ^was a iuihxient foundation of 
a more aclive influence : And where- 



as this incon/tfnience hath lifen ffcem 
the want of an uniform rule of de- 
termination in fuch cafes : „ 

Be it 'therefore ordained, by the 
United. States in Congrefs affembted, 
that no fhare of any prize fhall he 
adjudged to a vefTel being in fight 
at the time of capture, unlefs the 
faid vefTel fhall have been able at the 
time when the captured veflcl (truck, 
to throw a mot as far as the fpace 
between herfelf and the capture! 
veflel; and that every veflel coming . 
in aid of the captors, which fhal! 
.have been* able at the time when the 
captured vefTel ilruck, to throw a 
fhot as aforefaid, and fhall have-beeri 
duly authorized to make captures, 
fhall be iutitled to fhare. according to 
the number of her men, and the' 
weight of her metal; provided « that 
nothing herein contained ihalf be 
conftrued to affeft any agreement, 
which fhall have been previoefly 
made between veflcls cruizing in can- 
fort. .. 

And be it further ordained by fhe 
authority aforefaid, that whenToever 
an armed vefTel belonging to, and 
commifOoned by the enemy,. ihaH be 
captured by any armed vefTel belong- 
ing to the tJnited States, and duly 
aurhdriTed to make captures/ the net 
proceeds of the Tales of the captured 
veflcl, and of her rigging, taddr, 
apparel and furniture, fhall be ad- 
judged to the. captors, and where a 
cargo fhall be on board of fuch cap- 
tared veflel, one moiety of the net 
proceeds of fuch cargo - fhall be ad- 
judged to the United .States, and 
the other moiety to the captors. . 

And be it further ordained by the 
authority aforefaid, that upon ths 
capture of any w venpl belonging . to 
the enemy, and laden with mails o< 
fpars, by an armed veflel belonging 
to &£ United States, and duly au- 
thi^Bd to make captures, the net, 
prc^Rds of the Tales of iuch captured

ORDERS. 

As. it is expelled, that in the 
courfe of the prefent winter, many 
of the officers and men -belonging to 
the army of the United States, will 
be indulged with leave of abfence 
from Jtheir corps for a limited time ; 
and as it is absolutely neceflary the 
^ricfeft punctuality fhould be obferv- 
ed 7 in returning at the expiration of 
the time for which, their furloughs 
are granted ; the Commander in 
Chief has thought proper, thus, 
early in the feafon, to fignify his fix- 
ed determination to all concerned, 
that every officer or foldier, who 
fhall abfent himfelf beyond the limi- 
tation of his furlough, (unlefs he 
ihall be prevented from returning by 
fome inevitable misfortune, or other 
cafualty, which ihall be deemed a 
Sufficient reafon for his detention) 
ihall for fuch conduct be brought to 
trial. before a Court-Martial. 

Upon the return of ahy officer, 
wfco may have violated this order, 
• by abfeming himfelf beyond the 
time of his furlough, report is im- 
mediately to be made thereof, to the 
Adjutant-general or Depu^y^dju- 
tant-general, who is to repjHKt the 
fame to the General or Com^Hnding 
Officer, that the neceffary fteps may 
be taken, without delay. The mode 
of proceeding againil abfent officers, 



as pointed out by a refolutlort at 
Congrefs, is to be invariably purfu- 
ed. Soldiers are alfo to b6 tried and 
punithed in the moft fummary man- 
ner, if they will be guilty of a crime 
fo injurious to the public fervice, as 
well as to the intereits and feelings 
of their brother foldiers, who may, 
in confequence of the long abfence 
of fuch delinquents, be unavoidably 
debarred the gratification of vifitirig 
their friends before the opening of 
the campaign. 

The General, however, cannot 
but hope, by talcing the precaution 
of caufing.this public notice of Jus 
intention to be given to the army, 
the difagreeable confequences will be 
prevented, which might otherwife 
have taken place; for he is per- 
fuaded, whoever will give himfelf 
the trouble to refleft, will find, that 
as great indulgences as are confident 
with the public good, andjuftice to 
individuals, are granted in the firft 
inftance. That, as a certain num- 
ber of officers' and men muft be con- 
stantly kept in camp, every trefpafs 
upon thofe indulgences is an act of 
injuftice to the individual who is 
detained in confequence of it,* and 
probably in the iiTue to the public ; 
that the moft pointed exaftnefs is in- 
difpenfably requifite in all military 
affairs, events unknown, and fre- 
quently of the greateft magnitude 
depending upon it ; and that thofe 
men who have attached thcmfelves 
to the fervice pf their country, fhould 
confider that the public has a con- 
usant claim upon their fervices, which 
can- only be difpenfed with under 
certain circumitances, and for defi- 
nite periods, of which, thofe intrud- 
ed with the regulation of the army 
muft be fuppofed to be the moft conu 
petent judges. 

No officer or foldier is to be per- 
mitted to be abfent on furlough after 
the 16th day of April next, on any 
occafion whatever.

the Deity, reproachful to govrfft* 
ment, injurious to fociety, corrupt- 
ing to many othenvife virtuoufly in* 
clined, and fo juftly teriding to draw 
.down the vengeance of Heaven : 
And to the intent, that religion and 
good manners may flourish and in- 
creafe, I have 'thought fit to iuue 
this Proclamation, exhorting all per* 
fons decently and reverently to at- 
tend the worfhip of God on every 
Lord's day, as a fervke acceptable 
to him, and the means of improve- 
ment to themfelves ; and expccling, 
and hereby requiring, that all well- 
difpofed perfons, rind especially all 
pe>fons in place of authority j will by 
their -own exemplary condudt encou- 
rage and promote piety and virtue, 
guide the young, the weak, and the 
unexperienced into laudable courfes, 
and confirm them therein, and to 
their utmoft contribute to the dis- 
countenancing thofe of diflbltite and 
debauched behaviour J that they be- 
ing thereby brought to feel the (name 
and contempt into which Vhey are 
fallen t may be prevailed on to re- 
form their evil practices* and others 
being deterred from imitating the 
fame* and preferred from their per- 
nicious influence, may at lengthy be, 
properly principled againft them ; 
and thus* the converfation attd de- 
meanour of good men may aid the 
laws, and fupply what they carmot 
wholly erTecluate — And for further 
promoting fuch reformation, it is 
hereby enjoined, that.all magiflrate* 
ancL others, whom it may concern, 
be very vigilant and exact in difcp* 
vering, profecuting and punifhing 
All perfons, who fhall be guilty of 
profanation of the Lord's day, blaf- 
phemy, profane fwearing or curfing, 
crunkennefs) leAvdnefs, or other di£ 
folute or immoral prs&Jce ; * that 
they fuppreTs all public gaming 
houfes and other diiorderly houfes ; 
that they put in execution the acl of 
Affembly, intitled, ;" Aa acl againft 
drunkennefs* and to prevent the 
Y y fcrievOtt* 
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grievous fins of profane curfing, 
f wearing and blafphemy," and alfo 
another aft, intitled, " An aft to 
prevent the breach of the Lord's 
day, commonly called Sunday,*' and 
all other laws now in force for the 
punilhing and fupprefling any vice, 
profancnefs, or immorality-— And 
for the more effectual proceeding 
herein, all judges and Jufticcs hav- 
ing cognizance, are hereby directed 
to give drift charges at their refpec- 
tive courts and (effions, for the due 
profecution and puniihment of all 
who (hall pcefumc to offend in any 
of the kinds aforefaid, and alfo of 
all fuch, as contrary to their duty,' 
iball be. remifs or negligent in pot- 
ting the laws in execution — And 
every minifter of the gofpel is here- 
by requeued to read or caufe to be 
read this Proclamation, in the place 
of worship where he officiates, as 
often as may be judged proper, and 
ftrnngly to inculcate in their refpec- 
tive congregations, a love of piety 
and virtue, and an abhorrence of 
vice, profancnefs, <and immorality.

Rcfolvedy That it appears from 
futhcient evidence, that Cbngrefs 
did, by their aft of the 24th of Sep- 
tember, 1779. inter alia, ear- 
neflly recommended to the States of 
New-Hamplhirc, MarTachufeits bay, 
and New-York, to pafs jaws, exprefs- 
]y authorifing Congrcfs, to hear and 
determine all differences between 
them relative to their refpeftive 
boundaries, in the mode prefcribed 
i>y the articles of confederation, and 
alfo, by txprefs laws for Ac purpofe. 



to refer -to the drcifion of €ongre& 
all differences- or difput?s between 
them, relative to jurifdiftion, which 
they might refpeftively have with 
the people of the diflrift, called the 
New Hampihire Grants ; and alfo,* 
to authorife Congrefs to proceed, to 
hear and determine all difputesfu li- 
fting between the grantees of the* 
faid States, refpeftiug titles to land 
lying within the faid diitrift ; and 
alfo, that Congrefs did thereby 
pledge their faith, after a ftiH an'd 
fair hearing of the faid differences 
and difputcs* to decide and- deter- 
mine the fame according to equity, 
and carry into execution^ awi fup* 
port their determinations ami deci- 
iions in the premifes..

averted *in the fecond above mention- 
ed refolution ; and, that after many 
and repeated delays, they were at 
Jength, on the 10& day of Sep^em- • 
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thl< State, and in direS contempt 
tnd infringemement of feveral a6U 
of Congrefs : That although they 
had contented themfelves with.* the 
exercife of jurifdiftion, principally 
up to a line runping nearly parallel 
to Hudfcn's river, at twenty miles

Refolded, That the legiflature of 
this State is greatly alarmed at the 
evident intention of Congrefs ; and 
from political expedience, as it is 
exprefled in a letter from his Excel- 
lency the Governor of this §tate, of 
the 8th of Auguft laft; and as evin, 
ced in their aclts, of the 7th and 21ft 
of the fame month, inclofed therein, 
to eitabliih an arbitrary boundary, 
whereby to exclude out of this State, 
the greateft part of the territory de- 
fcribed in the fecond refolution 
above-mentioned belonging moft 
unqueftionably to this State, as part,

tween two or more States in the 
union; nor to admit into the union 
even any Britifh colony, except Ca- 
nada, without the confent of nine 
^States, nor any other Sut£ whatso- 



ever; nor above all, to create a new 
State by difmemfcering one of the 
Thirteen^ United States, without 
their uqjvcrfal confent. 

Re/btmd 9 That in cafe "any au 
tempt by Congrefs, to carry into 
execution their faid a&s of the 7tli 
and 21ft of Auguft laft; this legifw 
lature, with all the due deference to 
Congrefs, are bound in duty to their 
conftuuents, to 'declare the fam+an 
afTumption of power in the face of 
the faid aft of fubmiffion of thi> 
State, and againft the clear letter 
and fpirit of the fecond, third, 
ninth, and eleventh of the confede- 
ration, and a manifeft infraction of 
the fame; and do, therefore, fo- 
lemnly proteit againft the fame* 

Re/ohved % That a copy of thefe 
refolutions be forthwith made and 
certified by the Frefident of the Se- 
nate, and Speaker of the Affembly, 
in prefence of his Excellency the 
Governor, who is hereby requefte^ 
to atteft the fame, with the great 
feal of this State, and tranfmit it, 
without delay to Congrefs, to the 
end that the fame may be entertain- 
ed on their journals, or filed in their 
archives, in perpetuam, res memoriami 
and that another copy, fo certitied 
as aforefaid, be delivered to the De* 
legates of this State, for their ufe, 
and guidance ; and that they be, 
and 'hereby are exprefsly direcleq „ 
and required to enter their diflent, 
on every ftep which may be taken in 
and towards carrying the faid two 
laft mentioned acts of Congrefs into 
execution.

" A gentleman of intelligence* 
who left New- York on the 33d kUl 
wl in whom lean place full confi- 
dence, gay£ me the following parti- 
culars, which J conceived yourJSa:- 
cellency entitled to; and therefore 
do myfelf the honour to tranfmit 
them :. . ■ . 

" That foxne time iinee, Commii- 

fioner^frOgOi Vermont, had met with 

' pcr#i» 
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perfpns appointed by General HaU$- 
mand, and offered to become fubjeft 
to the crown and government of 
Great Britain, upon the following 
terms, viz. 

«* Firft, That the 'territory, as 
claimed by the Vermonteers, be 
cooftituted a feparate and diftinft 
colony or government. 

** Secondly, That the fame form 
of government be granted unto 
them, which Was formerly enjoyed 
b* Connecticut ; excepting that the 
Governor of the province fhould, 
from time to time* be nominated 
and appointed by the Crown. 

" Thirdly, That they be allowed 
to remain neuter during the prefent 
contett, unlefs- the war is carried 
within their own territory.

Extracl of a letter from Major-General 
Shirley, Captain-General and 
Commander in Chief of the Leeward 
Charibbee Iftands, dated St. Chrif- 
tophef's, Feb. 15, 1782. 

I am extremely mortified at be- 
ing obliged to inform your Lordfhip, 
the iflands of St. Chriilopher and 
Nevis, having been attacked by a 
powerful fleet and army, under the 
Command of the Maquis deBouille, 
were compelled to furrender to the 
French arms on the 12th of February 
inftant, after a fiege of about five 
weeks, upon the terms of a capitu- 
lation, which I have the honour to 
fend inclofcd to your Lord(hip. 
[For the atriclcs of capitulation fee pages 
270 and 272.] 

ExtraS of a letter from Brigadier-Gene- 
ral F R A s E R , dated St. Chriftopher y s, 
February 24, 1782. 
I am extremely forry to inform 
you, that, with the opinion of the 
engineer, the commanding officer of 
the artillery, and the reft of the of- 
ficers of the garrifon, I was under 
the painful neceflity to fiirrender the 
few remaining troops under my com- 
mand at the poll of Brimftone-hill, 
by capitulation, on the 12th inftant, 
Zz to 
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to the FreftcIV troop* commanded by 
the Marquis de Bouilie. 

On the 9th of January, 28 frenchf 
Clips of the line, with feveral frigates 
and tranfports, appeared off this 
ifland ; on the nth they flood in for 
the road of Baflaterre, and that even- 
ing landed 800a troops, with a for- 
midable train of artillery. Finding 
the enemy's force bore every appear- 
ance of being very fopcrior to the few 
troops I had for the defence of this 
ifland, I judged it prudent to with- 
draw my out-jpofts ; and being join- 
ed by General Shirley, with a de- 
tachment of the militia of the ifland, 
from Baflaterre, I rook poft on Rrim- 
ftone-hill on the nth. 

On the nth and i-zth the enemy 
compleatJy inverted and blockaded 
the garrifon ; their right taking poll 
in the town of Sandy Point, and 
their left at Godwin's Gut. They 
immediately advanced their picquets 
within 500 yards of Erimftone-hill, 
to cut off our commuication with the 
country; and likewife detached corps" 
to B<a£aterre and the town of Old 
Road ; in fhort (Brimftone-hill ex- 
cepted) the enemy were in full poflef- 
fion of the ifland, and in fuch por- 
tion to prevent us every means of 
fuccour, unlefs the Bricilh fquadron 
ihonld be fuperlor at fea. 

In this fituation I prepared to make 
the belt defence poflible. The ground 
we were on muft be acknowledged 
to be Very, flrong by nature, and 
againft an immediate attack by af- 
fdult, I am confident we fhouid 
have proved invulnerable, but the 
fortifications were very old, and in 
i rninous (late, and by no means 
eqoal to ftand the fire from foch heavy 
batteries as opened during" the fiege. 

In the night of the 16th of Janua- 
ry, the enemy began to break ground 
at Summerfail's eftate, dfftant 500 
yards on the north-weft fide, and at 
Lawiin's eftate on the old road fide ; 
and in the morning of the 19th they 



opened a battery of fix ratortars /rorffc 
Rawlins's, From that day the fire 
from the enemy increafed daily on 
us, new battenes frequently open- 
ing; and for the hft three- weeks 
they conftantly, night and day, bom- 
barding and cannonading the garri- 
fon, and with fuch effed, that early 
in the fiege, every cover on the hiU r 
the ftore containing all the rum, the 
arfenal, and the artillery ftores, and 
part of theprovifioir-ftores, wefe con- 
fumed or torn to pieces by the fire 
from cannon. The latter partof the 
fiege, almofl all the gans were dis- 
mounted or difablcd, and the works 
on the north-weft fide were an- intire 
and perfeft breach. I muiVaedd, the 
want of iatrenching-tools was fe- 
vercly felt^ there was riofratoy pro- 
yifion of the kind made, which put 
it out of our power to make any re- 
pair or retrenchments within, which 1 
were fo necefl'ary againft an aflault^ 
when fuch confiderable breaches were 
made in the works ; and when it was 
fo well known by the enemy, that 
our decrcafe of troops in the garri- 
fbn was very considerable, we had 
reafon to look for every monient. 

Under aU thefe circumitances* a£- 
ter a fiege of five weeks,, thirty-four 
days, fince the, enemy's batteries 
began to open, moft of which time 
we received fire from twenty-four 
mortars,* and twenty-three pieces of 
heavy artillery, againft a fpot of 
ground where the greateft diameter 
is not more than two hundred yards,, 
the whole of the garrifonr % from the 
great decreafe by killed, wounded, 
fick and defertion, being obliged to 
be nnder arms- every nigh^ which 
barraiTed and fatigued them fo much, 
thatl thought it would have been 
wanting in humanity, to have riflced 
the lives of the fmall body of gallant 
foldiers, that had behaved with fuch 
fidelity and courage <Juring the fiege, 
to have fubje&ed them to an aflault. 
which, from the fuperior numbers

Formidable, at Sea, April 14, 1 782. 

Sir, 
I mutt deiire you will pleaTe to ac- 
. quaint their Lordfhips, that notwith- 
standing the diTpofitipn I had made 
of his Majefty's fleet Under my com- 
mand, which were Rationed to wind- 
ward of the French iflands in a line 
flretching from the latitude of De* 
fiada to the latitude oPSt^Vincent'*, 
with a line of frigates to«windward # 
which their Lordfhips may perceive, 
by the difpofition of the" fleet T have 
'the honour toinclofe, and which dif- 
pbTition was thought by every officer 
.of the fleet to be Tuch as to render it 
impoflible for any -convoy bound to 
the French iflands to efcape, yet, 
nojtwithftanding the vigilance of eve- 
ry captain and officer, the enemy 
found means to eTcape by making 
the ifland of I>eTiada, and creeping 
clofe under Gadfdaloupe and Domi- 
nique, they arrived fafe in the Bay 
of Fort Roy ah on the aoth andaul 
of March. 

Information having been given me 
of this unlucky event, I thought it 
my duty to return to the Bay of Gros 
Iflet, St. Lucia, where 1 had Ordered 
the ftorefhips, victuallers, and trade* 
bound to Jamaica, to rendezvous^ 

On my arrival in that Bay every dift 
patch pcflible was made in refitting the 
fleet, and taking in (tores and provi- 
sions to five months of all Tpecies for the 
whole fleet. A watchful eye being 
kept the whole time on the FrencE 
fleet on the Bay ef Fort Royal, as I 
knew that Comte de Graije would 
h alien she refitting his fleet, and take 
, Aaa. th* 
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t he firfl opportunity of proceeding to 

the place of his destination. 

On the 5 th of April I received in- 
telligence that the enemy were em- 
barking their troops on board the 
fhips of war,* and concluded they in- 
tended to fail in a very few days. 

Captain Byron of the Andromache, 
an active, briflc and dilligent officer, 
•watched their motions with fuch at- 
tention, that on the 8 th inftant at 
day-light he made the fignal of the 
enemy's coming out, and ftandrng 
to the nonh-weit ; I rnllantly made 
the fignal to weigh, and having look- 
ed into the Bays of Fort Royal and 
•St. Pierre J s, where no enemy's fhips 
remained, I made the fignal for a ge- 
neral chace, and before day-light 
came up with the enemy under Do- 
Jninique, where both fleets were be- 
calmed, and continued fo for fome 
time. The enemy firft got the wind 
and flood in towards Gaudaloupe : 
my van divifion under that gallant 
officer Real-admiral Sir Samuel Hood 
received it next and ftcod after them. 
At nine the enemy began to cano- 
nade my van, which was returned 
with the greateft briftnefs. 

The baffling winds under Domini- 
que did not permit part of the center 
fliviiion to get into action with the 
enemy's rear, till half paft eleven, 
and then only the fhip next to me in 
the line of battle. 

Their Lord fhips may eafily imagine 
the mortification it nvuft have been 
to the fix teen gal feint Officers com- 
manding the (hips of the rear, who 
could only be fpettators of an action 
in which it was not in their power to 
join, being detained by the calms 
under Dominique. 

The enemy's cannonade ceafed 
upon my rear's approach, but not 
before they had done confiderable 
damage to the fhips of the van, and 
difabled the Royal Oak and Monta- 
gu, and his Ivlajefty had loft a gal- 
lant" officer, viz. Captain . Bay ne of 



the Alined, and a number "of office* 
and feamen, as mentioned in the 
account tpanfmitted to their' Lord- 
fhips ; but fuch was^ the fteady be- 
haviour of Sir Samuel Hood and the 
(hips' in the van, that the enemy re- 
ceived more damage than they oc- 
cafioned.. 

The night of the 9th inftant the 
fleet lay to to repair their damages. 
The loth they continued to turn to- 
windward under an' eafy fail, the 
enemy's flee© continuing to do the 
fame, and always had it in their 
power to come to action, which they 
moft cautioufly avoided, and render- 
ed it impoffiMe for me to force them 
in the fituation they were in, be- 
tween the Saints and the ifland of 
Donyique. On the 1 ith of April/ 
the enemy having gained confider- 
ably to windward, and the wind 
blowing a frefh and fteady gale, I 
made the fignal for a general chace 
to windward,, which continued the 
whole day. Toward fun-fet, fon*t 
of the headmoft fhips of the fleet had 
approached near to one of the ene- 
my's fhips that had received damage 
in the late action, and had certainly 
taken her, if Comte de GrafTe had 
not bore down with his whole fleet 
for her protection,, which brought 
him fo near,, that I flattered myfclf 
he would give me an opportunity of 
engaging him the next day. With 
that view I threw out the fignal for 
the form of failing, and flood with 
the whole fleet to the fouthward till 
two o'clock in the morning ; then 
tacked, and had the happinefs at day- 
light to find, my moft i anguine defire 
was near being accomplifhed, by my 
having kin my power to force the ene- 
my to battle. Not one moment was 
loilin putting it into exetiition : the 
confequence has been fuch as I have 
had the honour to reprefent in my 
former letter of this. day; and can fey 
no more, than that too much praife 
cannot be given to tie gallant officers 

and 
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**i men of the fleet I had the ho* 
Bour to command.

pafiage home in the Andromache.

Captain Ball, late of his Majefty's 
fhjp the Superb, arrived early on the 
1 6th, inftant, with difpatches from 
Vice-admiral Sir Edward Hughes, 
Knight-,of the Bath, and Command. 
der in.Chfcfof iiis Majefly's fhips in 
the Eaft-Jhdies, to Mr. Stephens, of 
which the following is an extract : 
EttraB of a letter fr om Vke- admiral 
Sir Edward Hughes, to Mr. 
St e f h E n s , dated on board the Su- 
perb, in Trincamale Bay, on the 15/A 
of January, 1782. 
.1 had the honour to addre/s you for 
their Lordfhips information by letter 
ofjhe f8th of October laft, in which 
I informed their Lordfhips, that Ma- 
jor-general Sir Hector Munro, Knt. 
of the Bath, was fent to take the 
cqmmahd of the Companies troops 
in the Taojore country, and to co- 
operate with his Majefty's fquadron 
under my command* in the. attack 
of Negapatam ; that I was in hopes 
we fhould be able to reduce it, al- 
though the garrifon was reinforced 
by a large detachment jpf tjyder Al- 
ly's troops, and the fortifications con- 
siderably ftrengthened by new works : 
That it was true the feafon for mili- 
tary operations on the coajt was far 
advanced, And the fhift of the Mori- 



foon at hand ; but, that for a place 
of fo muchconfequence to the Com* ' 
pany's and national interefts as Ne*. 
gapam truly was, ibmething muft be 
rifqued. Accordingly the Compa- 
ny's troops appeared at Nagore on 
the fta coaft, on the 21ft of Oc- 
tober* and Major-general Sir Hector 
Munro immediately landed from the 
Superb, to take the command of 
them ; the fame day the whole corps 
of marines of the fquadron, amount- 
ing to 443, .officers included, landed . 
and joined the Company's troops; 
and on the zzi a battalion of feamen 
from the fquadron, confifting of 827, ; 
including officers, was alfo landed : 
The whole under the command of 
the Captains Thomas Mackenzie, of 
his Majefty^s fliip Active, Captain 
Alexander M'Coy, of the Exeter, 
and Captain Henry Reynolds, of 
the Combuftion firefhip, with orders 
to co-pexate with Major-general Sir 
Hector Munro to the utmoft, in all 
meafuces for the attack of the place : 
la the mean time the heavy cannon 
for the attack, confifting of four 
eighteen-pounders, and two twelve 
pounders, iron guns from the tranf- . 
ports, with twelve eighteen-pounders . 
from the mips of the fquadron, two ten 
inch and fix five and a half inch mor-' 
tars with their carriages, a proportion- 
able number of fhot, wells, powder, 
and every eflential {lore was landed , 
through a great furf by the boats of, 
the fquadron, and on rafts or catama- 
rans, made for that purpofe, with in- , 
credible fatigue to tit men, and equal 
fpirit and alacrity, under the fuper- . 
in tendance of Captain Ball of the 
Superb, who had great merit in this 
department of fevere duty. 

On the night of the 29th of Octo- 
ber, thefbong lines which the enemy 
had thrown up, flanked by redoubts, 
to cover and defend the approach to , 
the town, were ftormed and carried 
by our troops, in which the feamen 
and marines bore a principal part, 
and diftinguifhed themfejyes fbriteady 
and determined bravery. 

A a a 2 On 
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On the 3d of November the Gene- 
ral opened ground againft the north 
face of the fort, and the approaches 
were carried on with great rapidity, 
in which the feaxnen and marines 
worked with readinefs and effect On 
the 5 th I moved with a part of the 
fquudron near the fort on the flank 
of our lines, and on the 6th landed 
early in the morning, to concert with 
the General the bell means of carry- 
ing on the fiege with vigour, and 
returned on board the Superb, the 
fame evening. 

On the 7ih a battery of 10 eigh- 
tcen-pounaers, within 300 paces of 
the walls of the place, being ready 
to opea, I thought it proper to fend 
the following fummons, jointly with 
the General, to the Governor : 
C&#f before Negafatam, November, 
7, ij%u . 
Silt, 

As we are perfedly informed of the 
wetknefs of the town and citadal 
ofNegaparam, and the fmallnefs of 
the garnfbn you have to defend it 
againft the fliips and troops of his 
Britannic Majefty, and the Eaft- 
India Company, under our com* 
stand; of whofe great fuperiority in* 
proportioned numbers ana difcipline 
you cannot be ignorant. 

We are induced from motive of 
humanity, in order to avoid the ef- 
fufibn of blood, and of regard" to you 
and the inhabitants of the place, to 
prevent, if in our power, the diftrefTes 
and calamities that may befal* you 
and them, to demand of you the im- 
mediate furrender of the place, en 
fach terms as appear to us reafonable 
and confident, and you and me agree 
upon. For this purpofe we give two 
hours from the time this fummons is 
delivered to you, to deliberate on an 
aafwer. If you agree to furrender 
on Capitulation, tommiwoners are 
immediately to be fent on your part 
to the General in camp ; but if you 
reject the offer now made you, the 
batteries will immediately open 



againft yoar walls, and you wiH your* - 
felf be the caufe of more difadvao- . 
tageous terms at a latter day, .We 
have the honour to be, with great 
regard, Sec. &c. &c.

During the courfe of the fiege. the 
enemy made two defoerate failles 
with the greater part of the garriibn, 
but were both times beat back into 
the town with much lofs. In the 
afternoon of the 10th, the breaching 
battery being ready, four eighteen 
pounders were got into it, and opened 
on the face of the baton intended to 
be breached with geod effeel ; in the 
night four more eighteen pounders 
were got into the fame battery, and 
all opened on the breach bafiion at 
day-ligh;, and fooa alter demanded a 

parity*. 
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parley, and fertf otrttwo cbmmiffidn- 
ers to the General in. camp with terms 
of capitulation, which the General 
did me t{ie honour to fend off on 
board the Superb. In the mean , 
time hoftilitSes ceafed 'on both fidev 
and ea rly on the morning of the 1 2th 
I landed and went to camp, and, ■. 
with the General, received the.com- 
miifioners tnere about 'ten o'clock,

The fquadron loft in this fervice 
17 feamen killed, and 27 wounded; 
13 marines killed, and 29 wounded ; 
moil of the wounded have fince died 
of their wounds, and many, both 
feamen and* marines, were carried 
off fuddenly by violent cramps' and 
fpafms, brought on by wet and fa* 
tigue. 

From the 12th to the 29th of No- 
vember the weather was fo tempef- 
tuous, that it was with the greateft 
difficulty and riique I could embark 

fame 
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fome 1 of the military prifoners from 
the port of Nagore to windward on 
board his Majefty's fhip theA&ive, 
and the Company's fnow Panther ; 
and on the 19th, there being every 
appearance of an approaching gale 
of wind, the fquadron put to feaj 
and flood to the N. Ea under their 
courfes, until the weather became 
more moderate, and the whole re- 
turned" to Negapatam road on the 
23d, except the Company's mips 
•Neptune and Royal Admiral. . 

On the 24th and 25th, the wea- 
ther being more moderate, I .was 
enabled to embark the whole of the 
feamen and marines, who had done 
duty on more during the fiege, on 
board their refpeclive fhips ; and the 
remaining part of the military pri- 
foners being embarked on board the 
Active and Panther, they failed for 
Madrafs on the 4th of December, 

From that period to the end of the 
month we experienced all the vicifli- 
tudes of Monfoon weather, much 
wind, heavy rains, and now and 
then a fair day,^ of which we took 
the advantage to get provifions and 
water on board the fhips, and em- 
bark the Dutch Company's civil fer- 
Vants from the late Governor down- 
ward, in all 56, on board the Com- 
pany's fhip Rochford, and fhe failed 
with them for Madrafs on the 23d 
of the month. 

A detachment of the Company's* 
land forces being granted me for the 
purpofe of garrifoning Trincamale, 
if taken, confifling of an officer and 
30 European and native artillery, 
and about 500 volunteer Sepoys, 
under a Captain and five fubalterns, 
they were embarked on board the 
mips of the fquadron and the Com- 
pany's fhip EfTex accordingly ; and 
I failed with his Majefty's fhips and 
tranfports as per margin * from Ne- 
gapatam road the 2d of this month, 
•and arrived in this bay on the 4th,

where I found Captain Montague, ift. 
his Majefty's fhip the Seahorfe, who 
had been ftationed off this place ever 
fince the 21ft of Auguft laft, to 
block up the Dutch fhips in the har- 
bour. 

On the 5th in the morning I be^ 
gan to difembark the troops with all 
the boats in the fquadron* fix largfe 
chilingas, and four large rafts or ca- 
tamarans ; the chilingas and cata- 
marans were brought from Negapa* 
tarn for this purpofe. The marines, 
with two fix -pounder field -pieces 
mounted, a detachment of artillery, 
and two companies of Sepoys as pi- 
oneers landed firft, about three miles 
from Trincamale Fort, without any 
refiftance ; the battalion of feamen, 
confifting of the fame number of 
officers and men as at the attack of 
Negapatam, were landed immedi- 
ately after the marines, and joined 
them ; the Company's Sepoys fol- 
lowedthem, and the whole were lan- 
ded before dark, under the command 
of Captain John Gell, of his Ma- 
jefty's fhip Monarca,^flifted by Capt* 
IWontague of the Seahorfe, and Capt. 
Reynolds pf the Combuftion fire- 
fhip ; the feamen and marines, with 
the guns and pioneers, immediately 
formed, and marched towards Trin- 
camale Fort ; and the fame night 
the grenadier company of marines, 
with the guns made themfelves maf- 
ters of the fort, by pufhing lefo- 
lutely on thro* the gateway, while 
the Governor was drawing up on 
paper the terms of capitulation 
which he meant to propofe. In this 
fort, which commanded the only 
place where provifions and ftores 
could be landed from the fhips, 
were found 10 iron guns of different 
calibres, and three officers with 40 
men were made prifoners ; and I 
learned from the prifoners, that the 
enemy's whole remaining ltrength 
was drawn into Oftenburgh F6Yt, 
B b b on 



* Superb, Monarca, Exeter, Worcefter, Burford, Eagle, Combuftion 
firefhip, Nymph floop, EfTex Company fhip, Expedition brjg* 
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on the top of a high hill which com- 
manded the harbour, and had 
an open communication with their 
fliips. 

On the 6th we began to land the 
requifite (lores, provifions, and bag- 
gage for the troops at Trincamale 
Fort; and on the 7th the Field- 
officers, with Major Geils the engi- 
neer, were employed hi reconnoi- 
tering, to find the belt road to the 
heights. On the 8th, the whple 
marched toward a high hill, which 
commanded Oflenburgh Fort, on 
the top of which the enemy had a 
poll with an officer's guard. This 
poll a detachment of feamen and 
marines drove the enemy from on 
the fame night, and took po/Teflion 
of it within 200 yards of Oftenburgh 
« Fort ; and I ordered Colonel Gell 
to fend the following fummons of 
furrender to the Governor the morn- 
ing of the 9th : 

Superb, in Trincamale Bay r 

Jan. 9, I7S2, 
Sir, 
As I am perfectly informed of the 
weaknefs of your fort, and the very 
fmall number of men yon have to 
defend it againil the fhips and troops 
of his Britannic Majefly and the 
Eaft-India Company under my com- 
mand, of whole great fuperiority, 
both in proportioned numbers and 
difcipline you cannot be ignorant ; 
I am induced from motives of huma- 
nity, in order to avoid the effufion 
of blood, and of regard to you and 
the inhabitants of the place, to pre- 
vent, if in my power, the difkeiles 
and calamities that may befal you 
and them, to demand of you the 
immediate furrender of Fort Often- 
burgh and ks dependencies, with 
the dips and veffels in Trincamale 
harbour, on fuch terms as appear to 
me reafonable and confident, and 
you and I may agree upon ; for this 
purpofe I give you two hours from 
the time this fummons is delivered to 



you, to deliberate and return me art 
anftver. If you agree to furrender 
on capitulation, CommifTioners are 
immediately to be fent on your part 
to Colonel Gell, commander of the 
forces on ihore, who will fend them 
in fafety to me ; but if you reject 
the offer now made you, you your- 
felf will be the caufe of lives loft, 
and more difadvantageous terms ax a 
later day.

I could not afford ; but being defi- 
rous not to rifque a repulfe, I wrote 
another fummons to the Governor 
as follows :

the neceflary difpofitions made for 
the attack, to begin at day-light in - 
the morning of the nth ; and ac- 
cordingly the ftorming party, com- 
peted of 4.50 feamen and marines, 
and their officers^ with each flank , 
covered by a. company of pioneers, 
and 20 feamen carrying the fcaling- 
ladders, and armed with cutlafles, 
with a ref rve of three companies of 
feamen, and three companies of ma- 
rines, wiih two field-pieces to fup-

In this aflault I had the misfor-

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tone to lofe Lieut. George Long, 
my fecond Lieutenant, a moil wor- 
thy and deferring officer, who was 
killed in advancing bravely to the 
affault at the head of his company, 
and alfo 20 non-commiflioned and 
private feamen and marines. Lieut. 
Wolfeley, who commanded a com- 
pany of feamen, Lieut. Samuel On* 
of the marines, who commanded 
their gren. dier Company, and did 
duty as Brigade-major, and 40 non- 
commiflioned and private feamen 
and marines, were wounded. The 
enemy loll but few men, 'as they 
moftly threw down their arms, and 
their forfeited lives were fpared by 
that difjK>iItion to mercy which ever 
diftinguifhes Britons.

chief of his Majefty's fhips and force? 
by fea before Negapatam, and to me, 
who had the honour of commanding 
the troops that beGeged it by land. 

Sir Edward blocked it up by fea 
from the Sth of July to the 12th of 
this month, the day on which it fur- 
rendered. 

The reduction of this fortre Cs at 
this period is of the utmoft confe- 
quence to the public, as it is to the 
interefts of the Eaft-India Company, ' 
for mould the French and Dutch, or 
either of them, in force come to the 
Coromandel coaft, Negapatam would 
not only have been their arfcnaF and 
granary, but the place from whence 
they would have commenced all their 
intended operations againft the Com- 
pany's forts and poiTeiGons in this part 
of India, and would have been of as 
much conference as Pondicherry ' 
would have been, had it not been 
taken and demoliihed.

fcrvice, and his knowledge of the ad-

1 3th. Agreed, the words counties 
or being infer ted after the word re- 
fpective. 

14th. The High Sheriff of each 
county, and Chief Mogifirate of eack 
town, fhall then (on due notice from. 
government) have power to order the 
faid corp9 to march to any .part of 
Great Britain, as the public fervice 
may require. 

15th. Agreed, in cafe of actual 
invafeon ; bat in riots the rna gift rates 
to call out their refpeclive corps 1 

and, 
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fend* as to rebillion, or civil war, 

(which God avert i) no fpecific pro- 

vifions can be made for fo dreadful 

and improbable an event. 

16th. The counties rand towns to 

pay the men who require it ; but 
fuch a» enroll themtelves without 
pay, to wear fome mark of diiiinc- 
tionj and the officers to ferve at their 
own expence. 

17th, Agreed, in cafe of actual 
invajion only; but the words, and 
r-ectiving government pay, to be 
omitted. 

18th. Officers difabled in aftual 
fervice to be rewarded by a new order 
(as a ihr and ribband, orange coloured 
or mixed) or by an eulogium prcclaim- 
td and recordtd by the Sheriffs of 
their feveral counties, or the Chief

and the men to receive a comfortable 
fabfiftence at their own homes, with 

*fc fixed anmtifyfor lift out of the vo- 
luntary fund, 

19th. The widows and children of 
Officers and Men, killed in the fer- 
vice againft invaders, to have alfo 
penfions fffr life* 

20th. The companies called out 

as above to be difcharged ///* facto, 

as foon as the invaders arc repelled, or 

the particular fervice terminated.

The following is the Spanifh account 
of the capture of Minorca, which, 
amongft other particulars of this 
unfortunate tranfaclion, relates the 
circumflances of a moil extraor- 
dinary and unaccountable diflention 
between General Murray and 
Sir Wllliam Draper, the Go- 
vernor And Lieutenant Governor 
of the place : 

Barcelona* Feb, 13. 
" The chebec, St. Louis, which 

left Minorca on the 7th initant, 

anchored in our port on the 10th. 

She was difpatched by tire General 



of our army* Three officers cdfhe on 
fhore, the fir ft of them, Mr. Le 
Sangre, the General's Aid de Camp, 
fet ofF poll immediately for Madrid ; 
they bring the agreeable news of the 
reduction of Fort St. Phillip whick 
took place on the -4th. 

" Subfequent accounts contain the 
following particulars concerning that 
important event : — -During the night 
of the 3d, the enemy kept up an ex- 
ceeding brifk and continual fire, by 
which means we had eight or tea 
men killed, and feveral wounded. 

" Our batteries replied with vi- 
gour, and with fo much fuccefs, that 
the next morning we beheld thewhiu: 
flag hoi fled from the fort, and a fhorc 
time after, one, of their oificcrs ad- 
vanced towards our lines ; Colonel 
Caro went to meet him, and having 
learnt that he was charged with a 
raeffa^c to the General, the Colonel 
fupplied him with a horie, accord- 
ing to his requeft, and accompanied 
him to the head quarters. — ^The 
Commander of the fort related in his 
letter that the want of ammunition, 
and frefh proyifions, together wiih 
the harraffed and fatigued flate of 
the garri-fbn, which was very much 
reduced by ficknefs, obliged him to 
enter into a parley vvic'i his Excel- 
lency ; and. thu he was ready to 
iurrender the fort to him immensely 
upon the fame terms of capitulation 
that the place obtained of the Due 
de.Richlicu, namely that the garrifoa 
.fhall be free, &c. 

'« M. de Criiion returned- imme- 
diately for anfwer, ** That it was 
entirely out of his power to comply 
with his Excellency's principal oe* 
mand, being bound by the orders of 
his court, which, in cafe of a capitu- 
lation, laid an exprefs injunction for 
.making thegarrifon prifonersof war ; 
that therefore he could only grant 
him the honour and refpect whici 
ihe hws of war dictate, and the par- 
ticuUr efteem he entertained for Ge- 
t.tral Murray prompted him to." 

•« The 
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" The EngHfh offieer returned 
with this reply. The whole day was 
£pent in conferences, and it was not 
till the evening that the Englifh 
General relinquished his own terms 
of capitulation, and accepted of ours, 
and offered to put Os into immediate 
poffeffion of the out works. In con- 
sequence of this, at eleven o'clock at 
sight, three companies of Spanifh 
grenadiers took pofleffion of Fore 
Marlborough, and the two neigh- 
bouring baftions were delivered up 
to the Erench troops. 

" The next morning, at nine, the 
capitulation having been figned, the 
Due de Crillon went in his coffch to 
Fort St. Phillip, accompanied by 
Lieut. General Don Felix Bunch, 
the Baron de Falkenheim, arid ano- 
ther Spanifh General. Our troops 
put themfelves under arms, and the 
Englifh marched out in columns, 
drums beating, &c. Gen. Murray and 
thefuperiorofficers clofed the march ; 
after this ceremony, rather humili- 
ating to the pride of Scotchmen, the 
officers of the two armies met, and 
the moft fpeedy fuccours were im- 
mediately afforded to the garrWon, 
both, by fupplying them with medi- 
cines and "frefh provisions, and by 
removing the fick out of of the cafe- 
mats into more airy anc) wholefome 
places- The Due de Crillon then s 
invked General Murray and the fu- 
perior officers to dine with him, 
one alone refufed, namely, General 
Draper, the fecond in command, 
who, " requested that his prefence 
•* might be difpenfed with, not 
*' chufing to be found in company, 
*• much lefs to fit down to dinner 

" with A T TO HIS 

■« COUNTRY." When they were 
all feated at table, General Murray 
faid, " You have been wirnefs to 



" the c«pric« of the fccond; in com- 
" mand. 1 am certain that he will 
*« go and accufe me in London, and 
** that his partizans will fill the pa* 
*f pers with invectives againft me, 
" not withftanding for more than 
" thefe tea dayspaft t he has been one 
" of the moll forward in advifingme 
?' to give up the place, ahd in prov- 
f 4 ing that all refinance would be 
M ineffectual."
